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BY-LAWS

NATIONAL WHITE WYANDOTTE 
CLUB 


Article I. The club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 


Article II. The object of the club shall be to promote the breeding of White Wyandotte 
fowls, to urge the adoption of the true type and color by breeders, exhibitors and judges, to 
advance the interests ofthe breed, and to bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 


Article III, The officers of the club shall be a President, Vice-President, a Secretary and 
Treasurer, and an Honorary Vice-President from each State or Province represented. 


Article IV. The management of the affairs of the club shall be vested in an Executive 
Committee, which shall consist of five members, including the President and Secretary. 


Article V. There shall be an annual meeting ofthe members for the election of officers, the 
time and place of holding which shall be determined by a vote of the members. Such vote may 
be taken by mail. 


Article VI. Five members, either by person or by proxy, shall constitute a quorum. No 
member shall be allowed to vote more than two proxies. 


Article VII. Inthe event of any vacancy occuring in the officers of the club or Executive 
Committee after the annual meeting, it shall be filled by the Committee. 


Article VIII. An application for membership must be made with membership fee to the 
Secretary, who shall submit same to the Executive Committee; a two-third vote at any com- : 
mittee meeting or annual meeting of the club being required to elect a candidate to membership . 


Article IX. Membership fee shall be $1.00. No person shall be enrolled as a member until 
after such fee is paid. 


Article X, Annual dues shall be one dollar. and shall become due in advance, the first of 
October of each year. All dues must be paid for before the first of January following, or mem- 
bership ceases, the member having been duly notified by the Secretary. 


Article XI. Life membership fee shall be ten dollars, which shall not include any 
previous amount paid. 


Article XII. Resignation may be made by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; but no 
resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues, or if there be any charges 
pending against him. 


Article XIII. Any member of the club who shall be deemed guilty of conduct derogatory to 
the club may be suspended from membership, or be expelled from the club by a two-thitds vote 
of the Executive Committee. 


Article XIV. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes out of the funds of 
the club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in the treasury. 


Article XV. All prizes offered out of the club shall be open to competition only to birds 
owned by members. 


Article XVI. These by-laws may be altered or amended by a Ore fourths vote at the 
annual meeting or by the same vote at a special meeting, 


Article XVII. The order of business at all meetings of the club shall be: 
1.’ Roll call. 

Reading of minutes of previous meeting. 

Election of new members. 

Reading of communications. 

Unfinished, or old business. 

New business. 

Election of Officers and Executive Committee. 

8. Adjournment.

WHITE WYANDOTTES, BRED AND OWNED BY CHAS. \ 
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WHITE WYANDOTTES—HOW TO JUDGE AND MATE, 


BY MR. I. K. FELCH. 

The origin of this variety is claimed to be from an albino from the Silver 
Wyandotte tamily. To be sure we had albinos before, but the moment Mr. 
Briggs first advertised the variety, and even before, those securing albino 
males—the males were first to appear as albinos from the silver—there was 
recourse to white fowls to mate with them, and albino Plymouth Rocks, Rose 
Comb Hamburg with yellow legs—some novices may not know that up to a 
certain date White Hamburgs were admitted with yellow legs—and even Rose 
Comb White Leghorns, females from all these sources were utilized in pro- 
ducing White Wyandottes. Subsequently a cross of these albino males on 
Light Brahma hens were used. Thus it will be seen that the present White 
Wyandottes are composite in their make-up, and it surely is a wonderrul 
product that has come from such ancestry to become one of the most popular 
breeds of American origin. They to-day can stand a much higher weight 
than the Standard demands. This is especially true of the female, for there 
is rather less difference in the weight of the sexes than in other preeds. It 
is a compact, solid breed, when bred in nature’s way and when true to shape 
of that conformation, which produces the largest number and largest eges. 
[t is not excessively blocky in shape, but is in conformation slightly oblong 
in body, fairly well developed in breast, with a medium length of neck, thighs 
and shanks. A shape adapted to the greatest weight and largest production 
of eggs for the feed consumed. : 

There is no breed that develops bone and muscle so evenly as the White 
Wyandotte from the time they are six weeks old until fully matured, growing 
bone and muscle evenly at the same time, thus making them fit for the knife 
at any time and of the highest value for the broiler trade. 

The difficulty of producing the white and stay white bird is no greater in 
this breed than in other white breeds. This can be controlled to a great ex- 
tent by care in mating and by having the chicks hatched at that timie in the 
year, that the third or adult plumage will be put forth after the heat of sum- 
mer is past, and care must be taken to secure ample shade for them to re- 
pose in during the hotter part of the day at the time this plumage is being 
grown. The male that carries a white plumage through the breeding period 
and moults out clear white as a cock, and remains pure white, will transmit 
this desirable color to his descendants. If quills and plumage are pure white 
in the shaft it is safe to ignore what creaminess may be apparent in the 
web, as this.may be the result of too much of the elements of fat in the feed. 
Whatever will secure a prolific production of eggs can safely be conceded as 
a prime plumage maker of pure white. 

Good yellow beak and legs can be produced with pure white shafts in 
plumage, the slight creamy tint seen in a general way in such birds will gen- 
erally wash out white for the show pen. 

In these days in the white breeds, especially in this breed, he who does 
not wash his birds is generally beaten, so ciose is the competition. ‘lhe 
sooner the novice learns this, the sooner he learns how to thoroughly wash a 
fowl, the better for him, for surely he would better know this before he en- 
ters into competition in a first-class show. 

Remember, a doubt in the mind of a judge costs the competitor a halt- 
point, this one-half point often making a difference of from $1 to $20 in reg- 
ular and special prizes, to say nothing of the breeders’ cup, often worth $100, 
but of this outside matter more further on. 

In these strenuous days generalities do not go, so I will spend my time, 
ink and paper in a pen picture of the breed. 
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WHITE QUEEN, OwneEp By MR. J. A. DEHNER 


(COPYRIGHTED SEprtT. 8, 1903) 


Mr. F. L. Sewell, the famous poultry artist,in writing to Mr. 
Dehner, said: *‘Your bird has been a beautiful model. She is one to be 
proud of. Sheisnot just the type that has béen winning in the East 
lately, but is much finer cut thansome. Several of late have shown 
too much coarseness, which does not look well in a Wyandotte. 
Your bird is one of the whitest plumaged Wyandottes I have seen 
this year.’’ 
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The Cock or Male. 


The Standard weights of this breed are: Cock, 8% pounds; cockerel, 7% 
pounds; hen, 6% poonds; pullet, 5% pounds. It is much harper to get a large 
average of Hales to this Standard of weight than to secure a fair number of 
females to exceed the weight demanded of them . 


Condition and Weight. 


This is a section that is really an outside matter in judging, for the 
scales control the weight and almost always when a specimen is out of con- 
dition, the defect that arises from lack of condition is located in some section 
of the fowl, where, as a defect, it should be cut that observers may better 
see and understand the justness of the penalty. To cut both for condition 
and in the section where: located becomes a double penalty for a single de- 
fect, only so far as the section serves to apportion the desired points de- 
manded to keep the breed up to Standard size, by the rule that they shall 
suffer a cut of two points to the pound for all they lack of being Standard 
weight. 

The Comb. 


The Wyandotte comb is known technically as a rose comb, and in com- 
parison with all other rose comb breeds it is of medium size, widest across the 
center, narrowing slightly to the front, and at the back tapering to a good 
point, the top line from front to rear parallel with tie top line of the skull, 
giving the rear a drooping aspect. The upper surface of the comb should be 
nicely bossed or corrugated. The comb of the hen should be very small as 
compared to that of the male, but of like character. The color should be a 
bright red. 

Defects.—Smooth in surface, cupped in front over beak, rounded to the rear 
into a blunt point, too large and loose upon the skull. For these defects cut 
from % to even 2% points. When so loose and thin at base as to fall to one 
side or telescoped—known as club comb—the judge should withhold the score 
and condemn the bird as unworthy. 


The Head. 


The head should be medium in size—the wider the skull the better, deep 
in face, upper beak stout, well curved to the point, yellow in color. Eyes a 
bright bay or red, appearing rather large. Ear lobes well developed, wat- 
tles hanging in lower line below point of ear lobes, face, ear lobes and wattles 
a bright red. All these features in the hen are small in comparison with the 
male, the wattles being rounded in close to throat under beak, 

Defects.- Depressed under and in front of eyes. Eyes other than red, 
very small wattles, white in ear lobes. For these cut % to 1 point, carrying 
the cut to 2% for very small wattles. Beaks crossed, indications of blindness 
and entire absence of wattles in males are disqualifications rendering the 
bird unworthy of a score. 


~ Neck, 


In comparison to the Plymouth Rock, the neck of the Wyandotte is short, 
but excessive shortness is not desirable It should be nicely curved from 
head to cape where hackle flows out over shoulder point and the cape plu- 
mage should be pure white, the hackles of the female lying close and smooth, 
but of sufficient length when the head is thrown back, to cover the cape. 

Defects. —Plumage too short to cover cape, too ‘straight in its conforma- 
tion or too long so that it looks crane-like. Shaft of feather other than white, 
surface color shaded into straw color or yellow, twisted feathers or sea 
sand spots. For these defects cut % to 1% according to the degree of the 
defect. .

Egg Record: Laid from Jan. 20 to Dec. 31, 1902, 240 eggs; from Jan. 1 to 
Sept. 30, 1903, 172 eggs; total, 412 eggs in 21 consecutive months 
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Positive black, red, cchrous, or brassy discolorations disqualifies a bird. 
Sea, sand spots, so-called, is a sign of albinism and must not be construed 
as the black, which disqualifies. Often on the under side of the quill will 
be seen dark raised lines usually black, which is caused by an insect. ‘his 
must not be termed a disqualification. Neither would | disqualify a mere 
black spot like these (...... ) in the web. Remember that these exceptions, 
so hard to discover, must be considered with the demand of the Standard in 
mind when judging, namely: “The specimen in applying disqualifications 
must be given the benefit of the doubt,’”’ when in the honest judgment it is 
believed that the strict application of the Standard would be an injustice to 
the bird, then, surely, the decision should be in favor of the specimen being 
judged. 

Back. 

The back should be broad but medium in length, flat across the cape 

under hackle, with a saddle that rises in a gentle, concave sweep, a profusion 


-of tail coverts, the side hangers falling well over the tips of the winghays. 


Plumage pure white. The back of the females is less broad in proportion, 
rather oblong in shape, with a slight puff in the saddle near the tail coverts. : 
Plumage pure white. 

Defects.—Narrow and oval in body shape or sieriiie of saddle in front of 
tail. These defects cut from % to 1% according to the degree of the defect. 
For yellow quills and straw color in surface or for sea sand spots cut 4% to 1 
point for each, according to their deserts. When keel bone is crooked, either 
or both hips slipped, or black, red, ochrous: or brassy plumage, withhold the 
score card and disqualify the specimen. 

Breast. 

The breast should be fairly broad and full at the quarters. In the female 
more full and round—with plumage white in all points. 

Defects.—Flat in front, wedge-shaped when viewed from in front. For 
these cut % to 1 point, according to degree. For yellow in quill, 1 point. 

Body and Fluff. 

The body should be straight along the keel, this being curved quite low 
down, giving depth to the body. The muscles should be full and firm to the 
touch, fluff medium full, sufficient to balance breast developments and to give 
a well-balanced appearance to the body. Plumage soft, fluffy and pure white. 

Defects.—Shrunken fluff, yellow in quills of the plumage, crooked keel 
bone. For these cut % to 1 point, according to defectiveness. Cut this sec- 
tion. even as much as 2 points if keel bone is so crooked as to mar the genera! 
appearance of’ the body. eas 

Wings. | 

The wings should be large for weight, rose well arched, fronts well 
muscled and buried in breast plumage, primaries folded smoothly under sec- 
ondaries, and secondaries reaching well to the rear, as they form the wing- 
bay, the point imbedded between the saddle and fluff plumage. Wing coverts 
clear, brilliant white. 

Defects.—Yellow or straw color in shafts of primaries or secondaries, sea 
sand spots in web, wings loosely folded. For these cut % to 1% points. 
When wings are too loosely folded or are folded entirely outside the sec: 
ondaries, withhold the score card and disqualify the specimen. 

Tail. 

The tail should be tolerably well developed, with sickles and lesser sickles 
extending somewhat beyond the tail proper, which should be carried tolerably 
upright and spread laterally at about the angle of the capital letter “A.” The 
tail coverts should be carried hanging downward, but not extending far 
enough to hide the tip of the tail proper. In the hen the tail extends well to 
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the rear of the tail coverts, inclines to point partially like the Cochins, but 
wider spread at base in proportion to size. Plumage pure white in quill and 
fiber. 

Defects.—Too closely folded to a point in the females, too small as whole 
in the males, or the other extreme, too large, taking a Langshan, shape and. 
fullness. Sea sand spots, yellow on quill or fiber. For these cut % to 1% 
points. For tail carried between the proper and a confirmed squirrel con- 
dition cut 1 to 2% points. When tail is carried permanently to one side, dis- 
qualify. 

Legs and Feet. 

The legs should be medium short, but not so short as to give a dwarted 
appearance, well boned in shanks, yellow in scale and skin. It is allowable 
that the legs should be faded to straw color in old birds. Toes medium in 
length, but strong. Thighs of sufficient length to throw hock joint below body 
line, well covered with long, soft, white plumage. 

Defects.—Dark colored scales, pale straw color, green tint to yellow. For 
these cut from % to 2 points. Cut one point for single crooked toe. Shanks 
turned in, protruding at hocks—what is known as cow hocks—should be cut 
1 to 2 points. When shanks are flesh color or have passed from yellow into 
blue, green or willow, or when positively knock-kneed, or when feet are in a 
generally deformed condition, condemn the specimen as disqualified. 


Mating. 

There is but one rule for mating for color in all white fowls, and then it 
requires care in raising and housing to secure good results in color. As in all 
breeds, we are dependent on the male to a great degree for color and shape 
and on the temale for size, constitution and egg-production, but for all that 
we would not take as a gift a male from a comparatively barren hen, no 
matter how fine her shape and color nor how great her weight. 

We sometimes see absolutely white plumage on a male with orange- 
yellow beak and legs. These will be more certain to transmit pure plumage 
if mated to females with pure plumage, straw colored shanks and not high- 
colored skins. Again, a cock of pure plumage with straw-colored shank and 
light shade of color in skin may be mated with hens that have orange-yellow 
shanks, white shafts to feather, but in fiber an oily or creamy tint. We 
would expect fine results from either mating. 

Often we find fine, large pullets that have more or less yellow in the 
shafts of their feathers. These would better be mated with a male having 
absolutely pure! plumage with very pale legs and nearly white skin, if we 
expect to secure show birds from them. 

These pullets mated with large cocks with high-colored shanks are the 
ones to give us the poultry so sought after by market poultry men, especially 
if they have oblong bodies and are above Standard weight. They’ will be 
more likely to give us dark shelled eggs, larger eggs and more of them. 

Now a word as to shape. The insane idea that Wyandottes shall be of 
the very extreme in blocky shape must be dispelled. The hen with the ‘oblong 
body is the one that gives us the largest egg records. This being the case, 
there is no sense in sacrificing these prolific types in the exhibition room in 
favor of those of chunky models that fail in weight and egg-production. It re- 
mains for the breeder to stand up square and demand of the judges an inter- 
pretation of the Standard that protects the prolific and money-earning points 
of the variety. 

This variety is one of the four best in the Standard. They are prolific 
layers, the best broilers and the best small roasters, retaining the same shape 
and percentage of muscle growth from the age of six months to maturity. 
With these they are white and beautiful as show specimens. What more do 
we want? 
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QUALITY AND BREEDING OF WHITE WYANDOTTES. 


BY MR. J. H. JACKSON, HUDSON, MASS. 


The White Wyandotte has become one of the most popular breed of 
fowls, and too much cannot be said in their favor. They have gained their 
popularity through their combined qualities of utility and faney points. The 
fact that they outnumber al] other varieties in nearly all the leading shows 
throughout the country, has done much to promote interest in the breed. Ar 
ideal White Wyandotte is admired by all who have a fancy for thorough- 
bred poultry. The standard was well applied when it called for a bird of 
blocky build, short on legs, full broad breast, pure white plumage, yellow legs 
and beak, and low, firm rose comb, which taken. all together makes it the 
very best breed. 

AS a broiler, they are fit for market at any age. The demand calls for 
one or two pounds, or early roasters at four or five pounds. While they do 
not attain the size of the Plymouth Rocks and other large breeds, they will 
mature sooner and command the highest price. 

The White Wyandottes are recognized for their great laying qualities, 
commencing at an early age. They are bred on many of the large poultry 
plants for laying and market poultry. I have found in my experience of 
over twenty years in breeding many varieties of poultry, that the White 
Wyandottes are the best jayers. Have had them lay over two hundred eggs 
a year, and other noted strains have birds with records of from two hundred 
to two hundred and thirty egzs in a year. < 

My first experience with the White Wyandottes was not very favorable, 
it being almost impossible to get a bird near the right type in shape, color 
and comb. They have improved with great strides, and have come to popu- 
lar favor, not through any boom, but by a natural growth. Of late years 
you will find birds in the show-room that are models in every way. It has 
taken time to breed them pure white, free from straw color, or grey in « 
plumage, and while not perfect in all these respects, they have made great 
improvements, which shows what can be done by careful breeding. I re- 
cently visited a plant of several hundred White Wyandottes that had been 
bred or purchased from a noted strain some years ago. They have since 
been bred with no object in view, and in consequence the birds have lost 
all shape, have very poor combs, eyes and lobes. Out of seventy-five cock- 
erels not one but was brassy, the result of indifferent breeding. 

The recommendation by the Revision Committee of the American Poultry 
Association, that all Wyandottes with anything but a yellow leg be dis- 
qualified, will in my opinion be a great help to the breed. There has been 
such a craze to get birds so white, that it has taken all the rich color out 
of the legs and beak, in fact so pale in color are some of tiem that 
they would become white before one year old. They can be bred to a stage 
of whiteness that will not show cream or brassiness in the plumage and still 
have yellow legs and beak, but it takes good judgment in mating to hold them 
to this. A male bird so white as to be weak in the color of legs and beak 
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should be mated to females very rich in the color of legs and beaks, and 
from such a mating you will get a good per cent of pure white males with 
very yellow legs. To mate a male of creamy color on very white females | 
would not get near as good results. | 

The standard calls for a cock to weigh 8% pounds, cockerel 744 pounds, 
hen 61% pounds and pullet 514 pounds. For years there has been a de- 
mand for very large birds to weigh one and two pounds above .standard 
weight. I have sold pirds at different times for ccmparison shows when 
the purchaser would be well pleased with them in every way, the birds being 
up to standard weight or over, and he would write me, ‘‘I win.’’ Years ago 
birds were apt to run under size and large birds were favored to encourage 
size. The standard weights are perfect for the breed, and are just right 
for a business fowl. A pullet should weigh six pounds when ready to lay 
and six and one-half pounds when one year old, and hens should weigh 
seven pounds when in laying condition, for they will weigh less when not 
laying. A cockerel. when fully matured should weigh seven and one-half 
or eight pounds. When birds have to be very fat to reach standard weight 
they are under size. I find it no trouble to get birds up to weight that have 
good thick stocky legs and are heavy boned. If you are breeding under 
sized birds and wish to increase the size, it should be done through the fe- 
males, by selecting the very largest and mating them to a male of typical 
shape, even though he is a little under standard weight. Such a mating will 
produce larger birds of ideal shape, both males and females. To mate a large 
male bird on small females will result in many large rangy cockerels. The 
size depends a great deal on giving the chicks a proper start during the first 
ten weeks from the’ shell. Many birds are stunted from the start through 
poor care and never will attain size. Chicks hatched from the very best 
matings will not give good results in growth or make high class birds if 
they are not given prover care. The best brood ‘of chicks I ever raised was 
hatched the 10th of July. I made it an object to give them a good start, the 
pullets commenced to lay the ist of January, the cockerels were matured 
by that time and I sold several of them for January shows, in fact I never had 
a brood produce so many first-class birds, just through the best of care and 
keeping them by themselves while growing. To keep the White Wyandottes 
in the front rank they must be bred as the standard requires, and must be 
judged in the show room only under standard requirements. 
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THE COLOR OF WHITE WYANDOTTES.

The general impression prevails that solid colored birds are easy to 
breed; so much easier than parti-colored that the present rules for judging 
allow a heavy handicap of one and one-nalf points, this being simply a gift 
to the parti-colored varieties when they come in competition. I was greatly 
in favor of cutting out this handicap altogether. The Revision Committee, 
however, would consent only to a reduction to one-half point. Of course, 
this is a great gain. 
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A bfrd of imposing carriage, possessing a fine head, back and breast, is the above White 
Wyandotte cock, winner of special at Chicago, Jan., 1902, for best colored male. he pullet 
iS an unusually large one of strong Wyandotte points, and winner of Ist and special at same 
exhibition tor best shaped Wyandotte female. The awards of the judges therefore give the 


owner, Mr. Ross C. H. Hallock, St. Louis, Mo., credit for winning on both shape and color. 
— Reliable Poultry Journal. 
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Let us look at the assignments for color of plumage for White Wyan- 
dottes. Of course, it is the same as for all other varieties of the American 
class—neck, 6; back, 5; breast, 5; body and fluff, 3; wings, 4; tail, 4—a total 
of 27 on these six sections. The color allowance of 3 on head is not usually 
applied to the color of the plumage of the head, for that is considered under 
the next section, neck. Just here I may remark that the Revision Commit- 
tee did a wise thing in taking away some of the importance of neck color 
and assigning it to other sections. Why the color of the neck should count 
for more than the color of the back or wings I never could understand. 

Now, suppose we are scoring a White Wyandoote, or are comparing them 
for a place in the show room. ‘The judge who does not apply the assigned 
valuation in each gection and cut or discount it as it falls short of being abso- 
‘ lutely white is not doing his duty as a judge. It is cock birds we are passing 
on; one bird has his hackle in full plumage, but shows a trace of yellow 
throughout that section; the quills and feathers are having a creamy cast; a 
cut of one point you will say is enough, but that neck must be very nearly 
pure white; that is discounted only one-sixth. The usual neck cut for color 
is not half so heavy as it should be. 

The bird in the next coop is not nearly so far along; many of his hackle 
feathers are quite yellow in both web and quill, and the feather cases are still 
on, and they are yellow, too. You cut his neck perhaps one and three-fourths 
for shape on this account and you will naturally say to yourself, “These 
feathers will bleach out when they get seasoned. I must not cut his neck all 
away. Ill cut his neck one and a half on color.” Now, if you will compare 
it either mentally or actually with the neck you just left you will admit that 
if one should be cut one point on color the other should be cut at least three 
points. No matter if the score does get below 90! That is none of your 
business at present. Now go to cock No. 3. His feathers are advanced no 
further than those of No. 2, but they are dead white, not a sign of creaminess 
on either web or quill or case. It is “white, all white, and no compromise.” 
But you say, “Will it do to pass an undeveloped neck with no cut on color?” 
Had I not better cut one-half point on general principles, lest it come yellow 
or get brassy later on?’ If you do you are a robber. You are scoring that 
bird now, in his present condition, not as a future contingency. He should 
not be cut on color if he is as described. In fact, to do exact justice to all 
three birds, either on a score-card or comparison basis, the cuts of these three 
birds on color of neck, if they are as [t have described, should be 14%, 3% 
and 0. Then you will be exercising some discrimination—rewarding the 
good and punishing the guilty. As judges we get our. scores too much alike. 
We do not discriminate on our score cards at shows in the same way we 
do if buying or selecting birds for our breeding pens. 

Let us look at the wings. Suppose the stage of development is about 
the same on the wings of these three birds as on their necks. No. 1 shows 
a creaminess in his flights. No. 2, not so far along, is very “green,” which, in 
this case, stands for yellow. No. 3 has no greater growth of feathers than 
No. 2, but everything is dead white. The cuts should be 1%, 2% and 0. 
But you will say at the rate you are going you will cut away fifteen of the 
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twenty-seven color points of the No. 2 bird and put him out of business alto- 
gether on color alone. All right, if he is as bad as I have described that is 
the thing to do with him. We are too afraid to cut as hard as we should, and 
the off-colored birds still keep coming to the show. That is the reason, too, 
that I can count on my fingers all the really White Wyandottes I found last 
season at the two great shows of New York and Chicago, and they made 
such an impression on me that I can see them individually yet. 

Only recently at a big show a prominent judge wished to show me the 
hen he had placed first, some “kicking” being raised on the award. As I 
held her in my hand, running through her section by section, he said: ‘‘She’s 
white, she’s white. she’s white.” ‘There was the trouble—she was not white. 
The present standard applied to that bird, section by section, and the cuts 
given that are recommended by the Revision Committee would have made 
the color cuts on that hen that day something like this: Neck, 14%; back, 1; 
kody, %; wings, 1% (she had but one white quill in each wing, the others 
being very bad); tail, 1. A color cut of 54%. Yet there were in that class 
three hens that could not by any possibility have been punished on color 
more than 1%. Why did he not place these birds? Why did he not even 
put his hands on two of them? Because they were pale in the shanks. Of 
these three hens one of the best had rather bad colored shanks, a little 
spotted. A cut of two wouid have been the limit of the color punishment had 
the judge scored her. Another had beautiful shanks, only rather pale. Had 
he taken her in his hand he would have seen clear yellow all the way down 
ihe rear. A cut of 144 would have been the color limit. The third hen was 
close to the disqualification of “shanks other than yellow,” for they were 
entirely too white, but no whiter than those of the first cock not twenty feet 
away. That hen would have smiled under a cut of three points on color of 
shanks and still she would have scored three points higher than the first 
hen in the show by the judge who judged them, if you please, had he taken 
the trouble either to score them or to compare them section by section. 

Now, don’t misunderstand me. I’m not pleading for pale shanks. I like 
to see the yellow shanks on chicks—yes, and on fowls, too, if it is not so yel- 
low as to arouse suspicion of having been manipulated. I do not discount 
shape for color. These six sections have a total assignment of twenty-five 
points on shape and I am a stickler fer true Wyandotte shape to be re- 
warded for its presence and punished for its absence. 

While climate and soil and food all have something to do with the color- 
ing or discoloring of both shank and plumage, let us remember that we 
cannot expect to get really white chicks if we persist in using yellow or 
even creamy birds in our breeding pens. Let us remember that white is not 
always white, that there are several degrees of whiteness in the plumage of 
a flock which the casual observer calls all white. Handle your birds from 
the start. Mark those that are never creamy, and if they will go through a 
season without getting brassy keep them for your breeders if they are right 
on size, Shape and head gear. 
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SPECIALISM. 


BY MR. CHAS. E. CRAM. 


Some men are “all-round” men, some farmers are “all-round” farmers, 
some poultrymen are “all-round” poultrymen, and many of them are success- 
ful, but they are merely exceptions to the general rule that the man who suc- 
ceeds most is devoting his energies to the accomplishment of some particular 
purpose. The successful farmer, as a rule, is the one who is devoting his 
time and attention to some particular branch of farming. The successful 
pcultrymen, especially, are those who are centering their energies on the 
proper breeding of one variety of poultry. 

Specialism is not a new thing, but the tendency to specialism is neces- 
sarily increasing as the world is progressing. Time was when a general 
mechanic may have been considered a specialist in that he devoted all of his 
time to mechanical pursuits, perhaps having a knowledge of machinery and of 
_ the methods of construzting things in general. The mechanics of today are 
specialists. The wonderful progress in the science of mechanics, the thou- 
sands of modern machines for the manufacture of various commodities, the 
modern methods of constructing buildings, bridges, ships, and a thousand 
other things, makes it impossible for a mechanic to be a general mechanic 
and understand them all. The man who can superintend the building of a 
twentieth century printing press may know absolutely nothing about the 
construction of a twentieth century locomotive or a threshing machine. 
Years ago a single man may have had sufficient knowledge of the construc- 
tion of buildings of those days to have built an entire building, but in these 
days we want our buildings planned by an architect, the masonry done by a 
mason, the woodwork by a carpenter, the plastering by a plasterer, the 
plumbing by a plumber, and the painting by a painter, all of whom are | 
specialty mechanics. The idea of specialism in mechanics is carried still 
farther. An architect may make a specialty of public buildings, of sky- 
secraping office buildings, or of modern dwellings. The mason may be a 
stone mason or a brick mason. A carpenter may be an expert at bridge 
building and be an utter failure at finishing the inside of a modern resi- 
dence. Each of these mechanics find that they have quite enough to do to 
become master of their specialty. 

The man who is in demand and is meeting with the most success is the 
man who, by limiting the scope of his occupation, is able to do something 
that his neighbor cannot do, and that is just what the specialty poultry 
breeder is doing. . 

The raising of poultry has been an adjunct to farming for ages, but the 
fowls have been of the nondescript sort and the producing qualities so little 
developed that it is doubtful if they would have paid for their keeping if it 
kad not been for the fact that they consumed as food what would otherwise 
have been wasted. The specialty farmer, whose specialty is poultry, even 
if it be of several varisties, is far better able to secure satisfactory results 


from his poultry than the one who raises poultry haphazardly as an adjunct to 
farming. 
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But the breeding of pure bred pouitry according to standard requirements 
necessitates such close attention to details that it is almost impossible for 
one person to breed many varieties of poultry to a high degree of perfection. 
A few men may do it to a certain extent, but no doubt they would be still 
more successful if they devoted their time and attention to one breed. 

A good many men are trying to breed several varieties of poultry who 
have scant facilities for even one variety. .Just a few days ago the writer 
visited the yards of a friend who was raising young stock of six different 
varieties besides a lot of nondescripts and yet he had only one smali 
poultry house. Even where a man has facilities for raising several varieties 
—having houses and yards for one or two matings of each variety, he is 
just that much better fixed for the raising of one variety. If he can have 
ten or more matings of one variety he surely stands a better chance of 
getting some very high class birds than if he had but one or two matings, 
and if he can raise three hundred birds of one variety it can not be dis- 
puted but that there will be some better birds than if he raised but thirty of 
this variety and the rest of other varieties. Then the average man finds that 
he has quite enough to do in mastering the breeding of one variety. He 
becomes better acquainted with the strong points and the defects of his 
birds, knows just how to mate them, how to raise them, how to care for them 
to make them productive, and how to sell them. In other words, like a 
certain well known political leader, he “knows his business.” 

With only one variety there is not the danger of the breeds becoming 
mixed. Though the partition fences may be high and other precautions may 
be taken, occasionally a hen will slip through an open door or in some 
way get in the wrong pen, and we all know how quickly a strange hen in 
a yard becomes a victim of the cockerel’s indiscretions. This means there 
will be young birds of uncertain parentage. Many others, like the writer, 
have visited the yards of breeders of several varieties and in going the 
rounds with him have found some birds in the wrong yards. Of course 
this sometimes happens in the yards of the specialist who only breeds one 
variety but the consequences, though annoying to one who desires to keep 
hig pedigrees straight, are not serious and do not affect the purity of the 
breed. 

It is a fact quite generally conceded among poultrymen that our finest 
birds are usually bred from individual matings—one male with one female. 
Not any of us follow this plan with all our matings but we like to have a few 
special matings of this kind. The man who breeds a number of varieties 
cannot follow this plan wnless he has unusual facilities. 

In deciding upon a variety for a specialty there are two things that one 
takes into consideration, viz., the variety that appeais to his fancy and the 
actual merits of the variety. Some of the crested varieties, for instance, 
appeal only to a man’s fancy. They have not been bred particularly for 
merit and only in exceptional cases possess much merit. Then some va- 
rieties only possess merit in one direction. They may be egg producers, but 
they are small and delicate, and though some call them “business” breeds 
they are usually out of business in the winter. In our case as in the case 
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ot hundreds of others, the variety that we believe possesses the most merit 
is the one that appealed to our fancy. It is a variety that, admitted to the 
Standard in 1888, has made such rapid strides that, on account of its. ex- 
cellence, it is bred so extensively that it leads in point of numbers in most 
of our winter shows; it leads in the way of egg production, early maturity, 
table qualities, and is unsurpassed in beauty, the pride of the American 
class:of fowls, the White Wyandottes. | 

Other articles in this book describe the desirable qualites of the White 
Wyandotte so thoroughly that it is unnecessary.to repeat them here. Suffice 
it to say that in the writer’s opinion, based on an experience with a number 
of breeds, all the desirable qualities of a fowl are combined in the White 
Wyandottes as in no other variety. Though they are specialists in the way 
of egg production that in no way interferes with their desirable qualities as 
a market fowl. Though they are a pound lighter than- the Plymouth 
Rocks according to Standard weight, a flock of White Wyandottes will 
usually average as heavy:as a flock of Rocks as they are easier to breed 
to Standard weight. Their size and rotund Shapes.commend them as a 
market fowl. Hardly any one would care for a: larger fowl. We know 
if we were looking: over the market, and wanted’ anything larger than 
a White Wyandotte we would buy a turkey. . «ub. 

The demand for the White Wyandotte as a market fowl and as an egg 
producer makes @ demand for them with the fancier, for the fancier is 
the one who develops the. higher qualities .of the sbreed. We believe that 
the popularity of the variety is due largely to the fact that its breeding: 
has been mainly in the hands of specialists who have used their whole 
effort. to the development of these qualities. 

The White Wyandotte is unmistakably the best ° breed for the farmer 
whether he wants egzs or fowls for market; we. ‘know it is the favorite 
fowl with many who-are breeding several varieties, ‘and it is equally true 
that it is the best variety for the .specialist. — a 

The production of the White Wyandotte in its high state of: perfection 
is but an example of the progress that marked. the latter part of the 
nineteenth century. As the threshing machine compares with the flail, as 
tie binder compares with the cradle, and as the locomotive compares with 
the stage coach, just so compares the White Wyandotte, bred in high state 
of perfection, with the fowls of our forefathers. *

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‘| THE NOBLE WHITE WYANDOTTE.

To many breeders of other varieties the popularity of the White Wyan- 
dotte has been a cause of wonder and envy. They seek to explain it by say- 
ing that it-is simply the result of a boom and that this popularity will wane 
just as quickly as it came. I think every White Wyandotte breeder will 
jcin with me in a protest against any such theory. An analysis of this 
popujarity will, however, not be out of place. I shall explain it by simply 
stating the reasons that led me some years ago to give up all other va- 
rieties for the White Wyandotte. First of all I decided that in this prac- 
tical age the utility or general purpose fowl was the one to breed. I found 
this in the Plymouth Rock and Wyandotte, but after many years’ experience 
I found that the Wyandotte excelled the Rock as a layer. So it was a case 
of Wyandotte, and my choice was naturally the white variety, as being in 
my eyes one of the most beautiful of domestic fowls. They attract everyone 
from the amateur to the veteran poultryman. Even people who know ab- 
solutely nothing about fowls are struck with admiration when they see @ 
flock of them with their snow-white plumage, bright yellow legs and rose 
combs; who could help admiring them. Therefore it seems to me their 
popularity lies in their beauty and their usefulness. Taken together, what 
stronger combination could be devised. In all the large shows it is the 


White Wyandottes that attract the most attention. Even the breeders of © 


other varieties never fail to size up this class and pick the probable winners. 
Take the history of the Barred Rock. At one time no breed was more 
popular and justly so because this popularity was based on utility quali- 
ties: Lately they have been losing ground and it is quite certain that this 
to a great extent is the result of the double mating farce. I claim that no 
couble-mating variety can rightly be called an ideal utility fowl. At least 
nine-tenths of the breeders of poultry are farmers and they cannot nor 
have they the inclination to practice double-mating. In a short time they 
become disgusted with their birds because they find they are not up to the 
mark. 1 have seen dozens leave the Barred Rock and commence breeding 
White Wyandottes for this very reason. | ) 

But let no one get the idea that because the White Wyandotte is a 
‘solid colored variety it will be an easy matter to produce prize winners. 
This is not the case because if it were we would not hear of such high 
prices being paid tor them. They can only be produced by careful con- 
scientious work with good stock. They must be bred right and cared for 
properly from the shell to the show room. Right here I would say that 
every year dozens of good birds have their chances at the fairs ruined by 
not being prepared or the work of preparation done in a careless man- 
ner. Often the whitest birds are too dirty to win while hardly a fair passes 
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that a number do not exhibit an overdose of blueing. The proper way to 
have birds in perfect condition is to time them for the fair at which they 
are to be exhibited. That is, hatch them at such a date that when the fair 
comes on the cockerels: will have all their adult plumage and the pullets 
just ready to lay: After a *pullet has layed a couple of weeks she usually 
is not in as good condition as when she began. I allow a month, at least, 
more for cockerels than for pullets as they are usualy slower maturing. 

When I commenced breeding White Wyandottes I had in mind a 
double object, namely, the production of a heavy laying prize-winning strain. 
Many advised me that this was impossible and backed up their assertion 
by the highest authorities that the ideal Wyandotte shape does not con- 
form to the ideal egg-laying typeof body. They claimed that the long-bodied 
hen would be a better layer than the one with a short body. However, this 
has not been my experience, , because most of my record layers have 
been typical shaped birds, with that short body and back so admired by 
fanciers. To my great satisfaction therefcre I have fcund that the prize- 
winner and the heavy layer may combine in the same bird. One of the 
heaviest layers I ever owned has produced several winners at the large 
shows. .By keeping the utility qualites of the White Wyandotte’ well to 
the front they need never loose the premier position they now occupy. 

Many fanciers do themselves and their customers a great injury by 
using too much shade in their yards. The result is they are completely at 
a loss to know which of their birds will stay white and which will tan 
fiom the sun. If a bird is not stay-white the owner ought to know it so 
that he may avoid breeding from the bird in future. Shade is all right 
in its place and it is perfectly necessary that the birds should have shade 
to go to as a protection from the burning rays of the sun. But if a bird is 
stay-white he will resist the effects of the sun on his color even if he is 
out in it most of the time. This color is a beautiful silvery white and the — 
effect of the sun is only to make the plumage glisten all the more. Even 
when such a bird is moulting his feathers will be white and if you ex- 
amine the new quills you will find them pink, not yellow in color. 

The leg color of the White Wyandotte is also a question that leaves 
much room for study. With brassy or creamy colored birds the rich 
yellow leg is a matter of course, aud it would be a difficult thing to get 
anything else. But with these very white birds it is more of a task to 
get a richly colored leg. From stay-white birds you are almost sure to get 
some weak in leg color. Therefore,. the only thing to do is, by a process 
of selection, to strengthen this leg color while retaining the whiteness of 
plumage. The breeding birds should, if possible, have orange-colored legs. 
‘hecause this color seems to be more iasting than the lighter yellow or 
lemon-color. The color cf any leg ean be helped by a thorough wash- 
ing occasionally. It is also a good plan to rub on a little sweet oil as it 
keeps away parasites, and helps the color.

‘‘SETTING A HEN,’’ A. G. GRIGGS, OTTAWA, ILLINOIS 
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WHY I LIKE THE WHITE WYANDOTTES. 


BY MR. A. G. GRIGGS. 


I like the White Wyandottes for their shape and the business that is in 
them. They are built for business and are full of it at all ages. Place 
chicks just from the shell of any breed “fit to eat’ together, and see how 
our birds will outstrip the others in every respect. As young, they are 
good eating while chicks of other varieties are forming bone. In my ex- 
perience the mortality of the White Wyandotte from three weeks of age to 
the “hatchet” is a very small per cent. If the weather is warm the young 
will care for themselves at six weeks of age, and from this time on, to my 
noti on, they are the most interesting, responding so promptly to good 
treatment. 

If properly fed and cared for, the Wyandotte is a dead sure layer at 
six months, and will keep on shelling out large brown eggs all winter, and 
never let up except while hatching or brooding chicks. In summer we have 
the coolest bird, as the white plumage reflects the sun’s rays. In hatching 
and as mothers they are ideal, not clumsy or nervous, and go back to lay- 
ing so quickly. A good worker in the scratching pen, and she will yield 
the largest profit of anything that cackles. Her low comb is a good as- 
surance of winter eggs, and in the years round-up our Wyandottes will 
furnish the most eggs of any breed. 

The White Wyandotte is a bird of pleasant curves, wide, short and 
plump. A good Wyandotte male is proud, intelligent, attentive, the best 
shaped male of any breed, and a show bird at four years. We have just 
the bird a calculating man would ask for. Sufficiently small for enough 
activity, iarge enough for the table and all good meat. The absence of dark 
pin feathers scores another point for the White Wyandotte. They are not 
so hard to breed true to color as the colored varieties. If the White 
Wyandotte has one fault I have failed to find it. The knowing ones are 
forsaking all preeds for the White Wyandottes. 
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A TYPICAL WHITE WYANDOTTE. 


BY MR. EDGAR BRIGGS. 


What constitutes a typical prize-winning White Wyandotte is what con- 
fronts us all when we prepare for the show-room. I wish here to give a few 
of the most important points which go to make up a typical White Wyandotte 
a bird of great beauty, surpassed by none when properly bred. First, shape 
must be considered, as this is what makes the breed and has put them at 
the head of all other breeds today. They must be very blocky, a short 
stout yellow leg, deep heavy breast, low set, a short, very broad back, with 
a short well-spread tail, and for trimmings a handsome deep bay eye, good 
red lobe, a small close-fitting comb, and a chalk-white plumage very shiny 
as though it had come out of the laundry, and you have one of the: 
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handsomest fowls eyes were ever laid upon. To breed specimens of this 
kind great care must be taken in mating up your breeding stock: new blood 
must be put in each year to keep up your size and vitality; do not closely 
inbreed, for if you do you will decrease your size, also quantity of eggs. 
For new blood buy the best well-bred bird you can buy from a reliable 
breeder, and pay a good price. Buy the best money can buy, if you ex- 
pect to raise winners. And you will find progeny from such stock with size 
and vigor will fill your egg basket as well. Always fully mature your birds 
before starting them to laying, keep them growing from the start and 
give them as much range as possible as a healthy chick, one that has never 
had a setback, is the bird that matures into a winner and a valuable breeder. 


WHITE WYANDOTTES AT THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


The poultry show in connection with the World’s Fair at St. Louis next 
year will be held under the auspices of the Department of Live Stock from 
October 24 to November 5. Chief F. D. Coburn hag prepared a prize-list 
which offers to poultry fanciers $11,786 in cash, and which is shaped with 
the idea of making it in every way worthy of the greatest universal exposi- 
tion ever held. 

In making up the poultry classification the varieties have been divided 
into three classes, “A,” “B,” and “C,” according to the respective values and 
total number of fowls. White Wyandottes are placed in Group “A,” in 
which @ach variety is allotted $100 for prizes. The first prize for cock is 
$1.0, the second, $6; the third, $4, and the fourth and fifth are certificates 
of high commendation and commendation. The same division of $20 each 
is made for hen, cockerel, pullet and breeding pen. In group “B,” the first 
prize is $7, the second, $5, and the third, $3. The first in Group “C”’ is 
$6, the second, $4, and the third, $2. 

No charges are to be made for entry fees or space in any manner. 
This is a general rule of the Exposition’s Division of Exhibits and has 
keen applied to all the shows in the Department of Live Stock. The ex- 
clusion of inferior fowls will be done by inspection of the birds on arrival 
at the grounds. Exhibitors will not be limited in the number of worthy birds 
they may wish to dispiay at the show, but no more than four birds owned 
by one exhibitor will be permitted in a single competition for awards. En- 
tries must be filed with Chief Coburn on or before September 10, 1904. 
The Exposition grounds will -be ready to receive poultry exhibits on Octo. 
ber 20. 

_ Judging will be by comparison. Great diligence will be exercised in the 
selection of all the live stock judges at the World’s Fair in an effort to obtain 
unquestioned awards.

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WHITE WYANDOTTES AS LAYERS. 


BY MR. E. H. WILLIAMS. 


White Wyandottes as layers are equal to the best—that is my experience 
after breeding them for a good many years. Before taking up the White 
Wyandottes I had tried several other breeds but never got as many eggs 
(for the year) from any of them as I am getting from the White Wyandoites. 
I find that the White Wyandottes come to maturity very early and are ex- 
cellent winter layers, in fact the cold winters of Michigan do not seem to 
have any effect on their laying qualities. Pullets will begin to lay in the 
fali and shell out the eggs all winter. : 

My first hatch came off March 23rd, and August 7th; one of my pullets 
began to lay, making her four months and fifteen days old. She laid the 
Tih, 8th, 10th, 12th, 13th, 14th, 16th, 17th, 18th, 19th, 20th, 21st, 22nd, 24th 
25th, 27th and 29th. 

Outside of the iaying quaiites I think the White Wyandottes are in 
greater demand than any other fowl bred today. The chicks are plump 
from the time they are hatched, and they have no equal-as broilers and 
reasters. It’ is a great pieasure to me to see the White Wyandottes gain-. 
ing popularity so fast, and they deserve it to say the least. 


UTILITY AND FANCY POULTRY. 


BY MR. EMORY WHITE. 


People who want something for nothing should not look to poultry for 
it. I am inthe poultry business to make a living for a family of five, and 
as my capital is small, I have to go slow in the way of buildings. My build- 
ings are plain, and I use quite a number of small colony houses’ about five 
by ten feet, that I like very well. I ship strictly fresh eggs to Cleveland 
and always receive more than the market price for them. Last spring I 
shipped a coop of White Wyandotte chickens to a commission man at 
Cleveland and received fifty cents each for them, although the chicks did not 
weigh one and a half pounds each. 

While I make eggs my specialty, I take great pains with my breeding 
stock, as that is the foundation of the whole thing. They must be strong and 
active, hens that will sing as well as dress up for people to admire in the 
show room. I was surprised at the number of eggs I received from three 
pens of White Wyandottes last winter, and several times during the spring, 
after they had been laying all winter, I gathered as many eggs in a day as 
I had hens in the pens. Last December I gathered 4088 eggs; January, 
4004; February, 4144; March, 5846, and April, 5023 eggs from about 350 hens 
and pullets. I expect a better egg record this winter as my pullets are 
better developed than they were at this time last year. I feed wheat, corn, 
oais, sunflower seeds, beef scraps, small potatoes, bran, oil meal, oyster shells, 
and grit, and give plenty of warm water to drink. All my birds have free 
range in the summer (except the breeders). I admire the White Wyandottes 
or account of their laying qualities and the hens make extra good mothers 
and foragers. They dress so nice for market, having very yellow skin and no 
dark pin feathers to mar their appearance. They are good enough for a 
preacher to eat. The Wyandottes are by far the best fowl in the long run, 
and I expect to see them still increase in favor as they become better 
known. I am after more eggs and better fowls. The White Wyandottes 
will do for me.

I know that I will be excused for not writing on the merits of my 
chosen variety. The readers of this catalogue have in all probability read 
for ten years past, my claims for these birds, until it would seem to them 
like an old saw I was filing. 

Please don’t understand, thovgh, that “half has ever been told” of the 
splendid qualities of these birds, but feel that there is something that 
we, as a club and as individual members, must concede of vital impor- 
tunce to it during the next five years. That is our new Standard, so I 
thought to discuss that briefiy. 

There is one thing that I think that Wyandotte breeders should feel 
very much pleased over in the New Standard, being gotten out by tlie 
American Poultry Association, that is the conciseness of the descriptions 
and the new rule of punishing for the specimens that are more than one 
pound over standard weight. 

I was reading an article by one of our most prominent poultry men, 
he claimed that the Wyandotte poultry family could be grown to 8 pounds 
for females and 10 pounds for males without in the least detracting from 
their practical worth. Now I shall have to take exceptions to this and 
it is easy to prove it from the Brahma. Year after year the weight of 
the Brahma was increased, today by the confessions of the most strenuous 
advocates of them, they are not only rather indifferent layers, but are so 
long maturing and cost so much to bring to maturity that from a practical 
standpoint they are not the success that they were years ago. 

I know<too that one of the most prominent breeders in the country, a 
man that I believe with a knowledge of the Brahma not surpassed by any 
other breeder in this country, when he wanted to have eggs and stock for 
market introduced the White Wyandottes as a side line to accomplish 
his purpose. I have bred Brahmas myself and know that from 10 to 12 
months is the time required to mature the most down to date sfrains. 
~ Now then, brother fanciers, do we want to injure our pets, the breed that 
stands at the head of the practicai fowls, by increasing the weight as has 
been done during the past few years? I know that one of our most promi- 
nent fanciers, who recently passed away, aS long ago as three or four 
vears, cautioned the breeders about producing over-grown specimens and | 
have claimed for years that our best birds for utility and those that prove 
to be the nattiest and snappiest specimens are those nearest to standard 
weight. 

If we want to see the Wyandottes retain the place that they now hold in 
the eyes of the breeders of the country, we shall have to endorse the report 
of the revision committee and see that at the general convention of the 
American Poultry Association, it is sustained and carried. Let us make it 
a personal matter with our state representatives io see that they know 
cur feelings in this matter so that this may be carried. The Wyandottes 
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as they stand in the yard, in the pen, or in the country show, is par ex- 
cellence a bird of beauty and to retain this graceful outline, the standard 
as the revisioners have given it to us, must be carried in toto. As to 
the further discussion of the splendid variety that I have the honor to rep- 
resent in these columns, the White Wyandottes, I will leave to the other 
breeders, who will be cailed upon to contribute, but not being a member 
of the American Poultry Association, I thought to bring before the breed- 
ers and those who are members, what I believe voices the sentiment of 
the vast majority of the breeders today. 


THE BEST ALL-PURPOSE FOWL. 


BY MR. ARTHUR F. HARTMAN. 


No .breed of fowls of recent origin stands as high in the commercial 
world or poultrydom as does the White Wyandotte. 

The White Wyandotte is the market man’s choice, be it broiler, squab 
broiler or grown chicken; they are the farmer’s favorite and the fancier’s 
pride. They are fast growers and are rivals of the Leghorn, but instead 
cf growing by jerks, as some breeds do, that is, they do not grow awhile, 
stop and take on a coat of feathers and then fill out, but they keep right 
on growing all the time and are always plump and compact, instead of 
slim and loose jointed. The size and blocky build of the Wyandotte is 
to the poultry market as the Holstein is to the cattle market, this is 
why the marketmen and poultry dealers rather purchase them and also by 
their yellow skin, beak and legs give the rich butter-like colet that is 
relished by the purchaser also by the fancier for beauty. 

Pullets commence to ley in about four to five months, beginning along 
in the fall and will continue to lay through the winter when eggs bring 
such good prices. The energetic Wyandotte will not only lay. during the 
fall and winter, but will keep right on shelling out the eggs during the 
spring and summer months as well. No artificial heat is needed to keep © 
their combs from freezing and to encourage egg-production. The White 
Wyandottes have held the record of laying on an average of 224 eggs 
per hen a2 year, this is one of the strong holds of theirs over the now-sitting 
breeds. They hold first place in poultrydom, being a practical, fancy fowl 
for the markets and show-rings. 

The farmer delights in their size, plumage and thriftiness, also in their 
heavy weight and fine meat and in the practical utility of their ege- 
production and as foragers they seek for their own supply if allowed to. 
They draw the attention of the admirer of poultry on account of their 
pure white plumage, and the deep-breasted, plump-bodied, smooth-skinned 
and quick-grown productions. They are hardy and easily kept. If you 
want to obtain fancy prices for eggs or birds get the White Wyandoites, 
they are all-around favorites and fast coming to the front in popularity as a 
general purpose fowl for all the positions in poultrydom, namely, to fill the 
egg basket daily, a desirable market fowl for meat, and to win in the 
skow room for the coveted prize. They are hard to beat, try a trio or a 
setting of eggs next spring.

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FIRST PRIZE HEN AT JAMESTOWN, NEW YORK 
BRED AND OWNED By Jos. N. PRUE, ROCHESTER, N. Y. 
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MAKING A START.

I suppose nearly everybody who starts in chickens, first has in mind rais- 
ing broilers and eggs for market. I know that was my first ambition and 
nearly every amateur who comes to see me says, “I just want to raise a few 
for market; I don’t want to raise fancy stock.” But after they have been 
at it awhile they either throw it up in disgust, or else drift into tne fancy. 
I am speaking now of the city man or suburban resident, not the farmer. 
With the farmer, chickens just naturally grow. They are as easy to raise 
as weeds. He never misses the food they eat, nor counts the worth of 
them. If he kept stricter account of them, he would appreciate their 
worth more and take better care of them. But the city man, he has to buy 
all his eggs and chickens and meat. He finds his grocery bill considerably 
larger than the farmer does and looks about for a way to either reduce the 
grocery bill or add to his regular income. | 

And let me say right here, that raising chickens is essentially the work- 
ingman’s pleasure or Dusiness. There is nothing else in which a man can 
invest so little money and at once begin to reap the benefit. 


If a man starts a store he must lay out a large amount for stock and 
fixtures, rent and coal, horses and wagons. If it is a dairy farm, he must 
have a great big farm and large barns, feed for six months or a year, horses 
and wagons and ten or twelve cows. Now the man who starts in chickens 
can make a good start for from $10 to $25, if necessary, and he can have for 
$100.00 a first-class plant with every convenience. Now I don’t say that he 
can make a living from $100.00 invested, but he can with care and some 
knowledge, begin to reap the benefit of his first $10 invested. Now it is my 
advice to all beginners to start with stock if it is only a trio, you will get 
more eggs from a trio of birds than from $10.00 worth of eggs and will 
probably have better success hatching them and raising the chickens. 


A large dry goods box will hold the trio all summer and smaller boxes 
will do for the hens with with chicks. These latter can be made from 
grocery boxes covered with building paper. You will want three or four 
broody hens for sitting, because the pair of thoroughbred hens must keep 
on laying as long as they will. From this lot you ought to have 50 young 
chickens in the fall, and out of that 50 you will probably have 25 cockerels 
and 25 pullets. The cockerels ought to sell for enough to pay for the 
feed consumed all summer, leaving the pullets as clear gain. Now don't 
try to keep those 25 pullets in that dry goods box all winter, because if 
you do you will invite certain failure. I would advise you to dispose of ali 
but about i0 per cent of the best and largest pullets and the two hens, if 
they are good, you ought now to build a small house about 10x12 feet for the 
12 females and cock and then I will leave someone else to tell you how to 
keep them laying all winter.

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THE PROPER TRAINING, CONDITIONING AND SHIP- 
PING OF BIRDS TO THE SHOWS TO SECURE 
IME BEST. RESULTS. 


BY MR. W. R. GRAVES. 


I presume that the most, if not all, of the readers of this article intend 
to make an exhibit at some show in the near future, and I hope that what 1 
may have to say will be of some help to some of them. 

In my showing at the largest shows in the country, where I have held 
my own with the best that could be bred, bought or borrowed and sometimes 
setting considerably the best of it, I attribute my success in a measure to 
the condition that I was able to get my birds in before shipping to the shows. 
The first requisite to success is to have good birds. The second is to have 
them well trained and conditioned, and then you will have to leave the rest 
to the judge. It is well to look over your birds two or three months in ad- 
vance of the exhibition and see what birds show the most promise of making 
suitable show birds. If you have a cock and hen that in your estimation 
are about right, that are not entirely over their moult, get them by them- 
selves, and if they are not in real gocd flesh feed them quite liberally. Give 
a small handful of sunflower seed to each bird every other day. If you feed a 
mash, mix in a small-amount of Pratt’s Poultry Food, which I find is excellent 
to promote a rapid growth of feathers. Look cut for the last two or three 
flight feathers. A great many times they will moult gut the other feathers 
and hold them until later. If they don’t drop out with the others, pull them 
out and give the new ones a chance to come. If you feed them liberally and 
judiciously you will be able to carry a hen through her moult and have her 
in prime skow condition in eight week’s time, but you cannot do it without 
some extra care and attention. Now, watch out for your cockerels and pul- 
lets. There may be some one bird that is not so well developed as the flock 
they are with that has the making of the best bird in the bunch if given a 
show by itself. When you are satisfied that you have such a bird in your 
flock, give it all the show possible and see if the bird does not show a great 
improvement. If your birds are inclined to be wild, don’t go chasing them 
all over the yard in the daytime, trying to catch them to give them their first 
lesson in training, but take them in the evening after they have gone to 
roost, handle them as carefully as possible, take them where there is a 
good light, and give them some choice tidbit to eat, and in one or two hand- 
lings they will begin te look for your coming and lose their timidness. The 
more you can tame them in this manner the easier will be your work when 
it comes to training them to show their best position in the show coop. 
About two weeks before the show opens, it is advisable to commence in 
earnest to get your birds perfectly familiar with a show coop, and also to be 
used to people passing back and forth before the coop. Begin by putting the 
bird in the coop a short time and feed it scraps of meat or bread. Get it to 
eat out of your hand as soon as possible, holding it in such a position 
that the bird will hold its head up .and stand in a natural position. 
If your birds are not of the “wild as hawk” kind a few times in the training

Winners at New York, Orange, N. J.

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coop will get them familiar with you, and they will be up and looking for you 
as soon as they hear your footsteps. It is weli to get the birds used to look- 
ing for something choice when you come to the coop, then when the judge 
comes along they will be up and ready to show off to the best advantage. The 
first impression that the judge gets of a bird is what goes a long ways to- 
wards deciding the bird’s fate. When you get your bird used to standing in 
a good position in the coop, you want to take it out and handle it so that they 
will be quiet in the judge’s hands. To take a bird out of the coop with the 
least trouble and fluttering of the bird, pass your left hand under the breast, 
slipping the fingers around ihe thighs and throwing the legs out behind, 
then with the right hand over the wings to prevent thrashing them around 
and breaking the feathers you can draw him through the door without any 
trouble. It is very foolish to grab them by the wing or the neck, as I have 
seen some do, and then expect they are going to be quiet and do nothing. A 
bird that is thoroughly tamed well, when returned to the coop, show a full- 
uess of feathers that helps a great deal towards making a perfect symmetry 
or typical carriage, while a bird that is very much frightened will draw its 
feathers up close and show a difference of from one to three points in the 
score. After a bird is properly trained, if it is a white bird or one that has 
considerable white, it is necessary to give the birds a thorough washing, 
which is the most difficult part and will try the patience of the most enthusi- 
astic poultry crank. It is generally understood that only white birds are 
washed, but I have seen Barred Rocks that have been through the wash. 
The essential things to make a success of the job are a room where you can 
get the temperature up to 90 and keep it there, and a good supply of soft 
water. You will require three tubs for water. One to put your hot water in 
one for luke-warm water, and the other for cold water for the last rinsing. 
Take the best quality of Castile soap, cut it up fine, pour boiling water on it, 
and make a strong suds. If you have a wife that is an expert at getting 
clothes very white, so much the better. Get her interested so she will take 
hold and do the washing, and I will guarantee you will have a good job done 
when you get through. Take hold of the bird’s legs with the left hand and 
with the right under the bird’s breast hold it over the tub, and let your helper 
wet the bird down with a sponge. Then take the sponge and dip it in the 
soapsuds and thoroughly sponge all over the feathers on the neck, back, 
wings and tail. Rub as hard as you are a mind to, for as long as you rub the 
way the feathers run you cannot hurt them. After getting them well soaped, 
wash the soap off with the hot water, and if you see any feathers that look 
grimy you will have to give them more soap and harder rubbing. Now, with 
a quick motion, turn the bird over on its back, keeping your hand under the 
wings. Possibly the bird may be quicker than you are and with a quick flap 
of the wings give you a good dose of soapy water in the eye, but never mind, 
keep your temper and think of the blue ribbon you expect the bird will win. 
Go over the bird the same way on the under side. You will find this to be 
the hardest part, for they are usually pretty badly stained on the breast and 
thighs. When you have the bird well washed, take it to the tub of luke-warm 
water and have enough water in it to cover the bird all-over except the head. 
Keep a firm hold of the legs, spread the wings well out and work up and down 
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through the water to get the soap all out. Be sure and rinse the soap out 
thoroughly around the oil sack, for that is where the feathers will cur] if 
there is any soap left. Take the bird to the third tub of cold water, A 
little blueing in the water will be a benefit, but be careful and not get too 
much, or your bird will be a pretty sight when dry. Give the bird a good 
rinsing in this water. By this time the bird will be getting black in the 
face, but don’t be alarmed. Asa preventive of catching cold, I take a crumb 
of bread, put on five or six drops of Wilson’s Neuropathic Drops and push 
it down the bird’s throat. Take a fine brush and brush off all the water 
you can from the feathers. If you are good at playing ball, toss the bird up 
in the air and catch it when coming down. The bird will flap its wings and 
throw out a great deal of the water. Now, have a good-sized coop with a 
clean roost in it and plenty of clean shavings or sawdust on the bottom and 
put it near enough to the fire so it will be about 95 degrees in it and deposit 
the bird on the roost and give it a chance to dry. You may think your bird 
has seen its last days, but in a few hours it will brighten up and feathers 
will dry off from the head down. It will take ten to twelve hours to get all 
dried off and feathers fluffy. You will feel well repaid for your trouble when 
you see what an improvement it makes in the bird’s apparance. You will 
find that washing the bird helps a great deal in taming it. Now look your 
bird over thoroughly to see if you can find any black specks in the plumage. 
™he best of them are liabie to have them. If they are the small body feath- 
ers pick them out and imagine the bird never had any. Don’t wait until 
you get the birds to the show and then try to get them out just before they 
are judged, for it would make a bad impression on those who happened to 
see you. One of the things that is most neglected in fixing up birds for the 
show is the shanks and toes. Take a toothpick and rum under each scale and 
clean the dirt out, same as you would your finger nails. It will come out 
easy after the bird has been washed. Then use a very little vaseline, rub- 
bing well over the scales and wiping off clean so as not to soil the feathers. 
Polish the scales with a flannel cloth and you will be surprised what an im- 
provement it will make in the looks of them. If your birds have rough, scaly 
legs you should take them several weeks before the show, make a strong suds 
of Castile soap and hold the bird’s legs in it until they have been well soaked, 
then wipe them off and apply an ointment, such as Lambert or Harding make 
for that purpose. Two or three applications will make a great difference in 
the looks of the scales. Another ointment that is good is to take sweet oil, 
sulphur, and a few drops of kerosene, mix together so as to make a thin 
paste and rub over the shanks and toes. Before sending the birds to the 
show, read the rules carefully in the premium list of the show you intend 
sending them to and follow instructions as laid out by them. Have your 
coops large enough so that the birds can stand up and turn around without 
bending the tail feathers all out of shape. Do not make a large coop and 
put an exhibition pen, one or two pullets, or hens, all in it, and expect they 
will be put in their proper classes when they are uncooped at the show, even 
if they are banded. Your birds will be cleaner and in nicer condition if you 
have them in individual coops and are much easier to handle. Attend the 
exhibition, and if it is a score-card show and you do not get the highest score 
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study the score card of the bird that did win, and by comparing it with yours 
see where your bird fails, and try another year to mate with birds that are 
strong in those points, not sacrificing the good points you already have, and 
the next season you may have the pleasure of owning the highest scoring 
bird. 


THREE YEARS’ EXPERIENCE WITH WHITE 
WYANDOTTES. 


BY MRS. M. HALL. 


Like the majority of suburbanites, I acquired the “Chicken Fever” three 
years ago, the disease being greatly aggravated by a visit. to the Poultry 
Show at the Chicago Coliseum. The beautiful blocky shape of the White 
Wyandotte took my fancy immediately, and I decided to invest in a few eggs, 
bought a 220-egg incubator and finally produced a very satisfactory hatch of 
chickens. Then my troubles commenced; I supposed I had accomplished 
about everything that was necessary, when I had been faily successful with 
the hatch; I had not taken into account the brooding of the chicks, and 
thought any kind of a warm box would answer the purpose, consequently I 
lost about half my first batch of chicks through overcrowding. 

Like all beginners I gained knowledge with experience, and today I have 
the pleasure of possessing more than three hundred handsome birds, and a 
fully equipped modern chicken plant. 

Being located within 12 miles of Chicago I find a ready market for 
eggs all the year round at 30 cents per dozen. 

My trade in young cockerels, pullets, etc., has increased steadily and 
the outlook for the future is very bright. In April last I sent to market 
about 75 old hens which I expected would produce about 40¢c or 50ec each; 
much to my surprise I received a check for an amount equal to 14e per 
pound, or about 85c (eighty-five cents) for each hen. The commission mer- 
chant informed me he could dispose of large quantities of such stock, owing 
to their being all one color and about the same size. 

This certainly speaks well for thoroughbred poultry.

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THE SUPERIOR’ MERITS: OF THE WHITE 
WYANDOTTES

Never has Providence permitted me to write upcn a nobler subject than 
the National White Wyandotte Club has requested me to do, in the way of 
raultry. To write an article on the White Wyandotte is an easy matter 
for anybody who has ever bred them, for the obvious reason that they 
are full of merit from the beginning of their beaks to the tip of their longest 
tail feathers. It will not be my object to place them ‘‘sky high"’ in this 
article, but just at the very, height where they have doomed themselves to be. 

We know that it has always and ever will be the object of the poultry 


fraternity to produce a general purpose fowl, and in order to be one, they 
must fulfill the qualifications necessary, which are not only a few in num- 
ber but on the other hand seem to be without number. However, shall it 
be possible for us to produce such a hen, then it is that we have accom- 
plished the deed which was a difficult task to perform. 

Let me enumerate some of the qualifications of a general purpose fowl. 

First—She must be an excellent egg producer. 

Second—She must have meat of a superior quality and quantity. 

Third—She must be a kind mother. 

Fourth—She must be minus a nervous temperament. 

Fifth—She must have a handsome appearance. 

Sixth—She must be able to reproduce her like, or even her superior with- 
out following a special mating system. 

Having outlined the qualifications of a general purpose fowl, it becomes 
my duty, as author of this article, to describe the merits of the White 
Wyandotte, and then I shall leave it to you to answer the question of the 
existence of such a fowl, if she exists. 

I now come to the most difficult part of my article, and it is to prove 
the merits of the White Wyandotte as an egg producer. It is utterly impos- 
sible for me to form 2 sentence that will convince you readers of their ex- 
cellent egg producing qualities. However should I state in a sentence that 
they would lay 100 to 125 eggs in 365 you would believe it. But this would 
only be an insult to them. The only means that I can employ to convince 
you of their laying merits, is to induce you to try and get some and give them 
a fair trial. This is my advice to such “disbelievers” and the one I usually 
follow whenever I am in doubt. Having followed this advice, and having 
bred many varieties I have come to the conclusion that this hen will outdo 
many of them if not all. 

To prove the remainder of the qualifications is a great deal easier 
for me to do. Provided a man has a little intelligence they are all self rec- 
ognizable the very moment you see her. Size her up and you say she is 
just the proper size for the breeder and the consumer. The meat is of ex- 
cellent quality and plenty of meat not all bone. Watch her and you notice 
her quiet temperament. This very qualification will make her a kind mother 
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and an easy subject to confinement. Don’t let me impress upon your minds 
that she is lazy, for a hen following this pursuit will not lay the amount 
of eggs as does the White Wyandotte. Look at them, especially if they 
are on a green lawn, and you are surprised to learn, how it was possible 
for nature to produce such a creature adorned with their beautiful white plum- 
age, with their nice plump bodies, set upon it a well arched neck covered with 
an abundance of floating hackle feathers. The face is bright red, and the 
head is mounted with a beautiful rose comb, as if though a red rose was 
placed upon. it. | 

Permit me to make a few remarks in regards to the last named qualifica- 
tion. This is one of major importance both to the farmer and city lot 
breeder. It is the aim of those people who are in the poultry business to 
breed a chicken that will breed true to color and type without following 
the double mating system. We as breeders of the parti-colored varieties 
kuow that it is almost a necessity to follow the double mating system in 
order to produce show birds. But this is not necessary in the solid colored 
varieties. Consequently I believe that the White Wyandottes have this 
merit of breeding as true to type and color as any other variety. ‘Therefore 
we need not bother about the double mating system. 

Taking the foregoing arguments and facts into consideration, I believe 
that the poultry fraternity has almost completely accomplished the long 
desired object of producing a general purpose fowl. The merits of this 
noble fowl as stated previously are many, and are surpassed by no other 
breed or variety. 


AMERICA’S MOST POPULAR FOWL. 


BY IRA C,. KELLER. 


In speaking of America’s most popular fowl, the White Wyandotte, one 
can't say too much of their good qualities, for there has not been a breed 
produced to date that is their equal both as layers and market birds; and 
for the fancy, they take care of themselves along with the rest of them. We 
have noticed the decided improvement in the breed and the rapid advance- 
ment in popular favor each year since 1885. We well remember white 
sports we got from our silvers in the early 80’s. They were nice looking 
birds which attracted wide attention, as the fine silvers of those days were 
very popular, and we often said then that the White Wyandotte would be- 
come the leading market bird of this country and it looks like we didn’t 
miss our guess, for there has never been a breed that was ever taken up 
with more favor among all classes of poultrymen in general. They are the 
troiler man’s fowl for they mature rapidly—no bird grows and feathers 
quicker, and the color of their plumage and skin is just what the market 
Inan wants, for they dress carcasses like butter balls at any age, and for 
layers, there is no breed that will lay as many eggs, weight of the breed 
considered, as the Wyandottes. Flocks from the best laying strains 
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should under the right treatment average from 175 to 200 eggs per bird, while 
there are individual records far above that number. The Wyandotte has 
proven its fine laying qualities when they become two and three-year-old 
hens, not so with many other breeds at that age, for most heavy breeds 
after the first year become fat and give very unsatisfactory returns. The 
whites as show birds have become immensely popular, and the demand 
for fine show birds is far in advance of the supply. This is very encourag- 
ing to the breeder for the more popular the breed becomes the higher the 
prices the fine specimens will bring. The demand for market birds and 
layers is far in advance of the supply. This upholds the fanciers trade, 
for he can sell all of his product. We bave always had trade for all of our 
cull birds that were not deformed and that had size which we have always 
been able to seli at fair prices to the market breeders. This brings in 
quite a source of revenue to the breeder. There are many lanes that should 
be guarded in breeding, when one is starting a strain of fancy birds: First 
should be size and form. There has been a rage for large birds. This is 
ail wrong for several reasons, very large birds become coarse and loose their 
Wyandotte characteristics. They loose the type which is purely its own, 
not approached closely by any other breed. These large birds are not 
profitable as they don’t mature quick enough, and are not near such good 
layers as the standard weight specimens. We like size if it is not carried 
too far. Birds of % to 1 pounds over weight are all right but when they 
run heavier it is not the best road to travel in breeding. 

The white has improved wonderfully fast during the past ten years, 
many of the serious faults of the breed have almost disappeared, there are 
not near so many different types found in the show room, breeders are com- 
ing closer together each year and breeding clcser to standard requirements, 
one sees fewer long and ungainly birds and the coarse comb has been re- 
placed with those neat close-fitting combs to a large degree. It requires 
a very fine specimen now to win in our leading shows and a bird must ap- 
proach very close to perfection to be in the money. There is no breed to- 
day that shows so many specimens that approach perfection so closely in our 
leading shows as the White Wyandottes do. This is largely due to the 
class of breeders who are breeding them. No man can miss it in taking 
_up this valuable fowl for whatever purpose he wants them.

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BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


NATIONAL WHITE WYANDOTTE CLUB 


Article I. The club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 

Article II]. The object of the club shall be to promote the breeding of White 
Wyandotte fowls, to urge the adoption of the true type and color by breeders, 
exhibitors and judges. to advance the interests of the breed, and to bring their 
good qualities to the attention of the world. 

Article III. The officers of the club shall be a President, Vice-President, a 
Secretary and Treasurer, and an Honorary Vice-President from each State or 
Province represented. 

Article IV. The management of the affairs of the club shall be vested in 
an Executive Committee which shall consist of five members, including the 
President and Secretary. 

Article V. There shall be an annual meeting of the members for the election 
of officers, the time and place of holding which shall be determined by a vote of 
the members. Such vote may be taken by mail. 

Article VI. Five members, either in person or by proxy, shall constitute a 
quorum. No member shall be allowed to vote more than two proxies. 

Article VII. In the event of any vacancy occurring in the officers of the club 
or Executive Committee after the annual meeting, it shall be filled by the com- 
mittee. 

Article VIII. Application for membership must be made with membership 
fee to the Secretary, who shall submit same to the Executive Committee; a two- 
third vote at any committee meeting or annual meeting of the club being re- 
quired to elect a candidate to membership. 

Article IX. Membership fee shall be $1.00. No person shall be enrolled as 
a member until after such fee is paid. 

Article X. Annual dues shall be one dollar and shall become due in ad- 
vance, the first of October of each year. All dues must be paid for before the 
first of January following, or membership ceases, the member having been duly 
notified by the Secretary. 

Article XI. Life membership fee shall be ten dollars, which shall not include 
any previous amount paid. 

Article XII. Resignation may be made by giving notice to the Secretary 
in writing; but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for 
dues, or if there be any charges pending against him. 

Article XIII. Any member of the club who shall be deemed guilty of con- 
duct derogatory to the club may be suspended from membership, or be expelled 
from the club by a two-thirds vote of the Executive Committee. 

Article XIV. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds of the club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in 
the treasury. 

Article XV. All prizes offered out of the club shall be open to competition 
only to birds owned by members. 

Article XVI. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a three-fourths 
vote at the annual meeting or by the same vote at a special meeting. 

Article XVII. The order of business at all meetings of the club shall be: 
Roll Call. 

Reading of the minutes of previous meeting. 
Election of new members. 

Reading of communications. 

Unfinished, or old business. 

New business. 

Election of Officers and Executive Committee. 
Adjournment. 
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HOW WE FEED TO GET WINTER EGGS. 


BY MR. E. MILTON HALPIN. 


The “feller” that told the story about making hare soup said: “First catcl» 
your hare;” but you all know that. But there are piles of people trying to get 
winter eggs from fowls that never did lay in winter and can’t figure out why the 
eggs don’t come, and this is something everyone doesn’t know; that is, the breed 
is Just as essential as the feed, therefore if you are after winter eggs, you want 
White Wyandottes and say—for broilers, but that’s another story we'll let some: 
one else tell. 

The Wyandottes are built just right for winter weather, low, rose comb, 
plenty of feathers and not so big that their size interferes with their hustling 
all day long. We endeavcr to get our pullets we wish for winter layers out the 
first two weeks in May. After the chicks leave the brooders, we separate the 
sexes and scatter the pullets around the farm in colony coops and feed oats, 
wheat, barley and a little corn with a mash of bran, middlings, corn meal and 
meat-meal twice a week. 

About the middle of October, we begin moving the colony of coops toward’ 
the main poultry houses. We move them a few feet a day until we arrive at 
the house we wish to put the pullets in. Then we have little trouble in inducing: 
them to go into the houses to roost. While we are doing this, we have been 
feeding the mash four times a week-and in the morning instead of noon. It con- 
sists of 50 pounds bran, 25 pounds each cornmeal, middlings and enough meat- 
meal or scrap so that each pullet gets a scant ounce. From this handling the 
pullets begin to lay about the time they get installed in the main house, that is, 
the first week in November. We allow them free range as long as the weather 
holds good, but shut them up as soon as the snow comes. While on free range, 
no green, food is fed, as there is always a patch of green rye within their reach. 

When the weather gets too bluff, all stock is shut in, the floors having been 
previously covered with scratching litter, viz: Leaves, cut straw, cut corn stalks 
—in fact, anything that will answer the purpose, although we prefer clover hay. 
We feed oats or wheat buried in the litter for breakfast, a mash for dinner and 
corn for supper. This is fed early enough so the hens have time to scratch out 
a crop full before going to bed, and there is always enough left in the litter to. 
start them in the morning if we are a little late with their breakfast. The mash 
is made up in the same proportion as that fed the pullets when we are moving 
them, except one-half of the mash in bulk consists of either steamed clover, 
boiled potatoes or turnips. The hens are given all they will clean up. We feed 
the mash at noon -ecause is is handier for us to feed it at noon instead of in the 
morning. With the above feed, with plenty of drinking water, and cabbage or 
beets for green feed, grit and oyster shells in self-feeding boxes, gives us lots 
of eggs. 

Visitors who see my houses often say: “Why, you don’t get eggs in these 
houses in winter, do you?” The houses are single boarded and water freezes 
hard if left in over night, but the roosts are enclosed after fowls have gone to. 
roost. Just before going to bed, I go out and empty out the water dishes and 
let down curtains around the roosts. This is when we can detect if there are 
any colds in the flock. If there are, we wash eyes and mouth out with kerosene: 
oil and are never troubled with roup. 

Now, a word about the treatment of old fowls. For the past two seasons IE

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have forced the moulting of the old fowls by shutting them up and feeding about 
half rations for about two weeks (I commence about the first of August), then 
I commence feeding quite heavy, giving more beef scraps and light feed of sun- 
flower seed each day. Under this treatment they get their new coats and com- 
mence laying the middle of September. The old fowls are fed the same rations 
as the pullets except we find that the pullets can stand more corn than the old 
fowls. We try to have a Fox filled with good dry road dust in each pen set 
where the sun shines on it. A portion of the day the biddies take great delight 
in rolling in this bath. We clean the coops once each month and spray the 
dropping boards and roosts with liquid lice killer, using lice powder for the nests. 
We whitewash spring and fall. I notice a writer in the “American Poultry 
Journal” does not approve of the Van Dresser method of moulting, claiming 
it is not natural, but I see no ill effects so far, and if we let nature have her 
way, our hens would only lay in the breeding season instead of when eggs are 
45 cents a dozen. 

Our advice to you now is to buy all the good White Wyandottes you can, 
treat them as.above, and if you don’t clear more than $1.50 per year per hen, 
“there is something the matter with the care taken. To show you that we know 
‘winter eggs when we see them, we averaged 173 eggs per hen in twelve months. 


A WORD TO BEGINNERS. 
BY MR. A. T. DIKEMAN. 


So much has been, and is still said in praise of the Wyandottes as a breed 
and especially the white variety, that it would be almost like “Carrying coals 
to Newcastle” -for me to attempt to add anything further in proclaiming the 
virtues of this most popular fowl. 

}t was a hard struggle for me to give up the old’reliable Barred Plymouth 
Rocks, but after breeding them side by side with White Wyandottes, the latter 
<ame out first in every test that I attempted, actually forcing me to abandon the 
Rocks for the white beauties I now, and probably always shall breed. 

This is not, however, what I started to say, which was just a word to the 
beginner who starts his strain by buying eggs for hatching. We will suppose, 
for instance, that you have bought two settings of eggs from the best mating of 
some breeder in whom you have had confidence enough to expect to get what 
you paid for. Suppose, further, that you with ordinary success have hatched 
sixteen good strong chicks, don’t make the mistake to suppose that because these 
chicks were hatched from eggs from some noted breeder’s prize winners, that 
you have all the show birds for the next coming season, for you will not get 
them. Breeders who give their best time and thought as to how to procure 
a large per cent. of fine stock from their matings, are well pleased to get one 
bird in five fit for exhibition, and if they get fifty per cent. of the young stock 
suitable for good breeding birds, you will see them look over the stock and 
then have a hand-shake with themselves and pat themselves on the the back. 

Now comes the point; after your sixteen birds are grown and you have 
four birds of either sex that are really fine specimens, sell the rest, but sell them 
dead, that is, if you intend to breed strictly fancy stock. I venture the assertion

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that if all breeders, young or old, would follow this plan, while they might sacri- 
fice a few dollars for the time being, it would easily come back with interest com- 
pounded in the enhanced value of the new stock bred under such a diastic rule. 

I mentioned selling the rest of the birds dead. I meant by this, that you 
never ought to sell the culls or a poor bird alive, as in nine cases out of ten, 
it usually works something like this: A., the buyer, comes to B., the seller, 
and says, “I want to get a few pullets, nothing fancy you know, some of your 
poorer ones, just for eggs for my table.” B. mentally says, “Here’s where I get 
a chance to dispose of a few of my culls at a little more than the market price 
for dressed poultry, and without the trouble to myself of dressing them.’ So 
far so good. But let us see! A. takes his pullets home, perhaps a hundred miles 
from where he bought them; ‘C. comes along and inquires where the birds came 
from; A. tells him they are some of B.’s stock and entirely forgets to add that 
they were bought at a very low price and that he knew they were culls when 
he bought them. .C. passes a word to D. and so on, and unless B.’s stock is 
well known in that vicinity, his reputation as a breeder of fine stock has re- 
ceived quite a set back thereby. 

Now, to come back to those four birds, suppose you have two pullets and 
two cockerels. The wisest thing you can do is to send to the same breeder 
of whom you bought the eggs and secure the best cock bird your pocket-book 
will allow, to mate to the pullets, and at the same time purchase two more 
yearling hens to mate to your best cockerel. You will then be on about the 
same footing, minus the experience, of the breeder of whom you purchased. 
Don’t make the mistake of sending toa second breeder when you make your 
second purchase as where you might get a better bird or birds than you 
would of B. or the breeder you purchased your eggs from, you might get poorer 
stock, and even if you gota better bird, the bringing together of two distinct 
lines of blood would, nine times out of ten, result in failure. 

Don’t jump at the first ad. you see in this catalogue, or in any poultry paper. 
Look them over carefully and- consider a little and then look them over again 
and consider some more. When you have finally picked out the one whom you 
consider to have the best stock, or in whom you have the most confidence, or for 
any other reason that causes a purchaser to choose one breeder in preference to 
another, stick to him and his advice until you are either fully established or are 
convinced that he is leading you astray. 

Now for my lastly and I am done: - Having chosen a white variety of fowl, 
breed them white; cut out the creamy ones as though it were a cancer. Stick 
to the white ones like grim death. Take a few good poultry papers and do not 
fail to join the most powerful specialty club of your favorite breed. Show 
your birds and show your colors. 
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WHITE WYANDOTTES IN CONFINEMENT AND WITH 
FREE RANGE. 


BY MR. S. B. WALKER. 


There has been much said in our poultry journals about the value of rearing 
stock on free range, and yet more will have to be said before we see the im- 
portance of it. Practically every one admits that growing fowls should have 
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plenty of room, but perhaps few realize how much may really be gained by prac- 
ticing this very thing. Some will say: “Yes, that’s all very well but I live in 
town and can’t have a farm.” Perhaps you may not own a farm and yet you can 
easily get your birds out with some farmer if you will exert yourself some. 

Recently I saw the results of an experiment in which it was claimed that 
the fowls having free range were one-third larger than those in confinement at 
five months old. I have no doubt but that this is true, judging from my own 
experience. To illustrate, I will give my experience of this last season with my 
White Wyandottes—there is no better breed than that, either: 

I, as many of the breeders, have a town lot, or rather two lots, for my 
birds. I have made it a rule not to crowd my birds but limit them in proportion 
to the space. I kept my breeders in one lot and as the youngsters came on, 
put them in the other. These I gave the best of care, feeding them a variety 
of grain and plenty of green cut bone. They were doing well I thought and 
were developing into good birds, but I changed my mind» when I saw some of 
their mates that had teen taken to the farm—‘“fresh air” chicks, the farmer called 
them. Those on the farm were allowed free range in a timothy meadow with 
little care except water, shelter and some little grain. When it came time for 
me to select some show stock, I went through my flock and then went to see 
those in the country. The result is enough to give. I selected everyone of my 
birds, with one exception, from those raised on free range. They were easily 
a third larger, not merely in flesh, but they had large frames, red heads and 
combs, and legs as yellow as butter, and the cost of rearing them had not been 
nearly so great as those that I had raised in town. I shall select most of my 
breeders for next year from my country flocks because they are, as a whole, 
much better developed. A friend of mine has had similar results with White 
Rocks. 

Now, while I believe that my favorite, the White Wyandotte, will bear con- 
finement as weil as any breed, let me suggest to my fellow breeders who have 
limited range, that you get some good farmer—or his wife—to rear a flock of 
your Whites next year on the best terms that you can get and see whether in 
tie fall you will not have a finer, better developed flock from the country than 
Trom your own town lot. Understand my lot is not a 10 x 12, unprotected from 
the July sun, but it is twice or three times as large as the ordinary poultry lot 
and is, furthermore, shaded by apple trees. If, with such a lot, I find free range 
so superior, will not your experience prove equally satisfactory? Free range and 
grasshoppers for my birds. 


CHICKEN CHOLERA-ILLS CAUSE, SYMPTOMS, POST MORTEM 
" APPEARANCE AND PROTECTIVE VACCINATION. 


BY MR. HENRY WOLF. 


The disease chicken cholera, among poultry men, is looked upon with as 
much terror and abhorrence as small-pox or cholera among laity. And indeed 
they may for it produces almost as much destruction among fowls as occasional 
epidemics of cholera or small-pox among men. There is no other disease that 
produces such ravages among pigeons, turkeys, chickens, ducks, and geese, as 
cholera, or greater financial loss.

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preventative or cure, -ut until a comparative recent date, nothing definite was 
known of its cause or prevention. Science, however, has discovered the causa- 
‘tive agent and made known rational means for its prevention. While it is some- 
‘what complicated as yet in its application, we hail with delight its discovery 
and live in hopeful anticipation of a greatly improved method. 

The bacilli which is responsible for the disease was first discovered in the 
year 1878. It was first thought that they belonged to a class known as cocci, 
or sphere, from their resemblance to small berries, but later investigation proved 
them to belong to a class of germs known as bacilli. They are short, broad 
bacilli with rounded ends, sometimes united to each other, forming moderately 
long chains. 

When examined in the living condition they are found to be none motile. 
They are cultured usually upon gelatin plates. They are, however, grown upon 
potato, agar—agar and blood serum. ‘the introduction of cultures into the 
tissues of chickens, geese, pigeons and sparrows, is sufficient to produce fatal 
septicemia, or blood poison. Feeding them with material infected with bacilli 
is also sufficient to produce the disease with pronounced intestinal lesions. 

The autopsy shows that when the bacilli are introduced beneath the skin, 
a true septicemia or blood-pcisoning, as it is termed by the laity, results. The 
liver and spleen are eniarged; circumscrited hemorrhagic (blood spots) arid 
infiltrated areas occur in the lungs; the intestines show an intense inflam- 
mation with red and swollen mucous membrane, and _ occasional ulcers 
following hemorrhagic or blood spots. The bacilli are found in the organs. 
If, on the other hand, the disease has been produced by feeding, the bacilli are 
‘chiefly to be found in the intestines. 

After having introduced the bacilli purposely beneath the skin of the fowl, 
or introduced into the intestines by feeding, a condition of weakness and apathy 
arises which causes them to remain quiet, seemingly almost paralyzed, with ruffled 
up feathers. The eyes are closed shortly after the illness begins, and the birds 
gradually fall into a stupor from which they do not awaken. The disease leads 
to a fatal termination in twenty-four to forty-eight hours. During its coutse 
there is a profuse diarrhea, the very frequent fluid, slimy, grayish white dis- 
_ charges containing numerous bacilli. 

~The bacilli of chicken cholera is one whose peculiarities can be made use 
‘of for protective vaccination. When cultures are allowed to remain undisturbed 
for several ‘months, their virulence is greatly lessened, and new cultures planted 
from these are also attenuated. When chickens are inoculated with such cul- 
tures, no other change occurs other than a local inflammatory reaction, by 
which the birds are protected against virulent bacilli. 

From these observations a system of protective vaccination has been worked 
out, in which fowls can be protected by first inoculating them with a very weak, 
then stronger, and finally with highly virulent cultures, with resulting protection 
and immunity. The unfortunate feature. however, is that it is somewhat com- 
plicated for general use. 


WHITE WYANDOTTES—THE FOWL FOR THE FARMER.

From the standpoint of a farmer, I will endeavor to answer the question so 
often asked: “Which breed of fowls is the best for the farmer ?” Also, any 
methods as practiced by myself with success. Being a farmer, I think I am ina

position to know something about the subject. Am not chasing rainbows, but the 
dollar. J have bred chickens from my boyhood. Have bred many of the lead- 
ing breeds. Eight years ago I took up the White Wyandottes. I have found 
them superior to all. Thanks to the specialist fanciers for this grand breed of 
fowls. 

Take notice at the fairs and poultry shows how they are pushing aside all 
competitors. However, farmers, as a rule, especially in lone communities, are 
very slow in getting thoroughbred fowls. We take pride in our horses, well Ered 
cows, and swine. Why content with dunghill fowls? We may think the first 
cost too high. Still good breeding stock and eggs can be bought very reasonably 
from some of the best blood in the country. Remember there are only a very 
small per cent, of exhibition birds; the rest are sold as breeders and market fowls. 

From my own experience I know how it went against the grain to pay even 
those breeders’ prices. However. I took courage, shut my eyes, opened my purse, 
and paid a good price for my first White Wyandottes. This blood was the foun- 
dation of my grand strain of White Wyandottes. 

We can travel miles in any direction and very few and far between will you 
find a pure bred flock. Why is this? The farmer is surely standing in his own 
light. What'looks nicer around your home on the lawn and fields than a flock 
of fowls all one color, form and size, or nearly so, especially a flock of White 
Wyandottes. I know many pass my yards and admire my fowls. What a 
pleasure to own such a flock aside from the profit derived from it. They are 
fit for the table any time from eight weeks old. As squab broilers and roasters, 
the fowls always command prices above dunghills. I never have any trouble 
to dispose of all I can raise at a good profit. The only trouble being the limited 
supply. . 

Sixty-five White Wyandottes, I kept in one flock as usually kept by farmers, 
in twelve months (1902-3) netted me a clear gain of $2.21 per head, and two 
especially mated pens exceeded this considerably. Of course, I sold them at 
higher prices for hatching. Now I wish you to know that they received from 
me personally the best of attention. The worse the weather the closer attention 
they received. Eggs was the result. while all around me was the general cry, 
“no eggs.” Most people like a brown shelled egg. My customers do, and as a 
producer | am willing to please them and subsequently my purse. 

As market poultry, their nice yellow and plump appearance at all ages and 
the medium size of the grown fowl, command the highest prices, and your dung- 
hills are not in it. They are good foragers, not high flyers, and seem to know 
the boundary line; never trespassing on my neighbors (I sincerely wish I could 
say as much for theirs). They are very docile. You can go among them and 
they will eat out of your hand. If broody, you can move them where you please 
and they will stick to their duty unless infested with vermin. If you do not wish 
them to hatch, they can be easily troken up by placing in a dark coop for a few 
days. 

If you have some good eggs or have bought some, I would set as early as 
February; if you have an incubator, any time you have good fertile eggs. I 
use both; if the hen. get a nail keg, cheese box or any hox to sitit, say 12x 16 
inches. Take a little soil and place in bottom; hollow it out a little; take hay, 
straw or any soft clean material and make the nest so eggs cannot roll over each 
other in the center. Select your eggs. If cold, give only 13 eggs;later in the 
season, 15. I never give more. Dust your hen with some good insect powder. 
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I use Persian. Feed her daily in the morning. Cracked corn is a good food for 
a setting hen. If confined, you must keep before her fresh water and grit at all 
times. Don’t fail to keep a record, time when set, number of nest, when due 
to hatch,etc. You are now hatching thoroughbreds. ‘The eggs are more valuable. 
Dunghill methods will not do. In due time your little yellow balls of fuzz will 
appear. You should have dusted your hen again with the Persian insect powder 
three or four days before their advent. Leave them in their nest for at least 
24 hours. Remove them with the hen to a good warm tight roofed coop with 
a loose floor, so it can be tilted back to be cleaned, which should be done at least 
once a week. A clean coop is conducive to good health and growth. 

After 36 hours, feed them a few bread crumbs or crumble up some corn- 
bread or pone as made for the table. You can, however, omit the eggs in mix- 
ing it to save expense. I use the infertile eggs out of the incubator. Feed this 
and rolled oats for a few days. Then gradually feed alternately some cracked 
corn and hulled oats. Feed five or six times daily for the first week; not too 
much, only what they will eat up clean. Then feed four times a day; then, 
three times until they are about three months old, and after that, only twice a day 
all they will eat up clean. That is, if they have free range as on farms generally. 
Good judgment in feeding must be exercised, not too much or too little. There 
is no ironclad rule in feeding, and in the name of common decency stop throwing 
cold, water mixed cornmeal all over the ground and coops to sour and be 
trampled upon, one coat upon another, until disease carries away your flock. 
Use troughs or cheap pans: Wash them every few days, better every day. Dur- 
ing hot weather, fresh water should be supplied at all times. If on free range, 
grit and meat will not be absolutely necessary, as they will find enough unless 
it is very early in the season, when they should be supplied with it. The patent 
foods so extensively advertised now are excellent, some of them being prepared 
by practical men who know about what is required for a balanced ration. I would 
recommend their use, if you are compelled to buyall your poultry food, or willing 
for others to do your thinking. Farmers as a rule raise wheat, corn, oats, buck- 
wheat, barley, millet, peas, kaffr corn, sun flower seed, etc., and I cannot see 
my way out to sell my grain and buy it back with dealers’ profits and freight 
added. I think by a little common sense we can so feed our stock and gain as 
good results. 

As warm weather approaches look out for lice. They will play havoc with 
your broods. Most people use a little lard on the head and vest of the chicks 
and under the wings of the hen. Do not use coal-oil; I have seen many killed 
by its use. Early hatched chicks should in about 10 weeks weigh two pounds. 
I would dispose of all cockerels not wanted for breeding and thus get top prices. 
The same cockerels kept to three or four pounds asroasters, may not bring any 
more than the broilers at two pounds; so you would simply be feeding them 
that much longer for fun. Another benefit; the pullets will not be worried by 
them, giving them more room, which is absolutely necessary for health, growth, 
vigor and full development. Feed at regular hours and they will look for you 
at the accustomed time. Your chicks should grow like weeds. 

You will notice some growing and developing much faster than the others. 
Keep your eye on them and from October to November tst, from these select 
your breeders to reproduce their kind. From the rest I select my pullets to lay 
the eggs for market, as you will not breed from these, there being no males run- 
ning with them. My breeding pens I mate up about January Ist. Inbreeding 
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persistently will reduce the vitality of your stock. Introducing new blood requires: 
the experience of a careful breeder, or the work of years perfecting a strain, may 
be lost. I would advise the novice to get new blood from the same source as 
your original and you will be on the safe side. 

By November Ist, your fowls should be in their winter quarters. All or 
nearly the entire room should be covered with some dry litter a foot deep. A 
good sized house for say about 50 hens, would be 16x 20 feet, shed roof, 8 feet 
high in front, 5 feet in back. At farther end from door, place a platform or 
shelf, 314 feet from floor, 4 feet wide, two movable perches; under the platform 
place movable nest boxes, with curtain of any material to hang down to the 
ground in front of the platform, as biddy likes seclusion when depositing her 
egg. The inside dirt floor should of course be a little higher than the outside 
to insure dryness. I remove this earth to the depth of six inches every fall and 
put in new dry earth. 

There are four windows 2 feet from the sill nearest the door, close side by 
side, single sash, six lights 9x12. In front of the roost end, I place two win- 
dows of the same size but higher, so sun and light strikes roost. The four lower 
windows are open every day unless drifting blizzards and Feating rains. The 
inside is protected by I inch netting wire to protect glass and keep out sparrows. 
Near the door end place feed trough, grit box and water fountain. The dust 
box is essential. Road dust, coal ashes are both good. Mix with it some 
Lambert’s Death to Lice, or sulphur, and lice will not bother your fowls. !aving 
placed your litter, it is ready for occupancy. This house on this plan wi.l give 
you more satisfaction than any other, of course allowing for deviations necessary 
on different sites. Outside is left to the fancy of the owner. I wish to add that 
during your cold zero weather, a drop curtain of burlap or even light boards 
could be made for front of roost, to be closed at night. I have not found this 
necessary with my White Wyandottes, their smail comb not being so susceotible 
to frost. You have your whole floor as a scratching shed, which is very p>>ular 
now, although I had my first house so arranged years ago. 

All whole grain feed is thrown into the litter. I feed soft mash at 2 p. m., 
composed of boiled vegetables and ground grain; before dark, some corn more 
or less; if very cold, all they want after warming it. I also throw into the 
litter a quart or so of small grain so they need not wait for their feed in the 
morning. By daylight, coming near, | can hear the gravel fly. The water should 
be warmed during cold weather. Throw in a little more grain to keep them busy 
until two oclock. Two or three times a week, I give them beef scraps in mash. 
Shell and grit should be before them at all times; an occasional head of cabbage; 
mangel cut in half, and an armful of nicely cured clover hay. Do not continually 
dose your chickens with pepper, condition powders, etc., but only when occasion 
requires. By these very simple methods, doing away with all those fandangle 
notions advocated by many and out of the reach of the practical farmer, your 
White Wyandottes will shell out eggs in winter when eggs are high, to s:ame 
all their competitors. 

I trust you wiil accept wholly or in part, my reasons that the White Wyan- 
dotte is the ideal fowl] for the farmer and that you may profit by adopting them: 
and my methods of caring for them. 
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THE MODERN WHITE WYANDOTTE. 
BY MR. JOHN S. MARTIN. 


During the past few years White Wyandottes have steadily improved along 
both fancy and utility lines. It is not so many years ago that male birds showing 
a good deal of brass in plumage came in for a large share of the prizes, while 
good stay-white birds were the exception. Now, however, thanks to careful 
breeding these brassy birds are the exception. A stay-white bird will not be 
tanned ty the sun; in fact, the effect of the sun will be to make its plumage 
glisten ail the more with a silvery whiteness. 

All White Wyandottes might be classified under four headings according 
to color characteristics. Before giving these classes, let me say that the standard 
demands that White Wyandottes must be white in all sections, both in surface 
and under color, the quills being white throughout. The following is my classi- 
fication. 


1. Birds that are decidedly creamy in plumage both in surface and under 
color. These birds usually have a very yellow skin and if exposed to the sun 
become very brassy. Such birds are really of little value from a fancier’s stand- 
point, but are all right for breeding. utility stock where fancy points are of no 
importarce. 


2. In the second class, I would place those birds that are white throughout 
but turn brassy on being exposed to the sun. Such birds have a sort of dead 
white surface color if kept in the shade, while their under color is usually good. 
Some of these birds during the moult, will show a pink quill while others will 
have a creamy quill which gradually becomes whiter as the feathers mature. 
They are often produced from stay-white matings, and in such cases, they are 
apt to treed all right if mated to females of very strong white color. This class 
and also the first class do not usually show any ticking or black in plumage. 


3. The next class to consider are those that until fully matured, have a 
great deal of creaminess in plumage which gradually whitens as the feathers 
mature. Such birds have generally very yellow legs and skin, as it is the skin 
that imparts the pigment to the quill. These birds, as the feathers whiten out, 
become very white and stay white ,as the sun has absolutely no effect upon them 
‘to tan them. The final effect is very pleasing, as we have a bird with very white 
plumage and very yellow legs, which is not the easiest thing in the world to 
get. Right here I would warn the amateur breeder that he must learn to dis- 
tinguish between brassiness and creaminess. In the first, the cause is external: 
namely, the sun, while in the second the cause is internal, coming from a yellow 
skin. With these birds ticking is not found to any great extent and can easily 
be bred out. Such birds as described in this class make very desirable breeders, 
as they are certainly very strong in stay-white qualities. To see them half grown, 
however, an inexperienced person is not favorably impressed on account of 
their creamy plumage. The experienced breeder will know that as the feathers 
mature, all this creaminess will disappear. 

4. In the fourth class, I would place those birds which have a silvery white 
plumage at all times. They have a white skin and until matured the quills 
show a pink appearance. Even the new feathers are white and the effect of the 
sun is to make them all the whiter with that silvery whiteness. These birds if 
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exhibited in the middle cf their moult will not be cut out for color, as they will 
have no creaminess whatever. 

From a fanciers standpoint, birds having the color characteristics of the 
third and fourth classes are by far the most desirable. Each class has imper- 
fections but each has many redeeming qualities. The chief defect in the third 
class is the creaminess of the immature feathers which makes them not very good 
show specimens as chicks or at any time when growing new feathers. The 
bird is scored hard for this unevenness of color. The defects in the fourth class 
are a tendency toward weakness in leg color, especially noticeable in the adult 
fowls and also a tendency toward ticking in plumage. Some of the whitest and 
most valuable birds show a great deal of this. Without doubt one fine feature 
of the birds described in the third class is their magnificent leg and beak color. 
I have seen hens four and five years old with leg color like pullets. The birds 
described in the fourth class have no doubt the ideal color. The leg color is 
after all a secondary matter and can te strengthened by having good grass runs 
and breeding only from birds having very yellow legs. The ticking can also be 
bred out in time. 

Not only is it necessary that White Wyandottes must be bred right to gain 
notice in the show room, bet it is also necessary that they must be fed properly. 
The question of color feeding opens up a wide field of investigation for the 
breeder. I am theroughly convinced that young birds of the very best breeding 
can be ruined from a fancier’s point of view, by feeding too much yellow corn. 
This fact was forcibly presented to me last fall when I went to see some of my 
young birds that were being raised on an adjoining farm. They had been fed 
principally corn ard were of no use to me whatever. On the next farm, their 
feed had been cats and wheat and the plumage of the young birds was as white 
as snow. lo the young breeder, I would say: Study the color characteristics 
of your flock and see in what class you would place your different birds. You 
must thoroughly know the individual members of your flock and their individual 
defects. There can be no better object lesson for you than to select what you 
consider your best birds and bring them into competition with others at some 
fair. By doing so, you find out whether your ideas of White Wyandottes are 
correct ones or not. If you are defeated, find out from the judge where your 
birds are deficient and make up your mind to be in the race next time. Knowl- 
edge gained by experience is the surest and best of all and it is never forgotten. 

The “New Standard” is being printed and will before long be in the hands 
of the public. While the whole book is a very creditable work, that part of it 
which relates to the White Wyandotte family is excellent and will prove of great 
service to Wyandotte breeders. The part I refer to especially is the line relating 
to the Wyandotte shape, which until now has been the cause of much controversy. 
Space prevents my dealing with this question at present. but at some future time 
I hope to discuss it fully. 


FOUNDATION STOCK.

When a person becomes sufficiently interested in the breeding of thoroughbred 
poultry, either for pleasure or profit, to decide to invest some money in stock or 
eggs, | would suggest that in looking up the stock or eggs to be bought, that

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quality be the first and main consideration; for upon the first birds depends the 
future of the flock and will save the buyer years of painstaking and careful 
labor. 

To purchase low grade stock with the.idea of breeding them up means to 
the beginner, a loss of time that might mean much or little, it depending on the 
person handling them and the purpose. In the first place, if matured stock has 
been bought and after carefully selecting the eggs, the incubation of the same 
takes place and brings forth a lot of chicks that grow up through the different 
stages of chickhood to maturity, some have grown faster, some have poor shapes. 
and good combs, some have poor color, others have disqualifications, and the 
whole lot is anything but uniform and the number of “better than the rest” ’ 
birds grow steadily lower, and upon examining the few good specimens that are 
left, they are found to be little better than their parents. 

That is the result of the first season with low grade stock and if eggs were 
bought instead of matured birds, it 1s not even the first season; it is only the 
beginning of the first mating. The only advantage lies in the procuring of a 
first-class male bird to mate to the low grade pullets, one that will have strong 
points to the weak ones in the pullets. Then after going through another season’s 
mating, hatching and rearing, the stock will have keen improved a little more 
and thus it continues, season upon season, until finally the birds are really excel- 
lent specimens. I am of course granting that the beginner knows a good many 
things not mentioned herein, such as selection of the hardiest birds, the best 
layers and also the selection of a male that will overcome weak points in the 
females, all of which are essential to breeding up a flock and which the average 
beginner of my experience did not know and not knowing, the ultimate result 
would of course be delayed. 

There is no question but that breeding up teaches valued lessons, some that 
are not usually printed in books ‘or papers, but why not learn these lessons 
with first-class stock instead of the other. Some of the evils of purchasing low 
grade stock are the low prices that must prevail in selling lost prizes in the show 
room, where only quality wins, and lost time. On the other hand, if quality is 
bought, that is, birds that already have keen brought near to the top of the ladder 
of perfection, the resulting birds will be more uniform in shape, comb, color, etc., 
and better prices will be received, more time saved, more prizes won, more satis- 
faction in owning a flock that wins prizes from everybody, and last but not: 
least, a reputation for quality, which is worth lots of money to any breeder. 


PUTTING WHITE WYANDOTTES IN EXHIBITION SHAPE. 
BY MR, EDGAR BRIGGS. 


I wish to say a few words in regard to putting White Wyandottes in show 
shape. First of all, we must-begin in the early spring to get our show-birds, by 
properly mating up our breeding yards, color and shape being the two main 
points. They should be mated up for breeding by February Ist at the latest, 
and begin hatching as early after this as possible for our fall show birds. For 
exhibiting birds is one of the great pleasures of the business, and this one part 
of the business alone is what has put White Wyandottes at the head of all 
other breeds. 
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Keep your chicks growing by feeding a great variety of feed and giving 
them unlimited range. The February and March hatch is what makes the fall 
show birds and sometimes the winter show birds too. <A bird is fit to show 
when it is fully matured, when the pullet’s head gets red thinking of laying, 
then she is ripe and ready for showing. In selecting a pullet for showing, see 
that she has a good heavy stout yellow leg free from down and stubs, of medium 
length, full breast, broad back, short low carried tail, nice, close fitting comb, 
strong bay eyes and white quills in every section, and age here counts wonders. 

Take such a bird, wash her thoroughly in a tub of good warm water and 
plenty of Ivory soap, using a rubber sponge and small scrub brush, getting every 
particle of dirt and stain off, wash in another tu > of water, washing all soap out, 
rinse in tub of blueing water. Then put the bird in a clean wire coop in sun 
with temperature of the room go or more and she will come out clean as a whistle 
and white as snow. Also, go over her very carefully and take every colored 
feather out; be very particular about this. Have the legs and toes very clean, 
and if she has the quality, you will be almost sure to get a ribbon for your 
trouble. Put all your birds you wish to show through just such a washing. 
Now, to get a hen in show shape when you want her is not always an easy thing. 
If they are moulted out properly, you must get them in condition, which means 
a good red head, which can be accomplished by plenty of exercise and a great 
variety of feed. Spratt’s Patent is very valuable in getting them in condition 
quick. 

In selecting the male birds great care is needed, for high class cockerels 
especially are very hard to produce, and when you get a high class winner, you 
have a prize. Heavy feeding counts on a cockerel, for a heavy full breast is hard 
to produce. In selecting a show cockerel see that he has a very heavy, short, stout 
yellow leg free from down and stubs, a very heavy full breast, broad back, low 
tail, a low set bird of standard weight, good strong bay eye. medium size, close 
fitting comb, and white as chalk in every section. Here is where maturity counts. 
Put them through the washing and drying I have described and your chances 
for a ribbon will be very good. You must take just such pains with every bird 
you show and you will be well paid for all your trouble. 

In selecting a pen for showing, great care should be taken to have the 
females all as near alike as possible, and a high-class male should head the pen, 
as you must remember the male is half the pen. Those who follow these in- 
structions closely will be well paid with ribbons in the hottest company. 


THE SHAPE OF WHITE WYANDOTTES. 
BY MR. W. N. MIDDLETON. 


In writing this article on the Wyandotte shape, I will use for my text or 
forethought the language of T. F. McGrew: “Shape makes the breed and color 
the variety.’ I believe every breeder of Wyandottes should write this on a slip 
of paper and paste it on the end of their nose where they could see it at all times. 
This is a motto we should all use in mating up our pens, for in no other breed 
is shape more characteristic than in Wyandottes, but how often do we meet the 
true Wyandotte shape, as given in the American Standard of Perfection? 
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TRIUMPH, JR., First COCKEREL AT VERMONT STATE POULTRY SHOW,

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Some of our national winners are far from the true Wyandotte type. Now, 
what is the cause of this? It is simply this: The majority of our breeders and 
judges are being led away by the color fad and the prizes are given on color 
alone. Color is all right and we all like white birds. but why should it have 
more weight than shape when the Standard gives more points to shape than 
color? The Standard description of the Wyandottes is short in every section, 
being what is generaly termed as blocky. Yet we see them with blue ribbons 
on their coops, with legs and backs long enough for games. We had better 
sacrifice a little in color and hold the shape. 

The best shaped cock I ever saw was a little brassy on back and wing; just 
a little, but he was defeated by a bird that was anything but a Wyandotte in shape, 
but was chalk white. Thinking the owner was probably discouraged, I asked him 
what he would take for his bird? “Why,” said he, “I value shape too highly 
to part with that bird.’ He was a true fancier and knew what it meant to get 
such shape. 

I think I hear some one ask: Is it not possible to get both shape and color 
right? Yes, it is possible but it will take time. We can’t accomplish it in one 
season. I have had birds score 96 without a cut in color, but would much rather 
have one cut 2 points in color and 2 in shape than to have one cut four points 
in shape. 

Some time ago, I wrote to ten of the most noted breeders, giving a descrip- 
tion of a cockerel that would conform to my ideal in both shape and color and 
asking their price on same if they had such a bird. Nine of them in answering, 
said they had never been able to produce such a bird and should they ever get 
one that would fill my description, they would sure keep him. The other one 
wrote that he could sell me a cockerel that would fill my description for $15.00. 
It is needless to say that I did not give him the order, for no one, if he had such 
a bird, would take five times that for him. 

I speak of this to show that it is very hard to get both shape and color 
right in the same bird, but it can be done in time to come, if we do not sacrifice 
one for the other. Select the best all around birds for our breeders, those that 
are equally good in both shape and color. 

There are no fowls that are more beautiful or useful Son the White Wyan- 
dottes. They are the utility fowl of America, but we must admit that their 
utility and beauty depends largely on their shape. Then, why sacrifice shape 
for color and spoil the useful qualities of the breed? My advice is, breed to an 
ideal and don’t forget that shape makes the breed and color the variety. 


WHITE WYANDOTTES ARE THE ONLY BREED. 
BY MR. W. E. LOUDEN, 


The White Wyandottes are gaining a great and wide reputation at a rapid 
rate. Their record within the last few years has been a surprise to the poultry 
world, and they have gained their reputation by the good features they possess. 
They have been generally introduced to the breeders and fanciers through the 
-good work of the National White Wyandotte Club. 

I can say through my years of experience that this breed, both for the fancier 
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and the breeder at large, is the most desirable. As we breed them nearer to per- 
fection, with bright red combs, wattles and ear lobes, rich yellow legs and beak, 
where could you find a prettier sight? They will not fail to win admiration over 
all. Their egg producing proclivities cannot be excelled by any of the American 
class and by few, if any, of the Mediterranean. 

If it is investigated it will be found that not one breeder in twenty-five, 
breeds poultry and becomes famous as a breeder, who starts out with more than 
one variety. It will be noticed by referring to catalogues, advertisements and 
business cards of those who handle more than ore variety, and they make “a 
specialty” of this or tlat variety, which goes to show the evidence that one variety 
is the proper thing. Where several varieties are kept, they have to be yarded 
in smaller quarters, and the labor and care of them will be doubled. I would 
add that there is more money in breeding one variety than two or more, for 
with one, the breeder will become expert, and there is always a good demand 
for high class birds. 

Still some of the most ambitious poultry men feel that it is a difficult task 
to give all their time and labor to ore variety. They think at the start that it 
looks small, and cannot see how they can content themselves with so little work 
and reputation which they can get from one variety. As a general rule, every 
eminent or far-famed poultry man in this country has built his reputation on one 
breed. We see hundreds of poultry men who have acquired a wide reputation 
as specialty breeders, and few who keep several varieties. 

This breed in the last few years has made a great record of high scoring 
specimens, which gces to show that they are being bred close to perfection. 
Would say that the size of the White Wyandotte according to the Standard (in 
my notion) is just right, for the fancier or other purposes. No fancier will 
make a mistake in taking up this noble and grand variety, 


THE WHITE WYANDOTTE—WHAT IT SHOULD BE. 


BY DR) TAREE. 


As one of the breeders of the now most popular fowl in America, I believe 
the Committee on Revision have made a grievous mistake and done the breed 
a great wrong in stating that: “The effort to increase their standard size has 
been detrimental to their usefulness.” 

It has been forcibly demonstrated that it was not until they reached good 
generous size and averaging above their standard weight, that they gave as good 
generous sized eggs. Before which time their eggs were small and unsatisfactory. 
The breeder, because of this innovation, who ceases his effort to breed fall or 
above the present standard weight, will make a sad mistake. There is a danger- 
ous rival in the field the moment we are obliged to admit that the White 
Plymouth Rocks lay larger eggs and anywhere near the number that the White 
Wyandottes do. That day will bring a decline in the Wyandotte poputarity. 
I am writing this caution and warning because I believe it necessary—far better 
prevent than cure, 

The largest bird in a tie should win. They weigh eggs when they judge 
which is the best dozen, The larger the carcass the less per cent. the shrinkage, 
and less the expense pro rata in the preparation for the market. Any patron

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that comes to your yard, all else equal, selects that generous sized specimen. 
‘Good generous size sells them easily. We do not have to talk beyond setting 
the price and the purhcaser does not beat you down. Kick the little midgets out 
of your breeding pens. 

A few days ago I was in a yard when the owner sighted the above doings 
of the Revision Committtee and pointed to a 5% pound cockerel and asked $20.00 
for him, saying, “I mate such to large hens.” How long before he will have 
no large hens to mate to his dwarf cockerels? I say to you, breeder, keep up the 
weight if you do not want the breed to lose its prestige to their half-brother, 
the White Plymouth Rocks. 


A FEW WORDS TO WHITE WYANDOTTE BREEDERS 
BY MR. C, E. HODGKINS. 


We congratulate you upon being breeders of the most popular bird in 
America. 

We have reason to feel proud when we look back a few years and compare 
the early Wyandottes with those of today. 

Let us still be more careful with our matings and more careful of the new 
blood we introduce. Many a good breeder has been thrown back and lost valua- 
ble time by following the erroneous idea that they must constantly introduce 
new blood to keep their flock up. 

If new blood is to be introduced, we advise that it be carefully selected; 
that it be a bird of good breeding. A good bird without good breeding will very 
likely disappoint you in results. As a rule, we advise introducing new blood 
on the female side, being careful to get birds fully up to standard weight, as we 
depend more upon the female for size and upon the male for symmetry. 

In mating up our Wyandottes, let us look them over very carefully, as good 
Wyandottes are too plentiful for one to get a reputation by breeding from any- 
thing but good birds. ) 

If you have only a few good birds, put them by themselves and breed from 
them, throwing out the cream white, gray eyes and white legs. Give them 
plenty of room, variety of feed, plenty of exercise, and don’t forget the scratching 
shed. We advocate oiled muslin front rather than windows. Keep the lice 
from them. When early spring comes, raise all the chicks you can from these 
good birds. 


ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF A STRAIN OF WHITE 
WYANDOTTES. 
BY MR. CHARLES R. POWERS. 

By way of introduction to this little story, it may not be uninteresting to 
some to state how I became interested in thoroughbred poultry. Soon after 
graduation from college, in June, 1881, and settlement as pastor at West Brat- 
tleboro. Vermont, owing to overwork I was seriously threatened with ner- 
vous prostration. Relief. was obtained in this wise: One of my parishioners 
presented me with a trio of Barred Plymouth Rocks; another with some 
Brown Leghorns. With these as starters, I began breeding and studying 
poultry, and thus found a pleasant and profitable diversion from taxing pro- 
fessional studies and duties not only, but also great relief from nervousness 
and sleeplessness. I can, therefore, heartily endores this remedy to those who 
are similarly afflicted. 3 
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The passion for poultry raising developed. White Leghorns were soon 
added to my stock; next, some Andalusians (which my wife always insists 
on calling “Delusions,’ and, so far my experience went with them, she was 
right about it). In 1884 the Silver Laced Wyandotte boom struck me all 
over. No other fever ever consumed me, bone, tissue and all, so fiercely. 
Correspondence was opened with breeders and advertisers, and a trio was at 
length secured from a New York dealer; but, alas! though a good price was 
paid, they did not suit me. Then I corresponded with Dr. Deyo, of New 
York, who had won a good share of Madison Square prizes, paid him his 
price for six birds with guaranteed high scores, and obtained beauties and en- 
tire satisfaction. They won the admiration and the envy of all local breeders, 
who persistently tried to buy them of me. From this stock I raised a fine lot 
of chicks in 1885. 

I also bought some eggs from Mr. Fred. A. Houdlette, of Boston, originator 
and proprietor of the famous King Philip strain of Silver Laced Wyandottes; 
and from these eggs I obtained a 95 point cockerel that Mr. Houdlette called a 
marvelous copy of old King Philip himself. This cockerel was mated with 
selected pullets from the Deyo prize stock, and from this mating came the fol- 
lowing remarkable results. 

Having been called to the pastorate of Marboro, Mass., I removed thither 
January 1, 1886, and took with me the above mentioned cockere!l, named King 
Philip Il, and his mates. Among the first brood of chicks hatched from 
this mating, there was one as pure white as the driven snow. To say that 
I was amazed and chagrined puts it very mildly. I feared that the mischief 
was to pay in some inexplicable way. Though my fence was high and the 
yards very secure, and my birds carefully tended, yet I imagined there must 
have beeu. somehow, surreptitious cohabitation with some other fowls. I cut 
that beautiful chick’s head clean off and buried it deep, not even telling my 
wife about it, which was, doubtless, one of the biggest mistakes in the mat- 
ter. A man who doesn’t tell his wife is usually a fool. But, shades of the 
departed, and horrors multiplied! The second brood of chicks from King 
Philip II. had three pure white ones; the third brood, two; and each suc- 
ceeding brood from one to four, during the season. Persons to whom I had 
shipped eggs began to write letters informing me of the same experience, 
and, though none called me hard names, they naturally wanted to know what 
in the wide world such “freaks” meant. 

~ When my second brood came off with three pure white chicks. all per- 
fect Wyandotte type, it dawned upon me (though I had never seen or heard 
of the like before among Wyandottes) that they were genuine “Sports,” or 
“Albinos.” (Of course, man-like, I told my wife, this time, of my discovery, 
etc., etc.) I killed no more. I wrote my patrons and bought all the white chicks. 
from my eggs and raised them all. A fancier from Boston came up to see them 
and offered me big money for every ore I had, when they ranged from one to 
seven or eight weeks old; but I said, “Nay; they are not for sale!” I did, how- 
ever. sell Mr. Houdlette one fine cockerel in the fall, for my price, to mate 
with some white “sports” that appeared from his laced birds the same season. 
He pronounced my white chicks a fine lot. I selected the best white cockerel 
raised that season, named “Prince Albus,’ mated him to a pen of the best pullets 
and began breeding from them in 1887. 
About 125 chicks were reared from them on my place that season; every 
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one solid white, clean yellow legs and beaks, red eyes, small combs, fine shape 
_and style. The best birds were carefully selected for matings the following 
season and bred with improved results; and so on, the third year; adding no new 
blood until the fourth year. In this way a steady advance was made towards 
the ideal Wyandotte. | 

This, then, is the simple story of the origin and development of our Prince 
Albus strain of White Wyandottes. The blood of this strain now mingles in the 
blood of some of the best developed stock in New England. 

Let me say, in conclusion, that, from my experience with these and several 
other Treeds of fowls, each of which is good and desirable in its way, still 
I have no hesitation in my preference and commendation of the White Wyan- 
dotte as the best all around or general purpose fowl in the world. They com- 
bine great beauty and utility. They are easy to breed, easy to keep, easy to 
sell. They are prolific layers, good sitters and mothers, and unsurpassed as a 
market or table fowl. They have come to win and to stay. 


THE WHITE WYANDOTTE CLASS AT ST. LOUIS. 
BY MR. W. R. GRAVES. 


The White Wyandotte class at St. Louis was the grandest exhibit of this 
breed ever brought together. It must be conceded that the efforts of the National 
and American White Wyandotte Clubs were in the main responsible for getting 
together such a grand collection of birds and I wish to give credit to whom 
credit is due for the great success. obtained. 

The work done by the National White Wy andotte Club in eee and 
hanging appropriate signs in the barn was very favorably commented upon by 
all who saw it. The show coming as it did too early for many of the old birds 
to be in the best of plumage and also for the young to be fully matured was 
the means of defeating many a promising bird that later will hold their own 
with the best of them. 

Of cocks there were 108. 

Many a promising bird being in such poor feather that he could stand no 
» show with the better plumaged birds. 

First cock was a grand specimen in shape, having that broad back and 
saddle that is deficient in nine out of every ten Wyandottes, tail was not fully 
out, very fine in head points. I consider him a sure winner in this class. 

Second cock was in full plumage and to the general observer would pass 
for a better bird than the first, his weakest points were too high on legs, narrow 
saddle, pinched tail, has nice legs and a white bird. 

Third cock very white, not full feathered, and not showing the true Wyan- 
dotte shape. high at shoulder with sloping back, otherwise a fine bird. The 
other birds placed were full of quality but not quite ready for showing. 

Cockerels 122. : 

The bird that would have ae an easy winner was very unfortunate to have 
a couple of stubs just showing on shank. 
| The first cockerel, while not my ideal for shape, was a remarkably white 
“bird with very good head points and nice legs. 

Second bird better in shape with exception of. tail, which was pinched, very 
white, coarse in comb, otherwise a nice bird. 

Third cockerel while being judged seemed to be a little out of condition, 
not standing up and showing off at his best, which lost him a better place. Not 
as white as first or second but better head points and legs, and nice in shape.

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Fourth cockerel worthy of mention, very good in all points but tail not fully 
out. Other winners a good lot. 

Hens 129. 

I consider 1st hen the nearest to perfection of any in the show. She was 
criticised by some as having a pinched tail and appeared that way in the coop 
with a locked dvor, but where I had them when judging near the entrance, 
where there was the best light, I believe I never saw a bird that filled my idea 
of an ideal better than she. Absolutely white, very fine head points, and nice 
legs. I don’t expect to find a better bird. 

Second bird very near her equal, except in one section, she was too long back 
for Wyandotte, was very white.and in perfect condition. 

Third hen very blocky and extra white, not fully out in tail, otherwise a 
grand specimen. 

The balance of the winners were ranged along very close in quality to the 
three money winners. After selecting the 10 best there were enough left to make 
a good class of winners at any show. 

Pullets 148. 

First pullet, I believe the whitest bird in show, elegant in shape except tail 
a little high, but with very fine spread. Head points good except comb was 
smooth. 

Second pullet very near her equal, better in tail but not quite as white. This 
pair showed that the one who conditioned and washed them has the art down 
to perfection. I wish he would give lessons to others at so much per lesson; 
I should want tobe in the class. 

Third pullet a nice white bird, very good in shape except pinched tail. 

The others very close to winners. Several unplaced birds that would have 
been in the money but lost condition after coming to the show. 

Pens 66. 

First pen an easy winner, cock with pullets, cock very white, fine in shape, 
a little high on legs. Pullets very evenly matched in size, shape and color with 
nice head points. 

Second pen loses on male, not the equal of the 1st, females very fine, evenly 
matched and very white. 

Third pen a good one but not as fine condition as the other two. 

Fourth pen ‘contained some fine specimens but not as evenly matched as 
others. 


THE WHITE WYANDOTTE AS A GENERAL PURPOSE FOWL.

For the past 15 years I have been an ardent admirer of fine poultry. During 
this interval I have spent considerable time and money in endeavoring to ascer- 
tain the merits of the various breeds of fowls as laid down in the Standard, 
with the following result: 

On the egg farm, where eggs and eggs alone are the chief consideration, 
there is to my mind no breed of fowls that will fill the bill so acceptably as 
the Single Comb White Leghorns; with the S. C. Minorca as a close second, 
but if, on the other hand, I wanted a general purpose fowl, i. e., one that would 
not only give a good supply of eggs, but also a generous and attractive carcass 
when dressed, that fowl is the White Wyandotte.

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We have noticed the marked improvement in the breed, as weil as their 
rapid advancement in popular favor, each year since they were admitted to the 
Standard. | 

They are pre-eminently the troiler man’s fowl, as they will stand an unlim- 
ited amount of forcing, hence can be made to take on flesh more rapidly than 
any other breed of fowls. Our first experiment was with Barred Rocks ; while 
we found them quite hardy as‘a rule, yet no sooner did we begin to force them, 
than we found them going off their legs. » 7 2 

I feel that my brother fanciers will agree with me when I say that no breed 
of fowls has met with such universal favor among all classes of poultrymen, 
than has the White Wyandotte, and for the past two years they have out-num- 
bered all the classes at the leading poultry exhibitions throughout the United 
States and Canada. 

Not only do they mature rapidly, but their snow white plumage, rich yellow 
skin and legs, places them distinctively in a class to themselves that can be ap- 
proached by no other breed. 


ELIMINATE THE FLECK. 


BY MR, THOS. OSBORN, 


What about the little gray flecking or ticking so frequently found in the 
plumage of the White Wyandotte? Some say it has always been there and 
always will be there. That they have been in most White Wyandottes in the 
past and are to be found in many now is granted, but that they must continue 
is doubted. If the commonly given history of the origin of the breed is correct 
they were produced by the mating of “sports” from a dark plumaged parentage. 
Since this is so it is argued that we must continually expect them and many 
Say, and sometimes truly, “They are there if they have not been pulled out,” 
but it is not always true. Others have gone so far as to declare that birds without 
the ticking are not true Wyandottes. 

The fact is the bulk, perhaps the whitest of them, have more or less flecking. 
What is to be done about it? Let them continue or make an earnest effort. to 
“eliminate the fleck?” Before concluding that it either can or cannot be done 
without destroying the true Wyandotte type, let us look squarely at the drift 
of the matter. What did we start out to do? Continue a dark plumaged breed 
of birds or build up a new variety with white plumage? If the former, why dis- 
qualify for positive black, or cut for foreign color? There seems but one answer,. 
that it was intended to produce, from those original “sports” with the colored 
blood so fresh in their veins, a new variety with solid white plumage. Now 
take a bird with flecking in his plumage, what do those flecks mean? They mean 
that that particular bird has a tendency to revert to the color of his original 
ancestor. It means that if you allow that tendency to prevail you must inevita- 
bly end where the breed began—with dark colored plumage. 

Take another bird of as good general makeup as the one with the flecks 
in the plumage, but free from them. What does this freedom from flecks mean? 
Of course it may mean that the bird is not pure Wyandotte, so might flecks indi- 
cate the bird is not pure in blood. But the probabilities are that neither a flecked 
or a fleckless plumage is prima facie evidence that the blood has been corrupted. 
The most reasonable answer to the question is that the bird with the flecks 
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shows a tendency toward the original ancestry, while the one of fleckless 
plumage shows a tendency away from the original ancestry. In other words, 
the bird with the flecks shows a tendency to reverse what we started out to do, 
viz., produce a variety of pure white plumage, and to revert to the original colored 
plumaged ancestry. The bird without the flecks shows a tendency to further 
what we started out to do. One thing we must not lose sight of, that is that the 
“sports” from which the Whites were produced showed a tendency away from 
the dark colored plumage of their parents. It is clear then that the tendency 
of the blood in the true White Wyandotte.is away from the dark plumaged ances- 
try. It is equally clear that the birds with the fleckless plumage are more like 
the “sport’’ ancestry in tendency than the ones with the fleck. If, ae 
one is more true to type than the other it must.be the fleckless. one. 

After a series of experiments with birds.from a strain in which the flecks 
have been regarded as the proper badge of true Wyandotte blood and another 
strain in which the flecks have rigorously cut out for some generations I have 
found that the disqualified specimens on account of color in plumage in the 
“flecked” strain is about four times as great as in the “fleckless” strain. After 
another careful series of experiments with my own strain I have found the more 
flecks in the breeding pen the more in young stock and the less of them in the 
breeding pen the less in the young stock. I have not been able to produce a strain 
entirely free from flecking, but each year I have more without it and less with 
it, and my general average score has been steadily increasing. It is my deliberate 
judgment, after careful study, that if each breeder of the White Wyandotte will 
_ take only the birds freest from ticking for the breedimg pen, other things being 
about equal and then keep up that sort of thing for a few generations we shall 
have far less disqualified specimens and be many leagues nearer what was origin- 
ally intended to accomplish, viz., to build up a new variety with a solid white 
plumage. Let us “eliminate the fleck.” 


SUPERIORITY OF WYANDOTTE EGGS. 
BY MR. GEO. H. FRARY. 


The matter of size and uniformity in eggs has not received the consideration 
it merits from poultry men and fanciers. 

It seems to me a matter of some importance from a business standpoint, 
inasmuch as the total sale of eggs per year in this country amounts to I,300,000,- 
ooo dozen, according to our last census. 

The present method of selling by the dozen seems a relic of antiquity. It 
seems to be an injustice to the poultry man who raises eggs of good size. In 
any market probably uniformly large eggs would bring a better price than those 
which varied greatly in size or were all small. The fact that country grocers 
have to take large and small, and pack them without sorting, keeps down the 
price which they are able to pay the producer. 

Having had to prepare a paper recently on poultry, for the Grange, I looked 
into this matter a little. In one of our stores I took from the top of a large 
box of eggs, without sorting them, one dozen, evidently Leghorn eggs, which 
weighed one pound and three ounces.

From another box of eggs which a farmer had just brought in, I picked a 
dozen eggs weighing one pound eight and three-fourths ounces. I learned on 
inquiry that for two years he had had a White Wyandotte rooster in his flock. 
From another lot, from one of the best flocks of White Piymouth Rocks in town, 
the average per dozen was one pound eight and one-fourth ounces. The average 
of my White Wyandotte eggs, at the present time, is one pound eleven and one- 
fourth ounces. : . 

An advertisement appeared recently in a boston paper for three cases of 
30 dozens each per week of fresh eggs to weigh 45 pounds to the case, at the 
very highest Boston price for choice hennery eggs, plus the express; and one 
cent per dozen additional for each pound per case up to 50 pounds. These parties 
desired to contract for this supply for a year, and it is evident that eggs weighing 
one pound eleven ounces per dozen would bring at least five and one-half cents 
per dozen above the best Boston price, which is much better than most farmiers. 
are doing with their eggs. . r 

Whether this change comes through legislation, or in some other way, i 
believe it is bound to come sooner or later. 


THE WORTH OF A SETTING OF EGGS. 
BY MR. HARRY W. BRITTON. 


Believing that an article written on the above question would command the 
attention of the many and prove beneficial to not a few of the readers of this 
catalogue the writer has respectfully submitted this article. 

This brief outline of argument cannot be of material benefit to those who 
haye learned by. experience the truthfulness of it. It is rather the intentions of 
the writer to reach those who have not as. yet ever purchased a setting of really 
choice eggs. 

Having decided, then, to launch into the realm of the fancy the new convert 
first of all decides on his breed. We will suppose that he has decided to buy eggs 
of the White Wyandotte variety, and who is it after carefully perusing the pages 
of this beautiful catalogue that can do otherwise than start with White Wyan- 
dottes? 

Granted then that his selection be White Wyandottes, the first question that 
may confront him is what is a setting of eggs worth? 

To digress a moment, he can buy a setting of 13 eggs from the grocery store, 
or from one who has a flock of mongrels (or cross--breeds if you please) for 
25 cents in the normal season of incubating eggs. We will concede every 
possible advantage in favor of the “cheap” eggs. Allow that out of the 13 eggs 
II chicks are hatched and that nine of them are raised to maturity, also that 
these nine will weigh dressed on an average six pounds each, and that 16 cents 
per pound can be realized for their carcass. This would give our investor a 
return of $8.64 on the original outlay of 25 cents for eggs. We do not consider 
the cost of feed at all, as the writer prefers that it not-enter in our discussion. - 

We will now suppose that ke buys a setting of 13 eggs from some reliable 
breeder of White Wyandottes for $5.00, and-will suppose that he gets nine chicks, 
of which he raises seven to maturity. It is no more than fair to presume that 
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‘‘PRIZE- WINNERS”’

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five of the seven be good breeders. Do not believe that the writer infers that 
five of them will be high scoring specimens. It would be fortunate indeed if 
two. or even one of them, scored 90 points or better. 

As a matter of convenience we will separate these seven thoroughbreds into 
sexes. Say there be four pullets and three cockerels. Also that one pullet and 
one cockerel be culls. These two culls on the basis used in the product of our 
setting of mongrel eggs are worth $1.92 for their 12 pounds of meat. If our 
amateur be favorably situated he could sell his best cockerel for $10.00 and the 
other for $5.00. Then the three remaining pullets are easily worth $2.50 each. 
This ‘shows a total selling value of $24.42 from a single setting of choice eggs 
that cost $5.00. Here we have a gross profit of $19.42 from the setting of thor- 
oughbred eggs and of $8.39 gross profit from the mongrels, showing a -gross 
profit of approximately $11.00 in favor of the thoroughbreds. 

To come away from the theories and come down to facts. the writer knows 
of a case where a setting of thoroughbred White Wyandotte eges weré bought 
for $2.00, and from that setting six birds were raised to maturity—three cockerels 
and three pullets with not a cull in the lot. The three cockerels were sold for 
$16.00; one for $3.00; one for $5.00 and one for $8.00. The three pullets were not 
sold, but an offer of $2.50 each for them was refused. Here was a total selling 
value of $23.50 produced from an outlay of $2.00 for one setting of thoroughbred 
eggs. 

How much is a setting of eggs worth? From the writer’s theoretical lesson 
a setting of mongrels being worth 25 cents, a setting of thoroughbreds on the 
sane basis is worth $16.00, then again from the writer’s object lesson of facts, 
again reverting to the setting of mongrels as a basis, the setting of eggs that cost 
$2.00 were worth $15.00. 

In the writer’s opinion, there is no setting of eggs produced by a reliable 
breeder, one who knows his business, that is not worth $2.00. In fact, the writer 
believes that if conditions warrant it no one should expect a setting of really 
choice eggs, eggs that would produce birds of merit, for less than $3.00, while 
$5.00 would be nearer their real value. In fact there are lots of breeders who 
do not sell eggs for less than $5.00 and in most cases they are worth it, too. 
When we go beyond $5.09 it becomes a question of quality and quantity; of 
supply and demand. 

In conclusion J would make a plea to all intending purchasers who read 
this article. 

If you write a reliable breeder for prices on eggs, choice eggs, do not expect 
to get something for nothing. If you are asked $3.00, $5.00 or $10.00, or more, 
for a setting of eggs do not be scared. The probabilities are that the quality 
of the stock producing these eggs warrant all the owner of them asks. 

If you happen to buy from some one who turns out to be a fraud do not 
set all the breeders in poultrydom down as frauds. There are frauds in the 
- poultry business and there are upright men, and women too for that matter, 
‘in it as well. In fact the latter class are in an overwhelming majority.

Then if the wattles are slightly shortened, relieving them of 
their extreme length, which was also generally advised, we will have what 
I believe can be correctly termed a present day Ideal Wyandotte Male in 
shape and one that our Club can safely and profitably hold fast to. 
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The Modern White Wyandotte 


By JOHN S. MARTIN, Port Dover, Can. 
Advises Moderation in Fashion 


The past few years have seen many of our standard varieties rise quickly 
into popularity and then quickly this popularity subsides and these varieties 
are relegated once more to peaceful oblivion. A boom is always a detri- 
ment to any variety, because it brings a variety to the front so quickly that 
the demand for stock and eggs is greater than the supply. This leads 
unscrupulous breeders to send out cheap, inferior stock while charging very 
exhorbitant prices. After atime people begin to see that these birds do 
not breed true to name and do not begin to have all the many wonderful 
qualities claimed for them, and a reaction sets in, from which many of these 
varieties never recover. White Wyandotte breeders are thankful to know 
that the great popularity of this variety is the result of no boom. They 
have pushed themselves to the front wholly by their beauty and their use- 
fulness. Hundreds of utility farms throughout the United States and 
Canada use the White Wyandottes because they have found that there is 
not a better all-purpose fowl in existence. As broilers they lead all varieties. 
They grow very quickly, being very active and vigorous, and at two pounds 
weight they are as plump as partridges. 

As layers they are splendid. Pullets mature at about 5 or 54 months 
of age and begin laying and keep it up. I have a customer who got 223 
eggs froma pen of 9 pullets in the short month of February. This is almost 
25 eggs in 28 days and is a better average than I have ever been able to 
make, although I had one pen average 23 eggs and another 21 in February, 
1906. Many of the general purpose varieties have a great tendency to put 
on fat if fed at all liberally, but with White Wyandottes the better you feed 
them the better they lay. They are veritable egg machines winter and 
summer. Some varieties are good winter layers but go on strike when the 
warm weather comes, but not so with White Wyandottes. When I first 
began to breed this variety I had had experience with about twenty of the 
more popular varieties My choice was the Barred Rock. My reasons for 
giving them up were: I. A tendencv of females over one year to put on 
fat instead of filling the egg basket. II. The Wyandotte is a somewhat 
smaller fowl, making it quicker maturing, more active and a better forager. 
III. From a monetary standpoint I considered that White Wyandottes would 
be a better variety to take up. IV. For really high class specimens of 
Rocks good prices are realized, but there is not as good a sale for the aver- 
age birds. V. Then in appearance what could be more beautiful or more 
graceful than a pen of really good White Wyandottes, with their beautiful 
snow-white plumage, their compact, rounded bodies, their neat combs and 
bright yellow legs. 

But the old adage is, ‘‘Handsome is as handsome does,’’ and I would 
never have specialized in this variety had I not believed in their sterling 
utility qualities. After a wide experience with them, my opinion to-day is 
that there is not a better fowl living, and I do not know of any variety to 
equal them. | 

A famous writer once said in referring to the strawbery, ‘‘Doubtless 
God could have made a better berry, but doubtless God never did.’’ We 
might say of the White Wyandotte, ‘‘Doubtless God could have madea 
better bird, but doubtless He never did.”’ 

The past few”years great improvement has been made in the White 
Wyandotte from a fancier’s point of view. It used to be a rare thing to see 
a stay-white bird, while now in most good flocks it is the brassy bird that 
is rare. 

Having secured color, the next thing is perfection of type. What we 
want is a compact, cobby bird, short in back, short in leg (but not too 
short) and in every detail a bird of curves. Like everything else, shortness 
of leg can be overdone, and a bird loses that stylish appearance if too low 
down. The standard calls for a bird that shows some thigh.

Another point where moderation must be observed is the cushion. The 
huge puffy cushion is too much like a Cochin. Such a bird photographed 
will not appear very much like the illustration in the standard. 

The tail is another section in which many Wyandottes are sadly lacking. 
There is no symmetry in a bird with a broad, full breast, broad back and 
pinched tail. How much better it would look with a short, nicely spread 
tail. Five years ago this was my weakest point, but I began breeding as 
far as possible only males with nicely spread tails, and to-day most of my 
birds come with fine spread tails. 

To breed exhibition White Wyandottes is a most fascinating study and 
the earnest fancier is never satisfied and is always aiming at improvement. 
The field is wide and there is plenty of room for all, because never yet has 
the supply of real high-class birds been equal to the demand.

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White Wyandotte Qualities and Where They 


Come From 
By F. W. COREY, Ossining, N. Y. 


Experience has taught that the extreme blocky type is not desirable. 


Perhaps one of my most prominent recollections of my boyhood days 
is that of a flock of Silver Laced Wyandottes which my father was breeding 
at that time, about twenty-five years ago. I was eight years of age then 
and was allowed to assist in the work of caring for the chickens, and by 
the time I was ten I was doing all the feeding and had the general care of 
the flock. I can well remember the pride I took in my work, and the large 
number of eggs we secured from our Wyandottes in the winter season was 
the wonder of the neighborhood. 

Among the one hundrcd and fifty or two hundred chickens we would 
raise each year from these birds we wolld have a few pure white ones. At 
first these sports, as father called them, were killed, but one day a Mr. 
Macumber, of Truxton, N. Y., who had been purchasing our surplus pul- 
lets, saw these white chickens in our yard and immediately wanted to buy 
them. Father sold him four pullets and two cockerels at this time and 
more lateron. I have since learned that he resold them to a Mr. Towle, 
also of Truxton, N. Y., and one of the first men to advertise and push the 
White Wyandottes. Other white birds from this same flock were sent to 
an uncle of mine at De Ruyter, N. Y., who a few years later sold a White 
Wyandotte cock bird that won a blue ribbon at one of the first shows held 
at Madison Square Garden. 

There was other blood from Leghorns, White Hamburgs, Light Brah- 
mas and other breeds introduced by some of the early breeders of this 
variety, and for atime almost anything with a rose comb and white plumage 
was passed off as White Wyandottes; but I believe we have to thank the 
blood from the old Silver Laced Wyandottes for most of the good qualities 
of our White Wyandottes of to-day. 

That they have the good qualities that appeal to the farmer and to the 
market poultryman we must all agree; that they are to-day, scarcely twenty- 
five years old, the most popular variety of fowls very few people will deny, 
and if the fanciers and poultry judges of this country do not ruin their © 
utility points by insisting on an extreme in type they are bound to advance 
in popular favor until they exceed in numbers any other one variety of 
fowls in the world. 

The question of Wyandotte type is one that some of our best writers 
have devoted much time and many illustrations to in the past few months. 
Judging from the different illustrations they have used to show their ideas 
of Wyandotte shape, very few of us could agree on a typical Wyandotte 
bird. Granted that a Wyandotte should be shorter on back, in leg, and 
more compact than a Plymouth Rock, I firmly believe that the illustration 
in the Standard carries that idea (with the possible exception of length of 
shank) as far as it is necessary to establish the breed characteristic and as 
far as it is safe from a utility standpoint. I am thoroughly convinced that 
we should not attempt to breed our Wyandotte females with scarcely any 
back showing between the hackle and tail feathers, as some so-called ‘‘Good 
Type Wyandottes’”’ which I have seen illustrated in different articles in the 
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past six months. My experience has taught me that the Wyandotte with 
the moderate length of body is much the best producer and that an extremely 
short bodied bird not only loses in weight but is almost invariably a very 
poor layer. The egg laying qualities, as well as the weight of the carcass, 
are points which are of very great importance to our farmers and the great 
army of market poultrymen upon whom the success or failure of any variety 
of poultry actually depends; hence, if we fanciers are to work for and 
advance the best interests of the White Wyandottes, let us avoid the 
extremely short, chunky body birds, and if we must change the Standard 
let us do something that we may all work for a larger rather than a 
smaller Wyandotte.

Competition has become so keen in White Wyandottes that when we 
speak of exhibition birds it means something good; the ‘‘pretty good”’ has 
not much chance to win, even at the smallest shows. let us consider a 
moment what really constitutes a high-class exhibition bird. The Wyan- 
dotte has a characteristic shape of its own; without this blocky shape of 
curves we do not have a Wyandotte; yet how many times do our judges 
put a bird in the winning class on color alone. We want all the whiteness 
we can get—white to the quill—but shape must keep pace with this white 
plumage. You can always sell a fine white bird, regardless of its shape; 
but not so easy on a creamy plumage with ideal shape. Naturally the 
breeder caters to the white plumage, because his customer demands it, and 
here is where shape is getting its set back. 

Our standard says plainly, regarding white in ear lobes, one-fourth or 
more one to two points cut. Yet I saw acockerel at Chicago win a good 
prize with full one-half white ear lobes, his shape poor, but very white 
plumage, Another case where the judge could see nothing but white. 

Have noticed at many shows a good comb on a bird goes a long way 
towards a prize, no matter if shape and plumage are poor. 

Now about legs: Standard says yellow. How many shades of yellow 
have we? Hach judge has his own idea as to the proper shade, and what 
one judge would cut another passes by. 

My experience has been, in showing White Wyandottes, to show a full 
string, and you will be having something to suit the judge. 

A truly first-class exhibition White Wyandotte must be just ripe in 
eather to make a good showing—old birds just over molt with feathers 
all new, and young stock fully fiuished with hackle feathers allin. ‘This 
is when the feathers have that finished look that cannot be gotten at other 
times. Care must be taken in washing to bring out feathers without split- 
ting or curling. 

Did you ever think what an important part the tail was in helping out 
the shape of the bird? Birds with three-fourth tail out are at their best to 
show; with a full breast it gives them typical Wyondotte shape. 

In selecting birds to show, coop about twice as many as you intend to 
take ten days before, then select the best from the coops, as you can tel 
more how a bird will look in a coop, thus making your selection more 

complete. 

We hope to see a better shaped Wyandotte in the future, and that some 
of our color cranks will stop long enough to consider the beautiful shape 
of our Pees White Wyandottes. 
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Many fine birds, approaching perfection, grow at ‘*Rock Hill.”

The White Wyandottes Martyrs to Bad 


Ledgislation 
By I. K. FELCH, Natick, Mass. 


The members of the National White Wyandotte Club should send in a 
monster petition and demand the repeal of.the damaging clause in the 
preamble to the breed in the present standard of perfection, to-wit: ‘Zhe 
effort to increase the standard weight has proved detrimental to the stand- 
ard quality of the breed.’ 

Then that rule in instructions to judges, that ‘all ties, after cutting 
two points for all deficits of standard and for all excess of over one pound 
above, the specimen nearest to standard weight to win.”’ This not only 
applies to the Wyandottes, but to all the American breeds. ‘This has made 
it possible for a Wyandotte male of six pounds to win over a specimen 
weighing ten pounds, when the heavier specimen at this writing would 
sell in the New York market for 84 cents more than the six pound speci- 
men for a food supply. These two things are sure to affect the breed’s 
popularity very much. Their influence will fast drive the breed into, or at 
least toward, its downfall or oblivion, if not corrected. To-day more than 
one-half the influence that is increasing the White Rocks’ popularity is 
that they are a pound heavier than the Wyandottes. In reality, the two 
breeds should be classed at the same weight. Selling the most goods for 
utility purposes with the old law, ‘‘other things being equal,”’ the specimen 
weighing the most has to win. With that, then, the Wyandottes were 
safe, for the breeder had the chance to breed his families to generous sizes. 
Besides, every member of this Club knows that it is the strong, full or over 
weighted specimens that lay the largest eggs, and asa rule the most of 
them. Any legislation like that cited, that detracts from any breed to the . 

disadvantage of the breeder, is all wrong and should be repealed at once. 
, It is not necessary that such damaging legislation should remain a 
single day, because the standard cannot be revised only once in five years. 

Anybody having the power to create has the power to repeal and make 
void any act of theirs. They may be denied the right to revise, but they 
can at any time repeal. 

I hope the Club will demand this as an act of justice and protection to 
the welfare of the breed, and every member should refuse to exhibit a 
Specimen with any and all exhibition managements that do not abrogate 
these clauses in their premium lists. 

They are both Clearly unconstitutional, for any act or thing that is 
contrary to the principle that all standards are made to protect in equity 
the specimen, is in all other jurisprudence so interpreted by our courts of 
law. The standard weights are made to secure a healthy, vigorous con- 
dition... By the act we say they must reach such weights to be considered 
strictly first-class. It was not formulated to damage and make worthless 
superior results, much less to decry one of the most useful and money- 
making items of the breed. 
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We are forced to rear as many males as females, and to secure the 
greatest return for the money this non-laying half of the flock is an item 
not to be ignored. 

If the National White Wyandotte Club demands this act of repeal and 
the abrogation of these two rules by the exhibitions, their request will not 


be refused in my judgment. 
At least it is our duty to try, and by so doing prctect the peeada in its 


now popular favor with the public.

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Present and Future 
By D. T. HEIMLICH, Jacksonville, Il. 


Too many breeders seem to think purity of plumage the most important feature. 


The White Wyandotte comes to us in a legitimate course of breeding; 

or that reason a correctness of type has been more easily established. 

Their popularity is proven by the large club membership. Having a 
greater opportunity of seeing method and manner of mating in my travels 
and contact with breeders of this variety, I will call attention to some of 
the faults and features met with, treating on what to avoid and what to 
breed for in establishing astrain. Too many of our breeders seem to think 
purity of plumage is the most essential feature to establish; in doing this 
too often correct size and type is sacrificed. Nature has a way of bringing 
about a variation of character about the time we think a chalk white sur- 
face and a pink quill feathering has been established in a flock that is dis- 
appointing, for such too often have pale or white beak and legs, also carry 
with them a tendency to gray flecking, also a white skin. Orange yellow 
beak and legs mean more or less creaminess in plumage throughout; gray 
in plumage, in connection with this fault, shows us a specimen that should 
be kept out of the breeding yard. White quills in flights and main tail 
feathers, with a uniform straw yellow leg, skin and beak, is the happy 
medium most desirable as a breeder and exhibition specimen, especially if 
free frum gray ticking. Such specimens must be selected to establish the 
uniformity of proper color throughout. Now as to correct and most desirable 
type to use as breeders an 1 exhibition specimens, the variations are as great 
as found in other standard varieties. There is the excess weight Brahma 
type, high on legs, straight back, long neck, tail narrow and carried high, 
with a head coarse. This type have had their day; they aided, however, 
in establishing size, but must be eliminated just as the short legged, pin 
headed, undersized bamtam type must be cut out as unworthy of a place in 
the breeder’s yards. Between these is another type that can also be omit- 
ted in making up the breeding pens: that is the type with long body, long 
back and pinched tails, which will not win places in future exhibits, for 
these characteristics also carry with them the faulty head, narrow body, in 
fact have only a rose comb as a distinctive Wyandotte characteristic. The 
Standard, by description and illustrations, fully shows the correct type that 
all must aim for. A specimen lacking in some one or two features, 
yet in general character measuring up to the ideals as shown in the illus- 
tration, should be used, and the bad features offset by using mates perfect 
or nearly so in their make up. With a membership of 2000 in our club, 
many thousands are raised annually, and every member must make 
endeavor to mate his flock or pens with the choicest of his or her best, so 
that in the exchange of blood greater numbers may be produced that ap- 
proach perfection, and each generation aid in laying a better foundation 
for the accomplishment of this end. The Ideal is what every breeder and 
fancier should aim for. Competition is more intense every season, they 
who prove having the best in the show room find ready sale among club 
members as well as those who are just beginning with White Wyandottes 
as their choice of variety. The head of the Wyandotte is a section of which 
closer observation should be made, for when perfect it stands out conspic- 
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uously, a short, rather heavy beak, face and top head neither narrow or 
coarse, eyes well set under a brow that is not overhung (giving it a Brahma 
character); this, with bay or orange red eyes, soft red earlobes, nicely 
rounded wattles, give us the ideal head, which, when set on a neck starting 
with an arch from the head, falling long and freely over shoulders to back, 
make a finish to both sections. The back that is broad, starting with a slight 
upward sweep to the tail, is a most important section, for it, with a proper 
length and well spread tail, gives character to correctness of type more 
than any other two sections. Where these two sections are found perfect, 
a faulty comb, a flat breast, a little too much legginess or other minor 
defects may be passed, to be offset by mates. A well balanced male or 
female in all sections is truly a gem of beauty that must be admired by 
every beholder, whether he knows much or little of what the standard 
demands are or what the aims of the fancier and breeder who by his skill 
and studied endeavor has thus accomplished a work of art in a responsive 
subject for use and reproduction. The Wyandotte should have a finish of 
curves, no angles. Every section should finish and blend into every other 
section, sothat as a whole there may be a harmonious balance of parts, each 
standing out and adding beauty and correctness of type, size and form. 
Such are met with and more will be met withif all club members work with 
the aim in view of perfecting the variety to meet the demands to reach 
this ideal.

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Why We Breed White Wyandottes 
By J. HARRY WOLSIEFFER, Buck Hill Falls, Pa. 


We have often been asked why we keep breeding White Wyandottes 
in preference to other breeds. Our answer has always been: Because we 
have always been able to make the most money out of them, from both a 
commercial standpoint and fancy. With us there is no sentiment. The 
breed that will make us the most money, all things considered, isthe breed 
we must have, no matter what color or shape. The American people 
demand a yellow fleshed fowl, a fowl not too large or small, an egg-producer 
(especially in winter, when almost all the scrub fowls are taking a rest). 
This they have in the White Wyandotte. The White Wynadotte is not our 
first love or last, but is with us, solely because of its merits. It has its faults 
as well as other breeds, but the many good points overbalance all these. 
It is the best fowl for forcing from shell to broiler age. With us the males 
have made one pound for every month from incubation; with us they have 
commenced laying at five months and kept right at it; with us they have laid 
all winter in the coldest weather; with us, under trap nests, we have had 
them reach the 200 mark, and our best pullet laid 281 eggs in 365 days. Sev- 
eral years ago we got into an argument over laying strains,and we then made 
an offer to send 50 pullets in competion with any breed. Our offer of them 
was not taken up. To prove that the White Wyandotte was as good a layer 
as the Leghorn, two years ago we recived several hundred eggs from the 
leading egg strains in the United States. In the fall 100 fine Leghorn pul- 
lets were put under trap nests, with a pen of 100 White Wyandottes, and 
a careful record kept. Both Leghorns and Wyandottes did good work. 
The White Wyandottes laid as many eggs in the year as the Leghorns, 
and laid more steady in the coldest weather when eggs were high. Both 
pens were fed alike and had a fair test. We know that with proper care 
the Wyandottes will lay as many eggs in the year as any breed we know 
of. With us they are hardy. Out of the first 500 hatched this year, under 
brooder system, our loss was 10 chicks. Our death rate was four per cent, 
and we raised some 1500 birds. This shows that the White Wyandottes 
are as hardy as any. We are not attempting to belittle other breeds—they 
are all good—but of late years the cry of the Leghorn breeders has been, 
‘The Breed that Lays is the Breed that Pays,’”’ and this is a gentle reminder 
that there are other breeds that lay besides the Leghorns. A bright future 
is assured the White Wyandottes on their merits aloue. Let every breeder 
keep utility in view and thete will be no danger of the White Wyandottes 
losing the popularity they have honestly gained through merit alone.

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*“Mi-Lady’s’’ Farm Flock 
By R. BOYD, Polo, 1. 


It isa hard matter to write anything about White Wyandottes which 
has not been already written, but there is one branch of the business which 
I think has not been overdone by writers on poultry. That is their wonder- 
ful adaptability to the wants of the great American poultrymen, who are 
none other than the farmers’ wives. We have the country gentleman with 
his hobby farm, who pays an expert to keep him supplied with all the 
poultry products at unseasonable times of the year; he gets them, and they 
cost their price. We also have the broiler man and the egg man with their 
special purpose plants. But it is ‘‘“Mi-Lady”’ of the farm that I am writing 
about. Hers is the ideal poultry plant, she works it both ways, eggs and 
meat, the egg and meat of commerce. Now let ussee what manner of fowl 
she wants to run her business with. To begin with she does not want a 
partly colored fowl, that is not in her line, she has not got the time to 
study all the intricacies of lacing, penciling, barring, spangles, etc. Nor 
will her husband go to the trouble of building two yards, one with a mating 
to produce male birds of correct color, the other to get the proper shade in 
females. In this case the open range will be needed for the great majority. 
She wants a solid colored variety. A breed that can run all over the farm in 
one large flock and as long as the male birds are full blooded and well bred, 
will breed true to name, and be all alike at selling time. A great point in 
the seller’s favor. Her hen as a pullet must develop early, start laying in 
the fall and keep on laying through the cold months of the winter when 
eggs are two prices. This is where she realizes a lot of money. It counts 
up as quick again as it does in spring. Then there is the other half of 
her spring hatch, which naturally will not lay because they are cockerels. 

They want to be plump all the time, with well developed breasts, and 
to satisfy the fastidiousness of the high class trade must dress like balls of 
butter, and have no dark pin feathers, or feathers on their feet. It may 
happen that ‘‘Mi-Lady”’ is progressive and wants to caponize her male birds 
and hold them until after the wiuter rush, still she does not want to hold 
them until May or June before they attain a maximum of weight. Grain is 
generally high and she wants a capon that will finish early and be a 
topper when ripe. 

Now if we look over the utility breeds, the useful breeds of the whole 
civilized world. where can we find one to equal the well-bred White Wyan- 
dottes? And as a fancy bird, the prices paid for good specimens and the 
interest taken in their alley at the shows by spectators speak louder than 
words. 

Just one word before closing: To the fancier, the loyal, painstaking 
fancier, who considers himself well paid in the satisfaction he derives from 
controlling the shape of comb and color of feather, moulding the body so 
as to carry a greater percentoge of meat with less offal, laying it on thick- 
est where it will be of best quality and at the same time creating an ability 
and desire to lay more eggs, I believe there is danger in the craze for color. 
It will do as much harm comparatively as the red craze did for the short 
horn cattle. Don’t sacrifice the plump, yellow shanked carcass, that is 
standard weight, good and strong, for a little more whiteness in quills, for 
to make the improved farm flock profitable you must look well to shape 
and size. 
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Is There a Better Breed of Chickens Than 
White Wyandottes? 


By DR. W. L. WILSON, Scipio, Ind. 


Everybody is seeking after the best. This applies to all kinds of stock, 
and in this age of progress and advancement, the practical, the business or 
money side of the question confronts us. So it is with breeds of chickens. 
They are all good in one or more particulars, but the breed that has the 
most redeeming points, that comes nearest fulfilling what has proven the 
leading qualities for an all around general purpose breed, must carry the 
day. No other breed can be superior, for the reason that every good quality 
is and has been pushed to its utmost. I could give you, if necessary, thirty- 
eight practical reasons why I prefer White Wyandottes. 

Egg laying qualities, size, quick to mature, hardiness and color, consti- 
tute the foundation that every good breed must possess. Producing eggs 
is the leading and most profitable function of the hen—the more she lays 
the better she pays in that one line—but there are others which are essen- 
tial to the financial side of the question. Of course it is understood that 
the Wyandotte belongs to the ‘‘sitting’’ class, and will probably not lay as 
many eggs during July, August and September as non-sitters, but sum up 
her work both winter and summer and she will be placed in the credit 
- column just as much as any unon-sitter, after which her real commercial 
worth is double the non-sitter. As an incubating breed they stand ahead 
of any I have tried. I am like the boy who had a pet hen and she became 
impressed with the desire to ‘‘increase and wultiply.’’ After the boy had 
placed the eggs under her, two of the older brothers found an owl’s nest. 
They took two eggs from under the hen on the sly and put in two owl eggs 
instead. One day the boy went to look after the old hen and he saw the 
head of a young owl protruding from one of the eggs.. He was astonished at 
that big head and eyes, and then, with hat in hand, he ran to the house 
and said, ‘‘Father, you just wait a day or two, and if them chickens come 
out with bodies proportioned to their heads I will show you some eye 
openers.’’ So it is with the Wyandottes, if you look and investigate them 
they will be eye openers. 3 7 

Next comes size: After a chicken, hog or steer gets to a certain size 
the cost of each pound thereafter increases. Any stock reaching the min- 
imum cost should be disposed of and the money invested again, if money 
is the sole object. Soon after the White Wyandotte arrives at this period 
she begins to lay and of course her real profit isinaugurated. Should you 
wish to dispose of her, her value has not decreased. Market men will tell 
you a medium size fowl sells best, that more people want them weighing 
from five to seven pounds. The Wyandottes have the following standard 
weights: Cocks, eight and one-half pounds; cockerels, seven and one-half; 
hens, six and one-half, and pullets five and one-half. 

When it comes to quick maturity and plumpness, they stand at the 
head in the Kast, where broilers are in such great demand. They will make 
two pound broilers in eight to twelve weeks. They will come to maturity 
as quick as the quickest. A gentleman who wanted to test to see what 
breeds would mature first, bought eggs from several different breeds and 
placed the young chicks all together. The Wyandotte broilers came in two 
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weeks before any other and began laying before the other medium size 
pullets. Hereafter, he says, I will raise Wyandottes. 

When it comes to hardiness, I don’t know of a breed that is better. 
The Wyandottes are covered with an abundance of feathers, blocky form. 
a freezeless rose comb; no feathers on legs or toes to drabble in snow or 
mud. They are of an industrious and active disposition, ready to get part 
of their own living. 

I am decidedly in favor of White, for the following reasons: White 
makes a fine contrast with a green lawn or any dark background. White 
feathers sell for more money per pound than mixed or any othercolor. When 
it comes to beauty a clean white takes my eye, the whiter the prettier. 
Another thing I wish to mention, a white chicken will stand the hot rays 
of the sun better than any other color that I know of. 


Now, observing reader, if you are a novice in the poultry business and 
desire to get an ideal or as good a breed as can be found, with no guess 
work about it, take my advice and get the White Wyandottes. Up to this 
time I have found none better, and I am of the opinion there is none better, 
for I have tested most of them and speak from experience.

hopper feed dry mash, beef scrap, charcoal, grit and shells. Asa green." 


food,use cabbage, beets or turnips twice a week, or steamed short cut clover. 
Green cut bone twice a week, if obtainable, is beneficial and almost essen- 
tial where a heavy egg production is desired. In summer let wheat he 50 
per cent of the entire grain ration, leaving out buckwheat entirely, and cut 
the cracked corn ration in half, feeding more clipped oats, barley and kaffir 
corn instead. The buckwheat and corn are both very heating and, there- 
fore, undesirable for warm weather or warm climates. 

A great deal depends upon the feed and feeding, perhaps more than 
many would imagine. The under-color and quill color is greatly influenced 
by the feed; the surface color is more due to the sun’s rays than to feed, 
but, going back a step farther, it can surely be traced to breeding. A white 
bird that is bred white, is stay-white ,and will always be white, can never- 
theless be nearly or completely ruined for the time being if improperly fed, 
especially at moulting time. A heavy corn diet, especially yellow corn, 
makes the show room further off than it really is, and is often the cause of 
the amateur’s complete discouragement, causing him to give up his favor- 
ites for a less worthy breed. 

First, be sure you start right, with a pure white and pedigreed strain 
of birds, then study the feeding and housing of your particular variety, and 
99 out of 100 times you will succeed. 
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Secretary’s Notes 


Those who are not fully posted on what a Standard Exhibition White. 
Wyandotte should be, should read very carefully the articles in this cata- 
logue by Messrs. Martin. Corey, Fike, Heimlich—yes, they are all good; 
they should read all of them, studying the illustrations with their com- 
ments, and then they should know about how good a bird it takes to win 
at one of America’s best shows. The National White Wyandotte Club has 
done much to bring about the perfection of shape and color that our modern 
Exhibition White Wyandottes now possess and to make the progress of 
their popularity permanent. No breeder of White Wyandottes can stay 
abreast of the times in progress (and White Wyandotte fashion) who is not 
a member of the Club. All who have the interest of White Wyandottes at 
heart should be induced to join the Club and help on the good work. 

The illustrations on page 28 and the articles referred to above, point 
out very plainly some grave questions for us to decide, and the advice of 
caution in said articles seems wholly in place. It isevident that we should 
stay away from extremes. Types A and D are extremes to such an extent 
as almost to approach deformity. 

The fact that White Wyandottes are adapted to all localities, soils, 
conditions and climates in which any fowl survives, is fully and impres- 
sively demonstrated in our State Secretaries’ reports, which should be 
carefully read by all who are interested in the breed. Their flexibility for 
adaptation is truly wonderful, and this quality should be carefully consid- 
ered and appreciated, together with their exceptional utility and beauty 
qualities, which mark them as the all-purpose fowl without a peer. They 
possess, however, one great flexible quality of which we have failed to take 
advantage and that is, that while they have legs of yellow, which is con- 
ceded to be by far the most beautiful of leg colors and one of the finest 
ornaments that a fowl can have, whether on the green lawn, in the show 
coop or on the butcher’s block, by the mere influence of feed their flesh can 
be made either white or yellow to suit the market and customers for whom 
they are intended. This fact should be made known and emphasized to all 
the world, for while there is no one who would not prefer yellow legs to 
those of any other color, there are some who prefer the white fleshed or 
milk fed chickens for their table. If the breeders of White Wyandottes will 
only take advantage of the great flexible qualities of their breed and let 
the world know them, there will be little danger of their ever being 
succeeded in popularity. 

Mr. Felch (‘‘Uncle Ike’’) states in his article that the weight clause 
and instructions to judges in our present standard of perfection are very 
detrimental to the breed. Now, while, no doubt, many of our breeders 
will not agree with him. would it not be better to give a two pound limit 
instead of one, before cutting for overweight? We would thus increase 
their flexibility and have in them a bird that could positively meet the 
demands and fancy of all market poultrymen and still be bred to standard 
requirements. — 

The Secretary advises that each year the members vote on the best 
shaped male represented in the club catalogue from actual photo and also 
the best shaped female illustrated from actual photo, and that the two, 
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male and female, be represented respectively on the ribbon buttons awarded 
to their sex as prizes at the next season’s shows. This would be a great 
thing for the breeders succeeding in getting the best photos, as mention 
would be made in our catalogue and inthe poultry journals. It would also 
be a fine thing for the Club and club catalogue in an advertising way, as it 
would stimulate interest and assure us a very choice selection of illustra- 
tions for our future catalogues. 

We would also suggest that the Club give a $25.00 silver loving cup in 
every State that has ten or more members paid up in annual dues, a $50.00 
cup in States having twenty or more members, a $75.00 cup in States having 
thirty or more members, and a $100.00 cup in States having forty or more 
members. This should see every State get busy for the $100.00 cup. If 
the.Club had workers in every State as it has in some, it would not be long 
before it reached a membership of 5000. 

The president of a club should be such a man as is President Graves— 
a worker. The Club is fortunate in having such a president. 

Much depends on the State Secretaries. They are ina position to push 
the breed and see that the Club makes great progress in their section if they 
are workers and competent. The advertising and prestige this office gives 
makes it worth the effort. It gives me great pleasure to be able to say 
that most all of the Club’s State Secretaries are good, faithful and energetic 
workers. = 

There are some members on our list who have not paid up their annual 
dues to October Ist, 1908, but as dues are still coming in, we thought they 
had probably overlooked or forgotten them and for this reason we did not 
feel like dropping their names.

In this locality the 
temperature has gone as low as 35° below zero with no frozen combs on my 
White Wyandottes. Just imagine what would happen to any of the single 
comb varieties in such weather. For broilers they are unsurpassed. The 
very fact that most of the large broiler plants breed the White Wyandotte 
is the best argument one could give. The farmer and market poultryman 
of South Dakota consider them the ideal fowl; being hardy, splendid layers 
of large eggs, good mothers, good foragers and just the right size, with the 
yellow skin and legs so much desired for table use. The absence of dark 
pin feathers is another point in favor of the White Wyandottes. For the 
fancier they are all one could wish. With their plump, blocky shape, yel- 
low beaks and legs, red eyes and comb and pure white plumage, they are 
easily the ‘‘belles of the show,’’ and if you doubt my word just ‘‘hang”’ 
around the White Wyandotte alley at any show and listen to the remarks.

The 
greatest egg record that was ever made by an individual hen was made by 
a White Wyandotte. They are good sitters and mothers. In fact, I don’t 
believe there is a breed of fowls that combines so many desirable qualities. 
For an all-purpose fowl the White Wyandotte just fills the bill. Pen fails 
to do justice in describing their good points. My advice to all doubting 
Thomases is to give them a trial, and I know if you love a good, beautiful 
and useful chicken, you will decide at once in their favor. As for me, I 
have tried and tested, and it is White Wyandottes first, last and all the 
time for me. 

I am sure they are destined to be the general favorites in Texas, for 
they have already found favor on the ranch, the city lot and in the oil and 
rice fields of this big State.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


To the Members of the National White Wyandotte Club: 

For the confidence and trust reposed in me by the members, evidenced by 
my election as President of the Club at the annual meeting at Niagara Falls in 
August, 1908, I wish to say that I am grateful, and that I hope to be responsive. 
Bhd assumed the presidency at a time when many breeders were led to believe 
that the Club was disorganized and in a very bad condition. I found that these 
were not the facts, but that the interest which had been aroused over the con- 
troversy then pending had aroused the members to new life; had made all feel 
that the Club must be run on business lines, and had awakened the members to 
the real importance of their Club. 

We have about 1,000 members in good standing; we have gained new mem- 
bers; and many old members who had strayed from the fold have come back 
since the Niagara Falls meeting. The Club has given particularly handsome 
ribbons this year; has donated a considerable amount of cash at Boston, and 
$100.00 at Philadelphia; and has not gone into debt. The financial showing 
is satisfactory and the spirit of the members is even more keen and earnest 
than ever. 

The holding of a special meeting in connection with the Philadelphia Show 
will afford southern breeders an opportunity to compete for the valuable spe- 
cials offered by the Club, and it is hoped they will take advantage of it. As 
these lines are written before the date of the Philadelphia Show it is impossible 
to tell how far the southern breeeders will be awake to the situation. | 

Some disagreeable matters have come up during the year but have been 
very satisfactorily disposed of by the Club, and I personally feel that the action 
that has been taken will be approved by every good fancier and will set a 
proper example to every specialty club in the country. The members of the 
Club know my attitude in regard to improper or wrongful practices of every 


kind. They have backed me up in the stand that the executive committee and 
officers have taken, namely: To eliminate such members as are found to be 


guilty of any wrong-doing or any acts or conduct which would be contrary to 
the ethies and morals of the American poultry fraternity. The letters which 
I constantly receive show that the breeders of the best in White Wyandottes 
are those who are against the improper preparation or bleaching of birds; bor- 
rowing birds for shows; selling birds which they have to judge, and against 
all those things which ordinarily offend the morals of good, honest men. 

The improvement of the breed, I think, continues, so that I believe it is 
fair to say that in a few years comparative perfection will be reached. The 
members have taken an active interest in what the revision comimttee of the 
American Standard of Perfection has been doing, and the suggestions made to 
such committee have been helpful and for the best interests of the breed. 

I believe that if each member will take a little more real, active, interest 
in our favorite breed, we shall be able to say next year that we have passed 
the 2,500 mark in membership. 

I wish every member of the Club a most successful and pleasant season.

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A WORD ABOUT ADVERTISING 


(By L. J. Demberger, Stewartsville, Indiana.) 


The success of displaying our birds depends upon their individuality and 
upon the condition of the particular individual to attract the attention of the 
judge sufficiently to win. The success of our business depends upon our ability 
to attract the attention of the prospective buyer and to make sales. To do 
that we must advertise. 

The aim of advertising is to attract attention and to sell stock. In order to 
attract attention our advertisements must have the drawing power to attract 
the reader and get him to completely read our ads and consider our reason for. 
asking his trade. 

The power of an ad to draw your attention depends upon its typographical 
construction; the average poultryman does not have any knowledge of printing 
and must leave the arrangement of his ads with the publisher; if he sends his 
copy to the publisher it is often printed with little care as to its attractive- 
ness. This is caused on account of most journals being printed by contract. 
The printing contractor cares little as to the results the advertiser gets. If the 
journals were compelled to compete, showing specimens of their advertising 
pages and proof of their circulation claims in order to prove their right for 
business, as the breeder must prove by exhibiting his stock, then advertise- 
ments would be better arranged and results would be more in proportion to the 
expenditures. 

As a rule the advertiser does not use enough space, yet the man who breeds 
only a limited number of birds finds it unbusinesslike to use a large space, so 
he is confronted with the problem of how to make a small ad sufficiently at- 
tractive to be productive. Most anyone capable of successfully breeding high- 
class poultry can write the copy for his ads, and if your appropriation will not 
permit having electros made demand well displayed space of the publisher and 
keep at it until you get it, if you do not make the common mistake of using 
too many words for the amount of space and allow for enough white space and 
border around your ad to give it a contrast from your neighbor. An advertise- 
ment with a border always shows up better than one without. 

Avoid the use of unfair claims and inflated valuations. Do not claim any- 
thing that is not a reality. Make your claims reasonable, display it to the best 
advantage and your ads will give the public a lasting confidence in you and 
your product. There appears to be no limit to the number of breeders adver- 
tising the best in the world, while the value of a single specimen is reaching 
beyond reasonable figures. It is getting time that someone call a halt on these 
ambiguous statements, giving us better advertisements, ones that advertise the 
merits of the stock for sale and not misleading statements. 
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A SUGGESTION 


(By H. L. Shutts, ‘‘Roselawn,’’ Danville, IJ.) 


On my desk, before me, lies open, to pages 54 and 55, a copy of the latest 
addition of the ‘‘Illustrated American Standard of Perfection.’’ On these two 
pages are shown respectively, delineations of a White Wyandotte male and a 
White Wyandotte female. These illustrations, as do those of the other mem- 
bers of the Wyandotte family, show a nearly profile or side view. 

Also lying on the desk is a copy of ‘‘The Poultry World,’’ of March, 1886, 
published by H. H. Stoddard, at Hartford, Connecticut. On the first page ap- 
pears a wood cut of a male and female White Wyandotte, accompanied by an 
artiele relative to the advisability of admitting this variety to the ‘‘Stand- 
ard.’’ Likewise this cut represents a broadside view of each fowl. 

In looking through the ‘‘Poultry Book,’’ edited by Professor Willis Grant 
Johnson and Geo. O. Brown, filled as it is with handsome photogravures and 
beautiful color prints representing the different breeds and varieties of our 
feathered friends, it is very noticeable that most of the illustrations represent 
the birds in much the same positions. And so it is with most illustrated maga- 
zines and books bearing on this subject. 

According to the glossary of technical terms, on page 13 of the ‘‘Stand- 
ard,’’ and as every ‘‘chicken man’’ knows, breed is defined as ‘‘a race of 
fowls, the members of which maintain distinctive shape characteristics that 
they possess in common. Breed is a broader term than variety. Breed includes 
variety, ete.’’ | 

Now we are taught that shape is of the very first consideration in any 
breed and that the color of the variety is of secondary importance, which is 
undoubtedly correct. oF : 

‘‘The Standard of Perfection’’ is the fanciers’ authority pointing out by 
means of illustrations and explanations the goal to be striven for in developing 
a state of ideal faultlessness in every variety of each separate breed. Not all 
who study the ‘‘Standard’’ are privileged to visit the ‘‘ Madison Square Gar- 
den Show,’’ the Boston Show, the Hagerstown Show, the Chicago, the Indian- 
apolis or other big shows, and have no opportunity to examine or even see the 
eream of the world’s best birds. | 

For this reason it appears that the fanciers’ authortative book, or in other 
words, the ‘‘Standard,’’ should not only be perfectly clear in the text but the 
illustrations should be such that a novice would have no difficulty in thoroughly 
understanding what perfection is as considered by the ‘‘ powers that be.’’ 

While the illustrations in the ‘‘Standard’’ are excellent so far as they go, 
some of us think, according’ to recent articles in several of the poultry journals, 
that there should be more of them. Why not more positions—just two more? 
Let us have not only a side view, but also one from the front and another from 
the rear. Possibly this idea may be laughed at by some of the older breeders 
and exhibitors, but remember—there are others. 
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OPINIONS ON STANDARD CHANGES 


By Robert Boyd, Polo, Wl. 


My opinions are that in order to preserve the Standard White Wyandotte 
as the ideal fowl for the farm flock, it will be necessary to abolish cutting for 
overweight. A good judge, when passing on a big, coarse one, will cut enough 
on shape, in all sections where there is coarseness, to put the specimen out of 
business without resorting to the two-edged sword. In case of ties, all other 
things being equal, the heaviest bird should win, as a good, big one is certainly 
better property than a good, small one. In regard to the matter of shape there 
has been a great deal too much of a fad for shortness. Take, for instance, the 
illustrations in the present Standard. They are rather a common pair of dubs 
to be set up as ideals for us to shoot at. The male could stand a whole lot of 
filing in, both fore and aft, more especially on the lower part of breast and 
fluff, giving him a much longer underline, and more of the large quantity in 
small bulk effect, which the Wyandotte must have to be a Wyandotte. 

In the female the neck is too short, not enough crest and too much of a 


loose effect about throat. Her keel should come further forward and be better. 


filled on lower part of breast. I do not think the back in either the male or 
female is much too short. We want a short, broad back. All stockmen know 
that a horse for speed, action, or draft, and a cow for milk or beef, better have 
a short back with well sprung ribs and a comparatively long underline to insure 
room for the motive power and organs of production to work at their best. My 
experience leads me to the conclusion that this rule holds good in poultry also. 
We ean retain all the beautiful curves and Wyandotte characteristics and still 
have enough length left for business. As to color we want them white, but we 
must have the yellow shank, skin and bill, as long. as the American people de- 
mand their dressed poultry that color.

WHITE WYANDOTTES---MY IDEAL BIRDS 


(By Mrs. H. P. Hinton, Lockney, Tex.) 


I have always been a lover of chickens. When I was only five years old I 
fed and tended the chickens, and when twelve years old mother gave me the 
full care of them. Our flock was only mongrels, but I learned many lessons 
earing for them that has, been beneficial to me since I have thoroughbreds. 

I ordered catalogues from several prominent poultrymen and always selected 


Wyandottes as my favorites and longed so much to own some full-bloods. Eight. 


years ago one.of my aunts gave me a trio of Golden Wyandottes. I was proud 
of them, but still was not satisfied; I wanted some white ones. Seven years ago 
I ordered a setting of eggs from a breeder of White Wyandottes... At last I 
had my white beauties; but still they were not my ideal for White Wyandottes 
for the males were weak in breast and hens had pinched tails. I have been 
working to overcome this until I now have a flock that are nearer my ideal than 
any I have ever seen. I would far rather have a bird ideal in shape with some 
gray ticking in plumage than to have one absolutely pure in plumage and de- 
fective in shape; especially one weak in breast and long, rangy, resembling; a 
Plymouth Rock more than a Wyandotte, but that is just what so many breeders 
are doing, just so a bird is pure in plumage other defects were considered of 
minor importance. 

I consider the medium type best. I find them better layers than the long 
or short type and far more beautiful. My ideal White Wyandotte male is one 
of a blocky build, full breasted, head short round, comb and wattles fine tex- 
ture, but not so fine as hens. In fact I want a bird of curves. For hens I want 
them of medium type, well spread tails, medium-sized cushions, head, comb and 
wattles to be fine, delicate, feminine looking, not coarse and rough, full breast- 
ed, body medium‘long. I have studied illustrations in our 1908 Club Catalogue. 
Male would be nearer my ideal if breast was fuller, wattles a fraction shorter. 
Hens’ head and neck is coarser than I like for female. I would not like cushion 
any lower but would like tail a fraction lower. The medium type is the only 
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one suited our favorites and I hope all the Club will hold to it. As to weight 
I think the present standard is about right, however 1 lb. heavier might be ad- 
visable as so many would turn to them (that now breed Plymouth Rocks), if 
Wyandottes were as heavy. I hope all White Wyandotte breeders in the future 
will look to shape as well as plumage. | 

The National White Wyandotte Club is doing more for the upbuilding of 
our favorites than the little clubs can ever do. If all the members will take 
hold and do their part we will have no trouble in keeping the White Wyandottes 
in the lead and making our Club by far the largest specialty Club in the world. 
Our Secretary can’t do it neither can the President. It can be done only by the 


combined efforts of all the officers and members. 


We have in the White Wyandottes a combination found in no other breed. 
They are a bird that appeals to all, whether they are wanted for fancy exhibi- 
tion purposes, eggs, broilers or roasters, they always fill the requirements.

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A LETTER FULL OF GOOD POINTS| 


Dear Mr. Secretary: 


You ask me for my views on ‘‘Advertising,’’ ‘‘The way to select the 
medium,’’ ‘‘The amount of advertising in proportion to amount of stock car- 
ried,’’ ‘‘Splurging and steady advertising,’’ and ‘‘any other matter that would 
be of help to the advertiser of poultry. ’’ 

Few poultry breeders have a market in their immediate neighborhood for 
their products; advertising is the only method of bringing what they have to 
sell before the eyes of the people who want to buy; to sell to advantage is one 
of the most important features of the poultry business. 

As to choice of medium, the advertiser must decide which publication is 
best adapted to his requirements, both as to the character of the publication 
and the territory in which it circulates. The fancier who. is breeding only ex- 
hibition birds at exhibition prices would manifestly use a different medium than 
would the man who produees only utility fowl. 

The advertiser should choose a publication printed in good type on a good 
quality of paper. A high-class publication goes into good society; it is found 
on the tables of people the poultry breeder would like.to do business with, peo- 
ple who are possible purchasers of his stock. 

The advertiser should choose a publication which takes good eare of the 
small advertiser. He should choose a publication which has not secured its 
circulation by premiums; choose one which is taken into the family and read 
for its own worth. The use of a small ad through the year with occasional use 
of larger space during special seasons is more profitable than spasmodic adver- 
tising. If the advertiser expects to have anything to sell during the year, it is 
best to keep his name before the public. He should select a style of type and a 
general form of advertisement and stick to it. Change copy frequently, keep 

it fresh and up-to-date, but don’t change the style. 
| The advertiser should advertise as he talks; he should make the advertise- 
ment contain real information. He should be definite, brief and direct; he 
should attract, interest and convince. 

The advertiser should know how to make a sale by mail; he should study 
the art of letter writing in order that he may bring to a successful finish the 
work which the advertising medium begins when it introduces the possible 
buyer to the seller. The advertiser who cannot write such a Paina d letter 
as to clinch a sale, wastes money in advertising. 

The advertiser who has the goods, who answers inquiries promptly, who 
is as courteous to the postal card inquirer as he is to the inquirer with an im- 
posing letter head, the advertiser who has confidence in his own stock, and is 
capable of begetting confidence in the possible buyer, the advertiser who is 
‘modest in his claims, who attracts the attention of the reader, who convinces 
the inquirer and satisfies the customer, is the advertiser who is always sold 
out, the advertiser who is advertised by his customers.

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My Dear My. Secretary: 


You ask for a word from me regarding advertising. It is rather a large 
subject to handle in a few words, but next to being able to produce fine Wyan- 
dottes I know of nothing that the average breeder desires more than to know 
how to successfully advertise. JI think that the trouble with about 95 per cent 
of us we do not do as well as we can. How many times we write a good ad for 
the Spring and keep letting it run along, until in September we wake up to see 
that we have advertised industriously all summer ‘‘eggs from early layers.’’ 
These are things that are, in a sense, waste. 

Now to successfully advertise one must have made a good winning on his 
stock, or have stock from a strain that has made a reputation. Try and be 
systematic and first lay out what you are ready to put out during the year and 
then select your medium or mediums and arrange for space. Plan to have your 
copy ready early in the month if possible, but if arranging to run cuts with 
these you will be governed largely by when these will be ready for you. In 
building an ad I always aim to have a snappy head-line and then make the body 
of the ad say something pointed as well as the heading. The matter of good 
advertising is largely originality and I believe many times having the necessary 
money to lay out in cuts. I believe that it is possible to have anew and catchy 
eut each month and have them draw trade enough to warrant it, but this, as all 
things of the kind, requires a surplus, which has been somewhat missing around 
these parts for the past few years. We have in the poultry journals some fine 
papers, doing legitimate service for the industry, and we also have many fakes, 
published for no reason but to pull suekers. There is only one way to know 
whether an ad in any journal pays and that is to carefully key your inquiries 
and your orders. There are always some orders that you can never find out 
just what source to credit them to, but I can see no fairness in doing as I used 
to do, giving a percentage to each paper in proportion to the business done. 
For instance, Journal R. does a business for me of $6,000.00 at a cost of $400.00. 
Journal S. does a business of $50.00 at a cost of $80.00 and $600.00 is done with- 
out credit, is it fair to give S. any percentage of this? I think not, but the 
thing to do is to eut dead this paper and if each advertiser did so, it would 
soon pass into inocuous desuetude, where it belongs. The best advertising one 
ean do is to win at a good show and then keep the story before the public. But 
if you win a good bit at your State show you cannot afford to buy half pages 
or pages to tell about it. You have only to close your eyes and to think of those 
who have done this and who are now using three inch space or not any. | 

You must advertise your winnings, but see that only what space you need 
is used to tell the people of your winnings. Don’t, because every representative 
of the different papers tell you their’s is the ‘‘only’’ try to take them all up. 
Use what space the stock and eggs you have to dispose of will warrant. If you 
win the whole New York show and fail to advertise it the worth of it is lost to 
you for it will be forgotten in sixty days. What I mean is, don’t try to do too 
much. With due respect to the value of advertising generally I firmly believe 
that this expense has put more people out of the poultry business than any 
other. 

Today it costs money to advertise. Some years ago I could buy a page in 
almost any of our best papers for one-half what it costs today. At the same 
time we would not be able to do any business unless we kept our name before 
the public. But in the poultry world I cannot agree with John Wannamaker, 
who said when business was dull to advertise. For we are bound, I believe, to 
have in this business our regular dull seasons. Of course one may advertise 
bargain sales but I believe that it tends to cheapen their stock and hurts their 
legitimate trade. 

IT would say, as I have already suggested, take the space you can handle in 
the different journals, keep them filled with bright, newsy- stuff, show and win 
if you can, keep showing until you do win, keep illustrations of the stock run- 
ning and work for your trade, is the only way I know of to be successful.

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WHITE WYANDOTTES 


Their Merits and Qualifications as Compared to Other Breeds. 


(By O. E. Remsen, Annapolis, Md.) 


Perhaps not since the entre and fame of the Barred Rock has there been 
such a universal favorite as the White Wyandotte. From Canada to South 
America, and from the Atlantic to the Pacific—across these oceans to other 
-eontinents, and even finding their way to the remotest islands of the globe, it 
would seem that White Wyandotte merit is surely far-reaching. And why this 


great popularity of an American breed, will be asked? Have we not many other 


breeds and varieties of the great American class and also among the Asiaties 
that are nearly as good? Nearly, is a word that may mean much or little; it 
all depends upon the subject we are dealing with. The White Wyandotte is like 
the White Rock, except, it is a bird of curves instead of angles; it has a rose 
comb instead of a five point single comb; it is a pound lighter in weight, there- 
fore developes at least four weeks earlier as a broiler, a roaster—and a layer. 
Then, another may ask, is it, not nearly like a Light Brahma as a utility fowl? 
Again, yes, nearly like it, except, that a Wyandotte will lay 75 to 100 
more eggs per annum; weigh 3 pounds less, and, therefore, lack the clumsiness 
and inactivity of that breed; and, too, a Wyandotte is clean shanked, which is 
a marked advantage in utility breeds from the standpoint of sanitary conditions 
and extra labor. Last, but not least, they consume less food than any birds, be 
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it Mediterraneans, Asiatics, English, or other American breeds and will practi- 


cally forage for two-thirds of their food supply when given free range upon 
‘the farm. : 

A Wyandotte is always round, plump and beautifully curved at every stage 
of its growth until it reaches maturity. Of course I mean a bird of our present 
Standard requirements and weight—not the ‘‘chance’’ cull or mongrel that we 
may be told is a White Wyandotte. The true Wyandotte is never awkward, 
lean nor lank, with an abundance of day-light underneath that must be filled 
and rounded out with an extra amount of food before it can be placed upon the 
“market, as is the case with most of our larger and heavier breeds, such as the 
Cochins, Brahmas and Plymouth Rocks. And, too, this extra amount of food 
from a commercial standpoint, is an item of such importance that it can hardly 
be classed as an ‘‘excessive merit,’’ but rather accord it to profit and loss. 

Again, we must investigate the problem of eggs; winter eggs; the most 
profitable eggs; spring eggs—eggs for incubating; summer eggs—eggs during 
the moulting season; autumn eggs—an unknown commodity to the farmer and 
to many poultrymen; for eggs in every season, every clime and under most ad- 
verse circumstances—rely upon your White Wyandottes. They do not know 
the meaning of failure, neither do they notice the thermometer even if 10 deg. 
below, and who can say their eggs are not beautiful with their deep, pink, 
brown or delicately speckled shells? And, too, do you know what a standard 
weight ‘‘true to type’? White Wyandotte hen’s eggs will weigh to the dozen? 
One and three-quarter pounds and two pounds to the dozen, and I have never 
seen a dozen weigh less than one and one-half pounds to the dozen unless they 
were the first eggs from pullets, but I have seen White Wyandotte eggs in 50 
dozen lots that averaged two pounds to the dozen and these eggs were the pro- 
duct from hens that by the trap-nest record were laying 180 and 200 eggs per 
annum. Do the Cochins’, Brahmas’, Rocks’, or other American breeds or 
varieties’ eggs weigh more to the dozen or average a better number? No; and I 
say this without fear of contradiction; they do not; I have bred Brahmas, three 
varieties of Rocks and several of the other American varieties in all their purity 
and, therefore, this information was gathered through personal observations. 
-Do not be misled by the statement that has been often made by one of our 
poultry writers, ‘‘the larger the fowl, the larger the egg,’’ or that, ‘‘big eggs 
-and big birds’’ are synonymous, for this is wholly untrue; or, supposing it were 
-¢rue? then tell me why a Leghorn lays a larger egg than a-Cochin, a Brahma, 
or a Rock, or why should Black Minoreas and Houdans lay the largest eggs in 
‘the hen family? Even a novice could readily see the difference in weight be- 
-¢ween the Leghorns and the Asiatics; it takes two good Leghorns to equal the 
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weight of a Brahma, and three of them would equal the weight more easily. 
The Minorea hen weighs 74% pounds, whereas, the Light Brahma hen weighs 
914 pounds. Which excells in egg production and size of egos? Minorea eggs 
will weigh 2% and 2% pounds to the dozen, but you are lucky if your Light 
Brahma eggs will average 144 or 1% pounds to the dozen. If the statement 
were true that the larger the fowl the larger the egg, then, assuming that the 
Brahma lays eggs that will average 14%4 pounds to the dozen (which is doubtful) 


-and a Leghorn’s eggs would weigh the same; then, again, supposing the Leghorn | 


hen to weigh 5 pounds and the Light Brahma hen to weigh 9% pounds, the 
difference in weight then would be 4% pounds; let us see, the proportionate 
size, if governed by the size of the bird, should be in evidence here and the 
Brahma should then lay eggs to weigh nearly, 3 pounds to the dozen, “in order 
to prove this supposition true. 

I do not know what kind of White Wyandottes some of our breeders are 
keeping, but I do know that they must be far different from those that most of 
our specialists are producing, if they won’t lay eggs that will average in weight 
over 1144 pounds to the dozen, as was stated by a writer in one of the poultry 
journals recently, while speaking upon the subject of White Wyandottes. 

If it were true that Golden, Partridge and Buff varieties of Wyandottes are 
larger birds and lay larger eggs than the White Wyandottes, then why are 
those three varieties not the leaders at our largest and best American shows? 
The leaders among our greatest utility flocks? The leaders and favorites among 
our American fanciers? So far as an all-around general purpose fowl there is 
not one variety of Wyandottes that equals the White, nor in all White fowls 
another breed that stands above them nor enjoys their ever increasing popu- 
larity. The White Wyandotte is seen everywhere; it stands first as a broiler 
and egg producer combined and, therefore, is the favorite of both the large 
egg and broiler plants and the farmer, and to form a just and impartial opinion 
as to what the fanciers think of it, it is only hecessary for anyone to visit our 
American shows, large and small, and compare the White Wyandotte display 
to that of other breeds and varieties. Nine times out of ten the White Wyan- 
dottes will be the largest class and I have never seen them stand less than see- 
ond. I have handled and especially noted every variety of the Wyandottes and 
have never found that there was one other that was as uniform in size and 
shape, or that kept up the average as a flock, so well as the Whites. I have 


‘bred three varieties of the Wyandotte family and have made a eareful study 


of the breed characteristics and the above statement is a deduction from my 


‘personal observations and experiments. It was not with any prejudice, nor the 


desire to hurt any of the worthy breeds of our standard, nor was it to uphold 


‘White Wyandotte merit alone at the expense of other worthy varieties, but 


merely have I written the above facts in justice to the breed itself. Another 


‘reason why I have dwelt so strongly upon the good qualities of White Wyan- 


dottes, I feel that I am speaking directly to the enthusiasts and specialists who 


have made it possible by their careful study and breeding for the White Wyan- 


dottes to hold their present exalted position among the other breeds, and upon 


whom the future popularity, or ruin, of the breed depends. 


The White Wyandottes are not a new breed, therefore there is no need for 
foolish experiments to gain some small quality that we imagine ean only be 
obtained by some strenuous method. Keep your White Wyandottes pure and 


‘by no means infuse foreign blood from another breed to increase weight or in- 


fluence color; the evils of such a cross would be far too great for our old fan- 
eiers to battle with, unless they could afford to lose from 10 to 15 years of their 


‘time in which to breed them true again. Most fanciers and specialists have far 
too much sense to attempt such a course, nevertheless I give the precaution for 


fear some of our amateurs and future White Wyandotte specialists who are 
reading the up-to-date poultry news each current month, might be misled by 
some of the advice given by writers upon the subject of weight; because in 
dealing with the subject, in order to forward their own ideas, they have entirely 


lost sight of the far-reaching disaster their advice would cause if followed by 
the average poultryman or amateur. Even a fancier would hesitate to lower 
the standard of his birds to the level of mongrels by crossing his White Wyan- 
-dottes with Light Brahmas to increase the weight, and very poor fancier he 


would be if he were obliged to resort to such means. If your birds fall below 


‘the standard weight and you are desirous of increasing same, select and breed 
from your largest females each season and you will find the weight steadily in- 
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creasing. Large males are not desirable. A male weighing 84% or 9 pounds will 
answer with the large females. Should you lack the proper material in females 
purchase one or two from some breeder who breeds the ‘true-to-type’ White 
Wyandotte of standard weight and procure females weighing standard or one- 
half pound over. Too large a bird bred to birds that are’ one-half to one pound 
under weight will form too great a contrast, symmetry would be lost, and the 
result will not be nearly as good as in the case of a bird weighing slightly over 
standard. 

It is said that a boom hurts any breed, for the time being, and I believe 
this to be true. The White Wyandotte a few years ago became such a universal 
favorite that it created a boom which was grounded upon their many good 
qualities and great merit. However, they are not now suffering from the effects 
of the boom. If the demand for White Wyandottes in the past year has 
been lacking what it was in former years, it is not to be wondered at, for, name 
me one breed that composes the faney poultry business that has not suffered 
from the depression of the money market. But now that all branches of busi- 
ness are again becoming normal, the demand for fancy fowls and eggs is, and 
will continue to be, in excess of the supply and especially is this true of the 
White Wyandottes whose second sun of popular favor is dawning upon them 
more radiantly than before. 

The Asiaties are all right in their place, and noble fowls to look upon, but 
are not to be compared to our hustling American breeds as money-makers. 
America has long since left the Orient far behind in all branches of industry, 
and it isn’t to be supposed that this would not hold good in the poultry in- 
dustry as well. 


Mr. Secretary: 


In regard to standard requirements of White Wyandottes I am inclined to 
think there is a tendency to overdo the idea that birds must be so short in back. 
It is generally conceded that we are to look to the longer bodied birds for the 
best egg production, so if this be true we must be lessening the number of eggs. 

A bird with a little longer back than the sketch in the Standard would in- 
dicate, might still retain the desired curves. 

Present requirements are that a comb must be covered with small points 
or serrations. I am of the opinion a pebbled comb should be of equal value. 

The Standard says that birds must be cut for over-weight in the same pro- 
portion they are for under-weight, after allowing one pound. I would do away 
with the over-weight clause as there is little tendency to breed too large birds, 
besides it puzzles a breeder to know just what size is favored at the exhibitions. 

For instance, if one sends a bird to a score-card show, other things being 
equal, the one nearest the Standard weight wins. Send the same bird to a big 
comparison show and the judge won’t look at it because there are so many large 
birds there, just as good otherwise, and they get the ribbons every time. 

Then, too, a bird of naturally Standard weight may in confinement and fit- 
ting get a little too fat—he should not suffer on account of it. 

‘On the other hand, an undersized bird may be forced to Standard weight, 
thereby gaining credit to which it is not entitled.

BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
See. 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of White 
Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by breeders, ex- 
hibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to bring their good 
qualities to the attention of the world. | 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an active mem- 
ber of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary or to the Secretary- 
Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership fee for one year. 

See. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership Card, and 
shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on September 1st fol- 
lowing, unless renewed. Membership for any year may be proven by the card of the 
Club for that year. 

See. 4. The annual dues shall be One Dollar ($1.00). 

Sec. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time,, shall entitle to life membership with- 
out additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in See. 6 of this Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to the See- 
retary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the defense of the mem- 
ber, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee may, on a majority vote, 
suspend or expell the member. 

Sec. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision of the 
Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the vote of the Club 
members. Unless the majority of the members-voting shall reverse the decision of 
the Executive Committee an expelled member shall be ineligible for future member- 
ship in the Club. If the expelled member is a ‘‘life member’’ the Club will deduct one 
dollar per year for tke actual term of membership and refund the balance. 

Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; but 
no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues or if there be 
any charges pending against him. 
: ARTICLE IV. 

Officers. 


Sec. 1. The offcers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice President, a 
Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having membership in the Club, 
and an Executive Committee, consisting of the President, Secretary and five members, 
to be elected annually. 

Sec. 2. The gereral supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club shall be 
vested in the Executive Committee. 

See. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the Club, 
shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized beyond the 
assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects of the Club, shall make 
such rules as may be deemed necessary during the year for the conduct of meetings, 
the awarding of prizes, ete., and shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it 
by the By-Laws. _ 

See. 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall approve 
proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies in office, shall pre- 
side at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall perform such other duties 
as are herein provided, or such as are customary to the office and not herein otherwise 
delegated. 

See. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general cor- 
respondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, collect all 
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money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such claims as are properly au- 
thorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering the maximum assets of the 
Club, the premium on said bond to be paid by the Club. 

See. 5. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State shall 
be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty-five per 
cent. of the annual membership fees and life-memberships received for and during the 
fiscal year for which he was elected. 

Sec. 7. An officer shail remain in office until his successor is elected or appointed. 

Sec. 8. Appointments by the President shall take effect’at once and hold until 
the next annual election. 

Sec. 9. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 

Section 1. The members in each State shall vote for their State Secretary by 
sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before October Ist, in each year, 
their choice for such officer, The Executive Committee shall thereupon appoint the 
member receiving the highest number of votes. 

Sec. 2. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and handle any 
special matter, meeting, event cr action. 

Sec. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and handle 
any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Meetings. 


Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be for the election of President, 
Secretary-Treasurer and Executive Committee to discuss and decide any changes in 
the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and to act on any business not 
properly covered by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a mail 
vote. 

See. 3. Special meetings as may be deemed advisable shall be arranged for by 
the Executive Committee and announcement of the time and place shall be made 60 
days before such meeting. 

Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the members from 
any State may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the State Secretary. 

Sec. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members for a 
State, or may be arranged tor by the proper officers without request. Notice of such 
meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered by the meeting. 

Sec. 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general or State meeting, 
a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who shall send a copy of the minutes 
to the Secretary. 

Sec. 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Prizes. 
Section 1, The Executive Committee shall have. power to offer prizes out of the 
funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in the treasury. 
Sec. 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only to birds 
owned by members. 
. ARTICLE IX. 


Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and shall contain a 
full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the report of the annual election, 
the reports of officers for the preceding year, records and announcements of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and essays and papers by the members. This shall be carefully 
edited and the Executive Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. 
The expense of the publication may be defrayed by subscription or by paid advertise- 
ments of members. / 
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Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the poultry press but 
notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at least three papers, and those 
of the Seeretary-Treasurer to the offices of all papers with a circulation of five thou-. 
sand or more. 

Sec. 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may be adopted for 
one year by the Club for any State. 

ARTICLE X. 


Order of Business. 
Section 1. The order of business at all meetings of the Club shall be as follows: 
Roll Call. 
Reading of Minutes of previous meeting. 
Election of new members. 
Reading of communications. 
Unfinished, or old business. 
New business. 
Election of Officers and Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE XI. 
Amendments. 
Section 1. These Py-Laws may be altered or amended by a three-fourths vote at 
the annual meeting, or by the same vote at a special meeting. 

See. 2. Amendments to these By-Laws must be submitted to the Secretary by 
members pinety days before the annual meeting, or any special meeting called for 
that purpose. 

See. 3. A proposed amendment shall become part of the By-Laws upon receiving 
a three-fourths vote at the annual meeting or such special meeting. 
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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE * 
To the Members of the National White Wyandotte Club: 


It is my duty and pleasure to send you a word of greeting in this the second year 
of my administration as President of the Club. 

The annual meeting at Niagara Falls demonstrated clearly the fact that a new. 
and enthusiastie interest is being taken in the Club by its members. The attendance 
was good; the suggestions were many and to the point; a proper scope was given to 
the Club by the adoption of the new Constitution and By-Laws, printed in, this volume, 
and the efforts that are being made by the western breeders to stimulate and develop 
our favorite breed were recognized by the Club offering a large sum of money at the 
Chicago show. : 

Entries of White Wyandottes in all exhibitions during the past year have in- 
ereased, both in rumter and auality, and all that our Club needs now is a little more 
co-operation among the members to make it the leading specialty club in the world. 
We must bear in mind that a number of other breeds are receiving very energetic 
pushing from their backers, and it behooves each one of us to talk White Wyandottes 
and their merits to our ne'ghbors; to be entirely honest and sauare in all our sales; 
to show as many birds as we can, and to keep pace with the changes incorporated into 
the new Standard. Fortunately such changes as were made in the Standard were not 
radical ones. We have a better description of a number of the sections of the bird, 
notably in regard to comb; a little better description of the color of the eyes, and a 
change in the disqual fication with reference to the ear lobe. Otherwise the very ex- 
cellent description of our favorite breed, as it was in the old Standard is practically 
retained. Let me call attention, however, to the fact that the new Standard will pro- 
vide in the instructions to judges ‘‘that the natural white bird shall have preference 
over the apparently bleached one, and all other things being equal the natural white 
bird shall win.’’ All know the purpose of this direction to judges. It is to set a higher 
standard for color, and to prevent the chemically bleached specimens from winning. 

A new system of awarding ribbons has been started, which it is to be hoped will 
be successful. : | . 

A change has also been made in the requirements necessary to compete for the 
State cups. It is now necessary to show a pen in order to win. This, I believe, is 
only proper, as a man should not win a State cup unless he can show a pen. 

In closing this brief word let me urge each member as strongly as I ean to secure 
at least one new member. It is nota difficult task nor an onerous one, and results 
wenld be most beneficial to us. Don’t forget to keep in mind the welfare of the Club 
and to do everything that you can to strengthen it.

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WHY THE WHITE WYANDOTTE IS POPULAR 
IN CONNECTICUT

When the White Wyandotte was first introduced into Connecticut it was, like all 
breeds at their introduction, regarded by some as a fancier’s fad. It proved other- 
wise, however, and its popularity with the Connecticut poultryman, farmer and fancier 
is steadily increasing. 

The Connecticut poultryman ascertained the true worth of the White Wyandotte 
from the start; he realized that their persistent winter laying when eggs commanded 
high prices was an essential not to be found in all breeds. He noted their rapidity 
of growth from chick to maturity, thus insuring early broilers and early laying pullets. 
He saw at a glance that the round, plump carcass and yellow skin of the White Wyan- 
dotte attracted much attention in the market window, a feature which places the 
Wyandotte at the head of all market fowls. These three qualities he was looking for, 
and must have, in order to make a success with poultry. Hence the White Wyan- 
dotte’s popularity with the Connecticut poultryman. 

It is a mistaken idea that the farmer of today cares little or nothing for his poul- 
try, and oftentimes we have read of the farmer and his ‘‘common barn-yard flock.’’ 
The Connecticut farmer knows that his poultry pays as well as anything on the farm, 
but he must have a breed which meets his requirements. He finds that the White 
Wyandot e, with its low-down comb, medium wattles and compact body, thrives better 
in his roomy, but none too warm, poultry houses than the Leghorn or other “single 
comb varieties, where frozen combs are a constant annoyance during the winter 
months. The all-year-round laying of the White Wyandotte and its ability to forage 
in summer, as most farm fowls are required to do, at once appeals to him and he real- 
izes that the White Wyandotte is the ideal farm breed. I know of farmers who are 
as proud of their flock.of White Wyandottes as any fancier ever was. | 

And now just a few words as to why the White Wyandotte is popular with the 
Connecticut fancier. The White Wyandotte, with its snappy lines, beautiful snow- 
white plumage, rich yellow legs and low down comb, attracts almost everyone, and 
especially in the show room where you always find the White Wyandotte alley the 
center of attraction. What makes the fancier feel more proud than to have his birds, 
or breed, attract attention, and the hotter the competition the better he likes it. Again, 
the docility of the White Wyandotte and its adaptness for city conditions makes it 
an ideal breed for the city fancier, and we have quite a number of city fanciers here 
in Connecticut breeding White Wyandottes, and who raise some exceptionally fine 
birds. There is no question but what the White Wyandotte is the ideal breed for the 
true fancier. 

The National White Wyandotte Club certainly deserves a great deal of credit in 
boosting our favorite breed; we have the other fellows on the run. Let’s keep them

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WHAT THEY THINK OF WHITE WYANDOTTES 
IN FLORIDA |

around hen, and that is the famous White Wyandotte hen. Wyandottes are good 
either as a utility or fancy bird, and the White is the most beautiful of the type. 

They are good, strong, healthy chicks, mature quick, hence are ready for market 
early at small cost, and they will bring the fancy price every time. I have sold them 
at 50¢ per head when others of equal size would bring only 40c; all because of ap- 
pearance. As for eggs, the White Wyandotte will hold her own with the best of 
others, laying large, yellow-shelled eggs that bring the best price in the market. Asa 
fancy they cannot be beat by any hen that grows feathers. A flock of White Wyan- 
dotte hens is as beautiful a sight as any would wish to see, or could hope to see, for 
there is no more beautiful sight in chickendom. They are growing in popularity each 
season and many are discarding other varieties and are going into the White Wyan- 
dottes exclusively, because they can see that the variety is the acme of hen perfec- 
tion, and that if they hcpe to keep up with the times they have got to raise White 
Wyandottes. 

I have been raising them exe usively for five years and know just what I am talk- 
ing about, and if anyone has any doubts about what variety of chickens to raise, don’t 
hesitate any longer, get the Wh te Wyandotte and you will live to thank anyone who 
persuaded you to do so and to bless the day you got the first pen of them. 

To all White Wyandotte breeders will say, keep up your flock, and also keep up 
the standard. 


WHY I RAISE WHITE WYANDOTTES 


By John A. Evans, Stege, Calif. 


In the first place, they are so quiet and gentle. 

Second—They are the best fowl on earth to eat and I have yet to see the party 
that has eaten White Wyandottes that don’t cry for more. 

Third—They are easy to raise and grow quick into fine chickens, and lastly, what 
looks nicer than a pure, white flock of White Wyandottes on a field of green grass? 
But I must say, that so far our experience with eastern judges is all adrift as to what 
a White Wyandotte should be. Judge Holden comes nearest to our idea, out west, on 
this point. We endeavor to breed a bird that is short of leg, blocky and true to no 
lines, but fine in head and comb, clear of white in ears, with a wide spread tail and 
heavy breast. We have some really good birds out this way, but not many show on 
account of trouble to wash and groom into condition. 
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MY BEGINNING 


By Hattie Weld-Andrews, Greely, Kan. 


I first raised broilers from grade black Langshans, and it was fairly strange how 
the little ones lived and thrived for me. I think it was because every chick was a 
ehild of mine. The commission men complained of my broilers because they v were 
““plack,’’ though they paid me 35 cents per pound live weight. 

About this time a couple of poultry papers were given me by our minister’s wife. 
I was a subscriber straight-way. But a few copies were read before I not only had 
hen fever, but thoroughbred hen fever, at that. 

Next step was to decide just how few breeds I could content myself with. I sim- 
mered down to five, and in spite of many misgivings sent for two settings of eggs 
from each of the five breeds, at $2.50 per setting. Verily no gold brick was ever 
handled more tenderly than those eggs that were to be the foundation of my fortune. 
Somehow the necessary three weeks passed and those eggs began turning into chickens. 


I put in the day going from hen to hen and consequently had fewer chicks than if I 


had controlled my woman’s curiosity. Well, to shorten the story and get down to the 
White Wyandottes. I raised a goodly number of each of the five breeds but the White 
Wyandotte chicks feathered first and reached broiler size first, so I decided they were 
the ones for me to tie to, and never once have I wanted to be divorced. 

Next I bought three hens and a cockerell, paying $40 for them. Brethren and sis- 
ters, have you had to suffer as I did for my folly? Did friends and acquaintances 
shake their heads and talk about ‘‘idiots’’ and ‘‘crazy’’ and later want to trade eggs 
with you? 

From the three hens I raised 125 chicks, beginning hatching in Feb. and continu- 
ing till June. Only six chieks died, so I had a nice bunch of early pullets for winter 
laying. They had a gocd, warm house, plenty of fresh air, deep litter into which I 
threw their grain, and they just couldn’t help laying. The village paper gave in the 
local column how many eggs I got during January, and from how many pullets and 
my! what a stir it made. The ladies got together and each told the other what good 
care she gave her hens and hardly an egg did she get. Their decision was, ‘‘That I 
gave my hens something.’’ A committee of one was appointed to find out the ‘‘said 
something.’’ I gave her my receipt, item by item. First, you must have White 
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Wyandottes, for this breed has been bred for utility, and what has been bred in the 
bone, in this case, comes out in eggs. I imitate summer. Catch the sunshine and fresh 
air; make them ‘‘seratch’’ for their living. I can’t give the scientific connection be- 
tween this leg exercise and the song, ‘‘I’ve Laid a Fresh Egg,’’ but without the 
former you don’t get the latter. A breakfast of wheat and oats in the litter, one 
small handful to the bird. The foxtail grass that comes up after oats are cut when 
put up as hay (cutting before fully ripe as the seed shatters if too ripe), makes fine 
scratch material and the seed compares favorably with millet as a hen food. 

Dinner, a mash I get from one of the chick food firms, moistened with skim milk, 
when I can get it away from the hogs, otherwise the liquid from sealding the cut 
clover. One-fourth of the bulk of mash should be clover or alfalfa. I know some 
prefer to give mash in the morning, but I want them to ‘‘dig’’ then and set their 
blood flowing, instead of filling up on mash, fluffing out their feathers and going to 
sleep on me. Neither do I lke to feed a mash at night, for, say, did you ever eat 
mush and milk for supper, and way long in the dark of the night, wake up, and 
couldn ’t go to sleep for a certain emptiness? Well, then, you felt just like that mash- 
suppered hen. So for supper feed the ‘‘Dotties’’ wheat and oats or kaffir corn on the 
head, or if cold, some white corn. Whenever convenient during the day give a beet 
split in halves, parings of apples, potatoes, ete., or green cut bone or beef scraps. This 
uncertainty as to what is coming keeps them on the alert, just as you and I most en- 
joy a meal if we do not know what is coming. If very cold give them water with the 
chill taken off, several times a day. One will be surprised how much White Wyan- 
dottes will drink of this tepid water. 

They help themselves to false teeth whenever they need them (granite orit and 
‘oyster shells). They have charcoal, too, so never have Rockefeller stomachs. 

White Wyandottes not only lay eggs but are good to market. The last of May I 
took the cull hens that had raised a brood of chicks, fed them mash and corn for a 
week, and received 11 cents cash per pound, live weight. | 

Another thing in favor of Wyandottes, the cockerels do not develop quickly like 
the smaller breeds, therefore they may remain upon range with pullets much longer 
and lessen expenses, and when weighing six pounds or over are just as good to fry as. 
a pullet. ° ‘ 

Reader, if upon the fence as to what breed to choose, take Wyandottes, white 
ones. Once upon a time a school was given to me because I had ‘‘snap in my eye,’’ 
so with our banner bird. One look into her eye will tell you, not ‘‘the world owes ine 
a living’’ here, but the very queen of workers, one who never strikes or lavs off except 
a few days in September while her new dress is being fitted. 


So here’s to the hen, whatever her hue, 
Spangled dotted, penciled, muckle-te-whew, 
Red, brown, buff, black or blue; 

All are good, we agree ‘tis true. 


But the Johnvie-on-the-spot, 
Is the White Wyand<tte; 
On her our love is sot, 

And it changeth not. 
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BREEDING OF FANCY POULTRY 


By C. I. Fishel, of J. C. Fishel & Son, Hope, Ind. 


The breeding of faney poultry, like catching the Irishman’s flea, seems an easy 
task until you have once tried it, when you will find it equally as difficult, for just at 
the time you think you have sueceeded—you haven’t. 

It is customary in writing a little article like this, to dig down into history—to 
tell where the variety originated and to trace its family pedigree—to tire one’s hear- 
ers with a lot of dry statistics, uninteresting matter, until they really do not know 
whether your remarks contain anything of value or not, but in my case I am going to 
get right down to the ‘‘meat in the cocoanut’’ believing that in our subject we have 
one that a large proportion of our fanciers are interested. 

For our purpose let us deai with the White Wyandotte, as it is today, let us be 
satisfied that it is here, the most beautiful of all white varieties, the leaders in the 
class of American breeds, acknowledged the peer of all fancy poultry and the standard 
upon which is based the market qualities that please the caterer arfd which after all is 
the base to measure the true value of poultry today. 

We stated that we would ignore the question of history, and yet there is one mat- 
ter, one of the first to be considered that we will make mention. The White Wyan- 
dotte originally was a sport of the Silver Laced variety and came by a 
craze for breeding large, open white centers of the laced variety; the mating 
of extremely light specimens to produce these markings resulted in producing pure 
whitersports, and the careful mating of these white specimens is the foundation from 
which the variety sprung. 

We make mention of this, for from this fact comes the matter of color, one of the 
greatest studies in breeding the exhibition specimens. 

Frequently what otherwise may appear an exhibition bird, when examined, will 
be found little specks of black or gray in the plumage, which for exhibition make the 
specimen worthless. This has come through that rule that should be studied by every 
Wyandotte breeder, that there is always a tendency to revert to ancestry and empha- 
‘sizes the fact that one should be extremely careful in knowing what the ancestry is, 
and also the fact of the buying from reputable breeders, your foundation stock, as 
thereby you obtain the benefit of perhaps years of his careful work and study. 

Another fact in purchasing foundation stock, it is always best to purchase yards 
mated for best results, from the same breeder, not buying a male bird from one and a 
female from another, for, should you do so, appearances may be in your favor, the 
mating of these fowls may be your undoing and your progress may be backward in- 
stead of forward, as you intended. While we are speaking of plumage, there is the 
pure white and the creamy white to be considered and which will also tax your study 
to overcome. 

While in an article of this kind, we purposely shall avoid as much as possible our 
personal work in building up the White Wyandotte, we may, perhaps, be pardoned if 
at times we refer to what we have accomplished, as its bearing on the subject will be 
of value to the novice. 

The Fishel White Wyandotte represents the study of years in selection and mating 
and we would say that no one thing has bothered us more than to produce a pure 

white, stay white, bird, one that would not brass under exposure and one that when 

the feather was ripe would be absolutely white. ! 

It requires close study to determine in the growing chick the feather that is col- 
ored by the oil that is making the growth of the feather, which as mature ripens into 
the clear white of the exhibition specimen or whether this is the color that develops 
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into the brassiness that ruins one’s flock, This was another of the hard questions to 
overcome in building up our strain and which we are proud to say we have practical- 
ly eradicated from our stock. 

It has taken at times the sacrifice of specimens that many would have sold, but 
today our birds are clean, clear white that breed so, and we could not be induced to 
allow birds in our yards over which hangs a shadow of suspicion and advise the novice 
to be equally as strict in his selection. 

In form the Standard should be considered at all times in the building of White 
Wyandottes—an infallible guide. 

To produce that square, blocky form, that is only found in this breed, one must 
be very careful in selection. The old and original White Wyandotte stood high on 
his shanks, that old law of reproduction is constantly reverting back and unless your 
birds are selected from a strain bred in line for years, the chicks will come far from 
a uniform type, many of them even stilty. Cut them down, the short leg belongs to 
the White Wyandotte. The market poultryman must procure his breeders from the 
fancier and the fancier should aim to produce a bird that when it goes to the market 
the shanks should fold against the body, allowing packing in a square, compact form. 

This is also the shape that wins in the exhibition room and birds of this type are 
the ones sought for and command the highest prices. 

It is distinctive of the breed, this blocky, square shape and the breeders of White 
Wyandottes are to be congratulated in being able to produce birds of this type. Do 
not, however, in your attempt to produce this blocky type, overlook the fact that the 
bird should be well rounded and each curve symetrical, for it is possible to produce an 
exaggerated type that is coarse and awkward in the extreme and the making of the 
show bird must conform to standard description, which, although blocky, is well bal- 
anced and symetrical. 

Head points should not be overlooked in the exhibition bird. Remember that 
away back in its ancestry there was a dark Brahma—Silver Spangled Hamburg cross 
thrown into the Silver Laced variety that well nigh ruined some of the best yards in 
the country. Direct to the mating can be traced your trouble with combs, wattles and 
ear-lobes. It also accounts for some of those off colored legs of your birds, for the re- 
verting backward is responsible for nine-tenths of our trouble in breeding fancy fowls. 

However, the day is well nigh passed when we are bothered with coarse combs, 
the off colored ear-lobes and other faults that taxed our patience many years ago. 

If time would admit, I would like to take up section by section and show you 
wherein lies the fault and its remedy, but what I have mentioned are yital points that 
apply to all as well. It is a subject of constant study ,having in one’s mind an ideal 
and moulding by the laws of breeding, as the sculptor models the clay or the painter 
produces his painting. It is all within your power to do, given the proper foundation 
stock to build upon. 

(I might add, get these of J. C. Fishel & Son, but I leave that to your own good 
judgment. ) 

In care and management one ean ruin the best strain of White Wyandotte bred. 

Give your fowls large grass runs, plenty of clean water and food that does not 
contain too much of the fat-producing elements. Watch them from the egg to the 
matured fowl and do not deny them anything that can aid in their development. 

That rich yellow leg that contrasts so nicely with the clean, white plumage cannot 
be produced to its best appearance except on grass runs. Allow a fowl to stay for any 
length of time on bare ground in the hot sun and dirt and that beautiful orange color 
so much sought will speedily disappear. 

It is the aim of every breeder to produce the best, as he knows that in doing so it 
not only adds to his pleasure and pride as a breeder, but the financial side of the 
question can never be attained with poor quality. Produce the ‘‘top-notchers’’ and 
you will never have to seek buyers once your reputation has been established, but to 
make that reputation means not only constant exhibiting but winning also at the very 
best shows in the country, the judicious use of printers’ ink in the best periodicals 
that bring you in touch with the trade you seek. 

Do not hesitate to pay large prices for eggs or stock that will improve your yards, 
purchasing from reputable breeders. We have specimens in our breeding yards that 
money could not buy. We have single birds whose offspring have brought us a thou- 
sand dollars or more. Such birds we cannot sell, they are priceless. You will recognize 
the value of such specimens when you have spent years in developing the breed. These 
are the type of birds that are building up the grand breed of fowls, and every breeder 
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who has spent the years that we have done in building up a strain can appreciate their 
value. 

You need never fear of the business being overdone, there never was nor will 
there ever be a surplus of such birds. The interest in fancy poultry has been a steady 
growth since first it attracted attention and today is on a more solid foundation than 
ever before, side by side of the older breeds the White Wyandotte has gained favor, 
increasing in numbers, improving in quality until today it stands the peer of any. Its 
popularity will grow, its fanciers will always be enthusiasts, and it is the belief in 
one’s business that makes success.

It is asolutely impossible for a breed or variety to get or maintain a high degree 
of popularity without the help of a specialty club to push the interests of the variety 
along by advertising through the annual catalogue and by publishing articles and ad- 
vertising in the poultry press, the merits and different reasons why we think we have 
the best variety on earth. Most people just starting in the poultry business want a 
general purpose fowl—one they can breed for show and one that will give the best 
results as a table and egg fowl. We who breed the White Wyandotte know there is 
not a prettier specimen in the show room than the Whites. Their bright, red face, yel- 
low legs and snow-white plumage makes them the model for the show room. These 
combinations of color form one that cannot be beaten as to beauty. 


As to their usefulness as an all-purpose fowl they have no equal. They surpass 
all other varieties of Wyandottes or meat fowls as they have that rich yellow color 
and fine flavor. You also have very few pin feathers to contend with, which makes 
them double popular with the one who has to dress them, As layers they are the best 
I have ever had, and I have breed in the past fifteen years four varieties, including 
the Leghorn, and find the Whites their master the year round. The pullets begin lay- 
ing at five months of age, and lay their best during the late fall and early winter 
months when eggs are the highest. One of the strongest points in their favor is that 
they are the smallest eaters of the American family. These good points we breeders 
all know, but the novice does not, and how is he to know if we do not have some way 
of telling him. I know of no better way than for our Club to send him something that 
will enlighten him—one of the Club catalogues to read. It may be that we have just 
what he wants and is looking for. If we do not tell him he will never know it and 
keep on trying to get it by chance. : 

We all know it is important to advertise in all the poultry papers we can afford to 
but that only tells the world we have White Wyandottes and their eggs to sell. We 
eannot afford to use that to tell what they are good for and how to breed them. Now, 
dear reader, if you only have a dozen birds or have a thousand you should be a mem- 
ber of this Club to help further the interests of this grand variety of fowls. If you 
do not become a member you are doing yourself and the breed an injustice. Do not 
delay the matter any longer but send in your dollar and it will pay your dues for a 
year. ‘‘In unity there is strength.’’ So the stronger we are the more we can do. 
Get your best birds together and show them at the nearest show. That will create an 
interest and if you are a member of the Club send the name of your show secretary to 
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our Club secretary and he will see that your show has a set of the handsome Club 
medals for the members to compete for. If you are not a member send in your dollar 
and become one. We also have fine silver cups offered in each State that has ten or 
more members, which is voted on by the members as to where it shall be offered. Any 
further information regarding the Club can be had by addressing any State secretary. 
Now is the time to join us for we need you and you need us. 


HOUSING AND YARDING WHITE WYANDOTTES 


One great advantage the White Wyandottes have over the majority of utility 
breeds is the thick coat of feathers nature has given them to withstand the extreme 
cold, their low rocker-shaped rose comb is also to their advantage, therefore anyone 
handling this breed need not go to a great expense of building warm houses, in order 
to get the best results. The accompanying photo shows what is popularly known as 

‘¢A?? shaped coop. In the coop shown in the illustration we wintered sixteen 


pullets, and they did equally as well as their sisters in the large houses. The coop is 
six by eight feet on the ground and seven feet to peak, made out of second shiplap 
from old cars which have been broken up; expense for lumber and nails about three 
dollars; a drop board is put in the rear end and two roosts running crossways of the 
house, aout six inches above the drop board. The coop has a dirt floor. The roosts 
and drop board may be taken out while being used as a colony house, before the 
chicks are old enough to roost. The foundation is four by four inch pine, fashioned 
into runners. The four rafters, two at each end, set six inches from each end, are 
nailed to the runners; then the shiplap is nailed crossways of the coop. One horse can 
easily draw this coop anywhere on the place or the coop can be loaded on a wagon and 
moved any reasonable distance, thereby proving a boon to poultry people who are 
compelled to rent from others. 

The next photo shows what a happy combination poultry and fruit make. The tree 
shown in the photo is a four-year-old plum named for the California wizard, Luther 
Burbank. This tree yielded last season two and one-half bushels of fruit. If you will 
look close you will see that the lady, who, by the way, is the better-half of the firm, is 
holding a two-foot rule up to one of the branches. On this branch, the length of the 
rule, I counted fifty-six plums, all very large, and lucious. This tree stands in one of 
the chicken yards. Another tree of the same variety and age stands outside of the 
yards and yielded one and one-half bushels. Note the large, leathery-looking foliage 
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and the dense growth on the tree in the photo. Thus the fowls benefit the trees by 
fertilizing it and destroying the injurious insects which attack them, while the trees 
give the needful shade which is very necessary during the hot summer days. The 
collie dog is also a necessary adjunct to the poultry business, saving a great many 
steps by keeping the fowls where they belong, and protecting them from both two- 
footed and four-footed vermin. The one in the photo is very intelligent, herding the 
fowls, and driving them as one would eattle. Being among them all the while the 
fowls are accustomed to her and as she is very quiet with them she can handle them 
easily. Attention is also called to the low fence. This fence easily turns White Wyan- 
dottes, making another point in their favor. The White Wyandotte’s virtues are 
many, and their faults are few. To those who have never bred them I say, get a few 
and try them and you will want many.

The White Wyandottes can truly be called the best variety, for they can show 
more good points than any one fowl today. They make our best broilers and roasters 
and as a market fowl they are far ahead of all others. They have egg records that 
will stand for some time, and lay best in winter when eggs are worth money. As 
broilers I have yet to see the bird that will equal them. As roasters they have few 
superiors, and as market fowl the Whites cannot be equaled. Their short and plump 
bodies, with an abundance of breast meat, makes them the best dressed fowl we have. 

The show records will bear me out when I say that they are one of the most pop- 
ular varieties of standard bred fowls, and are often the largest class in the poultry 
shows. Their deep, short bodies, with curves ‘‘that would make Milo’s Venus look 
like a rougheast,’’ those bright red combs, rich yellow legs, and snow white plumage 
makes them a picture no artist can paint. 

When one sees a well-mated pen of White Wyandottes in show condition there re- 
mains a vision for many a day. 

As a poultry State Louisiana is coming to the front with great strides, and ex- 
pect to see it one of the leading States of the South long before our trailing sisters 
have time to wake up. 

The White Wyandottes are no longer in the hands of the experimentor but have 
a lot of true fanciers who will do all that they can to give them their just dues. 
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UTILITY WHITE WYANDOTTE BREEDING 
By Mrs. H. P. Hinton, Lockney, Texas. 


I have been breeding White Wyandottes eight years and have been an admirer of 
them since I was a child. I have never regretted the day since I commenced to breed 
them. They are as attractive as the strictly ornamental varieties, their utility quali- 
ties are unsurpassed. The Mediterraneans can no longer claim to be the best layers, 
as the 200 egg White Wyandotte is no fable, and her tribe increases at a rapid rate. 
They are excellent winter layers for me, in fact are year round layers. They are tak- 
ing the lead as table fowls. Their plump carcasses possessing excellent quality and 
attractive appearance at almost any age. Their attractiveness is not diminished by 
color; no dark flecks and dark pin feathers showing. I have never had the least 
trouble selling them. Last spring I sent a coop of them to market that were of the 
same age and size; I received 35 cents each for them and they were only pound broil- 
ers. There were lots of broilers brought in that day, some were Plymouth Rocks and 
R I.. Reds, most of them all colors, all sold for 25 cents each, and they were hard to 
sell at that price. Buyers claimed that my poultry always dressed so easy and were 
so plump. I have never been able to supply the demand for utility stock. The farm- 
ers are beginning to realize the importance of better poultry and most of them want 
an all purpose variety, and I believe I can truthfully say the White Wyandotte has 
more good qualities combined than any variety and I know they have more good 
qualities than any breed of fowls I have ever raised and I have bred Cornish Indian 
and pit Games, Plymouth Rocks, Cochins, Leghorns and Buckeyes. I found desirable 
qualities in all of them, but none equaled the White Wyandotte for beauty and profit. 
They are a breed that will adapt themselves to their surroundings whether it is the 
free range on the farm or on a city lot, they are easily confined and bear confinement 
well, yet they are good rustlers when given free range. They are taking the lead in 
our great State for both utility and fancy purposes. At our State fair at Dallas in 
October they out-numbered all the other breeds and attracted a great deal of atten- 
‘tion. There was never a time during the whole two weeks of the fair that a crowd 
was not admiring the beautiful and attractive White Wyandottes. Many were the 
comments on their heautiful plumage and graceful carriage. 

The White Wyandotte is a bird that fills the bill, whether it be for winter eggs, 
for market or for the show room. 

Now, fellow breeders of the White Wyandottes, as we love our breed and wish to 
keep it in the front ranks, we should never fail to boost for there are thousands of in- 
dividuals that are raising no breed at all, only wasting their time and efforts raising 
mongrels. I, for one, agree with the old adage that, ‘‘what is worth doing at all is 
worth doing well.’? So with our united efforts let us make White Wyandotte popu- 
larity world-wide and put them so far in the lead ere the year 1910 closes that they 
can never be surpassed by any other breed.

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NEW ENGLAND’S UTILITY BREED 


By L. W. Loring, West Pownal, Me. 


As utility birds and egg producers in our cold New England climate, White Wyan- 
dottes may have a few equals, but one would have to search far and long before he 
found their superior. Given correct feed and care there are many varieties that will 
probably produce as many eggs as will the White ’Dottes, though not one of them 
will produce more trom one year’s end to another. It should be remembered that there 
is no best laying breed. But utility birds, so-called here in New England, must be 
something more than egg producers; they must be meat producers. We have many 
meat producers among our American varieties, in fact all are meat producers, and each 
fills its place, but it is admitted among our produce dealers that the White Wyandotte 
fills more places, and fills them better, than any other bird we breed. 


As broilers they have a world-wide reputation for depth and roundness of body, 
plumpness and abundance of breast meat, yellow skin and legs, and freedom from 
dark, unsightly pin feathers. What is, perhaps, more important than these character- 
istics is their ability to reach broiler size at an early age. We have had White Wyan- 
dotte pullets weigh 1144 pounds at the age of seven weeks and broilers at eight weeks 
is the rule. Now there are other varieties that will closely rival them as broilers but 
for small roasters (three and a half to four pounds) none will touch them, as the well- 
fed Wyandotte still holds his plump, round, meatly qualities, while other varieties 
grow rangy and have a bony, skinny appearance, which does not please the eye and 
does not, for this reason, bring the highest market price. 


As five pound roasters White Wyandottes still hold the lead, for the above reasons. 
But for larger roasters the Plymcuth Rocks and some other varieties will equal them 
and often prove their superior. White Wyandotte fow!s when dressed make a very at- 
tractive appearance, and are very much sought after by the housewife who wants a 
fowl of good sie, not big and coarse, but fine grained and of excellent flavor. 


When it is seen that White Wyandottes are so popular for broilers, small roasters 
and fowls, and when it has been taken into consideration that it is not profitable to 
keep a cockerel for market after he will dress five pounds, and when their unexcelled 
qualities as producers of large, brown eggs are taken into consideration, it will be 
seen that the White Wyandotte fowl is easily New England’s utility bird. .

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BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
Sec. 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of 
White Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by 
breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to 
bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an 
active member of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary 
or to the Secretary-Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership 
fee for one year. 

Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership 
Card, and shall date from the time of such acknowledgement, terminating on 
September 1 following, unless renewed. Membership for any year may be 
preven by the card of the Club for that year. 

Sec. 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Sec. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life member- 
ship without additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in Section 6 
of this Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to 
the Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the de- 
fense of the member, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee 
may, om a majority vote, suspend or expell the member. 

Sec. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision 
of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the vote 
of the Club members. Unless the majority of the members voting shall re- 
vers. the decision of the Executive Committee an expelled member shall be 
ineligible for future membership in the Club. If the expelled member is a 
“life member” the Club will deduct one dollar per year for the actual term of 
membership and refund the balance. 

Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; 
but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues or 
if there be any charges pending against him. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having mem- 
bership in the Club, and an Executive Committee, consisting of the President, 
Secretary and five members, to be elected annually. 

Sec. 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club 
shall be vested in the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the 
Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized 
beyend the assest of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects 
of the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary during the year 
for the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., and shall perform 
such other duties as are delegated to it by the By-Laws, 
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Sec. 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall 
approve proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies in 
office, shall preside at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall per- 
form such other duties as are herein provided, or such as are customary to the 
office and not herein otherwise delegated. 


Sec. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general 
correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, col- 
lez:t all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such claims 
as are properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering 
the maximum assets of the Club, the premium on said bond to be paid by 
the Club. 


Sec. 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State 
shall be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 


Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty- 
five per cent. of the annual membership fees and life memberships received for 
and during the fiscal year for which he was elected. 


Sec. 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected or 
appointed. 

Sec. 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once and 
hoid until the next annual election. 

Sec. 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 


Section 1. The members in each State shall vote for their State Sec- 
retary by sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before October 
1, in each year, their choice for such officer. The Executive Committee -shall 
thereupon appoint the member receiving the highest number of votes. 

Sec. 2. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. 

Sec. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Meetings. 


Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be for the election of Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer and Executive Committee to discuss and decide any 
changes in the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and to act on 
any business not properly covered by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a 
mail vote. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings as may be deemed advisable shall be arranged 
for by the Executive Committee and announcement of the time and place shall 
be made sixty days before such meeting. 

Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the mem- 
bers from any State may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the 
State Secretary. 

Sec. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members 
for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without request. 
Notice of such meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered 
by the meeting. 

Sec. 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general or State 
meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who shall send a 
copy of the minutes to the Secretary. 

Sec, 7, . Five members shall constitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 
Prizes. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in 
the treasury. 


Sec. 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only 
to birds owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and shall 
contain a full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the report of 
the annual election, the reports of officers for the preceding year, records and 
anzouncements of the Executive Committee and essays and papers by the 
members. This shall be carefully edited and the Executive Board may insert 
or cmit any matter at their discretion. The expense of the publication may be 
defrayed by subscription or by paid advertisements of members. 


Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the poultry 
press but notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at least three 
papers, and those of the Secretary-Treasurer to the offices of all papers with 
a circulation of five thousand or more. 


| Sec. 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may be adopted 
for one year by the Club for any State. 


ARTICLE X. 
Order of Business. 


. Section 1. The order of business at all meetings of the Club shall be as 
fcllows: 


Roll Call. 

Reading of Minutes of previous meeting. 
Election of new members. 

Reading of communications. 

Unfinished, or old business. 

New business. | 
Election of Officers and Executive Committee.

Amendmerts. 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a three-fourths 
vote at the annual meeting, or by the same vote at a special meeting. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to these By-Laws must be submitted to the Sec- 
retary by members ninety days before the annual meeting, or any special meet- 
ing called for that purpose. | 


Sec. 3. A proposed amendment shall become part of the By-Laws upon 
receiving a three-fourths vote at the annual meeting or such special meeting.

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Why We Breed White Wyandottes 


By F. M’ROWE, OWOSSO, MICH. 


Several years ago we had.a sudden and severe attack of chicken fever. 
The next thing in line was what kind did we wish to start with. We read 
several poultry books for several months, and still we were at sea as to the 
kind to start with. So we decided to try the following breeds: B. P. Rocks, 
Buff Rocks, White Wyandottes, Brown Leghorns, Black Spanish and Rhode 
Islancé Reds. Each variety had same amount of housing, same amount of 
yards and same attention. In two years’ time found White Wyandottes and 
B. P. Rocks only on our farm. So much had been said of Black Orpingtons 
and White Leghorns, we purchased some of these to try them. Two years 
later we disposed of all but White Wyandottes, because they were the ones to 
give us the greatest returns for the cost of keeping. Our experience has taught 
us that White Wyandottes are easy keepers, make fine table fowl and for 
wititer eggs they can’t be beat. We trap nest our hens each year from De- 
cember to July with the view of getting more eggs by breeding from hens who 
have best egg records. And we wish to say that the hens bred to conform to 
the standard have best egg records. One hen three years old produced 158 
eggs from December to July. This hen scored 95% as a Pullet. This has 
taught us that mating to produce show birds does not injure egg record. If 
you are not a breeder of the beautiful White Wyandotte, try a few from some 
relizble breeder. Join National White Wyandotte Club and you will be happy.

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MY EXPERIENCE 


By M. A. ANDERSON, OLD ORCHARD, MO. 


Much has been said and written of the good qualities of White Wyan- 
dottes, but I will try to tell you how we started with them. 

Ten years ago we moved to a sixty-acre farm with the intention of voing 
into the egg and broiler business. We bought up a lot of Pullets of a number 
of different varieties. We kept each variety separate with a view to determining 
which would answer our purpose best. Among them were twenty White 
Wyandotte Pullets. 

A careful account of each pen was kept, as to the number of eges laid, 
the money spent for feed, etc., and the returns. The twenty White Wyandottes 
laid more eggs than any of the other pens and in the spring when we were 
selling the broiler chickens we found that the White Wyandottes were al- 
ways selected. first by. our customers and were much easier to sell than the 
other breeds we had, owing to their plump bodies and rich yellow skin. 

We disposed of all of our other birds, keeping only the White Wyandottes, 
and wishing to increase the laying qualities of our birds by keeping an accu- 
rate tab on each individual as a layer, we invested in three dozen trap nests of 
a reliable make, which we installed in one of our houses. 

On November 1, 1907, we put sixty-four fully matured Pullets into this 
house; all of them were laying at the time. Our records show that on Janu- 
ary 27, from these sixty-four Pullets, we received fifty-one eggs, our highest 
yield, and scanning over the records we noted seven different days on which

forty-eight eggs were received. The lowest day’s yield between December 1 
and March 1 (at which time a number of the Pullets were sold for breeding 
purposes) was thirty-six eggs. 

During the winter season we attended a number of shows and got the 
show fever. Realizing that our birds were not of show quality, we decided 
to invest in a pen of birds which we could use for show purposes, but wish- 
ing to retain the good laying qualities of our birds, we were undecided just 
where to purchase our pen. After a great deal of writing to various breeders 
we finally bought two pens from two of the foremost breeders in the coun- 
try, paying good liberal prices for them. 


Of the eight females in these two pens, there was but one bird that came 
up to our expectations, and she proved to be a phenomenal layer. From this 
her. we raised to maturity twenty-one Pullets and nearly as many Cockerels. 


Our lease on the farm expiring November 1, 1908, we sold off our en- 
tire flock of White Wyandottes with the exception of these twenty-one Pul- 
lets. the best Cockerel and the cock bird and hen of the original pen, and moved 
to cur present site which is one city block irom the farm. 


That fall we took four birds to the St. Louis show, winning second Pullet 
and third Cockerel. 


After the show we mated up two pens, one headed by Cockerel and the 
other headed by the cock bird. To the Cockerel we mated the old hen and 
seven of the Pullets which resembled her very much. To the cock bird we 
mcted six Pullets which mostly resembled him. Five or six of the Pullets 
wnich we brought over from the farm were not used in the breeding pens. 

From these two matings the next year we sold thirty-seven settings of 
eggs at $1.50 per setting, and sold seventy-eight birds during the year at 
prices ranging from $1.50 up to $7. 

In December, 1909, we were again very successful at the Missouri State 
Show by winning first Pullet and fifth Cockerel. 


Immediately after this show our sales were very good, selling thirty-eight 
birds ranging in price from $38.50 to $15, During the hatching season of 
this year we sold 118 settings of eggs at $3 per setting and twenty-two set- 
tings at $1.50 per setting. 

This illustrates one point very clearly in my mind; that is, you can raise 
show birds of the highest quality that will produce as many eggs as the very 
best of utility birds. The Pullets mature very early. We had a White Wyan- 
dotte Pullet that laid her first egg when she was four months and eighteen 
days old and many that laid before they were five and one-half months old, 
and kept at it throughout the winter. We have one grand old hen, three 
years old, which my wife says only stops laying long enough to eat, having laid 
nine straight months without a stop. She did not offer to set her first year. 

As breeders, we take great pleasure and pride in our birds, for we know 
that in White Wyandottes we have a fowl that can truly be called an all-pur- 
pose one. First, she pays us a good profit on her eggs. The broiders and 
reasters are quick sellers and pay for the food of the entire flock. Second, 
the high class breeders and show birds find ready sale at good living prices. 
and if we were going to do it all over again, we would select “Our Favorites,” 
the White Wyandottes. 

We are making a special effort this year to get more of Missouri's White 
Wyandotte breeders interested in our Club and showing their birds at the 
various shows throughout the State. We believe that in this way we can 
impress upon them the importance of breeding higher class birds.

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Breeding White Wyandottes Without 
Double Mating 


How like results may be attained without lessening the popularity of the Breed

Double mating for exhibition specimens is a detriment to any variety; 
especially those breeds whose shape, size and color are so well adapted to 
the needs of poultrymen as a general purpose fowl. In many parti-colored 
verieties, double mating is absolutely necessary if breeders are to produce 
specimens according to the standard, but with the White Wyandotte such 
mating is unnecessary and detrimental to their popularity. Of course these 
wili not meet with favor with those old fanciers who have practiced the double 
mating system for years in mating their Barred Rocks, Brown Leghorns, Light 
Brahmas and the Silver and Golden Laced and Penciled varieties, but this is 
not te include methods for breeding the above named varieties. It is also 
true. that the fanciers who have made a success of the double mating system 
while breeding any of the parti-colored varieties, would practice the same 
system were they to take up the mating and breeding of White Wyandottes. 

We need a few breeds in the standard that will not from their complicated 
mating systems, frighten the amateurs out of the poultry business nor prevent 
others from taking it up. I do not mean to infer by this that White Wyan- 
dvuttes are the easiest breed in the standard to mate and breed true. Prob- 
ably they have confronted many of us with a problem, in shape and color, 
that has taxed our abilities quite as much as that of our friends with their 
double mating problems; however, where their varieties do not afford them the 
oppcrtunity of deciding between double and single mating, our problem is 
quite different. The future popularity and usefulness of the White Wyandotte 
depends upon the—right or wrong—breeding methods of our present day 
fanciers. 

A method which will give the results without double mating, providing 
you use birds of same strain that have been bred by single mating, is: to select 
a male, not younger than twelve months, that has been bred from a strong line 
of winning males and females, the nearer to the standard ideal the male is, the. 
better, and the stronger he is in shank and beak color, the better. To him 
mate six females; three from a family that has had a tendency to throw exhi- 
bition males of strong quality, and three that come from a family (all from 
same strain, only different sires and dams) whose best qualities seemed always 
stronger in the females. The females coming from a winning male family will 
invariably be somewhat heavier in cushion than females bred from families of 
winning females. These posses deep, low breasts, rather scant in hackle but 
with good broad shoulders and well defined hocks—they are also more firm 
in feather and usually more compact in type, having very scant, short tails, 
but must be well spread; lobes slightly larger than standard and should be 
sn:coth; also, eyes must be as red as possible, but a medium eye will often 
prceduce all right if the male of pen has good red eyes. The three hens from 
which to expect the best Pullets should be as near standard as possible, with 
the concave backs, neat heads, and such birds as you use for strongest competi- 
tion in the show. 

In describing this mating, I do not wish to be misunderstood, therefore, 
I wish to explain that these females, so different in qualifications, are not 
products of a double mating, only variations from single matings conducted by 
method given. In all matings of standard fowls under domestication, varia- 
ticns of lesser or greater degree are bound to appear; without these variations 
we should be unable to balance our matings, as a single variation, one way or 
au:other, is often all that is needed to check another which is less desirable. It, 
therefore, follows, since we are bound to have variations from our matings, we 
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may as well make the best use of them. Double mating; that is, using different 
males as well as females in order to breed standard Cockerels and Pullets, in 
solid colored varieties, is not only using a variation for useful mating up to a 
moderate degree without impairing the general usefulness of the breed, but 
carries the influence of variation beyond the control of single mating and there- 
fore causes double mating to become a necessity in order to perfect standard 
requirements in both sexes. 

Breeding by the selection of females of two varied types enables us to 
atrive at the same end without impairing the general usefulness of the breed 
from a commercial standpoint. The hens selected as the best for producing 
exhibition Cockerels frequently produce a fair percentage of show Pullets; 
the hens selected for producing exhibition females will also throw a number 
of Standard males and the breeding together of the progeny will not produce 
any abuormal specimens which are unfit to sell as breeders. It can be readily 
seen what a saving of expense and trouble this system will effect. There is 
not a ready market in White Wyandottes for the Cockerels bred from exclu- 
sive Pullet matings, nor for the Pullets bred from exclusive Cockerel bred mat- 
’ ings, and if they have been so bred and sold to a customer without acquaint- 
ing him of this fact, it is, not only a great injustice to him, but also causes 
a diminishing of the breed’s popularity. Quoting from an editorial by Mr. J. H. 
Drevenstedt which was the inspiration of this article, Mr. Drevenstedt says: 
“Ts it wise to encourage such double matings in a standard-bred variety that 
shculd reproduce itself in both male and female line from single matings? We 
ask these questions in all sincerity, believing the DOUBLE MATING SYS- 
TEM to be DANGEROUS TO THE FUTURE WELFARE OF THE WYAN- 
DOTTE. LOW. | 

Quoting further from the editorial referred to he says: “We believe the 
stendard to be somewhat at fault in describing the neck, back, tail, body and 
thigh and shank sections as short. It has unconsciously led breeders to breed 
Wyandottes, especially females, that looked like clean legged Cochins.” He 
states that he thinks the word “medium” instead of “short” would better describe 
the sections where length is referred to. In regard to this, 1 think if the stand- 
ard were to be properly interpreted by both judge and breeder there would 
be no trouble in having the right type prevail. All fad and extreme breeding 
should be discounted at the show by the judge and this would discourage the 
breeding away from the standard type. On the other hand, if standard word- 
ing must be changed each time the breeders misinterpret the standard, it is 
just possible that some, or even the majority, will breed too far the other 
way and forget entirely the fact that a Wyandotte is a bird of curves. Again, 
probably a fair percentage of the Wyandotte breeders are complying with the 
standard and breeding the proper type, and a change would be as apt to throw 
them out of the proper path as it would to bring back those who have an 
eccentric idea regarding the present wording. Probably there will always 
be some breeders, no matter what wording is set forth in the standard text, 
who will take advantage of even the slightest shade of meaning in order to 
have their own way. This is the perversity of human nature. 

Referring to the same editorial, Mr. Drevenstedt says, in part: “But when 
the standard male with his fine curves in neck and tail, and deep concave sweep 
of back is adhered to and still can win at our shows, why must a Cochiny typed 
female be chosen as his mate? Because the fashion demanded such, and with 
this demand, arose the necessity of making two separate matings, one for males 
and one for females, simply because the two extreme types as seen in the 
modern show male and female will not blend or mix properly, seldom producing 
either high class Cockerels or Pullets.’ We cannot say, of course, just “why” 
we select a female with a heavy cushion in order to produce our’ best concave 
back males. Whatever the reason, the result can be proven, and perhaps the 
Rock breeders would be as much at a loss to explain why they breed a Rock 
female having a slight cushion in producing some of their best backed males. 
It is certainly a fact in breeding White Wyandottes that we must be more 
particular in selecting our dams to get the best males, than selecting the 
dams of our females. We cannot always explain why we do a thing in breed- 
ing birds, but will have to call it “X” and let it represent an “unknown quantity.” 
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The White Wyandotte in the South

The greatest odds pure bred poultry has to contend with in the south is 
the a “chicken is a chicken.” However, for a chicken “that is a better chicken” 
the people are beginning to find out that the White Wyandottes are the best 
for the south and I. say this after eight years spent with pure bred chickens. 
The conditions are such that a chicken must be a good one to “make good” 
here. 

Our weather conditions here are somewhat peculiar with sudden and de- 
cided changes either from hot to cold or vice versa. I have seen the Wh.te 
Wyandotte go through these sudden changes without missing an egg even 
wken the thermometer has dropped from 79 or 75 to below freezing in twelve 
hours. 


Then too, the summers are so long and hot that it saps the vitality of 
all the larger breeds and put an end to their laying long before the hot 
weather is gone. The White Wyandottes have proven themselves “the bird 
ot cpportunity” in the south. They are a happy medium. The intense Jong 
drawn out heated summers do not “get next to them” nor does the sudden cold 
spells of our winters check their laying. 


They have proven, too, to be the most healthy and robust chicken from 
the time of hatching till grown. Sore head, which probably kills more chickens 
in the south than any other one disease, is not fatal with them even with the 
most ordinary care. They will stand the disease and recover entirely with a 
little care in feeding and one or two applications of medicine to the affected 
spois. 

They grow off before other breeds have gotten a good start, and it is 
not uncommon for the Pullets to begin laying before five months of age and any 
of them will lay before six months of age. 


In sections where the people are finding that pure bred poultry pays, 
you wili find the White Wyandotte; and when once tried, they have a friend 
foicver, for they have always proven themselves the ideal egg and meat fowl. 
And here where there is no strictly egg farms all breeders are wanting a 
chicken which will lay lots of eggs and still when dressed be “worth while.” 


While the White Wyandotte has no Fishel or Duston in the south to 
advertise it, it is slowly, but surely, making its way to the top of the ladder, 
solely on its merit. Had we such a fancier, one who would breed the very 
best and show them there is not a breed that would compare with them in 
number or quality. 

I do not mean that there are no fine chickens now in the south, for there 
is But we have no aggressive specialist who has his heart and mind in the 
business. However, the time is not far distant when the White Wyandotte 
will be the most sought after breed in this section simply on its merits too, 
for they have quality combined with their commercial value.

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Breeding White Wyandottes 


By. J. He JACKSON, HUDSON, MASS. 


My first experience with White Wyandottes dates back over twenty-two 
years. The past fifteen years I have bred winners for all the leading shows 
in America and my experience with them has been great in the utility line. I 
can say that they are the nearest all-purpose fowl bred—no other fowl has so 
many good qualities. They are the best fowl for an early roaster, and that 
means they can be on the market when the price is highest. And for broilers 
they are considered the best by all market men, for they can be used for a broiler 
wheu only half pound and up to two pounds—no other breed will make so 
good a broiler. 


The reason they are better than any other breed is because they have the 
build that makes them the best for market, being broad in breast and back, that 
will hold a deal of meat more than any other bird, even larger, because they 
have not that build. I can select a well bred White Wyandotte hanging in any 
market by the build of them. Another point is, they will mature sooner than 
any other breed except the Spanish class, and no breed will so soon that is 
of the same weight. They will commence to lay at five to six months and will 
be well matured; while some lay even at much younger age. Such birds like 
other breeds are matured to laying before they have gained their standard size, 
and such birds will never make breeders of birds that will be up to the stand- 
ard weight and size. We will hear of birds of a much larger breed laying at 
five months. Such birds are ones that commenced to lay before matured or 
matured to laying before they gained the size required by the standard, and 
such birds would only breed very small birds, much below the standard. So 
my cailm is that no breed will lay so soon as the White Wyandottes that 
ma‘ures to the size that the standard calls for, except the Spanish class and 
they are not considered market birds. 


Another thing to be considered in the White Wyandottes, they have been 
bred to such a high state of perfection that any good strain will produce a 
large per cent. of high class standard birds. There is no breed in the show 
room that is admired so much as the White Wyandotte. The reason is that 
they have the build that would take the attraction of any one, no matter how 
little they know about that or any other breed. They have that blockey built 
and neat comb, and being one of the whitest fowls grown and to have a yellow 
lex and red eye lobs and comb make a great contrast. The shape of the Wyan- 
dotte is something that any one likes, even if they do not breed them, and 
from a fancy point of view are more easy to breed than any other variety; 
while a parti-colored bird well bred is a pleasure to look upon, but it 1s so 
hard to get many of the same type desired in color that it makes it very dis- 
covraging to a beginner, and that is why the White Wyandottes appeal to 
the beginner and why the White Wyandotte is so popular. The laying qual- 
ities of the White Wyandotte is not equaled by any other breed, for they 
will lay winter and summer, and can stand small runs with the best results, 
and are not of a great sitting breed. So that one can count on eggs all the 
year round. I have them lay as well in mid-summer as in spring. Two hun- 
dred eggs per year is not considered the greatest laying for the White Wyan- 
dottes. 
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They are bred on more utility farms than any other one breed, and in 
the show room, as a rule, out number any other breed, and some times twice 
the number as any other breed; and competition is also the keenest in this 
breed, and prices for show birds seem to command more every year. That 
goes to show there is plenty of chances for good breeders of high class stock. 
The greatest proof of the high qualities of the White Wyandotte is the last- 
ing popularity, while many breeds will come with a boom. It only lasts a few 
years unless they have the qualities claimed for them. The White Wyan- 
dotte has all that is claimed and the popularity has been gaining every year 
for twenty or more years, even after the boom was over. And no breed 
appeals to the beginner as the White Wyandotte because they can start with 
a good strain if started from a good strain. 

This breed, like all others, have good and poor strains, and ii one does 
happen to start with a poor strain poor results will follow, and then the con- 
dcmnz of the breed will follow. While I have always bred on the standard 
lines I have also bred for vigor; and without it a strain will not be successful. 
Vigor can be bred as well as any other point. I will not breed from a bird 
with poor vitality no matter how good the standard points, because you will 
only get weak stock and poor layers. Vigor means great laying because lay- 
ing is only breeding; and fowls to be good layers must be healthy vigorous 
fowls. | 

To get vigor the strongest must be selected and raised in natural con- 
ditions— that is, fresh air or open front coops. My chicks will thrive in the 
coldest weather in open front  brooders, so. they can run in 
brocder when they want to. To start this, fowls must be kept in open-front 
ccops and they will be healthy and hardy, free from colds, roup and such 
troubles; and chicks from such will be strong. I can prove that fowls will lay, 
even in the coldest weather, better in open front coops than in closed or 
windcews of glass, even if open some in day time, because the windows draw 
the cold at night. 

In mating the White Wyandotte I find that: single mating gives all the 
results because the type of both should be alike and no difference in color. 
My type of a breeder is a Cockerel blocky, not too large but of heavy bone, 
and the same in females. But if more size is needed I get it from the females 
because to increase size from the males is apt to make rangey birds. The 


reason is that the very large birds, as a rule, are rangey and not so blocky; 
while they win in the show room, they have not the type as the low-down 
Cockerel that is about standard weight and not fat. The heavy bone bird 
will give you birds that will be weight without being fat and such make 
the best for broilers and roasters because they make the desired weight sooner. 
A bird with a slim leg, no matter his weight, is not a good breeder, because 
he wilt not breed birds of heavy bone. 

In color now it is rare to get a bird that is brassy. Cream will appear 
in new feathers, and much if you breed for yellow legs. You can breed to 
white when you loose the color in legs. Then you have got to be careful 
by using females with good leg color, with a very white male weak in color in 
legs. Combs should always be bred small, because if large, no matter how 
even, will get out of shape as the bird gets full of vigor—more so in females 
when laying well. 

Another point in White Wyandottes is low-spread tail. A high tail on 
a White Wyandotte will spoil it no matter how good other points are; and 
all these points can be bred as I mentioned before. Vitality can be bred, as 
well as any other point, and it is the greatest factor in the success of a strain 
as breeders and layers. 
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White Wyandottes as Winter Layers 


By. MRS. JOHN WILDIG, IRVINGTON, IND. 


The foundation stock must be perfectly healthy, otherwise all the good 
feed and attention is practically wasted. My ten years’ experience has con- 
viliced me that those interested in poultry cannot be too careful on this one 
subject—it spells success or failure with your future flock. 

My foundation stock consisted of the hens and Cockerel, that were stand- 
ard weight and white of feather, good shape and perfection in health. From 
this mating I hatched and raised twenty-eight Pullets in March and April, 
1909, and about the middle of August these Pullets began to lay. But being 
desirous of size in preference to eggs I omitted the beef scraps and fed No. 
2 Midland mash. This mash is a great bone and flesh producer and I have 
fed this mixture from chickhood; also oats, wheat, kaffr corn, buckwheat and 
millet scattered in the litter. 

On the 15th of September I commenced to feet two and one-half quarts 
of mash, one pint of beef scrap, one pint of linseed meal, one quart of oats 


scalded in the evening and added to the morning mash. One quart of mixed 
grain was also scattered in the litter at daybreak and noon, and all the white 
corn, oats and wheat that they would clean up before going to roost. Green 
feod, such as beets, turnips and cabbage, in fact, anything available in the 
green {food line was fed. Some mornings table scraps were added to the mash; 
also boiled potatoes and turnips for a change. Soon after the first of October 
the Pullets were confined to the barn and were not let out again until the 
weather was favorable in the spring. The south door was always left open 
in the day and closed at night. This barn is a long way from being air tight 
and required burlap curtains at night to protect the birds at night from 
draughts. So you may understand that this barn was no hothouse—water 
wculd freeze in fifteen minutes after being placed in here on real cold days, 
but was given tepid in cold weather. Mash also warm and grain scorched at 
night. Oyster shells, grit, charcoal and dust bath was always provided; and 
I never had a sick chicken. Considering the severity of the winter of 1909 
and 1910, I am very proud of this flock of hens and their record. 

My eggs hatched from 60 to 80 per cent. from February to June and 
the chicks were strong and healthy. The setting hens were placed in wire 
bottom coops and were back to laying in three days. The chicks were re- 
moved from the -hen in April, as soon as hatched, and placed in brooders. 
The hens were.back to layirig soon after, as my egg record shows. In warm 
weather no corn was fed and the mash was fed practically dry, and the beef 
screps and linseed meal was decreased to about half, with clean cool water 
and a good disinfectant the birds were kept in perfect health. | : 

Bear in mind that these hens had thorough attention 365 days in the 
year. Don’t feet cheap grain, as the best is none too good; give plenty of 
fresh air; avoid draughts at night; use quite a little bit of common sense com- 
bined with a great deal of elbow grease and you will succeed. 

The egg record each month was as follows: October, 259; November, 
262; December, 337; January, 420; February, 460; March, 637; April, 474; 
May, 5387; June, 476; July, 432; August, 426; September, 418, Total, 5,138; 
avcrage, 183%.

During the years I have been breeding White Wyandottes they have been 
a great pleasure to me as well as being profitable, and year after year I am 
more attached to them and more convinced of their superiority as an all-purpose 
fowl. I have found them great layers the year round and as winter layers of 
large brown-shelled eggs. I do not think they have a rival. In size I think 
they are ideal, being large enough and still not requiring as much feed as the 
large boned breeds. In making my choice of a fowl I wanted, combined 
with these other good qualities, beauty. Having large grounds and lawns, I 
wented the fowl that would be attractive. In the White Wyandottes my hope 
in them was complete. Their round forms, snow-white plumage, beautifully 
curved heads with the close fitting red combs en green lawns about a home, 
completes the attractiveness, and a “flock of them on a green ae patch in winter 
is a beautiful sight and a pleasure to all. 

The White Wyandottes to my mind is an ideal fowl for a country home, 
or a city home. And of course for large poultry plants they are generally 
the choice. For a city place they are especially adapted, being gentle, very 
easily confined, the best sitters and mothers. And for a country home I could 
not imagine anything more beautiful or that would fit in so nicely or make 
the home so complete. The south is a great field for fine poultry and this in- 
dustry is growing by leaps and bounds. Our state fair this year had nearly 
two thousand birds on exhibition, with the White Wyandottes one of the 
leading varieties. Mississippi is moving up. We are going to join the National 
White Wyandotte Club; get the state cups, and raise more of America’s best 
oe White Wyandottes. 
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Bred For Utility and Fancy 


By. C; PP: GLOGGER, GLENSHAW,. PA. 


The combination of fancy and utility which is so much desired and so 
rare is easily secured with the aid of the trap nest. It is absolutely necessary 
that you mate as good Cockerel as can be obtained. Whose ancestors are 
200-egg hens to your prize winning birds, and then note the results of the 
Pullets from the mating that make good egg records. ‘The next step in the 
right direction would be to mate a prize winning male bird and so on. | In 
this way a fancy and utility strain may be produced in a very short time. To 
breed a flock of heavy layers the most important point is to have the founda- 
tion stock vigorous, healthy and of strong vitality, and to increase and main- 
tain these qualities. This is more important than all else. It is the foundation 
on which we have to build, and without this one quality of vigor we have 
nothing. 

With this we have’everything else except the laying trait, and that can 
be bred into the flock. We have eggs that hatch chicks that live, and Pullets 
that are capable of making heavy layers if we can get the laying habit bred 
into them. It is much easier to breed it into a hardy race of fowls than it 
is into weakly and sickly birds. A profusion of rich warm blood carries heat 
for the development of the egg productive organs. And we have only to select 
the best layers and sexually strong males to produce a profitable race. | In 
what way may this trap nest be of any assistance to the breeder—there are 
many ways. 

I will speak briefly of my personal experience with the trap nest in the 
breeding yards. During the past season an exact trap nest record has been 
kept of my hens and Pullets, numbering each egg with the band number of 
the Pullet which laid the egg, keeping hen and Pullet eggs separate from other 
eggs while hatching and giving each hen and chick a distinct mark when 
hatched. The trap nest adds untold interest to the work of the poultry breeder; 
he can study the results of his mating as easily as if he had but one hen. Per- 
haps your prize winner lays infertile eggs; perhaps some other hen in the pen 
is producing better chicks than your prize winners, and you are ignorant of 
the fact. Next season change your male bird and note results from each hen 
again. In this way more exact knowledge can be obtained in a few years with 
the trap nest than in a lifetime without it. The great advantage of the trap 
nest in the breeding yards is not fully realized, even by its most ardent ad- 
vecates. In cannot be fully appreciated by any one until he has pedigreed his 
stock, as the writer has done each year, adding to the value of his work. What 
a satisfaction it would be to a breeder to know the ancestry of the prize win- 


ning Pullets back eight or ten generations and know for a certainty. This 
would not bring satisfaction to the breeder but would add greatly to the cash 


value of the bird. 
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The information thus gained is worth to me many times the work and ex- 
pense to keep such a record and I would not think of breeding poultry without 
such a system. There is more work taking care of poultry this way, but when 
you car produce a strain that wins the blue ribbons at the largest show in the 
country and can breed females that lay over 200 eggs in a year, isn’t it worth 
the extra trouble? The successful man of today is the one that pays particular 
attention to small details and puts forth his best efforts, working early and 
late Ana tne same applies to the poultry business. If you desire to succeed 
you tuust be up and doing, following out a set order o: routine day after day. 
And if your heart is in your work, success will be your reward. No one who ts 
a fancier ought to lose sight of the utility qualities of this bird that is bred 
for fancy. It may be necessary to lose some minor characteristic, but meager 
ones should be well husbanded. 

In reading some of the poultry papers we are led to believe there is a 
grea: chasm, an impenetrable gulf, between the fancier and the utility breeder. 
What is needed is more men who fancy they can see many things in the pro- 
duction of the utility front and its good. Let these follow their fancy and 
the days of the scrub will soon be numbered. If a breeder of race horses, cattle, 
hogs. sheep or any other stock, except poultry, fails to pedigree his stock in 
this, the twenty century, where would be his business four or five years hence? 
Wiil the poultry breeders keep abreast of the times? Will they keep pace 
with their brother breeders of other stock? | believe they will, and in order 


to do this you must pedigree your birds.

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Breeding White Wyandottes 
for Vigor 


By A. L. Burkholder, Member Ex. Committee, Hamilton, Ont., Can. 


So much has been written about the good quali- 
ties of White Wyandottes it seems a difficult mat- 
ter to compose an article that will be interesting 
to the Club, on that subject, 

The writer will merely give a little advice on a 
subject that is overlooked by a large number of 


breeders. 


We all look to the standard qualities in a breed- 
er, but how many stop to consider the importance 
of vigor. I claim that vigor is of more importance 
than any other point and should be the first con- 
sideration in selecting your breeding stock. 

While nearly all strains of White Wyandottes 
are excellant layers, a number of strains are bred 
to such low state of vitality that it is tmpossible to 


get good hatches from them. 


If your flock is lacking in vigor, select the most active and best developed 
females, the ones that always have bright, red combs and faces and very bright 
eyes. The male should be well developed in as many sections as possible and 
especially broad and full in breast and wide across the back. He _ should be 
very active and have a loud clear crew. He should have large strong shanks 


set well apart. 


After selecting breeders of this description it is also a good idea to mark 
the eggs from each hen and if you find: any hens that are laying inferior eggs 
or eggs that will not hatch a good percentage of good, strong chicks, such should 


be removed from the breeding pens. 


If we persist in breeding from the most vigorous birds each season ,we will 
surely keep our favorite breed in the lead, but if we loose the vigor, they can- 


not hold the place they have at present as a general purpose fowl. 
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Give Them a ‘Trial

Therefore it is up to you 
iny fellow fanciers to get out and do your best for the breed that will do so 


much for you if only given a fair chance. 


Now let us all get together and do all we can for the club that is doing so 


much for our favorites, the White Wyandottes. 


Let us feel it our duty to try and get at least one new member and make 
it our business to see that every show offers our specials for that will bring new 
members when everything else fails. Join our ranks and bring your friends with 


you. 
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White Wyandottes and Why 
I Bred Them Exclusively 


By E, W. Ligon, Lawrenceville, Va. 


They already have me down as a White Wyan- 
dotte crank; for that matter, | am a crank about 
my birds and my breed and if you are not cranky 
about yours, brother, you would do well by calling 
the game and raise potatoes—it wouid doubtless 
prove mere profitable. 

I will cite you a few reasons why I am partial 
to the White Wyandottes: 

They are the greatest layers of all breeds, any 
season, and trap-nesting proves it. They mature 
early under moderate feeding pullets beginning to 
lay in five to seven months, according to whether 
you have fed for early egg production; this. of 
course, is optional with you. I had a brood of five 
sullets hatched March 14th, 1911, which were cared 
for with the express purpose of forcing an early 
egg production, with the result, that the first egg 
was laid August 5th, or when she was 142 days 
old; nine days less than five months. Four out of 
the five pullets layed their first egg in August while 
the drone of the lot put off her initial performance 
until October 12th. JI am a firm believer in break- 
ing in your pullets te lay before the cold weather 
sets in, as it makes you sure of a full egg basket 
when prices are up. 

Another reason I am partial to them, is on account of their genial natufe. 
They are as gentle as lambs and make the best mothers on earth, not except- 
ing the old negro mammy of ante-bellum days. About the only time you can 
get the White Wyandotte hen to scrap is to aggravate her, when she is brooding 
her little ones. Did you ever try it? 

Then too, you can train them to anything—to lay, to forage, to stay home 
or sleep out nights, just as you preter, and this is no fabulous statement either. 

They stand confinement well, but will make excellent foragers if given free 
range. They are just the correct size and build for market purposes and as 
broilers they are strictly royal. Take a broiler at two pounds and it is very 
tempting and attractive, with yellow skin and legs and no dark feathers to de- 
tract from its appearance. 

As far as the beauty goes, there is no more beautiful fowl existing than the 
White Wyandottes. They are the ideal fowl for the farmer, because no breed 
is suited to him that does not hatch and brood its voung, then again, being 
white, are not bothered by hawks as is the case with the darker varieties. As 
Capons, they cannot be excelled, unless in weight by some of the larger varie- 
ties. There is no chicken meat of better favor or texture than the White Wyan- 
dotte, regardless of how served, and brother, it is a flavor that never fails to 
touch the right spot of your taster either. 

What about that rich brown color of their eggs? Is not that worth con- 
sidering? While I agree that some of the northern markets are partial to the 
white shelled eggs, yet a good many of them (and certainly the old Virginia 
markets) prefer that rich brown color which is found in the White Wyandotte 
production. aes : 

The White Wyandottes became popular back in the eighties, thanks to Mr. 
3riggs, the originator of the variety. They remain popular today, thanks to 
their utility qualities and they will continue in popularity to the end of time, not 
from undue booming, but by sheer force of merit. 

I admit that I am a little enthusiastic about them. but when you have bred 
other varieties as I have, right beside them, giving all an impartial trial, vou 
would not blame me for returning a verdict in favor of the variety J consider 
the best. The longer I breed them the better I like them. 
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Breeding and Mating White Wyandottes 


By J. W. Andrews, Dighton, Mass., Member Executive Committee 


Mating the breeding pens is the most import- 
ant part of the poultry business, whether it is a 
fancier breeding to produce prize winners or the 
utility man to get eggs and the best market speci- 
mens. The fancier ard utility man should get as 
close together as possible for these ends. The bird 
that wins first prize should dress as plump and lay 
as many eggs as the bird that will not score 90 
points. 

It is far better and a quicker road to success to 
breed only one female to a male, if that is the only 
one we have that seems to be the proper mate and 
breed a few extra fine specimens from that small 
mating, than to mate ten or twelve for the sake of 
raising a lot of birds and having a lot of just ordin- 
ary White Wyandottes that are taking up the room 
that the best birds should have to properly develop. 

When mating I always think of what Mr. Sew- 
ell once said. There were quite a number of 
breeders admiring the first prize pullet at the Bos- 
ton show a number of years ago and one breeder 
remarked, “She is a mighty fine bird except for one 
fault and it is hard tc get them without it.” Mr. 
Sewell said, “YOU BREEDERS ARE TO BLAME 
FOR THE. FAULT BECAUSE: YOU. -BREED 
138 Sie 

We have a particular fine specimen that is extra good except for one bad 
fault and we say, Oh well! they all have it and I will mate her to a male with- 
out it and breed it out. But the man that does not breed that fault is years 
ahead of you and will be carrying off the blue ribbons while you are content 
with the minor prizes or none at all. 

Of course it is impossible to breed perfect specimens but by breeding and 
inating only a few of the very best obtainable we are making much faster pro- 
gress toward the ideal. 

Line breeding if not carried too far and properly practiced is the surest 
way to breed, but we must remember when breeding in line that we wil! per- 
petuate a fault just as surely as the good points we are breeding and a bad point 
line bred is the hardest kind of a fault to breed out. 

So in selecting the foundation for a strain to be bred in line be very care- 
ful to get the best to be had. I consider three generations as far as advisable 
to line breed without introducing new blood which should be done through the 
female side and when so doing be very careful of the female you select. Get as 
near to the type you are breeding as possible and one that is particularly strong 
on the point you are weak. 

My reason for introducing new blood after the third year is that I find 
when closely line bred it impares the vigor, fertility and laying qualities of the 
breed and I want to say a word here in regard to the utility side when breeding. 
The White Wyandotte is the most popular fowl in America today and it is not 
on account of the fact that they are handsome show birds, but because they com- 
bine the two things poultrymen are looking for; ideal market fowl and layers of 
good size marketable eggs. 

When we breed the White Wyandotte so they do not lay, they will go the 
same as the Cochins and Brahmas have. For as the demands for a breed les- 
sens the fanciers are quick to drop them and take up a breed that is in demand 
as a utility man is to drop a breed that does not lay. 

After we have mated our flocks and hatched the chicks it is only half done 
as chicks from the best matings possible will never make a prize winner if im- 
properly cared for and we have got to start from the minute they are hatched to 
prepare them for the show if we expect to win. 

Let us strive to keep the White Wyandottes before the public as the best 
for utility and fancy. 
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Wyandotte Shape and Size

In going over the pages of several late poultry papers we could not help 
asking ourselves the question of what use is the Standard of Perfection? 


We found birds depicted as Wyandottes, which in estimation could have 
made perfect Orpingtons if we had only put serrated combs on them. On the 
other hand we found depictments of Orpingtons and Rocks that would have 
made splendid Wyandottes if they had a rose comb to adorn their crown. 

At several shows we noticed Wyandottes of enormous size in both sexes 
both old and young weighing ten pounds and over, and as a rule these birds 
were awarded the first honors while others splendid in shape and color had to 
be contented with second and third simply because they were not as large as 
the others, although they were fully up to standard weight. 


Now then as regards shape we would like to say that we consider. some 
Wyandotte breeders are very unfair to the breed by diviating from the short- 
back bird to the long-backed Wyandotte. We for our part want to know noth- 
ing of a long-backed Dotte.. 


By all means let us keep the low-set, close-to-the-ground, blocky, — short- 
backed type and we will then have a bird that is as distant from a Rock or Or- 
pington as a Leghorn is from a Minorca. 


Again as to size, when breeding birds of any color or name the up-to-date, 
wide awake breeder has certainly before himself a picture of his favorite bird as 
shown and laid down in the Standard. 


We consider shape, color, color of eyes, earlobes, etc. Now why should 
we not consider weight. In raising Wyandottes from nine to eleven pounds 
are we not trying to compete with the Brahma or Cochin fanciers? 


What would we think of a fancier exhibiting Bantams of 5 or 6 pounds or 
Leghorns of 7 to 9 pounds? 


Therefore we should hang on to the standard weight of Wyandottes and 
as a club we ought to hold every judge down to favor the bird that is nearest 
to standard weight, all else being equal of course. 


We do not mean to say that no breeder should harbor or keep birds going 
over standard weight, indeed we need these to mate with good shaped and col- 
ored, but undersized females. Now we only want to refer to the fact that often 
the heavy, overweight bird takes a prize when he ought not to have it. In our 
estimation a cockerel weighing 7% pounds is closer to standard weight than 
one weighing 8 pounds. We would like to hear a discussion on this subject in 
one of the leading poultry journals for we consider it necessary to put a clos- 
ing bar down along the line somewhere. 

So here is wishing any “Dotte” breeder a prosperous year and a nice big 
flock of fine, pure white, low set, close to the ground, short-backed, curvy White 
W yandottes. | : 
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Random Notes on Mating 
White Wyandottes 


By Chas. D. Cleveland, West Orange, N. J. 


On January 15th, 1912, I climbed out of my last pen of White Wyan- 
dottes and I was thoroughly tired out. I felt as if I had been through the war 
for that “tired feeling” was not only in my body but in my mind. 


I had been exercising my wits as well as my limbs, yet I experienced a 
certain feeling of exhilaration for I had done the best | knew how and I had 
finished my hardest iob of the year. 


I had been in the same situation a good many years and had always found 
the same result to be inevitable—tired but happy. Now that the job is all over 
for this year I am here jotting down some of the things that I noticed and al- 
ways notice in this work of mating up the breeders. 


Thinking that some of my idle talk may be of interest or benefit. In the 
first place their can only be a comparatively small number of pens—say ten— 
that any breeder can so mate as to count on them with great certainty. He can 
only keep accurate track of comparatively a smali number of birds. But he 
should know all of these birds very intimately, he should be able to see them 
clearly in his eye when away from them and shouid of course know the exact 
breeding of each and of its parents and grandparents, and if possible  great- 
grandparents. With this close knowiedge of these birds in his head the  fan- 
cier should sit down at his desk some evening long before he intends to actual- 
ly mate his pens, and mate up the birds on paper. 


He should consult his record book, see what blood lines he wishes to car- 
ty forward, what fushions of related blood he would like to make and then work 
the problem out at his desk, where he would like to make and then work the 
problem out at his desk, where if what he would like to do can really be done. 
Every record book should contain an absolutely accurate description of each 
bird in each pen, which the prior season, with nete in the left hand margin show- 
ing the results of the mating with respect to each bird. For example; Hen No. 
28 began laying Jan. 17, proved an excellent layer averaging 17 eggs per 
month until pens were broken up, fertile chicks numbered 29 in all, 17 cocker- 
els and 12 pullets, cockerels good, pullets inferior for show purposes, she got 
Ben CRE Bitsy. sist ckl at......., etc. Any other side remarks may be made 
such as cockerels show tendency to high tails or whatever the facts may be, With 
all this information at your command you can start with your male bird and fit 
into his pen just the females that will suit him, this applies first hand of course 
to the birds you have already bred from, but it will give you the best line passi- 
ble by which you can use either pullets or cockerels. which have never been 
tried, what their fathers or mothers did to a certain line will show you what 
they ought to do when the same line is continued. 


Then after you have mated your pens on paper you must go in to the 
yards and starting with your male birds actually try to do the work you mapped 
out at your desk. This is the time, consumer, as you have to handle each bird 
with the greatest care to see if there is no doubt about the punch mark, the color 
is o. k., comb right, etc. 


After each pen is mated up to your satisfaction the first time, go on to the 
next and so through all those you intend to mate and then rest up for a few 
days and then begin over again. During the days of rest you will always think 
of some things you have left undone, and the birds will look a little different to 
you the second time you go into the pen. 
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Always look for faults, don’t look so much for the good points, don’t get 
stuck on a certain bird so that you will fail to see his or her faults, but try to 
find all the faults you can. 


If possible try to keep two males for each pen, males of the same breed- 
ing and as much alike as possible. Often it is the case that a male is taken sick, 
proves infertile or does not hold up as the expression is and he has to be 
changed. If you leave no other to take his place you are in a tight fix. Don’t 
misunderstand me in this, I am not in favor of alternating males in pens.of ex- 
hibition stock. This practice is a good one in utility flocks when the question of 
strong fertility is the chief one, but is a very bad thing in a pen mated along 
certain brood lines. 


Just as sure as there are no two birds alike in outward appearance, there 
are no two birds which will breed alike. The thing we are after in breeding 
fancy poultry is individual prepotency of our birds. 


Put a sealed band on each bird in addition to its trap-nest band, the sealed 
_band generally run up into high numbers which are a nuisance to mark on the 
egg, while the other bands may be 1, 2, 3, etc. It sometime happens that the 
irap-nest bands, if that is the only one used, is lost and then you dre more or 
less at sea. A seal band does not come off and you are always safe. 


I have always observed that a bird with long wing flights will invariably 
leave a long tail. Now too little has been said or written about the length of 
the tail of a White Wyandotte. It should have a naturally short tail so that it 
will not have to be pulled or bent and shaped as it is with some birds at our 
leading shows. A bird with a half grown tail or one with it pulled or artificially 
shaped should heavily cut in a show room. 


You will always notice that females with rather small or thin legs will al- 
ways be fuller in breast than those which have those very heavy, long _ legs. 
Choose the former for what you are after is a full, round breast. Speaking of 
breast reminds me that too many of our birds are showing “V” shaped breasts 
and these birds always show a “crease” or protruding row of feathers in the 
center of the breast. Both of these things are great defects and should be 
avoided. What the Wyandotte must carry is a round breast, deep and full. 


_ Don’t breed from narrow back iemales, that is not the way to get those 
rice broad backs with well spread tails that the standard calls for. Remember 
that the chicks will take their shape from the females. 


There is one other thing I would like to speak of and that is size. We all 
know that for some reason it is a tendency in most breeds to lose size from 
generation to generation and that it takes some pains on the part of the 
breeder to maintain the standard weights. However this may be with your 
fiock, don’t try to overdo it. Don’t put into the exhibition pen at the show, 
birds that are very greatly in excess of the standard weight. 


The present weight as now defined by the standard are in my judgment 
correct and should not be exceeded. As soon as we get a larger bird than the 
standard calls for we are losing the curves that make the Wyandotte. In- 
creased size coarsens the bird, takes away from its symmetry and gets it into 
the Rock class. We want to keep our birds clearly distinct from the Rocks and 
we want to keep those beautifully curved lines that make the White Wyandotte 
a picture to look at from whatever angle we view it. 


My advice is that the more pains you take with your pens the better you 
will be pleased with the results. Don’t let a little detail, a little detail of com- 
plete records of what you are doing discourage you at the start. Begin right 
and the result will pay for all your work.

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BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1, The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
Sec. 2, The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of 
White Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by 
breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to 
bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an 
active member of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary 
or to the Secretary-Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership 
fee for one year. 

Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership 
Card, and shall date from the time of such acknowledgement, terimmating on 
September 1 following, unless renewed. Membership for any year may be 
proven by the card oi the Club for that year. 

Sec. 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Sec. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life membership 
without additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in Section 6 of this 
Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to 
the Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the de- 
fense of the member, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee 
may, on a majority vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Sec. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision 
of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the vote 
of the Club members. Unless the majority of th members voting shal! re- 
verse the decision of the Executive Committee an expelled mmber shall be 
ineligible for future membership in the Club. If the expelled member is a “life 
member” the Club will deduct one dollar per year for the actual term of mem- 
bership and refund the balance. 

Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; 
but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in’ arrears for dues or 
if there be any charges pending against him. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having mem- 
bership in the Club, and an Executive Committee, consisting of the President, 
Secretary and five members, to be elected annually. 

Sec. 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club 
shall be vested in the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the 
Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized 
beyond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects of 
the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary during the year for 
the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, ete., and shall perform such 
other duties as are delegated to it by the By-Laws. 
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Sec. 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall 
approve proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies in of- 
fice, shall preside at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall perform 
such other duties as are herein provided, or such as are customary to the office 
and not herein otherwise delegated. 


Sec. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general 
correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, col- 
lect all money due, and shall pay from the funds cf the Club such claims as are 
properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering the maxi- 
mum assets of the Club, the premium on said bond to be paid by the Club. 

Sec. 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State 
shall be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty- 
five per cent. of the annual membership fees and life memberships received for 
and during the fiscal year for which he was elected. 

Sec. 8. An oificer shall remain in office until his successor is elected or 
appointed. | 

Sec. 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once and hold 
until the next annual election. 


Sec. 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 


Section 1. The members in each State shall vote for their State Secre- 
tary by sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before October 
1, in each year, their choice for such officer. The Executive Committee shall 
thereupon appoint the member receiving the highest number of votes. 


Sec. 2. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. 


Sec. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Meetings. 


Section. 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be for the election of Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer and Executive Committee to discuss and decide any 
changes in the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and to act on 
any business not properly covered by the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a 
mail vote. 


Sec. 3. Special meetings as may be deemed advisable, shall be arranged 
for by the Executive Committee and announcement oi the time and place shall 
be made sixty days before such meeting. 


Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the mem- 
bers from any State may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the 
State Secretary. 


Sec. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members 
for a State, or may be arranged ior by the proper officers without request. No- 
tice of such meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered by the 
meeting.

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Constitution and By-Laws 
of the 


National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
Sec. 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of White 
Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by breeders, exhibitors 
and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to bring their good qualities to 
the attention of the world. 

ARTICLE III. 


Membership. 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

See. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an active member 
of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary or to the Secretary- 
Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership fee for one year. 

Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership Card, and 
shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on September 1 following, 
unless renewed. Membership for any year may be proven by the card of the Club 
for that year. 

See. 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Sec. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life membership without 
additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in Section 6 of this Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to the 
Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the defense of the 
member, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee may, on a majority 
vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Sec. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appea! from the decision of the 
Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the vote of the Club 
members. Unless the majority of the members voting shall reverse the decision of the 
Executive Committee an expelled member. shall be ineligible for future membership in 
the Club. If the expelled member is a “life member” the Ciub will deduct one dollar 
per year for the actual term of membership and refund the balance. 

Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; but no 
resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues or if there be any 
charges pending against him. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having membership in the Club, 
and an Executive Committee, consisting of the President, Secretary and five members, 
to be elected annually. 

Sec. 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club shall be 
vested in the Exeéutive Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the Club, shall 
authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized beyond the assets of 
the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects of the Club, shall make such 
rules as may be deemed necessary during the year for the conduct of meetings, the 
awarding of prizes, etc., and shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it by 
the By-Laws. 
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Sec. 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall approve 
proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies in office, shall preside 
at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall perform such other duties as are 
herein provided, or such as are customary to the office and not herein otherwise 


delegated. 


See. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general corres- 
pondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, collect all money 
due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such claims as are properly authorized 
and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering the maximum assets of the Club, the 
premium on said bond to be paid by the Club. 


Sec. 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State shall be 
vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 


See. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty-five per 
cent. of the annual membership fees and life memberships received for and during the 
fiscal year for which he was elected. 


See. 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected or appointed. 


Sec. 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once and hold until the 
next annual election. | 


See. 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 


Section 1. The members in each State shall vote for their State Secretary by 
sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before October 1 in each year, 
their choice for such officer. The Executive Committee shall thereupon appoint the 
member receiving the highest number of votes. 


Sec. 2. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Committees. 
Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and handle any 
special matter, meeting, event or action. 
See. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and handle any 
matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Meetings. 

Section 1. Annual meetings .of the Club will be for the election of President, 
Secretary-Treasurer and Executive Committee, to discuss and decide any changes in 
the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and to act on any business not 
properly covered by the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a mail vote. 


Sec. 3. Special meetings, as may be deemed advisable, shall be arranged for by the 
Executive Committee, and announcement of the time and place shall be made sixty 
days before such meeting. 

Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the members from 
any State may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the State Secretary. 

Sec. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members for a 
State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without request. Notice of such 
meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered by the meeting. 

Sec. 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general or State meeting, 
a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who shall send a copy of the minutes 
to the Secretary. 


See. 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 
Prizes. 
Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes out of the 


funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in the treasury. 


See. 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only to birds 
owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and shall contain a 
full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the report of the annual election, 
the reports of officers for the preceding year, records and announcements of the 
Executive Committee and essays and papers by the members. This shall be carefully 
edited and the Executive Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. 
The expense of the publication may be defrayed by subscription or by paid advertise- 
ments of members. 


See. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the poultry press, but 
notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at least three papers, and those of 
the Secretary-Treasurer to the offices of all papers with a circulation of five thousand 
or more. 


Sec. 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may be adopted for one 
year by the Club for any State:

MEETING, ALBANY, N. Y. 


There are two or three things of the utmost importance to White Wyandottes that 
should be thoroughly threshed out at this meeting. 

Next year the next Standard revision work will be taken up, and we do not want 
our beautiful favorites caricatured by the make-shift apologies for our ideal pictures 
like those in the present edition. If our Club members will co-operate with the 
American White Wyandotte Club, and agree on ideal pictures, there is absolutely no 
reason why the American Poultry Association will not accept these pictures and place 
them in the forthcoming Standard. I am absolutely certain that this can be done, and 
it is up to us to do our part. 

Mr. Sewall has in his possession ideal pictures he has made that are really fine, 
and with slight alterations will meet the ideal of every member of our Club. 

I would suggest that you thoroughly discuss this matter and adopt a motion along 
these lines: That your new President at his leisure appoint a committee of five to go 
into this matter and secure tentative prints of these Sewall pictures. These prints can 
be submitted to every member of the Club for their approval and criticism. They 
can then have changes incorporated and the final prints can be submitted for final 
approval. This committee is to work in conjunction and in harmony with a similar 
committee that Mr. Russell will appoint from the membership of the American White 
Wyandotte Club. The two clubs working as a unit can certainly have their way in 
the matter. It will certainly well be worth the expense it will be to the Club. 

This matter thoroughly worked out will certainly do a lot toward unifying the 
ideal type throughout the country. There is certainly a distinct difference to-day in 
the Eastern, Mid-West and extreme Western sections of the country. This should not 
be, and every member of the Club should do all in ‘his or her power to unite all sections 
on a common ideal. 

The question of Club judges should be placed in the hands of a standing com- 
mittee, well distributed throughout the country, and conversant with the capability of 
all judges. This committee should be named after careful consideration by your 
incoming President. 

The advisability of our Club meeting at large national shows, or at a smaller one, 
should be discussed. You will have an opportunity to see how it has worked this year 
at Albany, and note whether the Club show diverted entries from Madison Square 
Garden, where our favorites were the largest class in the show. 

There are several minor things that occur to me, but I believe that they will be 
brought up anyway, and I will not suggest other than the above things, that to me 
are of the utmost importance. 

In conclusion, I want to thank every one of you for the honor you have done me 
in electing me as your President for the fourth time since 1904, and my only regret is 


that I have not done more for the Club.

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WYEMNDOETE TYPEs“WRHAT SHALL IT BE? 
By Charles D. Cleveland. 
(Reprinted by courtesy of American Poultry World.) 


Have you ever noticed how opinions differ? About the only thing most men really 
agree on is that water is good to drink —and there are a few exceptions to this rule! 
What is one man’s drink is another man’s poison. Jack Sprat and his wife are about 
the only couple that “ licked the platter clean.” 

Honest differences of opinion tend toward progress because they set people thinking 
and because the weak points of anything under discussion are always brought out. 
Thus in the beginning (and up to the present time) an agreement —a real. satisfactory 
concensus of opinion — by any group of poultry fanciers upon an ideal for their favorite 
breed was very difficult to reach. One favored the long type, another the short; one 
insisted upon a generous length of shank, while his neighbor insisted upon a low-bodied 
bird; the angle of the carriage of tail which pleased A was most distasteful to B — and 
so it went. From time to time, however, as a breed progressed and its utility qualities 
became known, as the weak spots in its make-up were understood, men necessarily and 
unconsciously bred for the good qualities and away from the bad ones, and, without 
knowing it, drew somewhat near together—that is, they knew nearly what they 
wanted. 


STANDARD TYPE FAVORED BY MAJORITY OF BREEDERS. 


From time to time, as the successive revisions of the Standard of Perfection were 
made, it was found possible to get a very general “ feeling” at least among a majority 
of the fanciers, that the types most favored was that described in the book, and an 
agreement to breed for that type. Every breeder of the variety in question was given 
an opportunity to express his views, and those who held back and criticised after. the 
Standard was published did not get much sympathy. It is needless to say that no 
definition or rule or description framed by human minds could please all of the breeders, 
but as far as could be ascertained, most of those interested appeared to be satisfied. AT} 
this is history — and it is necessary to come down to the present. | 

A new revision of the Standard is shortly to be made; the first of the Breed 
Standards will be published in a comparatively brief space of time, and the writer 1s 
therefore prompted to express his views on what he believes to be the correct attitude 
for the fanciers of ‘this breed, “The Wyandotte ”’— to take in coming to an agreement 
as to what type should be favored in the future. Do not cast an egg (of any vintage) 
at me if I start by repeating the time-worn motto, “shape makes the breed.” I repeat 
it because this article may be read by men who are just starting in the fancy and also 
because the saying is too often forgotten by some of the oldest breeders. On this 
question of type, I can express merely my own views, fortified by many years of 
breeding and study, and by long talks with many of the leading breeders of to-day. 
I hope that my rather bold entry upon the field will bring out the silent ones and will 
stimulate the interest of all into a profitable discussion of the subject. 


THE STANDARD REQUIRES THE DOUBLE MATING SYSTEM. 


In the first place the Standard does and probably always will require the double 
mating system. The type of male that breeds good cockerels according to what the 
Standard calls for, will not, in my experience, be a good producer of Standard pullets — 
but I am not going into a discussion of that question now. I refer to it solely to say 
that the whole subject of type should naturally be divided into two parts—(a) male 
type and (b) female type. . 
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It must be as divided because I am not discussing here and now the breeding side 
of the subject, i. e., what male will breed good cockerels or pullets, but am devoting 
these lines to an expression of my own views on the type of male and the type of female 
that should be striven for as the ideal, and I assume the question that these two types 
will not be produced from a single mating. Before we come to the question of type in 
the two sexes, however, there are some general considerations which should be referred 
to. One of these questions is weight. 


STANDARD WEIGHTS MUST BE MAINTAINED. 


At one of the largest fall fairs this season, where I was fortunate enough to win 
first white cockerel with a bird of exactly Standard weight, I noticed a huge, very white 
hen. She was at least a pound and a half over-weight, with immense bone, tremendous 
skull, and if her shanks had been of the proper color would have made an acceptable 
entry in the Orpington class. In looking over the class before the awards were made, 
several of us remarked that this hen would surely be placed. Someone asked why, and 
we said “because she is big and white and has all her feathers on” — and sure enough 
she got in the ribbons. Many will bear me out in saying that this is a common experi- 


ence — but it is all wrong. The particular hen I refer to was narrow, very loose 
feathered, coarse all over, and had none of those graceful and pleasing characteristics 
which should go into the ideal Wyandotte — but in addition to all that she was grossly 
over-weight, and such birds are always coarse. In other words, the weights given in 


the standard are the ones which should be adhered to in the show specimen. Any over- 
weight makes the Wyandotte ungainly, or takes away from it symmetry, or makes its 
faults stick out all over it in such a way that the expression “coarse” just fits the 
bird —- but it never fits a real Wyandotte. It may be that because of that peculiar 
tendency in poultry to beget off-springs smaller than the parent, the breeders in the 
yards may be somewhat larger than Standard, but these must be kept as breeders and 
are not show birds. Another consideration in regard to weight is that the Wyandotte 
must not be bred to a size which conflicts with other breeds. It was a wise policy for 
the framers of the Standard to make the weight of the Wyandotte less than that of 
the Rock. The curves, the station, and the bearing of a Wyandotte do not go with an 
excessive number of pounds; the Wyandotte was intended to have more animation and 
sprightliness than a Rock. What it looses in massive dignity it makes up for in the 
beautiful lines of its body, and the very artistic blending of all its parts. 


LOOSE FEATHERING DESTROYS GRACEFUL UNDERLINES. 


Another point to be borne in mind is quality of feathering. I am distinctly against 
the very loose, excessively Cochin feathering, that may often be seen on the show 
specimens of to-day. Let the breast be made of flesh properly covered with feathers, 
and not a mass of feathers held together by skin stretched over a hollow carcass. It 
is provided in the Standard that the outline of the hock should be discernable when 
viewed from the side—and that is right. Excessive hock and fluff feathers unbalance 
the bird and take away from its graceful underline. The proper quality and amount 
of feathering is hard to get — but that is one of the things that make breeding a con- 
stant pleasure. In quality the feather should be rather firm, so as to give a smooth, 
even, somewhat hard surface effect — not like the birds one sometimes see which look 
as if someone had just mussed them up in handling. <A feathering like this and of 
moderate length will give the effect of the birds having been poured out of a mould 
and will adapt itself to those lines, the presence of which makes the Wyandotte what 
it is—a bird of curves. So much for what I wanted to say about “ general considera- 
tions,” now to get down to a more detailed description about the style or type of the 
individual bird. 
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TYPE FOR MALE, 


I am going to follow the plan here that I have always adopted in describing my 
own birds in my chart-book —I begin with carriage and symmetry. The adult male 
White Wyandotte should have a way of holding himself — standing or walking — that 
typifies grace, sprightliness, activity combined with dignity and a masculine appearance. 
This is hard to describe, but what I mean is that he should clearly and plainly be the 
lord of his harem, and at the same time an easy, graceful mover, and a bird that appar 
ently is always showing off. He should be alert without craning his neck too much, 
and give the appearance of being able to move more quickly than he really does. A 
bird that is constantly moping in a corner or standing on one foot, or who appears 
habitually lazy is not the kind of a bird we are after; such a bird never shows what 
he really is, either in the breeding pen or in the exhibition coops. Next he must have 
a symmetrical blending of all his parts, each section must harmonize well with the one 
next to it, and all must combine together to form a consistent whole. A specimen with 
a grand breast does not look well with a long tail and scantily developed rear fluff to 
balance him; a large body on too short legs makes him appear squat, and a long, thin 
neck does not go well with a compact and well-rounded body. Each part must look as 
if it really belonged to that particular bird and was made especially for him, That 
is what symmetry really is, and too little attention is paid to it by both the breeder 


and the judge. 
THE COMB MAKES OR MARS THE BIRD. 


The comb of the male often makes or mars the bird; sometimes those grand bodied 
birds are set off with either a “beefy” or cabbage comb, and their looks entirely 
destroyed. To be a good comb it must follow the lines of the skull and not stick out 
behind like the Hamburg type, or be perched on top of the head like some Paris bonnets 
we see nowadays. It is to be remembered that almost the first thing that the judge 
looks at is the head of the bird —one is unconsciously drawn to look into the eye of 
the thing he is looking at—and first impressions are very important. TI am not in 
favor of breeding for comb to the exclusion of other more important attributes, but a 
good comb is absolutely essential in the make-up of a typical and high-class Wyandotte. 
The comb must be of good shape with well defined, but not over long spike, well turned 
down; quite broad, but not falling over the eyes; free from hollowness, and as well 
serrated as may be. Much trouble is experienced with the wattles, especially of White 
Wyandottes at the present time; most cock birds carry very long and generally coarse 
wattles. I would prefer to see them thus than those attenuated “nothings ” which 
may be found on many Light Brahma males. What we want in both wattles and ear 
lobes is to have them medium in length and the wattles as fine in texture as we can 
get them. Anything less than “medium” long takes away the masculine look of the 
bird and some persons claim that long wattles indicate fertility. The ear-lobes must, 
of course, be bright red, without the slightest taint or spot of white. The eyes should 
be red —that is, bright red—not the deep or brownish red of some Games. Some 
persons describe the desired color as “reddish bay,” but I confess I do not know what 


that means. 


TYPICAL HEAD AND NECK IMPORTANT. 


The head itself —-that is, the skull—is extremely important. A Wyandotte’s 
head should be broad and round, and give the appearance of great intelligence. The 
brows should look as if the bird were thoughtful —almost scholarly — but should 
indicate a peaceful, even happy disposition. The neck should be rather short but in 
proper proportion to the rest of the bird, and the carriage should be like that of a 
spirited horse — hence the term “coach horse” neck — indicating that there should be 
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an elongated curve from below the back of the skull to the junction of the hackle with 
the back. The feathering of the neck — the thackle — should be profuse and abundant, 
so as to give a large round effect, and the feathers should be long enough at the base 
to “flow” smoothly over the cape and take a gentle and easy curve at the junction 
with the body at this point. It is rather hard to get the hackle feathers long enough 
to fall well down on the shoulders and over the cape, and yet not have then so long as 
-to protrude in front and make a ruff along the throat. There must be no break or 
sharp angle where the hackle and the back come together, that is the important point. 


TOO LITTLE CARE GIVEN TO BREAST SHAPE. 


The breast should be full, deep and round. This sounds all right and yet when we 
see most of the males that are shown, it is evident that too little care is being taken 
with this section. The utility value of the bird is really what all are after, and more 
importance must be given to the breast in this respect than in any other. The male’s 
breast should be full and round at the point where it meets the keel bone, not tucked 
in and showing a decided hollow, as we so often see. 


CORRECT SHAPE OF BACK LOST SIGHT OF. 


The back (ah! here comes the rub) should be a back and not be lost somewhere 
between the base of the hackle and the saddle. At this very point is where many 
Wyandotte men seem to differ to such an extent, that a few words as to this part 
of the bird will not come amiss in this article, which expresses the author’s views as 
to type. Many breeders have lost sight of the back entirely; they have been breeding 
for the “concave sweep” indicated by the Standard so closely that they have by 
degrees so shortened up the bird as to leave it apparently without any back. More 
will be said later on this point of back in dealing with the type of the female, and it 
will suffice to point out that the male must have a back, and that it should be broad 
and solid and form a part of that concave curve which leads up onto the tail. 


SHAPE OF THE TAIL. 


The tail of a Wyandotte should be short and well-spread, and the main tail 
feathers should start well down at the sides of the tail, and not be tucked up under 
the sickles and coverts. A great weakness both in shape and size of tail, and in its 
carriage has become apparent. In order to get the concave sweep of back many breeders 
are allowing the carriage of tail to get too high, and seem to fail to observe that a 
well-spread tail is what finishes the bird and carries out the perfection of the back 
curves. A broad back generally leads to a well-spread tail, but it is also true that a 
well-spread tail breeds a good broad back; it is certainly true that a.bird with a 
comparatively narrow back and pinched tail will not be apt to either breed good backs 
nor will he be so round and well finished in the “after parts” as is desired. The 
sickles, saddle hangers and coverts or lesser sickles should be abundant. Nothing 
finishes a ma’e off better than a well covered tail—some of the male tail feathers 
should be discernible under the covering feathers, but that is about all. The length of 
tail is what seems to give the trouble; in order to make the tail look short the 
feathers are pulled in advance of the show and are barely half-grown at the time of 
the exhibition, and they are then often bent and twisted artificially to such an extent 
as to render it impossible to say what kind of a tail the bird really thas. Many of 
those beautiful show-room tails do not look so well a month afterward, for nothing 
puts the bird out of proportion more than to actually have too long a tail. The tail 
should be short and the proper way to get it so is to breed for short tails. 
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Under the tail and between the thighs, the line of the bird should be a continuation 
of the curve of the breast; in other words, the under-line should show a well balanced 
effect and the bird must not lack sufficient fluff to carry out the idea that there must 
be as much behind as in front. Many specimens show an excellent breast, and fail in 
development under the tail and down through the line of fluff to the point where the 
underbody meets the line of breast. The under-line is extremely important from the 
breeding standpoint. 


WINGS AND THIGHS. 


The wings should be of medium size, smooth in feathering, with the primaries all 
held up well in their proper place, and the wings must not be held too close to the body. 

The thighs of the male Wyandotte are very important. They should be of medium 
length, short and strong-looking and should clearly show no matter what position the 
bird takes when standing. Very fluffy or “ Coching” feathering on the thighs or just 
behind them disfigures the sprightly or active look of the bird and injures his breeding 
ability, for such a male will have a decided tendency to breed too much fluff on his 
female offspring. Too much thigh is, of course, a defect, but there should be some 
thigh visible in order to avoid a squatty appearance, and also to give a look of vitality 
and utility value. The shanks should be rather short and quite large for the size of 
the bird. I prefer a short shank, with a medium length thigh, rather than a short 
thigh and long shank. The bird should stand above the ground high enough to give the 
effect of being active, but not so high as to appear stilty. The feet should be of good 
size and rather heavy to conform to the shanks. 


SHORT ROUND TYPE INJURIOUS TO THE BREED. 


Mueh has been said about the tendency to shorten up the Wyandotte to such an 
extent as to injure its value for utility purposes, and reference will be made to this 
proposition more at length in my comments in regard to the female, but it should at 
least be borne in mind that the Wyandotte is not a ball of feathers —it is not a 
Cochin — and must not be bred so. [I am for the medium type; not the long bird 
verging on the Rock; but a well-balanced bird of graceful curves, with enough back 
to be plainly visible and sufficient back to enable him physically and therefore by 
nature to be quite active. The feathers make a great difference in Wyandottes, and 
they should not be so long as to make the bird look or act like an Asiatic. We must 
not go back to the old type of “Gamy” Wyandotte which we see in some of Pierce’s 
pictures; they were not as good layers as some of our best exhibition specimens of 
to-day. The type we are after is that which will retain all the curves and grace of our 
ideal without sacrificing any of those physical qualities which make for utility. There 
need not be two types, as some advocate, the show type and the egg type. I have no 
sympathy with any such theory because I know that it is the strain and not the 
appearance of the bird that makes it a good or a bad layer; some of my very best 
show hens were always splendid layers and are laying yet at four and five years of age. 

_ The danger in breeding for too short birds is more in spoiling their looks than 
their utility value, in my opinion, but in any event we don’t want the ultra short bird 
because it is not what the Standard calls for—and anything else may be going in the 
wrong direction in regard to utility. 
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TYPE OF THE FEMALE 


In poultry, as with the human race, we mere men are apt to be pretty particular 
about females; and incidently we are ready to attribute most of the faults which the 
progeny may show to the female, rather than to the male side of the mating. Certain 
it is that too much pains can not be taken in selecting the type of female which should 
be ideal, for we know that shape makes the breed and that the female makes the shape 
of the chicks. Much has been said and much written on this question of the shape of 
the female with reference to egg production; ability to reproduce itself in outward 
appearance; to beget its like in size, etc., and in none of the breeds is this question of 
more importance than in the Wyandotte. Scores of opinions are on record to the effect 
that we are getting the birds too short for utility purposes while an equal number 
assert that the birds are bred with too long bodies for either good looks or conformity 
to Standard requirements. To reconcile these divergent opinions completely seems quite 
unnecessary, for a happy medium can be realized, which the Standard directs all to 
strive to attain. I have little sympathy with the arguments so often heard to the

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effect that the utility qualities of the bird are being lost because the specimen looks a 
little short in the body, as compared with some very long-bodied birds bred out of all 
proportion to the Standard requirements of the general appearance of a Wyandotte. 
Pluck the carcasses of these two extreme exampies and you will find little difference 
in the measurements. It is not the longest bird, or even the long bird, that will lay 
the most eggs or put on the most pounds of good meat —it is the strain that deter- 
mines these qualities. Some of the long ones are poor layers and so are some of the 
short ones, but most of either sort will give splendid results if the right blood is in 
their veins. 


TRUE AND PROPER TYPE OF WYANDOTTE FEMALE. 


All Leghorns are not good layers, irrespective of their body shape — all we need 
to say on this point is that the birds must have the body and conformation to contain 
generous vigor of reproduction which can repose in the body in a natural and comfort- 
able manner, so as to be maintained in a high state of vitality. But to come down to 
the details in the make-up of the true and proper type for the female of the Wyandotte, 
let us follow here the same scheme or order in which I have analyzed the male, and 
begin with symmetry. Above all things the female Wyandotte must have a form or 
figure that will stand the most critical test as to symmetry; the figure of this particular

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lady is of more importance than that of almost any other lady I can think of. From 
the breeding standpoint there can be no question but that in the female the faneier 
has his hardest proposition as far as determining his type is concerned. It is hard, 
unless one has bred for a number of years, to find many females in the yards, which, 
when studied with sufficient care, will show the same, or nearly the same type or shape; 
and it is therefore necessary for the breeder to work with the greatest care, for as the 
females are as to shape, so will most of the chicks be. 

Thus it wiil be seen that first of all the female must have as near a perfect 
blending of all ‘her parts into the making up of the body as possible. There must be 
no harsh angles, short stops, or disproportional sections, each part must belong to that 
particular hen and be in proportion and character and which would naturally belong 
to a bird of her general appearance. She must ‘have some life about her also and not 
be drooping in a corner or sulking under the drooping-boards. She must be a live 
thing, like her consort, the male; and while it would not look natural to see her rushing 
about like a Leghorn, she must, nevertheless, be sprightly and energetic and must act 
as if she knew what was going on around her. A Wyandotte is a semi-active breed 
and must act accordingly. Carriage in a female of this breed is just as important as 
in the male, but most people do not seem to look for it in the female —and perhaps 
that is why a number of strains I know of do not appear well in the show room, bit 
look much improved when at home; get them back to their own yards and they look 
as if they had come to life. That is not the proper kind of Wyandotte, and they can 
be bred to show just as good “manners and action” when traveling as at any other 


time. 
COMB AND HEAD OF IDEAL FEMALE. 


Next let us consider the comb and head of our ideal female.. It seems really absurd 
to go on saying, as one is apt to do, that each one of the sections is of the greatest 
importance; they are really all important, however, and it is hard to say which is of 
less weight than any other. Head and comb, nevertheless, can not be passed by lightly. 
I called attention in commenting on the male how important it is to have a bright red 
eye which should look alert and keen; and it is just as essential in the female. The 
size and shape of the eye are also to be noticed; the true eye for the Wyandotte should 
be large and round or very slightly elongated and the eyes should neither be too 
prominent nor should they be hidden under excessively heavy brows like the Brahma or 
Cochin. The head should be broad and round with generous development, giving the 
appearance of intelligence and the whole should look as if the hen wore the right sized 
hat. The head should resemble the male’s, but should be a little finer and its look more 
feminine. The comb should, of course, follow the shape of the skull, be rather broad, 
and can, with regard to breeding possibilities, be somewhat more thickly studded with 
serrations than that of the male. There should be no hollow in the comb, neither 
should it be so broad as to leave a recess between it and the skull; it should be free 
from excrescences along the sides; and should really be a miniature male comb, but 
somewhat flatter and a trifle better serrated. The wattles should be of medium 
length; absolutely even in length; nicely rounded — not pointed; and should be of very 


fine texture. 


SHAPE OF NECK IMPORTANT. 

The neck (another important section!) should be only of medium length, but always 
in proportion to the bird. I have used this word “ proportion” a great many times in 
these articles and probably will use it a number of times again; what I want to convey 
by its use is that the part or section I happen to be speaking about when I use the 
word, must look as if it belongs there; it must give the appearance of being cut out 
for that very bird and must be of the average size or shape which may be seen on 
fowls of the weight and characteristics spoken of. So the neck of the Wyandotte female 
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must be short, but not so short as to give the appearance of her not being able to 
stoop over and reach the ground, or so long as to look as if her habit was to eat from 
the ceiling. The feathering of the neck should be abundant, so as to make the neck 
look large in circumference; not very large, but of generous size, so as to give her the 
appearance of ruggedness, but not of heaviness, as in the male, the feathers should be 
smoothly and evenly placed one over the other, so as to lie “regularly ” and nicely 
and not stick out in front over the upper breast. Such a neck looks graceful and neat 
and should carry gently and easily down in an elongated curve onto the back. As I 
remarked before, this question of back is giving a lot of trouble and making a lot of 
talk. I must again express my opinion that the female Wyandotte must have a back, 
and a back that can be seen, too. 


BACKS OF WYANDOTTE FEMALES OFTEN DEFICIENT IN SLOPE. 


Many of the specimens that are shown to-day have no backs that can be noticed; 
the base of the neck is the starting point for an excessive cushion that extends well up 
to the tail; and the consequence is that the bird’s feathering gives the appearance of 
there being no back at all. This is all wrong; it is not an example of a bird of curves 
or of a chicken of moderate lines, but is a near approach to the Cochin, and so greatly

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destroys the grace and elegance of the bird, if I may use those words, as to entirely 
take away its beauty as a Wyandatte. As I think, I (!!) have said before, I am for 
a back of moderate length, broad and well-rounded, giving the bird a balanced look of 
utility and usefulness. So, also, I am against a long back (which is generally straight), 
thus elongating the body out of the proportions which it naturally should assume and 
very nearly approaching the Rock in type, while it is probably true that a moderately 
short and a moderately long specimen will show very nearly the same body proportions, 
dressed, when compared with each other, nevertheless, it is unwise both from the utility 
standpoint and also for beauty’s sake, to breed either for very short or for very long 
backs. Don’t make your birds look as if they had either been stretched out by force 
or as if they had been pushed together so as to resemble a ball. Give us, then, a good, 
broad back, from which shall start a cushion and breadth, running up on to a short, 
well-spread tail. I am personally in favor of a generous cushion—not that of a 
Cochin, but rather a large one, if anything, bearing in mind always that we must get 
away from the Rock type and shape, and also remembering that it is the feathers that 
make this cushion, and not the shape of the body itself; so we are not injuring the 
utility qualities of our birds by providing them with plenty of feathers where feathers 
belong. 
TAIL FEATHERS SHOULD BE SHORT. 

The tail should be short and really well spread, and the main tail feathers should 
start well down on the sides. This is a little point that does not seem to be appre- 
ciated by all —have the tail start well down at the sides and thus avoid the “ peaked ” 
and high tails so often seen. The tail coverts should grow well up on the tail, so as 
to give the cockerels those fine coverts and sickles we all admire so much.

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PROMINENCE OF THE FEMALE WYANDOTTE BREAST. 


The breast of the female is of the greatest prominence (or should be) and always 
stamps the bird, both as a show specimen and as a breeder. Two grave faults in breast 
appear in nine-tenths of the females shown to-day, i. e., (a) lack of fullness of breast, 
and (b) V-shaped breasts, the lower portion of which always terminates in a “crease” 
of feathers, or a ruff. The ideal breast must be full, deep and well-rounded, and the 
feathering should be smooth and follow the contour on line down to and between the 
thighs. To the breast, more than to anything else, we look for utility value, and a 
full, round breast is what the back demands, in order to balance it with the rest of the 
bird. We do not want a Pouter Pigeon’s breast, like that shown in the first proposed 
picture for the last Standard; neither do we want a breast with scanty development or 
which shows a straight line when viewed from the side. We want a perfect curve, 
which can be carried out under the bird until it meets the tail, thus giving us the 
underline so earnestly striven for; we want one whole curve from the throat down 
under the legs and behind the bird, so as to balance the rear with the front. Care in 
the selection of our breeding females will give us this perfection of breast, if we keep 
at it. The wings should be rather small, but net so small as to give the look of a bird 
which could not fly. The very small wings which one sees occasionally give an artificial 
look — we must never breed anything —- especially a Wyandotte — which seems merely 
man’s creation as a freak; anything that is fit to breed must have the appearance of 
usefulness and strength. 

No. 5. Illustrating another type of Wyandotte found at our leading shows very 
often. Short back, short blunt comb, upright body carriage. This type has often 


found favor with some of our judges at many of our best shows and should be dis- 
. 5 . . ° . 
couraged, as it lacks symmetry, compared to an ideal such as is shown in Fig. No. 1. 


FEATHERING OF THE FLUFF AND HOCKS. 


The feathering in the fluff and on the hocks is something which should be studied 
carefully. There should always be sufficient fluff feathering to carry out the continua- 
tion of the breast line in the rear, so as to give that balanced look I have already 
spoken of; but excessive fluff is a dangerous thing and seems hard to eradicate (natur- 
ally!) when it has once crept into a flock. Many pullets have been shown of late 
which have so much fluff that it is easy to see that: when they grow to be hens they 
will give the impression of being “creepers.” The mature hen should always be taken 
as the example from which to quote and the pullets should be given the benefit of their 
immaturity and be judged accordingly. The craze to get enough long feathers on the 
birds have led many into extreme excesses in regard to the development of fluff and 
must be guarded against. A Wyandctte hen should always be neat and trim in appear- 
ance, and her beauty is utterly spoiled if she is made to carry about with her a mass 
of loose Cochin feathers, where she will soon soil them from her own droppings or in 
the dirt. We must also remember that the outline of the back should be seen when 
viewed from the side, and while it is much more difficult to control this in the female 
than in the male, we must not be led away by a desire for too much fluff and thus 
be apt to get an excess of feathering on the hocks; for one will follow the other. The 
thighs should be short and stout and the feathering such as the Standard calls for — 
we must be able to discern the outline of the hock when we look at them from one side. 


No. 6. Illustrating a Wyandotte type that finds considerable favor in the West. 
In the East this type does not win very often, yet we have seen them among the 
winners at some of our best shows. When a bird of this type has a fairly good comb, 
not too coarse, it is very apt to catch the judge’s eye. The great fault with these birds 
is an excess of loose feathering about fluff and breast, which really is a serious fault 
and is not true Wyandotte characteristic. Wyandottes should be solid, plump fowls, 
making them the ideal broiler fowl for which they have a reputation. 
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No. 7. Illustrating flat, deficient breast and knock kneed station. 


SHAPE AND COLOR OF BEAK AND LEGS. 


The beak and legs should, of course, be yellow — not flesh colored. The beak must 
be short and gently curved, with a good, stout upper mandible. The legs are short 
and stocky and the hen should stand on the feet firmly and with the legs well apart. 
Leg color is of much importance. I have observed a number of females at both, Madison 
Square and Boston recently that showed very badly in ‘this respect, and were put up 
higher in the winnings than they should have been. It is easier in some strains to get 
good color with poor legs. and as there has recently been such a wild scramble to get 
color, regardless of anything else, the legs and beak have suffered. We Wyandotte men 
don’t want Orpingtons, so let us have good, bright yellow legs. 


STANDARD WEIGHTS ARE CORRECT. 


A word, again, as to size. I am strongly of the belief that the present Standard 
weights are correct; my strain is just about Standard aid is holding there; we get a 
few small females, but no great big, awkward ones —-and we do not get the coarseness 
that crops out in many other yards.. One reason why our birds mature so quickly 
and make such plump, round broilers and roasters, is that they do not require the big 
frame that some breeders have to acquire before they begin to put on flesh. A 
Wyandotte is in good condition to eat at any stage of its growth. I believe judges 
should exercise their knowledge more in judging at such shows as purport to set the 
fashions; they know that a big, ungainly Wyandotte is not a Wyandotte, and they 
should pass such a bird if they can. 

Finally, I wish to be put down as favoring the medium bird — medium in size, in 
Jeneth and in feather. J believe the bird should be full of curves, both from the side 
view and from either end. It should be an alert, semi-active bird of dignified appear- 
ance and proud bearing. It should stand on short legs, supporting a body of great 
depth, which is long enough to contain ample organs, yet short enough to show a well- 
balanced compactness or “ chunkyness.” 

If it is a White Wyandotte it must have a snow-white plumage under all circum- 
stances and at all times a natural whiteness. which can be bred and does not need 
bleaching, and I believe I am coming to the point where I think all Wyandottes should 
have vellow legs and beaks. Given such a bird, and to my mind there is nothing that 
can compare with it in the whole list of the poultry kingdom. 
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THE USEFUL AND BEAUTIFUL WHITE WYANDOTTE 
By JOHN S. MARTIN, Port Dover, Canada. 


Of all the varieties in our Standard of Perfection, there is none more popular than 
the White Wyandotte, and it deserves its popularity. While the Wyandotte breed 
includes eight varieties, the Whites have easily taken the lead, and on many poultry 
farms all over America they are bred by the thousands. The popularity of the White 
Wyandotte has been of gradual growth, which is as it should be. Whenever a breed 
or variety is boomed by means of excessive advertising, there is always a reaction 
which is harmful to the welfare of that breed or variety. It creates an abnormal 
demand and fictitious values prevail. The amateur who pays a large price for birds 
is apt to think that the will be able to command the same prices for the birds he raises. 
Just as soon, however, as the supply equals the demand, the prices go down and the 
small breeder is discouraged by not being able to sell his birds at any price. White 
Wyandottes, however, have made satisfactory progress right from the beginning, and 
to-day their premier position as a utility fowl is unquestioned. 

It would be impossible to discuss the good qualities of this variety without men- 
tioning its origin. The first White Wyandottes were “sports” from the Silver Laced, 
hence they are pure Wyandottes in origin. The breeds most largely used in the 
formation of the Wyandotte were the Cochin and the Hamburg, and strange to say, 
the resulting breed combined all the good qualities of the parent breeds, but has none 
of their defects. This is not stretching the truth, as I will show you. The Cochin is 
a fine table fowl, but very slow to mature. The Wyandotte is a better table fowl than 
the Cochin and it matures very quickly. The Cochin is gentle in disposition and not 
given to flying. The White Wyandotte inherits this docility and is easily confined 
by a five-foot wire fence. One of the greatest objections to the Cochin is, of course, 
the feathered shank; the Wyandotte is clean legged. The Cochin has a single comb, 
which is liable to freeze in cold weather, but the rose comb of the Wyandotte I ‘have 
never known to freeze, although the wattles are occasionally frosted. The Cochin is 
a splendid winter layer, and this quality it has also transmitted to the Wyandotte. 

, The Hamburg, the other important ancestor of the Wyandotte, is entirely different 
in its makeup from the Cochin. Years ago they were extensively bred in America and 
they are known as most excellent layers. True, they lay a small egg, but they are a 
small bird, and they certainly make up for the smallness of the egg by the large number 
they lay. They have that excitable, nervous disposition common to the Mediterranean 
fowls and, of course, cannot qualify as a market fowl. Another characteristic of the 
Hamburg is the rose comb and the dark leg. The Wyandotte inherits the wonderful 
egg laying propensity and the rose comb, but nothing else. Its beautiful yellow legs 
and beak come from the Cochin. 

No doubt the originators of the Wyandotte had an ideal in view, and with patience 
and perseverance they worked steadily toward its attainment. The American fancier 
may well feel proud that this grand breed is strictly American in its origin. 


AS A UTILITY BREED. 


Now, there is a question that White Wyandotte breeders may well ask each other. 
Is the breed living up to its original standard of utility, and is it making satisfactory 
progress? ‘T’here can be only one answer. The White Wyandotte has made good in 
every particular. In the two egg laying contests, just closed, White Wyandcttes came 
out with flying colors, and in the English contests they have made wonderful records. 
In a recent contest reported by the London “ Times,’ White Wyandottes won three 
out of six gold medals for the six highest laying pens. These three medals included 
the first and second. 
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Now, in order to increase egg production, we must work along natural lines. Some 
years ago certain fanciers had a craze for a very short body and at important shows 
the ribbons were placed on birds with almost no back and with the hackle resting: on 
the saddle. This was entirely wrong, and I am satisfied that if it had been persisted in; 
the utility qualities of the breed would have been ruined. 

Then there was the craze for color, and a bird with one or two creamy flight 


feathers would be thrown down for a bird that had white plumage, but was inferior in 
shape. Some judges placed so much importance on color and so little on shape, that 
all sorts of artificial means were resorted to in order to get that very white plumage. 


Understand, I do not wish to disparage good white color, but I have found that it is 
difficult to hold leg and beak color if the breeding for pearly color is followed too 
strongly. The birds with the richest leg color very often shaw a certain amount of 
creaminess, which, of course, disappears as the feathers mature. 


Another fad that was followed some years ago was breeding for excessive length 
of feather. This was simply going back to the Cochin and could not be anything but a 
step backward, and the egg production is not affected a particle and we have no 
frozen wattles. In front of each pen the snow is shoveled back for six or eight feet 
and a pile of straw is placed there. Grain is thrown in it and they are induced to stay 
outdoors as much as possible. Making them eat snow also encourages them to go out- 
side. .The front of the houses is a combination of curtains and glass, and even at night 
i very seldom close the small holes through which the birds pass in and out. 


This may seem rather harsh treatment, but the birds thrive and the fertility is 
very strong. With the breeding stock in good, healthy condition, there is no difficulty 
in getting all the January and February chicks you want. The broiler man, in order 
to make his profit, must have eggs for hatching that will produce a good percentage 
of livable chicks. If the hatches are small and the chicks weak, away go his profits. — 

[I am firmly convinced that there is another factor most important in producing 
high fertility, and that is heredity. The sons of males that fertilize 90 or 95 per 
cent. are much more likely to be strong breeders than are the sons of males that 
would not fertilize over 40 or 50 per cent. psciis . 

Finally, the White Wyandotte must be kept to the front as a layer, and there is 
only one way to do this, i. e., by selection. White Wyandotte breeders should do more 
trap-nesting, as it is the only way to pick out the producers. This is a practical age 
and the public does not demand to know what a breed or variety looks like, but ‘what 
it can do. Let all White Wyandotte breeders unite in keeping. their favorite at the top, 
where it belongs. | 


WHITE WYANDOTTES.

So much has been said or written in behalf of the White Wyandotte that one is 
at loss as how to begin to do them credit in an article of this kind, but when they 
have been in the hands of a fancier for some time it is hard to keep him from lauding 
their good qualities. 

As an all-around fowl they have no equal. There is not a breed to-day that can 
show the good points we find in the whites when all things are taken into consideration. 

As a utility fowl they rank with the very best of them, and there is not a breed 
or variety that can come nearer to the standard requirements. In this I except none. | 

The beginner can make no mistake when he selects a good strain of White Wyan- 
dottes, for they are a breed that will make a poultryman out of anyone who has the 
makings of one in them. They will certainly do their share towards filling the egg 


basket if only given half a chance. 
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What this great variety needs most to-day is a lot of good, true fanciers, who 
have tested their merits and who know their good points as well as the bad ones, and 
it is up to those fellows to put them before the public and keep them there. I do not 
know of a better way than through the Club that has already done so much for them. 
What we need is more members, more of the kind who will do something. We need 
more publicity, so that the new-comer will not have to guess as to which is the best 
breed to start with and thereby save him from making the mistake of taking up some 
untried breed that only an experienced poultryman could hope to succeed with. How 
many beginners could be made White Wyandotte fanciers if they only knew the true 
qualities of our favorites? It is the beginner that makes business good for the regulars, 
so why not teach them from the very start that the White Wyandottes are the best 
they can breed, and explain to them why they are the leading variety of this grand 
old breed, if not the leader of all breeds. 


Come, now, boys, let us all get together and keep our White Wyandottes in the 
foremost place they have earned on their merits. 


A FEW FACTS ABOUT WHITE WYANDOTTES. 
By A. L. Burkholder, Hamilton, Ontario. 


It is always a pleasure for me to write about the White Wyandottes. They are 
always ready to back you up in any statement you make about them. They are the 
one breed that has made steady progress without any unnatural booms.. When I 
started breeding them ten years ago they were one of the largest classes in all our 
large shows. To-day they are the largest class in nearly every important show in 
America. Why are they so popular? Why have they more than held their own 
against the breeds that have been boosted to the front by breezy advertisements? There 
are several reasons. 


The first reason for their popularity is their great laying qualities. No breed in 
existence will lay more eggs in a year, or more in winter, than the White Wyandottes. 


The second reason is their grand table qualities. A well-bred Wyandotte is always 
plump and ready for market after it is eight weeks old. They are the best breed for 
broilers, and grow as quickly as any breed in the standard. I have had cockerels 
weighing seven pounds at five months old.. 


The third reason is their beauty.. This is probably the reason for a great many 
starting to breed them. What is more beautiful than a flock of snow-white birds of 
the true Wyandotte shape? The close-fitting rose comb also adds greatly to their 
beauty. Then again the yellow legs and bright red combs and faces make a fine 
contrast to the white plumage and help to show it off to best advantage. 


I noticed last year in a poultry journal an article written by a prominent breeder, 
stating that it was necessary to use the double mating system to produce exhibition 
White Wyandottes. It seems to me this is going to do the breed an injury if it is 
followed by our best breeders, as a large number of beginners will be sure to give up 
the breed for one that doesn’t need the double mating. I have always used the single 
mating, and find no reason for using any other system. The past year I had one hen 
that produced one hundred per cent. of exhibition pullets, and she also produced the 
best cockerel I raised last year. 
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THE ADVANCEMENT or tHe WHITE WYANDOTTES 
AND DEFECTS MOST NOTICEABLE. 


By J. W. Andrews, Deghton, Mass. 


The White Wyandottes have under- 
gone a wonderful change for the better in 
the twenty years I have been breeding them. 
Twenty years ago a really white colored 
bird in surface and under-color was very 
rarely seen, and a majority of the males 
would show brassiness on the surface. 
To-day we rarely see a brassy bird and in 
most eases birds are white to the skin, 
carrying a nice yellow leg and beak. 

Type is where the White Wyandotte 
has made the most wonderful advance- 
ment, more especially in the past few 
years, because the breeders and judges are 
paying more attention to type, on account 
of the color at the present time in nearly 


all cases being good and white. I do not 


refer to the unnatural bleached white 
color, but the good, natural white color, and at the present time no matter how white 
a bird is, if it has not the type it cannot win. When the White Wyandottes used to 
win on color more than type, we did not see any uniform type. Birds ranged from a 
Leghorn to a Rock or Cochin in type. 

The greatest improvement in type has been that we are now getting the full, 
round, deep breast instead of the shallow, V-shaped, pinched breast. The backs are 
broader, saddles fuller and tail broader, well spread, carried at nearer the proper angle 
without the break at base of tail. They do not have the long, angular, stilty look, but 
carry the curves and with medium short, shout legs, well set apart. We find in the 
White Wyandotte a type quite different from any other and we do not hear it said, as 
was once the case of some of the prize winners, if they had a single comb they would 
be Rocks. 

There have been a great many fads or extremes in breeding the White Wyandottes 
while they have made their wonderful advancement to the present type. At one time 
it seemed to be color, and as the color began to improve more attention was paid to 
shape and size, and while breeding for size the curves and Wyandotte lines seemed 
~ to be lost in the big, coarse, heavy-combed birds, and a bird with size and color seemed 
to be winning the blue. Then we began to breed them with shallow back and more 
fluffy, until they looked more like the Cochins, and many of the winners seemed to 
have no back at all, and body and thighs of female all fluff, with two pegs for legs 


sticking out of a round ball. This type brought them closer to Wyandotte lines but 
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we had in our endeavor to make a short blocky bird gone to extremes instead of the 
happy medium of a well-balanced bird. Of late more attention has been given to 
producing a White Wyandotte fully up to standard weight, or little better, with 
close-fitting firm comb curving to shape of skull, well arched neck with full hackle 
flowing onto a broad back rising in symmetrical sweep to the tail, carrying out broad 
and full to the saddle, with a tail broad at base, nicely finished with sickles and 
secondaries, and tail not too long, and carried at proper angle. The breast is deeper 
and broader and round and with deep body and fluff not so full as to hide the lines 
of thigh, and rather short, stout legs well set apart. The whole type showing a well- 
balanced bird with graceful curves, no sharp angles, and of the sprightly, active type 
capable of laying as many eggs as the best, and when dressed the full, plump carcass 
commanding the highest market prices. 

The White Wyandotte breeders throughout the country are getting closer together 
on type and this is as it should be. We do not ‘hear it said quite so much as a few 
years since that a certain type will win east but not west, a different type south, and 
another north. What we need is for the breeders and judges to settle on one type 
and the type that can win east should win west, north or south. I think from the 
advancement made in the last few years and the discussion of types in the journals 
and our annual club catalogue we will all be aiming to produce specimens of the same 
general type. } 

The most serious defects I notice in the White Wyandottes at the present time 
in judging are as follows: 

From the color side general color seems to be very good, but there seems to be 
found in a great many of the males brown or smutty color on the outside at base of 
wing quills, and seems to be quite prevalent among the best specimens at the large 
shows as well as the small. The black or gray specks, or flecking, while not so plentiful 
as was the case a few years since, is quite common, although I think it will be only 
a short time when it will be entirely eradicated. 

Stubs in the shanks are hardly ever seen at present, but down between the toes 
has barred many a fine specimen from winning a prize. 

In shape the principal faults seem to be lack of breast, pinched, V-shaped breasts, 
high at shoulders, sloping toward the tail; narrow saddles and pinched tails; tails too 
long or centre feathers missing, obviously to improve shape of tail; fluff on females 
so full as to hide the thighs. 

The legs of females are more apt to have green spots than not. Hollow in combs 
at front, and narrow heads and long beaks are not so common as a short time ago. 

Permanent white in ear lobes is not very common, although the changeable lobes 
are quite common, especially after being cooped some time in a warm room. The eyes 
are generally extra good, as is also color of legs outside of green spots mentioned 
in females. 

The only way for us to eradicate these faults is not to breed them, but it is hard 
to throw out a breeder that is extra fine in all points, with a green spot on leg or 
little smut in quill, but the White Wyandotte breeders will eradicate those faults as 
they have many worse ones and keep the White Wyandotte where it stands to-day, 
the nearest to perfection of any standard bred fowl in America and the best.

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WHITE WYANDOTTES AS LAYERS. 
By John S. Martin, Port Dover, Ont. 


In the laying contests held last year, White Wyandottes came out with flying 
honors. For some time back it had become very tiresome for White Wyandotte 


breeders to ‘hear the extravagant claims made by breeders of other heavy varieties, but 
when it came to the actual test some of these much-boomed breeds were not there 
with the goods. When it comes to laying the only real rival that we have is the 
White Leghorn. We do not claim that White Wyandottes will lay more eggs than 
White Leghorns, but we do claim that they will lay just as many, and, furthermore, 
we claim that more of the White Wyandotte eggs will be laid during the cold winter 
months, and, therefore, the total value of the eggs for the year will be higher. Breeders 
of White Leghorns may argue that White Wyandottes get broody, but broodiness is 
something that can be bred out. 

I had one pen last season of fifteen females. They began laying in November and 
kept it up until the following September. Not one of these fifteen females ever 
showed the slightest signs of broodiness. So it proved to me that to get rid of broodi- 
ness would be simply a matter of breeding and careful selection. 

The two laying contests that I have referred to were held at Storrs, Conn., and 
Mountain Grove, Mo. Taking the highest pen of White Wyandottes in each contest 
and adding their scores together we find the two pens laid 2,084 eggs. The two 
highest pens of White Leghorns laid a total of 2,062 egos. I have made up a table 


giving the totals of the more popular breeds:

It must have wonderful curves, according to the 
standard; a concave sweep from head to tail; a broad, well-spread tail, not too high; 
full rounded breast; evenly serrated rose comb following the head and neck; eyes of 
fiery red color; bright yellow beak; plumage of purest white, including quills, and a 
pair of fine yellow shanks of medium length. Such a bird constitutes the typical White 
Wyandotte of to-day. 

There is no breed in existence that will develop bone and muscle any more evenly 
than the White Wyandotte from the time they are seven weeks’ old to the ‘time they 
are fully matured. As a utility fowl it is one of the best. They are prolific layers 
of good-sized eggs, make the finest broilers and develop into the best roasters — always 
plump and ready for market. Above all things, when they are dressed they are free 
from disgusting dark-colored pin feathers. They dress with the least waste of any 
breed, and the meat has a rich, juicy flavor that satisfies the appetite of any one. I 
think it can be said without contradiction that no one variety in the whole country 
to-day surpasses the White Wyandotte as an all-around general purpose utility and 
profit-paying fowl. It seems to me that no fowl is more beautiful and attractive 
than a pure white one, whose plumage is in excellent condition. Of all the white 
fowls the White Wyandotte is the most graceful. I could go into more lengthy details 
about the good points of this wonderful breed, but will refrain from doing so on 
account of lack of space. 

In closing this little article, however, I want to impress upon White Wyandotte 
breeders who belong ‘to the National White Wyandotte Club the necessity for putting 
forth their very best efforts to get their fellow fanciers who do not belong to the 
Club to join with us, and thus make the White Wyandottes by far ‘the most popular 
breed in existence and to help make the Club the liveliest and most active and wide- 
awake Club that has yet been organized.

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Constitution and By-Laws 
of the 
National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
Sec. 2, The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of White 
Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by breeders, exhibitors 
and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to bring their good qualities to 
the attention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 


Section 1. All menibers in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an active member 
of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary or to the Secretary- 
Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership fee for one year. 

Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership Card, and 
shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on September 1 following, 
unless renewed. Membership for any year may proven by the card of the Club 
for that year. 

See. 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

See. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life membership without 
additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in Section 6 of this Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to the 
Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the defense of the 
member, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee may, on a majority 
vote, suspend or expel the member. 

See. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision of the 
Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the vote of the Club 
members. Unless the majority of the members voting shall reverse the decision of the 
Executive Committee an expelled member shall be ineligible for future membership in 
the Club. If the expelled member is a “life member” the Club will deduct one dollar 
per year for the actual term of membership and refund the balance. 

Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; but no 
resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues or if there be any 
charges pending against him. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having membership in the Club, 
and an Executive Committee, consisting of the President, Secretary and five members, 


to be elected annually. , ! | 
Sec. 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club shall be 


vested in the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the Club, shali 
authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized beyond the assets of 
the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects of the Club, shall make such 
rules as may be deemed necessary during the year for the conduct of meetings, the 
awarding of prizes, etc., and shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it by 
the By-Laws. 

Sec, 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall approve 
proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies in office, shall preside 
at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall perform such other duties as are 
herein provided, or such as are customary to the office and not herein otherwise 


delegated. 
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Sec. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general cor- 
respondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, collect all money 
due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such claims as are properly authorized 
and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering the maximum assets of the Club, the 
premium on said bond to be paid by the Club. 

Sec. 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State shall be 
vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty-five per 
cent. of the annual membership fees and life memberships received for and during the 
fiscal year for which he was elected. 

Sec. 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected or appointed. 

Sec. 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once and hold until the 
next annual election. 

Sec. 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 


Section 1. The members in each State shall vote for their State Secretary by 
sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before Octiber 1 in each year, 
their choice for such officer. The Executive Committee shall thereupon appoint the 
member receiving the highest number of votes. 

Sec. 2. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and handle any 
special matter, meeting, event or action. 

See. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and handle any 
matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VII. 
Meetings. 


Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be for the election of President, 
Secretary-Treasurer and Executive Committee, to discuss and decide any changes in 
the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and to act on any business not 
properly covered by the Executive Committee. 

See. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a mail vote. 

Sec. 3. Special meetings, as may be deemed advisable, shall be arranged for by the 
Executive Committee, and announcement of the time and place shall be made sixty 
days before such meeting. 

Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the members from 
any State may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the State Secretary. 

See. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members for a 
State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without request. Notice of such 
meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered by the meeting. 

See. 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general or State meeting, 
a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who shall send a copy of the minutes 
to the Secretary. 

Sec. 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Prizes. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes out of the 
funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in the treasury. 

See. 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only to birds 
owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and shall contain a 
full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the report of the annual election, 
the reports of officers for the preceding year records and announcements of the 
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Executive Committee and essays and papers by the members. This shall be carefully 
edited and the Executive Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. 
The expense of the publication may be defrayed by subscription or by paid advertise- 
ments of members. 

Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the poultry press, but 
notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at least three papers and those of 
the Secretary-Treasurer to the oflices of all papers with a circulation of five thousand 
or more. , 

Sec. 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may be adopted for one 
year by the Club for any tSate. 


ARTICLE X. 
Order of Business. 


Section 1. The order of business at all meetings of the Club shall be as follows: 


Roll Call. 

Reading of Minutes of previous meeting. 
Election of new members. 

Reading of communications. 

Unfinished, or old business. 

New business. 

Election of Officers and Executive Committee.

ARTICLE XI. 
Amendments. 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a three-fourths vote at 
the annual meeting, or by the same vote at a special meeting. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to these By-Laws must be submitted to the Secretary by 
members ninety days before the annual meeting, or any special meeting called for that 
purpose. 

; ee 3. A proposed amendment shall become part of the By-Laws upon receiving a 
three-fourths vote at the annual meeting or such special meeting.

The condition of the Club as to membership, finances and general good for the 
Grand Old White Wyandotte was never better, and the past year has been a very 
prosperous one for the Club. Our membership shows a very satisfactory increase, as 
do the receipts, and a perusal of the financial statement will give you an idea of the 
importance that has been attained by our Club. We have had to strike some names 
from our list for non-payment of dues. This loss, however, is one that is common to 
all specialty clubs and is to be expected.

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL WHITE WYANDOTTE 
CLUB HELD AT CEDAR RAPIDS, IOWA, JANUARY 13, 1014. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 p. m., Mr. L. J. Demberger, President, 
presiding.

Minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. 


Upon motion it was voted that all new members who had sent in applications 
since the previous meeting be voted in as regular members. 


Election of officers resulted in the following being elected for the ensuing year: 

President — L. J. Demberger, Stewartsville, Indiana. 

Vice-President — W. R. Graves, Janesville, Wisconsin. 

Secretary-Treasurer — A. J. Gies, Delmar, New York. 

Executive Committee — A. J. Smith, Cedar Rapids, Iowa; F. B. Williams, Nauga- 
tuck, Connecticut; E. EK. Mack, Thomasville, Georgia; J. W. Andrews, Dighton, Mas- 
sachusetts; J. S. Martin, Port Dover, Canada. 


Mr. A. J. Gies, Secretary-Treasurer, found it impossible to be present, but sent a 
communication to the members containing certain suggestions which were acted upon 
as follows: 

First Suggestion: | 

“ Heretofore, so far as I have been able to determine, it has been the policy of the 
Club to offer cash specials at one show each winter, and that in connection with the 
National Meeting when the National Meeting has been held at a winter show. I believe 
it would be very much more satisfactory to have not to exceed $100 offered at the 
National Meeting each winter and to offer, say $50 or $100 in special money at three 
or four, or, in fact, as many shows as possible, located in different sections of the 
country. My suggestion in this matter would be to allow your incoming officers to 
apportion the United States and Canada into five sub-divisions. The Annual Meeting, 
of course, would be held in one of these sub-divisions yearly, and we ought to offer 
some special money at a good show in each one of the other four divisions if possible. 
If possible, next winter, under this plan, we could probably offer cash prizes at five 
different shows in five sections of the country, which would give practically five times 
as many members a chance to win some special money and to get together at a big 
show to boost White Wyandottes. I feel that the Club would be considerably strength- 
ened from a membership standpoint, and also that its influence would be very much 
broadened by the adoption of such a plan.” 

It was voted that $100 be given as special money at the show where the next 
Annual Meeting is held and that $50 each be placed for other shows in other parts of 
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the country, and that the matter be left to the incoming officers as to the location of 
such divisions. 


Second Suggestion: 


“Our method of electing officers should be changed. At the present time, for 
reasons that are obvious, it is possible to get together at an Annual Meeting only a 
small number of our members—a mere handful usually —and these members elect 
officers for the ensuing year, and upon their judgment the future of the Club for the 
ensuing year practically devolves. It seems to me that it would be more democratic, 
and certainly to the better liking of the vast majority of our members, if the matter 
of the election of officers was handled differently. My suggestion would be to have the 
Constitution and By-Laws so amended that, say on October first, nominating ballots 
could be sent out to all our members so that nominations could be made by them for 
candidates to be voted upon for the various offices, including the Executive Committee. 
The three candidates receiving the greatest number of votes for each office would then 
be considered nominated, and their names could be sent out on a regular ballot for 
election, say on or about December first. In the case of the Executive Committee, a 
sufficient number of candidates should be designated who receive the highest number 
of votes so that list of names sent to our members would be sufficiently large to insure 
a contest for the office of members of the Executive Committee. Inasmuch as there 
are five members of the Executive Committee there should be at least fifteen candidates 
for this office named. If this meets with the approval of the members present I would 
appreciate it very much if a resolution of the meeting were adopted asking the Secretary 
to send notice of this amendment ninety days before the next Annual Meeting, so that 
this matter could be voted upon at that meeting and the Constitution and By-Laws 
amended accordingly in a proper and legal manner.” 

Motion was made and seconded that this suggestion by the Secretary be complied 
with. This motion was lost. 

Third Suggestion: 

“The matter of distribution of ribbons. Various methods have been. adopted by 
specialty clubs for distributing ribbons won by members at the various shows. None 
of these methods are entirely successful, and all have their disadvantages. It has been 
our policy to card-index every association accepting our offer, and to then send the 
ribbons promptly after the close of the show to our members as soon as we have 
received advice from the Secretary of the show as to which members are entitled 
to the ribbons. It has been the experience of your Secretary that many of the Show 
Secretaries have been very neglectful in this matter, and unless some serious objection 
is raised to the plan I would suggest that hereafter the ribbons be sent to the Show 
Secretaries before each show and that they be requested to give out the ribbons so 
that they can be displayed on the cages of the winners. Probably some difficulty will 
be experienced in securing returns from the Show Secretaries as to who the winners 
are, so that these can be properly card-indexed in our records. Difficulty will probably 
also be experienced through Show Secretaries giving ribbons out to persons who are 
not entitled to them. A further difficulty that will undoubtedly be experienced will be 
the fact that some of the ribbons will be stolen and members entitled to them will 
not receive them. I feel, however, despite all these objections to the plan, that in the 
long run the plan will prove more satisfactory and that all of the objections can be 
overcome to some extent. I think that the majority of our members would feel much 
more satisfied to secure the ribbons at the time of the show so they can display the 
ribbons on the show pens.” 


On motion the matter of distribution of Club ribbons was left to the judgment 
of the National Secretary. 
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Fourth Suggestion: 


“The matter of State Branches: Some specialty clubs have a separate organiza- 
tion in each State, with its own officials, to help boost their particular breed. I 
believe the idea is a good one, and with this object in view I recently visited the 
New Haven, Connecticut, show, and organized a State Branch at that place. I believe 
that this matter should be thoroughly discussed at the meeting and that appropriate 
resolutions should be adopted suggesting the advisability of the organization of State 
Branches.” 

Voted that due notice be given members of the National White Wyandotte Club, 
as called for by the By-Laws, so that at the next Annual Meeting an amendment may 
be made thereto to Article 3 authorizing State Branches of the National White 
Wyandotte Club. It was further voted that the President appoint a committee of three 
to draft a suitable amendment to Article 3 to cover the organization of State Branches. 


Fifth Suggestion: 

“T believe a standing committee should be appointed to watch the matter of 
Standard Revision and the matter of description and cuts of White Wyandottes 
inserted in the Standard from time to time.” 

A motion of this kind was made and seconded, but it was lost. 


Sixth Suggestion: 


“JT am submitting herewith a communication from the Chairman of the Market, 
Poultry and Egg Standard Committee for such action as the Club desires to take 
in connection with same. My suggestion would be to have a proper committee 
appointed to confer with the Standard Revision Committee on this matter.” 

No action was taken in regard to this suggestion. 


Seventh Suggestion: 


“The matter of handicap placed upon white varieties in awarding specials under 
the American Poultry Association rules when white varieties compete with parti- 
colored varieties has been brought up by various members, and a resolution of the 
Club protesting against the present ruling of the American Poultry Association in 
this respect might be properly voted upon at the Annual Meeting if the members 
present so elect.” 


The Meeting deemed it advisable at the present time not to take any action in 
regard to this suggestion. 


Motion was made that the Club officially indorse the present Standard description 
for White Wyandottes, with the recommendation that the Standard description be 
left as it is at the present time. After considerable discussion the motion was with- 
drawn by the maker and no official action was taken in regard to this matter. 


It was also voted that the President appoint a committee of three to confer with 
a similar committee from the American White Wyandotte Club to recommend judges 
to the management of the New York and Boston shows and to add such others to 
the committee as is necessary to recommend judges for shows in other parts of the 
country. 


Mr. J. H. Wendler, of Florida, informally made an offer of $250 in cash, to be 
put up in premiums on White Wyandottes, if the members decided to hold the next 
Annual Meeting at Tampa, Florida, in connection with the show to be held at that 
place next winter. 


After a helpful discussion of the rapid progress that the breed is making, especially 
along utility lines, the meeting adjourned.

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WHITE WYANDOTTES AT THE ANNUAL MEETING AT CEDAR RAPIDS. 
By L. J. Demberger, President. 


Over three hundred White Wyandottes were cooped at our Annual Meeting held 
in connection with the Cedar Rapids, Iowa, Show, January 12-18, 1914, attracting so 
much attention that the other varieties were very nearly crowded out of the hall, 
and the show became almost exclusively a White Wyandotte one. Our Western mem- 
bers showed their loyalty to the Club by supporting the meeting, and turned out in 
force. The meeting was the most enthusiastic we have had in several years. 

The classes were full of quality, and, after the winners were taken out, a very 
fine show was still left. Quality was especially high in the cock, hen, cockerel and 
pen classes. Pullets were the poorest class, although the class contained some grand 
pullets as a whole, but this was not quite so strong as the other classes. The cock 
class was, I believe, the strongest that has ever been shown in the United States. 
Think of it! There were twenty-five birds in this class, almost every one of which 
was a high-class bird. In hens and cockerels the quality ran unusually high. The 
first cockerel was a noteworthy bird, being of very wonderful type and hard to find 
fault with in any section. The pens were extremely uniform and well matched, the 
winning pen being about the most uniform pen that has ever been shown in the West. 

I have visited many Eastern as well as Western shows, and have studied the best 
specimens of birds in the United States and Canada, and am very glad to say that 
breeders are getting closer together as to what the correct type should be in White 
Wyandottes. I feel confident that in a very short time there will be no distinction 
between the Eastern and Western types. I believe that the great majority of breeders 
understand now what is the correct type. However, a great many judges, even at 
some of our most prominent shows, still recognize what is now considered as an out- 
of-date type of White Wyandotte. The Cedar Rapids show contained a few birds of 
the older types, and this gave rise to some discussion when the judge placed some of 
them. ;

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THE TREND OF THE WHITE 
WYANDOTTES. 


By J. W. Andrews, Dighton, Mass. 


In the past three months I have had 
the opportunity of observing and handling 
more than 4,000 White Wyandottes at the 
largest shows in America, and also, at the 
plants of some of the greatest breeders, and 
have carefully noted the style and type 
the best breeders are showing and breeding. 

The tendency toward a well balanced 
bird well set up on legs, without the over- 
abundance of fluff with a round, full breast, 
seems to be what most of the breeders are 
striving to obtain, although the males seem 
to be as a general thing lacking in a full 
round breast. 

The head points are very good, eyes in 
nearly all cases are good bay, and while 
many do not have the deep or red bay eye, 
it is very seldom we see a poor eye. These 
were quite common not many years ago. 

Combs are much better in shape but many are irregular, but we find very few 
of the large beefy ill-shaped combs. There is one thing the Standard calls for that 
we seldom see and that is the close fitting, well shaped comb nicely pebbled. While 
the pebbling is not so important as a shapely close fitting comb, it, is something we 
should strive to attain. 

The ear lobes and wattles are fairly good. Very few lobes show positive white, but 
many on being cooped in the show room will pale a great deal at times. 

The wattles are fairly good, but many are wrinkled and not round and full; very 
few birds now have the extra heavy wattles. 

The beak has a great deal to do with the shape of head, as a long crow like beak 
spoils an otherwise good head. The short, stout, oval beak is the one we want and 
is generally the kind we now see. . 

Many heads are long and narrow, but the round broad short head is the kind 
for a Wyandotte. 

The well-arched neck with a full flowing cape is quite important to give a 
Wyandotte the proper curves. There is quite an improvement in this section, although 
many seem to flatten at the base of head. 

The proposed change in the Standard in regard to body of Wyandotte, by calling 
it moderately short, instead of short, will benefit the breed, and while the type of 
the Wyandotte will not be materially changed, many have misconstrued the word 
short and some have been breeding so that many show no back at all, but the neck 
meets the cushion or saddle. 

This change, by adding the word moderately, should give the proper explanation, 
so that the Wyandotte will show a body of moderate length, not going to extremes 
by making the back too long and spoiling the curved effect of the Wyandotte. 

As a general thing most of the Wyandottes show fairly good backs, full cushions, 
and saddles, tails fairly well spread and nicely finished. The shape of back and 
tail has a great deal to do in giving the type to a Wyandotte and a pinched squirrel 
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tail is now seldom seen. The breasts seem to be the weakest points and many a fine 
specimen in nearly every other section falls down on breast. While many shown at 
profile view look well as to breasts, looking at them from the front are V-shaped and 
lack the round fullness desired. While full breasts are very important we do not 
want them overdone to look like a pouter pigeon or overbalanced, carrying more in 
front of the legs than behind. , 

The body fluff and thigh are very important and apt to show an over-abundance 
of fluff, hiding the thighs, especially in the hens. If we wish to retain the smart, 
active lines we should strive to breed them with a clean cut body and thigh, showing 
a well-defined back, which the Standard calls for, and I believe that when this was 
incorporated in the Standard it was the salvation of the White Wyandotte as regard 
to laying and fertility, for if we have a clean cut thigh, the bird will not have the 
heavy over abundance of fluff of a Cochin. While we do not want as tight a feathered 
bird as a Leghorn or Game, let us breed them with sufficient feathering to give them 
the curved lines of a Wyandotte, with an active appearance, as the active bird is 
always the best layer and breeder. The big overfluffy bird will sit around and grow 
fat and not lay the eggs or prove so good a breeder as to fertility. 

The legs and toes are quite important and as a general thing very good, but we 
see many fine birds with legs that are too short so as to make them look like 
creepers and sometimes so long as to give them the Shanghai appearance. A medium 
short leg not going to either extreme is the one we want, with a good rich, yellow 
color. As a general thing color of legs is good and we do not see nearly so many 
females with green spots on the legs. 

- Down between toes is not so prevalent and it seems hard to disqualify a whole 
pen capable of winning on account of one bird showing down between toes. It seems 
to me a serious cut for same would be better than disqualifaction, for it is something 
that, as one judge puts it, is only “an oversight” on the part of the exhibitor. I 
think there are just as many specimens with down in show room today, as when it 
was not a disqualifaction, but has been removed, where another is disqualified on 
account of oversight of exhibitor. It does not help the matter by removing it and the 
sooner we quit breeding birds with signs of down the better, and there will be no 
disqualified bird from that cause. 

Legs well set apart, sturdy and of medium length not bowed or knock-kneed, 
with toes straight and not too long are the kind to breed. 

The color of the White Wyandotte is generally very good and a brassy bird is 
very. rare, and under color generally very good. Ticking and gray peppering are 
not so common, and I think most of breeders have nearly eradicated it. The horn 
color on base of wing quill is not nearly so common as at the shows a year ago and 
breeders are getting away from this defect. In summing up the color question will 
say that I think the color of White Wyandottes is fully as good if not better than 
any of the other white breeds. I have seen them on the range and in the yards of a 
great many breeders, as well as in the show room, and they nearly all seem to have 
a very white color and nice yellow legs to go with it. The only real creamy ones are 
in most cases the immature birds that are sappy in quills, and feathers not fully 
grown or ripened. 

I consider the controversy as to bleaching unealled for as regards the White 
Wyandotte and that the color is so much improved that most any breeder can show 
his birds without any bleaching and will not be handicapped as regard to color, and If 
think that a bird showing a good pure natural white color, with the right type, will 
win over the one that shows an unnatural whiteness and not quite so good in type. 
Shape makes the breed and no matter how white they are, if not of proper shape, 
they are not good Wyandottes, and should not win. | 

In breeding for 1914 let us strive to keep the White Wyandotte to the front as. 
regards the utility qualities, keeping them as they are the best all purpose fowl in 
America. Do not breed for any particular fad or fancies, or go to extremes in any 
one section, but strive for a well-balanced bird in all sections. 
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HEREDITY IN BREEDING. 


By John S. Martin, 
Port Dover, Canada. 


The fundamental law underlying 
all breeding operations is the law of 
heredity, which means the tendency 
of the offspring to resemble its parent 
in all important characteristics. Thus 
the chicks of .a certain breed or 
variety will resemble their parents by 
having the unmistakable breed quali- 
ties, but at the same time they will 
differ from their parents in many 
minute details. 

In the human race there are no 
two people exactly alike, and in the 
fowl kingdom there are no two birds 
identically the same in appearance. 
This power of the parent to produce 
offspring slightly different from itself 
opens up the immense possibilities of 
breeding. The law is often stated as 
“Like begets like” which is ab- 
solutely true and applies even to 
defects in the parents. Thus a cer- 
tain bird is influenced not only by 
its parents but by many previous gen- 
erations, and this is why line breed- 
ing is practised so much. The bird 
partakes not only of the qualities of 
its ancestors but also of their defects. 
There is always a strong, ever present 
tendency to revert to former types. 
Therefore if the number of immediate 
ancestors can be reduced in number 
there is less likelihood of defects 
- eropping out. 

Among birds and animals in a natural state breeding is carried on by natural 
selection. The most perfect specimens are usually the most vigorous and it is by 
these that the race is. perpetuated. The flock is not affected to any great extent by 
the weak, deformed specimens, as they are crowded to the background. Does this not 
teach the lesson that the first and most important of all requisites in breeding is 
vigor. The breeder by selecting and mating certain specimens takes the place of nature. 
Therefore it behooves him to work in harmony with nature. By this I mean that 
none but the most vigorous specimens should be used in breeding. I have seen fancier 
after fancier have most phenomenal success for a few years and then their flock would 
go all to pieces and they would come up against an impassable barrier bearing the 
inscription “ You may go no further.” 

In all line breeding there should be ever present in the fancier’s mind nature’s law 
“the survival of the fittest.” This should be a warning where he is tempted to use a 
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weak, delicate specimen simply because it excels in shape and color or in some other 
fine point. 

Some years ago, wishing a little new blood, I bought a trio of birds from a breeder 
who in a few years had become very famous in the show room. I had heard that he 
practised line breeding very closely, but I was not prepared for the actual results I 
got. At first I tried breeding the trio as it was mated, but could get no fertile eggs. I 
then tried one of my most vigorous males on the two females and again no fertile 
egos. I tried two other males but with no results. The male bird of the trio was a 
cockerel, apparently a fine healthy bird. I tried breeding him to several of my own 
females but found that he was absolutely sterile as were also the two females. This 
was line breeding with a vengeance. JI might say that this breeder got to the end of 
his string. He tried introducing new blood and finding that this did not work he sold 
out his whole flock and quit breeding. 

In erecting a large building the most important essential is to have a solid founda- 
tion so that story after story can be added with perfect safety. In producing a strain 
of fowls you must begin with foundation stock of the utmost vigor and vitality. 
Then you can with each succeeding generation add detail after detail of the finer 
Standard requirements and you will have the satisfaction of knowing that what you 
acquire you will retain. Your structure is built on a foundation of rock, not of sand. 

One of the best tests of vigor is the early hatch. I would not give a fig for a 
strain that would not produce fertile eggs and strong, vigorous chicks in January and 
February. I have long been of the opinion, however, that heredity plays an important 
part in the fertility of the eggs. We will suppose that you have used half a dozen 
male birds in as many different pens and one of these male birds gave much higher 
fertility than the others right through the season. The sons of this bird are very 
much more likely to continue this high fertility than are the sons of the other birds. 
In my own experience it is the bird that gives the high fertility from January to June 
that I prize, providing of course, that he has the standard requirements you wish to 
reproduce. Does it not stand to reason that a male bird that can fertilize fifteen eggs 
out of fifteen is more likely to stamp his color and shape on his chicks than a male of 
low fertility. During the years that IT have been breeding White Wyandottes I have 
kept my male line unbroken and any new blood I have added has been through the 
female side. 

The old idea that the male gave color and the female gave shape to the chick 
I have from my own experienee not verified. To be sure I have had plenty of cases 
where this was true but on the other hand I found so many contradictory cases that 
it would be impossible to form any conclusion. 


White Wyandotte Color. 


The color of the White Wyandotte is entirely a matter of heredity. Not so many 
years ago we had no stay white males, but by using only the whitest males we at 
last got rid of the unsightly brassiness. Now a brassy White Wyandotte is a 
“rara avis.” 

Although practically all the well-bred White Wyandottes of this present day are 
white, yet we might divide them into two classes. The first class I would call the 
pearl white, because the plumage has a pearly whiteness at every stage of development. 
The other class is the creamy white because there is a creaminess in the plumage until 
the feathers are completely matured. I must say I rather prefer the pearly white bird 
as a breeder, but in this case you have a white skin and if you follow up this too 
strong you are apt to lose out on your leg and beak color. The safest plan is a 
judicious combination of both. 

Wyandotte Shape. 


The Wyandotte has a shape of its own. There is nothing to approach it in the 
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whole feathered tribe. Wyandotte breeders should glory in this and should resist any 
attempt to make shape come second in importance to color or any other Standard 
requirement and Wyandotte breeders owe a debt of gratitude to those judges who 
stood out for this principle in the show room. It is a most remarkable fact that a 
White Wyandotte chick properly fed is ready for killing at any stage of its growth 
right up to maturity. Its carcass is always plump and meaty. 


THE WYANDOTTE’S SALVATION. 
By F. B. Williams, Naugatuck, Conn. 


“ Eternal Vigilance is the price of prosperity,” and 
I want to show you how the salvation of the White 
Wyandotte as the greatest utility fowl of America 
depends entirely upon the eternal vigilance of those 
who breed and judge it. It is a fact to be deplored 
that our present standard description of the Wyan- 
dotte is very deficient and detrimental in describing 
two of the most important sections. Evidently those 
who worded these descriptions meant well, but they 
were not explicit enough, and left too much leeway 
for those with fads and fancies to go to the extreme. 
I refer first to the body, which is defined as short, 
deep, round. How many of you ever saw an abso- 
lutely round bird? And if you have, of what use was 
it as a utility bird? Another section is the thighs 
and shanks, which are described as short, stout, without any qualification to the 
shortness, except that thigh shall show outline when viewed sidewise. How many 
extremely short-legged birds did you ever have that gave you good fertility when 
mated to fair-sized females, and are the females of this type as active and among. 
your best layers? 

It is to be regretted that a few of our judges have gone the limit in defining 
the standard, and placed the ribbons on the roundest and lowest birds they can 
find. Some of our artists and lecturers describe the Wyandotte by drawing a 
circle and putting head, feet and tail on it, and incidentally remarking that we 
have got the Wyandotte so short that we have destroyed its utility qualities. 
What could be more detrimental to the welfare of a breed than this? This, how- 
ever, is true only to a very small extent. How many utility or fancy breeders 
are there who are trying to breed round birds, or creepers, because they think 
they are best or the most useful? Certainly none; they are breeding them solely 
because the judge so interprets the standard that they must have that kind to 
win. If we would keep the White Wyandotte at the top as the greatest utility 
fowl, we must be ever vigilant in the minutest detail of type. Our present 
standard is good, but we must have certain limitations to keep it from going 
astray, and I am very glad that the revision committee at Atlantic City placed 
the qualification of moderately short on the description of Wyandotte body. Now, 
it seems equally important that we should have the same qualification of moder- 
ately short on the thigh and shanks. Let us see to it that the revision committee 
places this safeguard in the next standard. 

I do not want to be understood as favoring a long bodied bird, but just what the 
words imply, moderately short, in both body and leg, and we need these safeguards to 
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get more uniformity and to keep from going astray from the type which makes the 
Wyandotte, when properly bred, the greatest utility fowl, and it is the moderately 
short bird of about Wyandotte standard weight which fills the bill. 

Our State Secretary, Mr. Allerton, and myself took particular notice of the different 
pens of the American breeds, at the egg laying contest at Storrs, Conn., and in both 
the Wyandottes and Rocks we found the longest bodied birds invariably had the 
lowest records, while the moderately short type had the highest. If we get round 
birds we will have fewer eggs and smaller ones, and if very short on legs we will 
have poor fertility in general. There are exceptions, but the moderately short type 
with deep bodies will give you the quickest growth, plumpest bodies at all ages, 
tenderest flesh, and greatest egg production, thus making the best all around utility 
fowl. 

Let us one and all strive for the type that will keep the White Wyandotte above 
all others as the greatest utility fowl, that will present the neatest and best shaped 
carcass, the flesh of which will be preferred above all others by the epicure, and also 
be the greatest egg producers, and produce eggs when they bring the most money. 
Strive for the proper type and vigor, and you can safely trust them above all others 
to be self-supporting and also help support you. In my years of business I have 
noted hundreds of instances where they have made good where others failed.

WHERE ARE WE AT, OR WHAT IS A WHITE WYANDOTTE? 
By W. R. Graves, Janesville, Wisconsin. 


Having recently moved from the East to the Central West, and having looked 
over the shows here, I am more than surprised to see what a difference there is in 
the idea of what an ideal Wyandotte is as shown by the judges and breeders of this 
section compared with those of the East. 

It is no wonder that the utility men are holding up their hands in despair when 
they see excellent specimens of clean-legged Cochins carrying off the best prizes; birds 
that are so short that actually they will measure more from the back to the thigh 
joint than they do from the base of the crop to the vent, and when they stand with 
head erect there is scarcely two inches between the hackle and the tail coverts. Some 
breeders say the demand is for these short birds, as the judges place them in the 
show-room, and we must furnish what the judges want if we expect to win. 

The agitation that is now going on in regard to lengthening the body of the 
Wyandotte in the next revision of the Standard would not be necessary if the 
text and the cuts in the Standard were alike. The text says: “Body should be 
short, deep and round,” and the cuts show a half-inch more length than depth in 
body lines. The Standard says: “Tail should be short, well shaped at the base, etc.” 
What is short? Tail feathers that have been pulled and the new ones about half 
grown so they cannot be seen only from a rear view, or tail feathers that are fully 
grown but still hardly show beyond the tail coverts? If the Standard would say: 
“Main tail feathers on female should show one inch or one and one-half inches beyond 
the tail coverts as viewed from the front,’ we would have something to work on. 
Now it is all guess work. We all know how fine a full-breasted, deep-bodied pullet 
looks when she has dropped her chicken tail feathers and new ones have not grown 
enough to show. We think we have a blocky bird, but when the tail feathers are fully 
grown they change the whole appearance of the bird. 

About the worst trouble that I notice in the very short bodies is the heavy Cochin 
feathering on the body and the thighs, especially on the females. This is so pro- 
nounced that it entirely hides the underlines of the body, and also the shape of the 
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thighs, many of them even covering up at least half of the shanks. This is the 
type of bird that nine times out of ten proves to be the poorest layer. I have always 
been particular in my breeding and judging to keep away from this heavy feathering, 
as I consider it a very serious fault. It seems to be much more prevalent in the 
White Wyandotte than it does in the other varieties of Wyandottes. The breeders’ 
of these short, Cochiny Wyandottes are the ones that are complaining because they 
do not get good fertility, and have to resort to all sorts of schemes to get fertile eggs. 
- Breed your birds nearer to Standard weight and get away from the Cochin type, and 
with vigorous birds there will be no trouble about fertility. We know what this 
type of bird has made of the Cochin —just a big, showy bird without any practical 
qualities which nine out of ten demand in any breed. The White Wyandottes have 
made their record strictly on their practical qualities, and in order to keep them at the 
head we must not go to extremes in producing types to please certain judges. 


WHITE WYANDOTTE NOTES FROM A COLORADO MEMBER.

The White Wyandotte embodies my ideal of the beautiful in poultry. From the 
curve of the comb to the sweep of the tail; from the sparkle of the red eye to the 
glisten of the hackle; from the rocking-horse saddle to the yellow legs, all is symmetry 
and beauty. 

The saying is almost a truism that “there is nothing new under the sun.” It is 
indeed hard to say anything new in poultrydom. Fortunately we can usually express 
ourselves in different ways and thereby reiterate certain phases of the chicken busi- 
ness that appeal to us without being accused of plagiarism. But harp on some of 
the more important things we must, for we read and forget, read and forget, and then 
often adopt some stupid method of dealing with every-day poultry problems. We 
knew better all the time, but forgot. 

The season is approaching when forgetting is most costly. In fact the success 
of the whole year will depend largely upon remembering certain essentials — careful 
mating, vigorous birds, balanced ration, the hoppers supplied with lime, shell, grit, 
bone, charcoal, etc., and sanitary conditions everywhere. Remembering later, that 
chicks must be handled carefully the first few days, not allowed to become over- 
heated, chilled, nor fed before thirty-six hours old, then cared for every single day 
until — the breeding pen, the show room, or both. Blood-lines are essential to good 
birds, but it is an accident if chicks with the very best blood-lines make good birds 
without care. 

Wyandottes embody in type nearly all that the imagination of an artist could 
conceive, or the heart of the lover of the beautiful desire. Besides beauty is not their 
only virtue. For where will you go in search of utility birds? They are _ pro- 
lifie winter layers, fertile breeders, faithful setters, gentle mothers, and when they 
lay down the work of life, their plump carcasses will ornament any table and please 
the palate of the most exacting epicure. 

We do not intend to stop increasing the beauty and utility of the type short of 
the goal of perfection, and that is never reached. This is well. For if prefection 
were reached, the charm of striving and attaining would vanish and interest disap- 
pear. Interest in this magnetic breed will never disappear, however, for it is just 
as impossible to find two White Wyandottes alike as it is two people. Therefore, to 
the true poultry fancier the faces and forms of his birds have lines of beauty just 
as distinct and pronounced as those of children to a fond parent. 

All signs indicate that the rapid strides in improvement that have taken place 
in White Wyandottes in the last few years will continue with increased enthusiasm 
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in the future. The type is plainly growing more beautiful. We love the beautiful. 
hence feel a growing admiration for those birds of our choice. And, truly, there 
have been rapid strides. Some of the inferior roosters with near squirrel tails that 
won the blue in large shows some years ago, could not, at present, get anywhere in 
the ribbons at a country fair. 

_ The National White Wyandotte Club has rendered heroic service in bringing 
about this important evolution in type, and further bids fair to influence and direct 
the already beautiful and useful type, until this deservedly popular breed will rank 
among fanciers as a superb model of excellence. 


THE WHITE WYANDOTTE THE BREED FOR THE SOUTH.

The South is the coming field for the raising of pure bred poultry, and the 
beautiful, the magnetic and the all-around strong White Wyandotte is the breed 
best suited to conditions found here. Abundance of green food can be had at all 
seasons, houses are inexpensive, and mildness of climate makes early hatching both 
possible and profitable. 

The Wyandotte is second to none in the ‘face of heat and cold and is well 
adapted to the sudden changes of temperature peculiar to this section. There is a 
reason for this: Her clothing is abundant without being a burden, and dressed in 
the white of Dixie land she is ready for the thermometer to do as it pleases, for it 
does not freeze milady. The Wyandotte is everything that the farmer or fancier 
could desire. In weight they are nearest the ideal—they stop at the safe notch 
both up and down the scale. The intense, long drawn out summers do not affect them, © 
but on the other hand they gain that which is essential for the best results both 
as layers and breeders; namely, vigor and vitality. They are foragers and hustlers, 
content on four square feet or four acres, but not given to flying high fences just 
to exasperate the neighbors. They have no superior as a table fowl, and at all ages 
cooked in good old Dixie style are “A dish fit for a king.” As layers: they are 
among the foremost in the world. Is not the rich brown color of their eggs worth 
considering? While I admit that certain Northern markets prefer white eggs, yet 
a good many of them (as do our Southern markets) prefer the rich, brown color 
found in White Wyandotte eggs. 

I am making poultry my sole occupation, and like any business man naturally 
wish to produce that which will return the largest profit. My customers’ success 
is my success, and the White Wyandotte is the best breed that I know of to please 
both the amateur and the experienced poultryman. Give them half a chance and 
they will please, and I am sure that anyone who tries the White Wyandotte will 
not find them wanting. 

The South is awake to the need of quality and can supply the best. The White 
Wyandotte leads them all in both quality and numbers. This statement is no idle 
boast, for if you will refer to the records of the leading Southern shows you will. 
find the White Wyandotte class is always one of the largest and strongest, and they 
never fail to carry off their full share of specials. To me a pen of Standard bred, 
fully developed White Wyandotte pullets; clear, bright-eyed; white as snow, with 
not enough sun in Dixie to turn them brassy, is a pretty sight, not considering the 
large profits obtainable. I dare say you, too, will be enthusiastic over their beauty, 
for the Wyandotte is its own apology for living — “ Beauty is its own excuse for being.” 

I am making a special effort this year to get more breeders interested in our 
Club and to show their birds at the various shows throughout this and other States. 
I believe in this way I can impress upon them the importance of breeding higher 
elass birds and convince them that the Wyandotte is the bird for the South. 
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WHITE WYANDOTTES ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 
By A. A. Wente, Los Angeles, California. 


During the past few years White Wyandottes have made large gains all along 
the Pacific Coast. Not long ago White Leghorns were the predominating fowl on 
the farms and occasional poultry ranches. Today we find conditions quite different, 
due to the demand for a heavier breed, one that will meet the combined requirements, 
that of eggs and broilers, and at the same time a salvage bird. The term “ salvage ” 
means considerable to the commercial poultryman, and refers to a fowl that will 
fully meet with the above requirements and at the same time bring the highest 
average price and make the best presentable dressed chicken on the market when 
ready for disposal after they have passed their egg-laying year. On account of 
these reasons White Wyandottes are making rapid gains, for they are the only fowls 
that fully meet such rigid requirements. 

Here on the Pacific Coast, and more especially in Southern California, very many 
people are entering the poultry business either on the fancy or commercial business. 
Some are out here for health, where they can enjoy the out-of-doors and still provide 
a nice income. Here are the most favorable climatic conditions for poultry raising. 
Three hundred warm, sunny days each year; prevailing prices are high both for 
eges and poultry at all times; the expense for house construction is small; and there 
is only a slight excess in the cost of feed as compared with Eastern markets, and 
even this is offset by the high market prices for eggs and poultry. 

The White Wyandottes at the recent Western shows were of the highest quality, 
such as you see at the largest shows in the East, and, as usual, attracted lots of 
attention on account of their, beautiful plumage, splendid symmetry and docility. 
The East will meet its hottest competition with the West in fancy White Wyandottes 
at the Panama-Pacific Exposition at San Francisco in 1915. As members of the 
largest specialty club, and to make an extra showing at this great fair, we should 
increase our membership quite materially. This can be done by each member securing 
a dollar from a brother White Wyandotte fancier and forwarding it to A. J. Gies, 
Secretary-Treasurer, Delmar, New York. Let all of us see just how much we can do 
to push White Wyandottes. Do not expect others to voluntarily find out their good 
qualities. On the contrary, noise it around, and let us push the best all-around 
variety of our breed, our faithful White Wyandottes, known the world over as 
“The Best All-around Combined Fowl” of any breed or variety. 


WHITE WYANDOTTES BENEFITED BY THE DECLINE OF WHITE ORPINGTONS. 
By O. E. Remsen, Annapolis, Maryland. 


A general purpose fowl that meets the requirements of both egg and broiler plants 
and still possesses ideal qualifications as an exhibition specimen, can never lose its 
popularity. This fact is clearly demonstrated by many of our old and still popular 
varieties, and it is also true that without these money-making qualities, a breed or 
variety will never be able to stick. 

How many would breed a variety year after year for mere beauty of feathers 
and reap no commercial value for their time and labor? True, we have a number 
of such varieties among our standard breeds, but how do they fill the classes at our 
largest shows? Often a pair, or perhaps a class. shown by one exhibitor, is all we 
will see to represent one of these breeds. 

From the beginning, even in the smallest shows, the White Wyandotte classes 
have been among the largest and often the largest class in the show. At the present 
time they far exceed in numbers and quality other popular utility breeds. This, in 
spite of the booming of other breeds, and especially that of White Orpingtons, which 
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by virtue of their size and color has made them the closest competitor of the White 
Wyandottes. A boom of another white variety can never greatly harm the popularity 
of the White Wyandotte so long as the breeders keep it up to its present standard 
of usefulness. It may suffer a slight falling off of sales for a season or two while 
a craze for something new sweeps the country, for the many “ would-be poultrymen ” 
that read the inflated advertising and miraculous prices said to be paid for stock 
and eggs, and who expect to start with poultry and “ get rich quick,’ are ever ready 
to grasp these opportunities of what seem to them a chance to become independent 
in a season or two without much work. From this the trade in White Wyandottes 
may lose; but is it a loss after all? These beginners who have spent their money on 
one of these “get rich quick” propositions, after the failure to realize these quick 
returns, become thoroughly disgusted and quit the business. They are therefore no 
real loss to the poultry industry, for they would never stick to anything where work 
and steady application to business means success. 

For many and obvious reasons plain to all White Wyandotte breeders the lessening 
in popular favor of the White Orpingtons was bound to come. Exceptional birds of 
this variety will probably continue to find a ready market, but the day is past when 
ordinary stock and even culls will be in demand at the prices usually paid for first- 
class breeders and exhibition specimens. Such a trade based upon over advertising, 
thereby creating a demand that cannot be supplied except by selling the culls, is 
like a run on a bank and is bound to terminate about the same way. 

The great difference in the utility qualities of the White Wyandotte and the 
White Orpington upon comparison sets the seal of favor where it rightfully belongs. 
Take the weight; the Orpington being one and one-half and two pounds heavier, takes 
more time and consequently more feed, care and expense to bring it to the marketable 
or laying age. Next, take the tendency of all larger and heavier breeds toward 
broodiness, and therefore the loss of eggs. Then, there is the size and uniformity of 
eggs, and the tendency of the Orpington, too, goes to fat in the second year, which 
is often the best laying year of a Wyandotte. Last, but not least, consider the 
attractiveness of White Wyandottes with their well-rounded bodies (plump at every 
age) with rich, yellow skin and shanks; put these side by side in any market for 
dressed poultry with the white skin and pink or white shanks of the White Orpingtons 
and see for yourself which brings the more real dollars per dozen. The American 
market is very discriminating regarding dressed poultry. There are markets where 
white shelled eggs hold the preference over brown shelled, but not white or pink 
flesh and legs over yellow. 

Therefore White Wyandotte breeders rejoice, for our favorites have come into 
their own to stay, and stay through their own valuable traits and qualifications. 
It only remains for us to help’ them reap the harvest that the pioneer breeders of 
this country sowed for them when they started them right, bred them right and 
kept them right by giving them a proper Standard to govern them. Therefore, White 
Wyandotte breeders who have good foundation stock will do well to raise more White 
Wyandottes than ever before, and those that haven't the right kind lose no time 
in procuring it, for the harvest is ripe and those who prepare ahead, will help in the 
reaping. 

Let us all pull together to make the White Wyandotte the greatest of all utility 
white varieties. This now, with White Orpingtons on the wane, is an easy task; 
the field is clear and opportunity only awaiting our pleasure. White Wyandotte color 
and shape have now nearly reached perfection and all of us who have kept up our 
strains to the highest standard of usefulness and beauty, and mated with an experienced 
eye upon the future are in position to go ahead and make 1914 one of the largest 
White Wyandotte seasons ever known in the history of this, variety. 
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Remember nothing worth while was ever injured by competition, rather, it is 
by competition only that we succeed; therefore, we probably owe our present state 
of near perfection to the White Orpington. This, our strongest competitor (due partly 
to its color and shape as well as the money that backed its entrance into our American 
show-rooms and its lure of foreign origin), has left far behind our one time near 
competitors, the White Rock and the Rhode Island Red. 

There is still room for other utility breeds, but the White Wyandottes hold a 
place approached, but never reached by any other utility variety, white or parti-colored. 

To the old fanciers who are still breeding White Wvyandottes (and few, if any, 
who made good have given them up) I need say nothing more. To the beginners, or 
to those contemplating a change in their poultry yards with a view to profit, I will 
say, you cannot make a mistake with White Wyandottes as your choice.

How many White Wyandotte breeders will we find in this class when the present 
year winds up? How many of you, fellow breeders, realize the importance of the 
word “ Boosters?” Do you know that unless we keep boosting our favorites they will 
soon fall behind in the race for America’s most popular fowl? There is only one 
way to keep them in front, and that is by good, honest boosting. Keep them con- 
tinually before the public, put in a good word for them every chance you get, write 
about them, and above all show them. Show them every chance you have, for it is 
one of the best ways to boost them. Don’t let their condition or the season of the 
year stop you—show them! Other breeders are having the same trouble so — show 
them! If they are Wyandottes they are as good as the rest, if not better. In either 
ease they will hold their own and often bring a new breeder into camp. Set your 
cap for the beginner. Go after him, for he is the one we want. Get him before 
some one else does. It is the beginner who makes our business good. Talk to him, 
show him your birds, explain their good qualities, talk Wyandotte to him until you 
have convinced him that there is no better breed. Start him off a White Wyandotte 
fancier, and he will never have cause to regret it. The man who fails with this grand 
old breed need never try another. 

Get after your show secretaries, your County and State Fair officials, see that 
they have the Clubs Specials to offer, make sure that the Club notices are in the 
premium list,— this is very important — have your local papers publish them, they 
will gladly do it for you. In this way you will attract the attention of every one 
who intends to exhibit, and before show time rolls around they will be fully aware 
of the existence of the National White Wyandotte Club, and know of the great 
benefits to be derived from it, and it won’t be long before they will all have dreams 
of winning the five ribbons and the state cup. Then will be your chance to come along 
and get them all to join. 

Mention the Club in your advertisements and give it a good position on your 
stationery. It will benefit the Club and give prestige to you as a breeder. 

Write to the National Secretary. He will send you all the application blanks and 
other literature you can use, and if you send them out with your mail you will do 
the Club a great favor and yourself no harm. When you write send a list of the 
shows that take place in your neighborhood, also give a list of the breeders who 
are not members; some one else may get them to join even though you failed. 

Let us all get together and make this a great year for the club as well as for 
our favorites. It can be done, but you must do your share. So come now, let us 
start early and see if we can’t be among the boosters before another year book goes 
to press. |

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Constitution and By-Laws 
of the 


National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE TI. 


Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
Sec. 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of 
White Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by 
breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to 
bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an 
active member of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary 
or to the Secretary-Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership fee 
for one year. 

Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership Card, 
and shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on Septem- 
ber 1 following, unless renewed. Membership for any year may be proven by 
the card of the Club for that year. 

Sec. 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Sec. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life menibership 
without additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in Section 6 of this 
Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to 
the Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the defense 
of the member, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee may, on a 
majority vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Sec. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision 
of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the vote 
of the Club members. Unless the majority of the members voting shall reverse 
the decision of the Executive Committee an expelled member shall be ineligible 
for future membership in the Club. If the expelled member is a ‘‘life member’”’ 
the Club will deduct one dollar per year for the actual term of membership and 
refund the balance. 

Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; 
but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues or if 
there be any charges pending against him. 

For amendments to Article III, see minutes of 1914 annual meeting, 
appearing in this book. ! 

ARTICLE Iv. 


Officers. 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having méem- 
bership in the Club, and an Executive Committee, consisting of the President, 
Secretary and five members, to be elected annually. 

Sec. 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club 
shall be vested in the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructious of the 
Club, shall authorize exnenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized be- 
yond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects of the 
Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary during the year for the 
conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., and snall perform such other 
duties as are delegated to it by the By-Laws. | 

_ Sec. 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall 
approve proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies in 


office, shall preside at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall per- 
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form such other duties as are herein provided, or such as are customary to 
the office and not herein otherwise delegated. 

Sec. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general 
correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, col- 
lect all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such claims ‘as are 
properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering the maxi- 
mum assets of the Club, the premium on said bond to be paid by the Club. 

Sec. 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State 
shall be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 

Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty- 
five per cent. of the annual membership fees and life memberships received for 
and during fiscal year for which he was elected. 

Sec. 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected or 
appointed. 

Sec. 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once and hold 
until the next annual election. 

Sec. 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 


Section 1. The members in each State shall vote for their State Secretary 
by sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before October 1 in 
each year, their choice for such officer. The Executive Committee shall there- 
upon appoint the member receiving the highest number of votes. 

Sec. 2. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. 

Sec. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VIL. 
Meetings. 


Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be for the election of Presi- 
dent, Secretary-Treasurer and Executive Committee, to discuss and décide any 
changes in the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and to act on any 
business not properly covered by the Executive Committee. 

sec. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a 
mail vote. 

Sec. 3. .Special meetings, as may be deemed advisable, shall be arranged 
for by the Executive Committee, and announcement of the time and place shall 
be made sixty days before such meeting. 

Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the mem- 
bers from any State may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by the State 
Secretary. : 

Sec. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members 
for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without request. 
Notice of such meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered by 
the meeting. 

Sec. 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general or State 
meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who shall send a copy 
of the minutes to the Secretary. 

Sec. 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Prizes. 
Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes out 


of the funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum in the 
treasury. 


Sec. 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only to 
birds owned by members. 
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ARTICLE IX. 
Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and shall con- 
tain a full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the report of the 
annual election, the reports of officers for the preceding year records and an- 
nouncements of the Executive Committee and essays and papers by the members. 
This shall be carefully edited and the Executive Board may insert or omit any 
matter at their discretion. The expense of the publication may be defrayed by 
subscription or by paid advertisements of members. | 

Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the poultry 
press, but notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at least three 
papers and those of the Secretary-Treasurer to the offices of all papers with a 
circulation of five thousand or more. 

Sec. 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may be adopted 
for one year by the Club for any State.

Amendments. 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a three-fourths 
vote at the annual meeting, or by the same vote at a special meeting. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to these By-Laws must be submitted to the Secretary 
by members ninety days before the annual meeting, or any special meeting 
called for that purpose. 

Sec. 3. A proposed amendment shall become part of the By-Laws upon 
receiving a three-fourths vote at the annual meeting or such special meeting.

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE WHITE WYANDOTTE CLUB 
HELD AT HARRISBURG, PA., DECEMBER 9, 1914. 


The meeting was called to order at 8:00 p. m. by Mr. A. J. Gies, Secretary- 
Treasurer, as neither the President or Vice-President were present. Upon mo- 
tion Mr. J. W. Andrews was chosen to preside. |

Minutes of the previous meeting were approved as printed in the 1914 Year 
Book. 

Upon motion it was voted that all new members who had sent in applica- 
tions since the last Annual Meeting be voted in as regular members. 

Mr. A. J. Gies, Secretary-Treasurer, read his Annual Report to the mem- 
bers of the National White Wyandotte Club at Harrisburg, Pa., December 9, 
1914: 

In this Annual Report I beg first to offer the following suggestions to be 
acted upon by the Club: 


First Suggestion: 


Our method of electing officers should be changed. At the present time, 
for reasons that are obvious, it is possible to get together at an Annual Meeting 
only a small number of our members, a mere handful usually, and these mem- 
bers elect officers for the ensuing year, and upon their judgment the future of 
the club for the ensuing year practically devolves. It seems to me that it would 
be more democratic, and certainly to the better liking of the vast majority of our 
members, if the matter of the selection of officers was handled differently. My 
suggestion would be to have the Constitution and By-Laws so amended that say 
on October first nominating ballots could be sent out to all our members so 
that nominations could be made by them for candidates to be voted upon for 
the various offices, including the Executive Committee. The three candidates 
received the greatest number of votes for each office would then be considered 
nominated, and their names could be sent out on a regular ballot for election 
Say on or about December first. In the case of the Executive Committee, a 
sufficient number of candidates should be designated who receive the highest 
number of votes so that list of names sent to our members would be sufficiently 
large to insure a contest for the office of member of the Executive Committee. 
In as much as there are five members of the Executive Committee there should 
be at least 15 candidates for this office named. 


Second Suggestion: 


I believe a standing committee should be appointed to watch the matter 
of Standard Revision and the matter of description and cuts of White Wyan- 
dottes inserted in the Standard from time to time. 

Third Suggestion: 

From time to time the Secretary-Treasurer is asked to recommend judges 

to judge White Wyandotte classes at certain shows both in the East and West. 
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I would suggest that the President appoint a committee of three to confer with 
a similar committee from the American White Wyandotte Club to recommend 
judges to the management of the New York and Boston shows, if such shows 
asks for the recommendations of the club. I would suggest also that a com- 
mittee be appointed by the President, to be composed of three western mem- 
bers, to recommend judges for such western shows as may ask the club to rec- 
ommend same. 

Your Secretary-Treasurer regrets to state that due to some unusual busi- 
ness conditions last week he is not able to submit the usual detailed report 
for audit at this meeting, due to the fact that his books are not written up 
and balanced. 

It is befitting at this time that I thank the members present for their 
personal and loyal support during the two years that it has been my pleasure 
to serve the National White Wyandotte Club as Secretary-Treasurer. 

Upon motion it was decided to take up the matter of adoption of the 
Secretary-Treasurer’s report section by section. 

Upon motion the first section was approved, and it was voted that the 
President appoint a committee of three to prepare the necessary amendment 
changing the method of election of officers and that the Secretary-Treasurer 
send notice of this amendment ninety (90) days before the next Annual Meet- 
ing so that the matter can be voted upon at that meeting and the Constitution 
and By-Laws amended accordingly in a proper manner. 

Article 3 of the Constitution and By-Laws was amended as per the second 
suggestion of the Secretary-Treasurer as follows: 

“Pursuant to action taken at the last meeting of the National White 
Wyandotte Club, I beg to advise that the following amendment to Article 3 of 
the Constitution and By-Laws has been forwarded to me for action at this 
meeting: 

Any state in the United States or any Province in Canada may organize a 
Branch of this Club, providing there are at least ten members in each proposed 
branch territory. These branches shall hold annual meetings at the show at 


which the state cup is offered for the purpose of electing officers and transact- 
ing such other business as may come before the branch. 


Branch officers shall be President, Vicé President and Secretary-Treasurer ; 
these three officers to constitute the Executive Committee for the branch. The 
members of the club residing in the branch territories shall be members of 
the branches. The members of the branch shall decide the place of holding 
the branch meeting by a mail vote, and the club state cup shall be offered at 
this place. Each branch shall have one vote in the club election for each ten 
members, and may also senda delegate to the Annual Club Meeting, such dele- 
gate to have one vote for each ten members of the branch not present at such 
Annual Meeting. This delegate must show proper credentials signed by a 
majority of the branch executive committee. 

Branches may be governed by their own Constitution and By-Laws, but 
these must not conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws or Rules of the 
National White Wyandotte Club. 


As soon as branches are organized the branch Secretary shall notify the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the club. The Secretary-Treasurer of the club shall 
keep the branch Secretary informed as promptly as possible of new members, 
of those that are in arrears or against whom there are charges pending in each 
branch territory. 


The suggestion, relative to a standing committee to watch the matter of 
Standard Revision and the matter of description and cuts of White Wyan- .

dottes inserted in the Standard from time to time, was adopted by a vote 
authorizing the President to appoint a committee of three as such standing 
committee. | . 


Third Suggestion: 


This brought about considerable discussion, but it was finally voted that 
the President appoint a committee of three to confer with a similar committee 
from the American White Wyandotte Club to recommend judges to the man- 
agement of the New York and Boston shows and such other eastern shows as 
ask for the recommendations of the club. Also that the President appoint’ 
another committee of three, to be composed of three western members, to 
recommend judges for such western shows as may ask the club to recom- 
mend judges. 

The balance of the report was adopted as read. 

Mr. J. W. Andrews suggested that at the Annual and State Meetings it 
would be very beneficial to all White Wyandotte breeders present, especially 
to our newer breeders, if the winning birds were brought into the meeting, 
caged separately, and a general discussion and criticisms, including those of 
the judge, were passed upon the birds in question. 

Upon motion it was voted that the club enter at least one pen of standard 
bred White Wvyandottes in the Storrs’, Connecticut, egg-laying contest; also 
one pen in the Mountain Grove, Missouri, contest to start in the fall of 1915. 

The election of officers for the ensuing year resulted as follows:

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WHITE WYANDOTTES IN KANSAS

Just a few years ago Kansas did not know anything about a real good 
White Wyandotte but today they take the lead at all the principal shows. 
Birds that were considered first class a short time ago, today come nowhere 
near the point of winning. 

At the Kansas State Poultry Federation show held in January, 1914, 
White Wyandottes swept everything before them, winning all special and 
sweepstake prizes. Again at Topeka in December, 1914, in one of the larg- 
ést and highest quality shows ever staged in Kansas, White Wyandottes 
proved their supremacy, by sweeping everything before them. As they have 
proved themselves to be royal winners, so have thev proved themselves to 
be the world’s greatest layers. 

Some people have the idea that you cannot combine a first-class exhibition 
bird with a high record layer but that idea is certainly all wrong; some of my 
very best layers are my blue ribbon winners. 

Let us all get together and push our favorites to the front; volunteer to 
interest if possible every White Wyandotte breeder in the National White Wyan- 
dotte Club and thus make 1915 a baluner year for America’s most popular fowl. 


MY “WHY” FOR BREEDING WHITE WYANDOTTES 
By John S. Eley, Duryea, Penna. 


Many times I have been asked, ‘‘Why do you breed the White Wyandottes 
in preference to all other breeds.’’ To answer that question I will go back a 
few years to the time I raised other breeds. After trying four or five breeds I 
finally settled down to White Leghorns. After two or three years trial, build- 
ing high fences and treating frosted combs and withal getting no more eggs 
than did my neighbor who bred White Wyandottes, I took said neighbors ad- 
vice and started in the following spring to raise White Wyandottes. Must say 
I found the ‘‘safety first’? breed of chickens. Here is my reason for regarding 
White Wyandottes as the ‘“‘safety first’’ breed: first, you avoid building high 
fences to avoid neighborhood quarrels and law suits; second, there is no lost 
time or regrets on account of frozen combs; third, you can depend upon getting 
many eggs in the coldest weather, and under any weather conditions for that 
matter. Asa table fowl the quantity of meat is ample and the quality choice. 

, See that White Wyandottes Get Theirs 

As a utility fowl they are the leaders of all breeds, besides being good lay- 
ers they are good setters and mothers. As a favorite and popular breed the 
ever increasing displays of White Wyandottes in the show room stands as @ 
criterion. These are facts we must put up to the chicken fancier, whether he is 
a beginner, a dissatisfied amateur or a disgruntled fancier. Get him or her 
into the White Wyandotte class, tell him why you breed and like White Wyan- 
dottes. See to it that the different poultry associations when offering their 
prize or premium lists for the next show gives the White Wyandotte their fair 
share of specials to be competed for. Do not let the associations let our class off 
with anything less than the other fellows on that score. I have always been in- 
sistant on that question. It is a big inducement to many White Wyandotte 
breeders that are more or less indifferent to exhibiting their birds. All these 
things count and if you are a true White Wyandotte enthusiast you should see 
that our favorites are not handicapped in the show room. 
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WHITE WYANDOTTES ON THE COAST. 
By W. H. Biddle, Tacoma, Washington. 


Run a fence around the Puget Sound Country and you have one of the 
largest and most populous chicken ranches in the world. 

Take a census of the numerous feathered varieties inhabiting it, and you 
will find the White Wyandottes up near the head. 

Washington and Oregon especially have been noted for years for high 
class birds. At Tacoma and Portland shows one can see as fine exhibits of 
Whites, both as to quality and numbers, as are shown anywhere in the United 
States. Last year there were 176 entries at the Tacoma show. This year, de- 
spite hard times and increased entry fees, we had one hundred and eighteen 
including fourteen pens. Other western shows, while not equaling these num- 
bers, always bring out a large class of quality birds that proves how high the 
Whites stand in the estimation of the breeders. 


Wyandottes a Favorite in the West. 


In the West the White Wyandottes are recognized as one of the best va- 
rieties bred and they have gained their popularity by merit alone. They have 
never been boomed. To my mind it is something like this: Did you ever see 
the rich prairie lands of the central west boomed and exploited to attract buy- 
ers? Yet this section is conceded to be one of the richest agricultural sections 
in the world. On the other hand, lands that take a thousand acres to feed a 
steer are advertised until one marvels at the ingenuity of man in making the 
most of so few natural advantages. 

The Wyandottes have never needed booming, yet I have felt that it is too 
bad that we, as breeders, do not grasp the larger fact and say more about the 
qualities of the variety in general. 

Every breeder was a beginner at some time and his choice of breed and 
variety was largely brought about by what he saw written and heard concerning 
them, and not by what some one said about his own particular strain. 

If we place the White Wyandottes where they belong among the beginners, 
we must cease to be so modest regarding their merits as a variety. The breeders 
of most pure-bred birds are so busy praising the merits of their own particular 
flock, that they forget to say the farther reaching and more permanent word of 
praise for the variety. 

As a breeder of Wyandottes since 1891, we have never believed in extremes. 
The change in the standard regarding length of back was made necessary only 
because of extremists, and now let breeders see to it that the other extreme is 

not brought about, and our beautiful favorite turned into a Rock or Red type. 


Advice to Breeders. 


i Already among a certain class of breeders you hear nothing but a longer 
back and a longer body, expecting great things from this in utility qualities. A 
leng back or a long body never necessarily made a great layer. A bird needs 
something more than these attributes to make a layer, and if these breeders 
are not careful they will find themselves with a flock not as good in practical 
qualities as under the old standard, and not able to get a fifth prize in any 
show of quality. As I look at the matter “‘medium short’? in back does not 
men long any more than short in the old standard meant no back at all. 

Personally we shall not change the type of our breeders from what we have 
been using, for we never did favor an extremely short bird. 

The Coast is a natural chicken country. There is something in the air that 
makes one want to raise a flock of chickens. At present we are on hard lines 
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owing to extreme prices for feed and competition from China and the middle 
west eggs. Many have sold out and others are selling, but the breeder who will 
stay with it will find these conditions a blessing in the end. We are obliged to 
cull closer and there will be fewer inferior specimens bred, and a long forward 
step in quality will be the result. : 

If every member of the National W. W. C. resolves to breed only from the 
best, do his little part to tell of the merits of our favorites, White Wyandottes, 
despite adverse times, will make such an advance in quality as has not been 
known in years. 


CHANGES IN THE WYANDOTTE STANDARD IN THE 1915 EDITION. 


By Maurice KF. Delano, Owen Farms, Vineyard Haven, Mass. 


The changes in type that will be pictured in the 1915 edition of the Ameri- 
can Standard of Perfection have been made after careful thought and study on 
the part of the Wyandotte breeders of the country. As a matter of fact, the 
Standard description in the 1910 edition was a splendid Wyandotte and the 
pictures were excellent, but for many years a large number of judges had not 
been placing the awards according to the Standard pictures. .- 


Craze for Loosely Feathered Wyandottes. 


From 1902 to 1910 there was a craze for loose feathered, Cochiny Wyan- 
dottes, and while there were very few flocks in the country that were largely 
made up of birds of this type of feather, breeders when they produced isolated 
birds of this type entered them in the show room, so that the best classes 
throughout the country gradually became quite loose in feathering. The late 
T. E. Orr was partly to blame for this craze, as he personally liked it very much 
indeed and he judged quite a number of the leading shows and placed the 
awards on birds of this type. From a utility standpoint these birds were the 
least desirable of all Wyandottes. Commencing about 1910 this craze began 
to abate somewhat and saner Wyandottes that were nearer the Standard des- 
scription and pictures commenced to win. At the same time the majority of 
winners at the big shows were shorter in back and really shorter in body than 
the Standard description actually called for; so that I feel that I am justified 
in repeating the statement made before, that the Standard itself was not as 
much to blame as was the work of the judges in applying the Standard. 


Revision First Suggested at Atlantic City, 1913. 


The real start in changing the Standard description and lengthening the 
body of the Wyandotte was made at the Atlantic City convention of American 
Poultry Association in August, 1913. The writer made the motion that the 
Standard description of body be changed from “‘short’’ to “‘rather short’? and | 
a considerable discussion followed. A Connecticut breeder arose and stated 
that there ought to be from five to ten years notice given the Wyandotte 
breeders of the country before such a radical change was made in the Standard. 
In reply the writer stated that he would find it the easiest thing he ever tried 
to do to lengthen the body of the Wyandotte; that the trouble had been to get 
the excessively short birds that were winning under many of the judges, and 
that if my motion was carried to slightly lengthen the body of the Wyandotte it 
would mean that the Wyandottes of the future would lay larger and more per- 
fectly shelled eggs and that these eggs would hatch much better than the eggs 
were hatching from the Wyandottes as they were being bred, and the breed 
would be returned to its leading place as a utility fowl throughout the country. 
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My motion carried and the artists were instructed to lengthen the body in the 
ideal Wyandotte pictures and bring them in for approval at the convention 
in 1914. 

| Longer Bodies. 


At Chicago last August the pictures were brought in. The body has been 
lengthened 12% per cent. in proportion to the height. These pictures were so 
satisfactory to the.Wyandotte breeders assembled that there was very little 
discussion over accepting them. One Wyandotte breeder thought that the leg 
of the female was still too short, as he had some heavy laying trapnested pullets 
at home that were very much longer in shank. The fact that he overlooked, 
however, was that the picture depicted a two year old female. This is one of 
the weaknesses of our Standard, that both male and female are absolutely ma- 
ture. It takes from twelve to eighteen months to mature thoroughly a bird of 
any breed, yet six, seven and eight months old youngsters are expected by be- 
ginners to show the same type that the mature birds do in the Standard of Per- 
fection and of course this is an utter impossibility if the bird has the bone and 
station to have size when mature. After this point was settled the pictures 
passed without further criticism. 3 


Future Wyandotte Even More Prolific. 


I am of the opinion that the Wyandotte of the future, bred to the form 
called for by the description and pictures given in the 1915 Standard of Per- 
fection, will be unequaled in all Wyandotte history as a heavy laying, profitable, 
prolific bird, and there has been nothing done to the Wyandotte.in many years 
which will be so beneficial to the breed and to the breeders as this sane altera- 
tion in the Standard to which we have been breeding. For years the writer has 
realized that this change must come, as it was suicidal to the breed to continue 
as it had been going, and for this reason in his own mating he did away years 
ago with the excessively short birds and has carefully bred for the splendidly 
proportioned medium length bodied birds that now become the Standard ideal. 


White Wyandotte Always a Favorite. 


In closing I will say that the White Wyandotte has always been a favorite 
variety with the writer. From the time it is hatched until its day of useful- 
ness has passed it is a beautifully formed, symmetrical bird, a bird of curves, 
that does not pass through the long legged, gawky state that most varieties do 
before they finally fill out and show their typical breed type. The lengthening 
of the body is not going to effect this characteristic of the Wyandotte in any 
way. It merely gives the female the capacity within its body structure to give 
plenty of room to the egg and productive organs and it will also have the effect 
of making stronger the fertility of every flock of White Wyandottes in America. 


WHITE WYANDOTTE CLASS AT NATIONAL CLUB MEET AT HARRISBURG, 
PENNSYLVANIA. 


By Judge J. W.. Andrews, Dighton, Mass. 


The generous cash specials on White Wyandottes offered by the Harrisburg 
Show and the National White Wyandotte Club, at the Club meet, brought out 
the largest class of White Wyandottes at any show, I believe, this past season, 
and would no doubt have been very much larger but for the quarantine on at 
that time in several states on account of the Hoof and Mouth Disease. 
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Praise for Harrisburg Show. 


The Harrisburg Show management deserves much credit for their very 
liberal offer and royal treatment to all the White Wyandotte breeders and 
exhibitors in attendance. 

Toe Hall was very large, well lighted and the birds were neatly cooped 
in single tiers, and all exhibits showed to best possible advantage. 

It is to be regretted there were not more in attendance at the annual meet- 
ing as the new officers and policy of club for the ensuing vear are determined 
at that time. It has always been very hard to get a large meeting of the breed- 
ers except at meeting when held at the shows of national importance, such as 
New York, Boston, or Chicago, and it was voted to amend the constitution at 
next meeting so as to have officers elected by a mail vote which will give every 
member a chance to vote and should be a good thing for the Club. 


The Exhibits. 


There were 39 cocks, 37 hens, 43 cockerels, 44 pullets, 9 old pens and 14 
young pens to face the judge, and all the winners were of exceptionally good 
quality and a credit to the meeting. 

First cock, a very deep, full breasted bird, broad back, nice finished tail, 
with exceptional good head points, a birl well balanced in all sections and very 
white in color and of extra good size. 

Second cock, a grand male and well balanced in all sections, having nice 
curved lines of the Wyandotte, not quite so massive a bird as the first, but has 
plenty of size. 

Third, a nice shaped male, lacks a little in head and color. 

Fourth, a very good shape male, of extra good color, and no decided weak- 
ness, except carrying a little too much fluff. 

Hens. First, Second, Third and Fourth were all birds of great merit with 
the proper type and nearly equal in color and one did not stand out real promi- 
nent above the other, some minor defect deciding the place, such as shape of 
head, green spots on legs, etc. 

Cockerels were hotly contested, although the first stood out as a male of 
great merit, and one of the best shaped males shown this past season. He al- 
ways stood squarely on his legs and was well balanced, having exceptionally 
nice back and tail, a good broad full breast and a Wyandotte all over. His comb 
was the weakest section but better than the average, and fitting closely to his 
head. He was a bird that was always pesing to the best advantage and a credit 
to the class. | 

Second. A bird strong in all sections, but one that would not show to best 
advantage at times, but when properly posed showed the proper type and quality. 

Third. A find large, broad, full breasted bird of good type, not quite so 
sound in color as the others. | 

Fourth. Showed a grand type and carriage, very broad, full breast, excep- 
tional nice back and tail, a bird that would have placed much higher except for 
light color of legs. 

Pullets. First, a bird with nice clean cut lines, good breast, back and tail, 
and nice head, with no defects that stand out prominently. Second, of excep- 
tional quality throughout, not quite so good in head as first. Third and fourth, 
both fine type, with lots of quality and not far behind the winners. 

Pens. First, a grand pen headed by a cock that has a record at the big 
shows. He is a broad, deep, full breasted fellow, extra nice head, and very full 
spread of tail. The females were birds that could go into the single classes and 
win with the strongest competition. 
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Second. A fine pen, well matched, not quite up to first in shape. 


Third. Of very good shape, color good, but for some ticking in the females.

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WHITE WYANDOTTES vs. WHITE LEGHORNS. 
By John S. Martin, Port Dover, Ontario, Canada. 


During the past year there have been four laying Competitions in America 
and as briefly as possible, I will give the results. At the Storrs Competition in 
Connecticut, a pen of White Leghorns won with a record of 2,088 eggs for ten 
hens. White Wyandottes came next with a record of 2,058 eggs. In the Phila- 
delphia North American Competition, the pen of White Wyandottes won with 
a record of 1,180 eggs for five hens. White Leghorns came second with a 
record of 1,136 eggs. In the Missouri Contest White Leghorns came first with 
a record of 2,296 for ten hens. White Wyandottes came second and third with 
records of 2,047 and 2,006 respectively. In this contest, however, the yearly 
record per hen of all the White Wyandottes in the Contest was 190 while the 
average of all the Leghorns was 172. In the British Columbia Contest, White 
Wyandottes competed with Orpingtons, Rocks and Rhode Island Reds, while 
the Leghorns, Campines and Aconas competed against each other. The White 
Wyandottes won First, Second, Third and Fifth Prizes in their class while the 
White Leghorns won First, Second and Third in their class. 

What are our conclusions? It would seem that White Wyandottes will 
lay just about as many eggs in a year aS White Leghorns. Among the heavier 
breeds, White Wyandottes seem to be a class by themselves when it comes 
to egg production. The much vaunted heavy laying of the Campine, the Ancona 
and the White Orpington seems to be a myth as their records are very low. A 
careful study of the records bring out this advantage in favor of the White 
Wyandottes. It will be seen that the White Wyandottes made their best records 
during December, January, February and March, while the White Leghorns 
did their best laying during the summer months. As a dozen eggs in winter is 
more than equal to two dozen eggs laid in summer, you can draw your own | 
conclusion as to which breed is the more profitable. In fact Mr. Barron, the 
noted authority who has both breeds, was asked this very question. Without 
a moment’s hesitation, he answered “‘White Wyandottes,’’ and this may be 
fairly considered as the unbiased opinion of an expert. 


WHITE WYANDOTTES IN THREE COMPETITIONS. 
By S. C. Babble, New Cumberland, Pa. 


cena 31, 1914, three American egg-laying competitions that had con- 
tinued for a year each, came to a close. One was held in Missouri, one in Con- 
necticut and the other in Pennsylvania. Those held in Missouri and Connecti- 
cut were under the direction of State experiment stations while the one in 
Pennsylvania was conducted by a leading newspaper of this country, the Phila- 
delphia North American. 

Points so widely separated are apt, even regardless of consideration of lati- 
tude, to have very different climatic conditions, and weather conditions, espe- 
cially with respect to moisture, probably influence egg preducition more than 
any other single factor. 

Mr. George A. Cosgrove, commenting recently on the Storrs’ contest, said: 
“The cold weather certainly does dry up the smaller breeds more than it does 
the larger ones.’’ Mr. Cosgrove might have added with equal positiveness that 
prolonged periods of wet or humid weather debilitate the lighter breeds more 
quickly and to a greater extent than is the case with the heavier breeds. 

In each of the three contests mentioned White Wyandottes won out over 
all other breeds, a fact that we choose to ascribe largely to the peculiar ability 
of White Wyandottes to withstand climatic extremes. 
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That this lesson is being learned from laying competitions is attested to by 
the growing popularity of White Wyandottes in all sections of North America 
where poultry is grown commercially. Canada, with seasons of very low tem- 
perature, is relying more and more upon the White Wyandotte every day. Like- 
wise, the White Wvyandottes, more rapidly than ever before, are growing in 
favor in the southern states where it is found that the breed is best suited of all 
fowls for high temperatures. In all sections there is a corresponding growth in 
their popularity in the exhibition halls. |

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THE ORIGIN AND LTSTORY OF WHITE WYANDOTTES. 
By A. J. Fell, West Point, Pa. 


The White Wyandottes, now the most popular of all the Wyandotte family 
and the leaders in point of numbers in nearly all showrooms, especially in the 
larger and more important exhibitions, was admitted to the Standard in 1888. 
It has been held that they were in existence prior to 1870, but the claim cannot 
be substantiated. It is a fact that the early Silver Wyandottes did produce both 
black and white sports (as they do today), but it was long after 1870 that the 
Silvers were anywhere nearly established in color markings. So it is that these 
very early white sports cannot be considered as having been White Wyandottes. 
Certain it is that at that time they were not deemed worthy the attention of 
the fanciers. It was somewhere between 1880 and 18838 that the white sports 
were given attention. To Mr. B. M. Briggs and G. W. Toule belongs the credit 
of bringing them before the public in good form. For a while the White Wyan- 
dottes enjoyed a great boom. Then came the decline of the Silvers by reason 
of unscrupulous breeders sending out stock possessing but little worth. The 
Whites suffered with the Silvers, and for a time the demand for them was not 
large. Now, all is changed. Worth won out, as it usually does in this world, 
and the once neglected Whites are the leaders today; they generally constitute 
one of the largest, if not the largest, class in the showroom. 


Improvement the Last Few Years. 


Much improvement has been made the last few years in type, color, and head- 
points. JI can look back at some of the photographs made from New York and 
Boston winners only a few years ago, and today in type they would not be 
considered fair specimens. The competition is getting keener every year and 
we have to watch our matings and strive to build up to produce birds that will 
keep pace with the age. It is my opinion that in a White Wyandotte, the shape 
is the point most important to consider. It should not be too short, nor too long, 
but just the happy medium. I like to see a bird that, having a level placed 
along his side, would stand balanced with it; with enough depth to make a nice 
round full body; the breast round and full showing no creases; tail carried to 
an angle to give his back the right curve, and to be full and well spread with 
lots of coverts to make his back have a broad appearance. The female should 
stand on the same level and have a neat appearance; nice and full in back and 
tail. I prefer the tail of the female carried not quite as high as that of the 
male; it makes her appear longer than she really is. Females should be alert 
and full of vigor, as without this we do not have the White Wyandotte we should 
have. In plumage color, the White Wyandotte should be chalk white through- 
out. Although I do not object to cream showing in the new feathers of the 
young stock, or when the old stock is molting, as I think it denotes more vigor, 
and the feeding has something to do with this too; do not let anyone tell you 
it does not, for if you feed nothing but yellow corn you will have creamy birds; 
don’t believe otherwise. Red, buff, or black in the plumage of White Wyan- 
dottes is a defect to be seriously considered by breeders; we should try to 
breed them clean of this, and we can, if we breed from clean birds. But again, 
if we have a bird grand in shape and all other points, we are not going to dis- 
card that bird for a little ticking, but a specimen showing any of it must be 
severely cut by the Judge. In headpoints and combs we are making great im- 
provement; now we do not see the combs as large as formerly, and fit close to 
the head, following it in shape. Very seldom do we see a White Wyandotte 
without a red or bay eye; good short, stout yellow legs set well apart is the 
feature of our Whites today. ~ 
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Farmer’s Correct Estimate of Wyandottes. 


In commercial worth the Wyandotte is unapproached by any other breed or 
variety. We think the tribute paid the Wyandotte by a farmer at an Institute 
which we attended a few years ago, tells the whole story. Our farmer friend 
said: ““The Wyandotte is the right size—not too large; not too small. They are 
prolific layers, giving us eggs the year round and in abundance the winter 
months. We do not have to build expensive houses in which to shelter them. 
Their low rose combs do not suffer even in the coldest weather. This means 
winter eggs. They are hardy. The chicks grow rapidly and are ready for the 
market at eight weeks of age. The Wyandotte is always ready for the market 
when properly cared for, being always a round, plump chunk of the choicest 
chicken meat obtainable.’ This tribute, while not being elegant, is, we think 
eloquent. Certainly it is truthful. The Wyandotte meets completely all the 
requirements of a profitable fowl, they have held their own in the egg laying 
contests, and we have many specimens today laying 200 or more eggs per year. 
As table poultry it is preferred from broiler size to roasters, being salable at 
all ages within these limits, it is full in breast development and grows evenly, 
maintaining flesh at all ages. They will become broody, set, hatch and rear 
chicks better than most any other varieties, as they are very gentle and can be set 
and moved to any place. The chicks are hardy and vigorous, growing very rap- 
idly. Standard weight for males are 7% to 8% pounds, and 5% to 6% pounds 
for females. Pullets mature from 5 to 6 months. All Wyandottes are gen- 
erally recognized as good winter layers, but the White variety is the leader in 
this capacity. 


WHY NOT A SINGLE COMB WHITE WYANDOTTE? 
By Wm. R. Wells, Ashaway, R. I. 


It has been stated by writers in different Poultry journals that there are no 
single comb White Wyandottes. 

Now every breeder of White Wyandottes knows better. Every prominent 
breeder of this variety, if he tells the truth, must admit that frequently his 
chicks came single comb. The Standard does not recognize them, but they come 
just the same, and are in every way just as pure bred as the Rose combs, and 
it has been the experience of many breeders that they are excellent layers, and 
in many instances, superior to‘the Rose comb. When I first commenced breed- 
ing White Wyandotte, I made it a practice to sell off my single comb birds, or 
use them for the table. One man who bought some of my pullets came back 
the next year and wanted more of them, stating they were the best layers he 
had ever owned. It set me to thinking, for my own experience had been that 
they were excellent layers. I decided to reserve a pen from my next season’s 
pullets and give them a trial. Out of about 800 chicks I raised 7 single comb 
pullets. I made up a pen the following season and put a cockerel of another 
strain with them. I had that season 8 pens’ of Wyandottes, with 8 to 12 birds 
in a pen. I kept a record of each pen, each receiving the same care and treat- 
ment. At the end of the season I found that my pen of 7 single comb pullets 
had layed more eggs than any one of my other pens, and in none of them had 
I less than 8 hens or pullets, and in some, I had as many as 12 hens or pullets. 
During the spring and early summer, many, many days we got 7 eggs, and seld- 
dom less than 5. I bred from this pen. Other breeders who were familiar with 
my experiment told me that I would get a lot of Rose combers. I have bred 
them now 5 years, and have yet to see a rose comb chicken from my single 
comb strains. The next season I took the same hens and a cockerel from the

previous season’s hatch, and made up pens as formerly, and to my surprise, my 
7 hens outlayed all my other pens, beating one pen of 12 pullets. I was asked 
why I did not trap nest them. I answered, what is the use when each hen is 
laying an egg a day. It was not quite an egg a day each, but it was so near to it 
that I did not think it worth while to trap nest them. I have had some of the 
best known strains of White Wyandottes and am introducing new blood, where 
I can see a chance for improvement but with all my experience I have never had 
a strain of White Wyandottes that would lay a uniform egg. I consider the 
White Wyandotte the best all year round layers, superior in that respect to any 
other variety, that I have ever owned, and I have tried nearly all of them, but 
still I have been unable to get a rose comb White Wyandotte that would lay 
an even, uniform egg. I have sold thousands of eggs for hatching and I have 
had to throw out at least 40 per cent. for being imperfect. With my single 
comb birds I can safely estimate that not over 10 per cent. are imperfect. 
Customers who buy eggs of me tell me that they are the most perfect eggs they 
get from any source. I cannot account for it, but it is a fact. I have friends 
who have set aside and separate their single combers; they report similar re- 
sults to mine. If there is any way we can improve on the White Wyandotte as 
a utility fowl it is our duty to do it and the question of comb should not stand 
in the way. It has been intimated that the Standard will never recognize a 
single comb in a Wyandotte. For a number of years the Rhode Island Whites 
were not recognized by the Standard, simply because they were not red. How- 
ever they were exhibited until finally accepted by the Standard. In every other 
way they were like the Reds except in color. I can see no reason why we should 
not have single as well as rose comb White Wyandottes; in every other way they 
are alike. We have Rose and Single Comb Plymouth Rocks, Rose and Single 
Comb Reds, Leghorns, &c., &c.If breeding single comb White Wyandottes will 
improve their laying qualities and make their eggs more uniform and even then 
I say again, why not a Single White Wyandotte? 


WHITH WYANDOTTE POPULARITY. 
By John S. Martin, Port Dover, Ontario, Canada. 


There never was a time when the chicken business held the attention of so 
many people as at present. If you are fortunate enough to choose the right 
breed you have made a good start on the road to success. Do not be led away 


by the extravagant claims made for. the new breeds. You can claim anything . 


for a breed that is new and has not been tested. The White Orpington boom a 
few years ago is a good example of this. It is easy enough to boom a breed into 
popularity, but after that it must stand on its merits. 


White Wyandotte Popularity Enduring. 


For. the last twenty-five years no breed has had a stronger hold on public 
favor than has. the White Wyandotte. Twenty-five years from now they will 
be just as popular. Whatever success I may have had, I feel that a good share 
of it is due to the fact that I chose the right breed. When I began breeding I 
had already had experience with over twenty breeds, but only as a pastime. 
There seemed to be a great future for the business of raising pure bred stock, 
so I decided then and there to select one variety and devote all my energy to 
improving this variety. White Wyandottes had such a grand reputation as 
layers and at the same time were so beautiful that I felt I could make no mis- 
take in choosing them. Subsequent events proved that I was not mistaken. 
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What other breed is there that can win the Sweepstakes at a large show like 
Boston for best market fowl and at the same time be right up at the top in the 
laying contests? They really seem to be in a class by themselves as the ideal 
dual purpose fowl. There is a splendid demand for White Wyandottes today 
and there will-be for years to come. . If you wish to be successful in the chicken 
business, choose a breed the people want. White Wyandottes excel as all year 
layers and at the same time are of, the correct size and build for the ideal table 
fowl. They are one of the most gentle fowls, stand confinement well, but if 
given a free range make splendid foragers. For a large breed they hatch well, 
large hatches being the rule. They make splendid broilers as the chicks grow 
fast and stand plenty of forcing. At two pounds they make a very attractive 
broiler with yellow skin and legs and no dark pin feathers to mar their appear- 
ance. Finally, no more beautiful fowl exists. This point must not be lost sight 
of, as Iam convinced that fully half the people who begin breeding White Wyan- 
dottes are led to do so by their attractive appearance. 


Price of Market Eggs and Poultry Will Advance, 


If you have already started or are thinking of starting the chicken busi- 
‘ness, do not let present conditions discourage you. It is true, feed is high and 
the prices for market poultry have been very low. These low prices have been 
caused by the market being glutted. On account of the high prices for feed, 
there was a wholesale reduction in the size of flocks all over the country. This 
will surely mean a decreased supply of eggs and, therefore, high prices later on. 

Those who have the courage will surely reap the benefit. When conditions 
get back again to normal there will be the greatest demand for pure bred poul- 
try the world has ever seen. Why not get ready to receive a share of this busi- 
ness? Go in for quality and lay the foundation for a pure bred flock of White 
Wyandottes. If you are already a breeder, try to improve the quality of your 
stock. For the present year I shall feed more corn and less wheat as the wheat 
is too high in price. At present my grain mixture for the older birds is cracked 
corn, barley and buckwheat. ‘The young chicks I shall raise almost entirely on 
cracked corn. If you cannot get the white corn, use the yellow. You may 
have more creaminess in plumage when the chicks are developing but if they 
are bred right this creaminess will leave them when they mature.

Officers for 1916 
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Constitution and By-Laws 
of the National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE TI. 


Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte Club. 
Sec. 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary-Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 


Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding of 
White Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and color by 
breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the breed; and to 
bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 


Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 


Sec. 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become an 
active member of the Club. Application shall be made to the State Secretary 
or to the Secretary-Treasurer and must be accompanied by the membership 
fee for one year. 


Sec. 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Membership Card 
and shall date from the time of such acknowledgment, terminating on October 
1st., following, unless renewed. Membership for any year may be proven by 
the card of the Club for that year. 


Sec. 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 


Sec. 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life membership 
without additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in Section 6 of 
this. Article. 

Sec. 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in writing to 
the Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, with the 
defense of the member, by the Executive Committee, and the said Committee 
may, on a majority vote, suspend or expel the member. . 


Sec. 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the decision 
of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be submitted to the 
vote of the Club members. Unless the majority of the members voting shall 
reverse the decision of the Executive Committee an expelled member shall be 
ineligible for future membership in the Club. If the expelled member is a 
“life member” the Club will deduct one dollar per year for the actual term of 
membership and refund the balance. 


Sec. 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in writing; 
but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears for dues or if 
there be any charges pending against him. 


Sec. 9. Any state in the United States or any Province in Canada may 
organize a Branch of this Club, providing there are at least ten members in 
each proposed branch territory. These branches shall hold annual meetings 
at the show at which the state cup is offered for the purpose of electing 
officers and transacting such other business as may come before the branch. 


Branch officers shall be President, Vice President and Secretary-Treas- 
urer; these three officers to constitute the Executive Committee for the branch. 
The members of the Club residing in the branch territories shall be members 
of the branches. The members of the branch shall decide the place of 
holding the branch meeting by a mail vote, and the Club State Cup shall be 
offered at this place. Each branch shall have one vote in the Club election 
for each ten members, and may also send a delegate to the Annual Club 
Meeting, such delegate to have one vote for each ten members of the branch 
not present at such Annual Meeting. This delegate must show proper 
credentials signed by a majority of the branch executive committee. 
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Branches may be governed by their own Constitution and By-Laws, but 
these must not conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws or Rules of the 
National White Wyandotte Club. 


As soon as branches are organized the branch Secretary shall notify the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the club. The Secretary-Treasurer of the club shall 
keep the branch Secretary informed as promptly as possible of new members, 
of those that are in arrears or against whom there are charges pending in 
each branch territory. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers 


Section 1. The officers of this Club shal! consist of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State having 
membership in the Club, and an Executive Committee, consisting of the 
President, Secretary and five members, to be elected annually. 


Sec. 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the Club 
shall be vested in the Executive Committee. 


Sec. 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions of the 
Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be authorized 
beyond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out the objects of 
the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary during the year 
for the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., and shall perform 
such other duties as are delegated to it by the By-Laws. 


Sec. 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, shall 
approve proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill vacancies 
in office, shall preside at such general meetings as he may attend, and shall 
perform such other duties as are herein provided, or such as are customary to 
the office and not herein otherwise delegated. 


Sec. 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the general 
correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as Treasurer, 
collect all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club such claims 
as are properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a bond covering 
i agian assets of the Club, the premium on said bond to be paid by the 

ub. 


Sec. 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in any State 
shall be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of that State. 


Sec. 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to twenty- 
five per cent. of the annual membership fees and life memberships received 
for and during: fiscal year for which he was elected. 


See. 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is elected or 
appointed. 


Sec. 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once and hold 
until the next annual election. 


See. 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 


Section 1. An Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority vote 
at each annual meeting of the Club. 


On the first Tuesday of August of ahs year, the Election Commissioner 
shall mail to the address of each member of the Club a printed nominating 
ballot blank, naming the offices to be filled; nominating ballots to be return- - 
able within thirty days and to be signed by the member whose vote it 
represents. 


On receiving and counting the nominating ballots the Election Commis- 
sioner shall ascertain by mail who among those nominated are willing to 
stand for election, informing each candidate of the number of votes cast for 
each member nominated. For each office to be filled the three members who 
received the highest number of votes of those who indicated a willingness to 
accept office, shall be the nominees. 
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On receiving authority to formally announce the various successful 
nominees, the Election Commissioner shall, within thirty days of the counting 
of the nominating ballots, mail printed election ballot blanks to all Club 
members, said blanks to be filled in and returned within thirty days. The 
names and addresses of all candidates to be voted for shall be printed on 
the ballot, and opposite each name a square shall be printed. On the ballot 
shall be printed complete instructions for the guidance of voters, as to the 
manner of marking. 


Exactly thirty days after the mailing of the election ballots, the 
Election Commissioner shall count all votes received by him in the form 
of printed ballots that are properly marked and legibly signed by Club 
members entitled to cast the same, and shall immediately notify the officers 
of their election. 


The counting of election ballots shall take place at a specified place and 
hour, which shall be announced on the printed ballot blanks mailed to each 
member, and each candidate shall have the right to be present in person or 
by an accredited representative to witness the counting of all ballots. No 
vote shall be counted except those cast upon the official ballot. No ballot 
shall be counted that is in any way changed or tampered with, or has any- 
thing pasted upon it. No change may be made in a ballot once cast, even by 
the member casting such ballot. 


Sec. 2. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices until their 
successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms of newly elected 
officers shall commence the first day of December following such election. 


Sec. 8. The members in each State shall vote for their State Secretary 
by sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before October 1st 
in each year, their choice for such officer. The Executive Committee shall 
thereupon appoint the member receiving the highest number of votes. 


Sec. 4. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. : 


Sec. 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for and 
handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his State. 


ARTICLE VII 
Meetings. 


Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be held to discuss and 
decide any changes in the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club, and 
to act on any business not properly covered by the Executive Committee. 


_Sec. 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be decided by a 
mail vote. 


Sec. 3. Special meetings, as may be deemed advisable, shall be arranged 
for by the Executive Committee, and announcement of the time and place 
shall be made sixty days before such meeting. 


Sec. 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as the 
members from any state may decide by vote. Such vote shall be taken by 
the State Secretary. 


Sec. 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three members 
for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without request. 
Notice of such meetings shall be given to members in the territory covered 
by the meeting. 


Sec. 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general or State 
meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who shall send a 
copy of the minutes to the Secretary. 


Sec. 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 
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ARTICLE VIL. 
Prizes. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent. of the sum 
in the treasury. 


Sec. 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competition only 
to birds owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX 
Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and shall 
contain a full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the report of 
the annual election, the reports of officers for the preceding year, records and 
announcements of the Executive Committee and essays and papers by the 
members. ‘This shall be carefully edited and the Executive Board may 
insert or omit any matter at their discretion. The expense of the publi- 
cation may be defrayed by subscription or by paid advertisements of members. 


Sec. 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the poultry 
press, but notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at least three 
papers and those of the Secretary-Treasurer to the offices of all papers with 
circulation of five thousand or more. 


See. 38. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may be 
adopted for one year by the Club for any State. 


ARTICLE X. 
Order of Business 


Section 1. The order of business at all meetings of the Club shall be as 


follows:

Election of new members. 
Reading of communications. 
Unfinished, or old business.

Amendments. 
Section 1. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a three-fourths 
vote at the annual meeting, or by the same vote at a special meeting. 


Sec. 2. Amendments to these By-Laws must be submitted to the Secre- 
tary by members ninety days before the annual meeting, or any special meet- 
ing called for that purpose. 


Sec. 8. A proposed amendment shall become part of the By-Laws upon 
receiving a three-fourths vote at the annual meeting or such special meeting.

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as printed in the 
1915 Year Book. 


The Annual Report of the Secretary-Treasurer, which follows, was read: 


Comparing the receipts from membership dues for the period covered 
by this report, with a corresponding period in 1914, it would seem that the 
Club has about held its own within the past ten and one-half months. 


Indications point to greater prosperity for 1916. White Wyandottes 
have continued to keep themselves in the lime light. Probably never before 
were there such opportunities for the National White Wyandotte Club as at 
present. The White Wyandotte breeder is equipped with arguments and 
talking points that cannot be met by those exploiting other breeds. It 
should be the business of the Club to give wide publicity to these arguments; 
to do so will make business for the White Wyandotte breeder and _ also 
' indirectly promote the interests of the Club. It would seem that a Club of 
this character. has the opportunity to make itself so valuable to persons 
interested in White Wyandottes as a money making proposition, that their 
membership would be regarded by them as an important asset. 


Your Secretary-Treasurer has regarded as a work of first importance . 
the building up of the treasury. It is probably generally understood that 
alack of funds has_ stood in the way of accomplishing much that might 
have been accomplished with funds available. It is too early to estimate 
the condition of finances at the end of the present year but indications point 
to a small but comforting credit balance. There has been strict, perhaps 
unwise, economy in the conduct of this office and while there has been 
some curtailment of prize money, the Club on the other hand has had un- 
usual expense items totaling upwards of $100.00, for entrance fees to laying 
contests, and: printed matter issued purely in the interests of members. 


The Club has a pen competing in each the Missouri and Connecticut 
State Laying Contests. - Members have kindly donated the pullets making 
up these pens. . For the Western contest six birds have been furnished by 
members living in six different states, two of which members are women. 
The Club has hopes that these pens will make creditable records but the 
object in view will not have been entirely defeated should they not. The 
reputation of White Wyandottes is not dependent. on the performance of 
any one pen. It is believed the advantage to the Club from the advertising . 
derived from these entries will more than compensate for the outlay, 
regardless of records. , 


The Club and especially this office is indebted to Messrs. F. B. Williams 
and G. M. Allerton, Naugatuck, Conn., and L. J. Demberger, Stewartsville, 
Ind., for mobilizing these birds for one month prior to the opening of the 
contests. In both instances the birds were fed and given painstaking care 
without cost to the Club. ;

No new measures were introduced and after the routine business had 
been disposed of there was a discussion of various topics of interest. The 
new Standard seemed to be highly satisfactory to those present; the prosper- 
ous and harmonious condition of the Club was commented upon enthusiasti- 
cally and the White Wyandotte was patted on the back quite freely.

By the Secretary-Treasurer 


Every Club member is requested to send to the Secretary-Treasurer the 
name and address of persons who might be interested in learning the whole 
truth about White Wyandottes. We want to mail such persons printed 
matter which is now in the course of preparation. 


The Club must advertise the breed; popular as the White Wyandotte is 
today, there are many persons without knowledge of its superior worth. 
Laying contests have demonstrated, year after year, that White Wyandottes 
are our best layers, yet those in charge of these contests have wasted little 
ink in giving publicity to the fact. Those conducting laying contests prefer 
for obvious reasons to feature the performance of an individual bird or a 
high-scoring pen. Since poultry keepers cannot make a living from a single 
hen, they need to know what breed, consistently, year after year, will show 
the highest average per bird. Where except in the advertising matter sent 
out by this Club did you ever see printed the average per bird of the various 
breeds and varieties competing in these contests? What other specialty club 
has printed these figures? Has any other specialty club ever questioned the 
accuracy of the figures printed by this Club? 


So it will be seen that facts regarding White Wyandottes must be given 
publicity by those interested in the breed. The White Wyandotte breeders 
have opportunities that should not be passed up by default. We will have 
printed many copies of the “facts” and if you have friends untutored as to 
the great worth of this great fowl, send in their names. 


WILL ELECT OFFICERS BY MAIL VOTE 


At its last annual meeting the Club wisely voted to elect officers in the 
future by a mail vote of all members (see Constitution and By-Laws). Here- 
tofore the officers were elected by the mere handful of members present at . 
the annual meeting. Misguided members local to the annual meeting place 
dominated the situation so far as votes were concerned and often selected 
an unsuspecting local favorite for Secretary-Treasurer. The Club has pros- 
pered in spite of this very bad system, the great popularity of the White 
Wyandotte fowl carrying the Secretary-Treasurer with it. Now we are to 
have an equitable, democratic, free-for-all method of electing officers and let 
us all hope the change will be productive of marked advancement in the 
Club’s usefulness. 


It might be well for those who will accept office to notify this office of 
such willingness, naming the office they will accept. Do so at some time 
before the nominating ballot is sent out, so the list may be announced if at 
that time it seems advisable to do so. 


Since the office of Secretary-Treasurer carries most of the Club work, a 
word or two here as to the duties of the office may not be out of place. 
Between letter writing and book keeping the entire time of one person would 
be required during the busy winter months, or all the spare time of three 
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persons having regular daily employment. During the present season the 
office has been open late every evening, closing at midnight Saturday and at 
times reopening as early as 3 A. M. Monday morning. It will thus be seen 
that union labor cannot be employed. The work requires a big sacrifice of 
personal interests and at times the exercise of much self restraint. Withal, 
the work has proved fascinating to the present incumbent. The correspond- 
ence is interesting; there are those who express appreciation; others register 
harsh complaints; one element is concerned with what it can get out of the 
Club while another unselfish portion of the membership thinks only of render- 
ing service. On the whole there are joys for all the sorrows and balms for 
all the pains of the Secretary-Treasurer and hard work and vee exper- 
ience go a long way toward compensating a faithful official.

Arrangements have been made with the Pratt Poultry Experiment Sta- 
tion, Philadelphia, for free poultry service to members of this Club. 


The Pratt Poultry Experiment Farm, representing an investment of 
$50,000, is situated at Morton, nearby Philadelphia. The experiments con- 
ducted here the past few years have been extensive and thorough, covering 
every phase of poultry-keeping. The Pratt Station has perhaps gone deeper 
into the investigation of poultry diseases than any other poultry experiment 
institution. ‘his branch of the service will hardly elicit many inquiries from 
breeders of the vigorous, disease-resisting White Wyandotte, but White 
Wyandotte breeders, like others, do have questions arising from their poultry 
work that call for expert advice. 


No matter what your problem may be, feed formula, housing, sanitation, 
or what not, feel free to make use of this service. For the convenience of 
members we have provided diagnosis blanks, copies of which will be mailed 
to each member. If these blanks are not suitably designed for your particu- 
lar trouble, write out your problem in letter form, giving all the facts bearing 
on the case and be sure to state that you are a member of the National White 
Wyandotte Club.

THE WHITE WYANDOTTE KENTUCKY’S CHOICE 


Somebody has pinched Kentucky and that state, long famed for a 
superior quality of a much-tabooed-at-present product, has woke up to the 
advantages of pure bred poultry. Christian County, Kentucky, has a poultry » 
improvement association that is doing things; doing them right, too, more- 
over. This association first wisely decided that nondescript poultry should be 
banished from Kentucky forever. This done the next step was to decide 
upon the best breed for Kentucky. Christian County went about choosing in 
a cautious way. There was no tossing up of a coin or pulling of straws. In- 
stead the association sought expert advice from many sources and when the 
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advice was all carefully tabulated it was noted that a great preponderence of 
the advice stipulated White Wyandottes. Accordingly the White Wyandotte 
was made the Standard fowl] of Christian County, Kentucky. 


The purpose is to supply the boys of the farms with pure bred White 
Wyandotte eggs for hatching the coming spring. The association has a fund 
for the purchase of eggs for these boys. The fund is not sufficient, however, 
to pay for all the eggs needed and we wish to make an appeal here in behalf 
of a movement that someday may be the means of making the White Wyan- 
dotte the recognized national domestic fowl.

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White Wyandotte Class at Buffalo

The Annual Club Meet at Buffalo brought a strong class of White 
Wyandottes, both in number and quality. The quarantine on live stock 
returning to Canada kept many Canadians away although there were quite 
a number from over the border. The middle-west and east were well 
represented. 


The Buffalo show people did everything possible to help make the meet 
a success and the Buffalo Auditorium is one of the best show halls in the 
country. The birds were well cooped in single tiers and showed to best 
advantage possible. , 


Breeders Conform to New Standard 


That the breeders are rapidly conforming to the new standard was 
demonstrated at this show, there being very few birds shown of the round, 
fluffy, snowball type, nearly all having the up-to-date type with fairly good 
length of bodies and neat feathering, giving the bird a good, clean cut 
appearance. 


The first cock was an exceptionally fine bird and an easy winner. Hav- 
ing plenty of depth and length of body, broad and full with a nicely finished 
tail, and was a fine white colored bird and nicely moulted in best of condition. 
Second cock, a nice bird, not quite so good in shape and color as the first. 
Third cock, good shape and color, a little pinched in tail. 


Fourth, a nice shaped, full breasted male; good color; a little weak in 
eye and not quite all out. 


Fifth, very good in shape but off in color. 


Hens—First, a fine, deep-bodied, full-breasted hen with broad back, full, 
well spread tail, good comb and eye, with plenty of size; in fine condition ex- 
cept a little down in behind. 


Second, a grand shaped hen fully the equal of first in shape and color and 
if it had a little more size would have been hard to beat. 


Third, a nice shaped, good bodied bird; extra good breast and tail and 
grand in head points; was a little too fluffy and not quite up in color. 


Fourth, a very good shaped bird but too long feathered and spots on legs. 


Fifth, a fine shaped, nicely feathered, well finished, neat hen, but rather 
poor in shape of head and comb. 


Sixth, a bird that had plenty of shape and color, only tail was not all 
out; had her tail been right would have gone much higher. 


Grand Class of Cockerels. 


Cockerels—The cockerels were a grand class and down to the eighth 
award were good enough to win in most shows. 


Never handled two cockerels so even and near alike as were the first 
and second ana it was like splitting hairs to decide between them. Both of 
same type with grand shaped bodies modeled after the new Standard, very 
full breasts, with elegant backs and tails, and in color they were about even. 
The first cockerel was a little better posing bird than second and had better 
length of spike on comb; otherwise one did not have much over the other. 


The third cockerel also was right up with the first and second and of 
same type and carriage, being nicely balanced in all sections, especially good 
in back and tail, but lacked a little in breast to the first and second. And the 
three winners constituted as fine a trio as one will see in any show. 


_._ The fourth cockerel was also a fine bird in all respects except a little 
high at shoulders. 


Fifth, a great shaped male but tail was not quite all out. 
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Class of Fifty-One Pullets. 


The pullet class was largest and brought out some extra fine specimens. 


The first pullet was a great female, strong in all sections except rather 
short in spike of comb. She was in great feather, clean cut with plenty of 
size and a grand shaped body, full breast, broad back, full across cushion and 
a nice, short, well spread tail. For a pullet of her size she impressed one 
with her neat, trim, business-like appearance. 

Second pullet also a grand shaped female nearly the equal of first and 
strong in all sections except shape of head. They surely made a grand pair 
of females. ; : 

Third, a nice, trim, well shaped, good colored pullet, a little off in tail. 

Fourth, good shape and color; a little short in body and back. 

Fifth, pullet good in shape and color but narrow in head. 


The pens were the smallest class and quality not quite up to the other 
classes although the first old pen and first young pens were exceptionally 
good, and easy winners, having good shape and color and nicely matched.

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White Wyandottes—Made in America for Americans 
Prof. Harry R. Lewis, New Jersey Agricultural Experiment Station. 


Of all the breeds of poultry which have had their conception in the 
minds of American breeders and their origin on American farms, there is 
none which should give greater satisfaction or an appreciation of work 
well done than the Wyandotte. Possessed of a blocky, chunky body, full 
meated throughout, the Wyandotte can truly be called “The Percheron of 
the Poultry Flock.” 


PROF. HARRY R. LEWIS 


The American housewife demands a bird with butter colored shanks and 
skin, denoting as it does, an abundance of body fat. In no breed can this 
factor of rich, yellow, oily skin be found better developed than in ‘the 
Wyandotte. Like the Plymouth Rock and the Rhode Island Red, the 
Wyandotte has been developed with the idea of dual usefulness, that is, a 
bird which is capable, due to its body shape and habits of growth, of putting 
on a considerable quantity of meat of excellent quality. The large breast 
and corresponding large amount of white meat makes them especially de- 
sirable as roasters, and owing to the small bone and rather rapid maturity, 
they make the finest of medium and large broilers. In fact, I doubt very 
much if it is possible to find a breed which will produce a more uniform lot 
of broilers of high quality than the White Wyandotte. For small and 
medium roasters, which must weigh from four to six pounds, at eight months 
they are unsurpassed. In addition to excellence of meat, the Wyandottes, 
for many years, have been remarkable producers of large brown shelled eggs. 
It is for this quality that they are so popular on farms and small suburban 
poultry flocks. The records which this breed has consistently made at 
official egg laying contests places them among the best producers of market 
eggs from which one can choose. 


The Wyandotte is possessed of a neat, trim appearance, which, together 
with the small rose comb and circular curves, make them very attractive and 
beautiful, a bird which possesses every possible degree of symmetry and 
beauty of line. The bright, red head parts and the bright, yellow, clean cut 
legs, in contrast to the snow white plumage of the White Wyandotte, offer 
a combination in color hard to excel. It is an established fact that the 
Wyandotte is rapidly gaining in popularity, and they bid fair to outstrip 
the Plymouth Rock which for years has held a commanding position at the 
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head of our popular American breeds. The Wyandotte is of more recent 
origin than the Rock, having been recognized as a standard breed in the 
year 1888. 


The White variety leads in popularity, and will probably continue to do 
so, due in part to the popular demand for a pure white fowl which makes a 
more attractive appearance, and also due probably to the better quality and 
more uniformity in shape which is secured with this variety. 


Characteristics of the Wyandotte. 


The Wyandotte is essentially a general purpose chicken, characterized 
by the production of both meat and eggs of good quality and in large amounts, 
this type of bird being especially popular in small flocks on farms and in 
suburban districts where the ideais to furnish the home table with eggs and 
meat. After the Wyandotte females have passed their usefulness for egg 
production, they bring considerable revenue from the sale of the carcasses 
for meat. Their strong constitution is one factor which makes them es- 
pecially popular. In disposition, the Wyandottes are generally gentle and 
not easily frightened. They are much more easily confined than the egg

breeds of the Leghorn type, for they are heavier, and it is hence harder for 
them to fly over a given height of fence. The chicks of this breed mature 
rather quickly, passing through the delicate stages of early chickhood 
rapidly and coming through with a strength of constitution which is rarely 
excelled. They are relatively quick in maturing, much more so than the 
heavier meat breeds, the pullets laying in from five to six months, an excellent 
time for hatching being in April or late March, as this brings them into 
maturity at about the right time in the fall. They reach the market broiler 
age at from ten to twelve weeks, depending upon the size and type of 
broiler desired, and prove very profitable when disposed of at this age. 


The hens are excellent sitters and make the best of mothers. Their 
medium weight and clean legs make them very good for natural hatching, 
thus doing away with crushing and injury commonly experienced with the 
heavier breeds. While persistent sitters, they are not handicapped by 
having this character developed to an excessive degree as is common with the 
Rhode Island Reds. The Wyandottes are exceptionally good foragers, 
going considerable distances in search of food and seeking out much of 
their living during the summer from natural sources where given an oppor- 
tunity to do so. The youngsters, especially, during the growing season, will 
cover an extensive range in search of green feed and insects, and will make 
a very satisfactory growth on limited rations. 
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The Wyandotte is one of the hardiest of our American breeds, being 
protected from the cold through its loose, fluffy plumage. The small comb 
and wattles being compact and close to the body are not easily injured by 
cold, damp weather. The Wyandotte will stand the variations in temper- 
ature as characterized by the extreme cold weather of New England winters 
and the warm, dry summer of the Atlantic Coast states with less inconvience 
than probably any other breed. 


So. it is, then, that America is proud of this product of her ingenuity. 
The Wyandotte possessed of great usefulness and of great beauty is worthy 
of a place on every American farm. 


The Most Popular General Purpose Fowl 
By J H Drevenstedt. 


The White Wyandotte is today the most popular general purpose fowl 
bred in the world. Intrinsic merit of the variety inherited from its Silver 
Wyandotte ancestry instead of over-booming with printer’s ink, put the 
White Wyandotte where it is today.

Twenty-five years ago we contribrted an article to “Our Country Home,” 
an agricultural publication, on “The General Purpose Fowl,” from which we 
quote the following: “The nearest general purpose breeds we have at present 
are the Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes. Both are exceedingly profitable 
to the farmers and market poultrymen. The Wyandotte is one of the best 
layers of the incubating breeds we have ever bred. In England they are 
making remarkable egg records, and on some of our large poultry farms in 
this country the Wyandotte is a favorite. Properly selected the breed will 
produce fine light-brown eggs of good size, and with careful selection should 
average over 150 eggs per hen during the year. The chicks are very hardy, 
feather slowly, but the body grows quickly and make the earliest broilers fit 
for market. In fact, a Wyandotte is salable at eight to ten weeks of age 
and.again at six to eight months when it produces fine roasters weighing six 
pounds dressed; on an average.” : 


That was our opinion based on practical experience with the White 
Wyandotte over a quarter of a century ago and we have had no reason to 
alter that opinion since that time. We also found the Wyandotte to grow 
faster than the Plymouth Rock in the first three months, and to be very 
hardy, bearing neglect and the ordinary corn feeding prevalent among the 
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farmers in those days, far better than the Pymouth Rock and Light Brahma. 
They also lay as early and fully as well in winter as the latter, while in warm 
weather were less inclined to incubate or sit, than the Asiatics or Plymouth 
Rocks. We also found the Wyandottes to be much sought after as broilers 
and roasters in the fancy markets of our cities, owing to their plump 
carcasses carrying an abundance of breast meat. They average about four 
pounds in weight at four months of age when properly fed. We had one 
cockerel which when killed weighed seven and one-half pounds when little 
over four months of age, and the amount of meat on breast and back was a 
surprise to us. But this was an exceptionally fine bird. 


White Wyandottes More Profitable Than White Leghorns 


We also found in looking over our records, that White Wyandottes with 
proper selection will lay as many eggs as any other breed, Leghorns possibly 
excepted, although we expressed the opinion as far back as 1887 that the 
time was not far distant when the Hamburg blood in the Wyandotte would 
assert itself in an increased egg yield. We also found the profit per hen in 
a year, to be greater with a Wyandotte than a Leghorn. To illustrate what 
they did as layers way back in the eighties we will state that one pullet laid 
during the first sixteen days of January, fourteen large-sized eggs. This 
was in a cold house, no artificial heat being tolerated in any of our chicken 
coops. ! 


We give the above facts simply to illustrate the solid foundation of 
utility the White Wyandotte fowl rested on. While our experience was 
limited to Silver Wyandottes principally, we have had abundant evidence to 
prove that the White Wyandotte equalled, if not surpassed, its beautiful 
ancestor, even in its early days. What it has accomplished in the past 
decade is fact, not fiction, as far as egg laying is concerned. It is the leader 
among leaders. Not only has it gained the top-notch of popularity as a 
utilitarian fowl, but it has consistently held its own among the popular 
exhibition breeds of America, thanks to the intelligence and progressiveness 
3 a White Wyandotte breeders and fanciers of the United States and 

anada. : 


I have judged and handled many White Wyandottes in the past twenty- 
five years and noted certain departures from the correct Wyandotte type 
several years ago, but this temporary back-sliding by a few faddists has 
happily not affected the rank and file of the White Wyandotte fanciers to 
any great extent, so that we have today more uniform Standard type in 
both males and females than ever before. The exhibitors at our leading 
shows during the past season emphatically proved this. The White Wyan- 
dotte, “the bird of curves,” has come back to its own, and where can there be 
found a more symmetrical or beautiful feathered biped than the Standard- 
shaped White Wyandotte male or female.

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Unmasking the White Leghorn 


From “American Farming,’ Chicago, by S. C. Babble 


For many years folks with thoughts turned henward have wanted to 
know “Which breed of chickens is best?” The answer has never varied 
and perhaps never will; always this stereotyped reply: “There is no best 
breed.” 


In setting out to make claims for a certain breed, therefore, one is thus 
handicapped, for if there is no best breed, then, of course, there can be no 
second or third best. However, regardless of much honest difference of 
opinion as to the relative worth of the different breeds of chickens, it is 
cuite generally conceded that the White Wyandottes hold a place very near 
the head of the list. 


In trying to determine the worth of a breed one must be guided largely 
by the earning capacity of the breed under investigation. Egg laying con- 
tests held in the last half dozen years in the United States, Canada and 
Australia, have demonstrated consistently that the White Wyandotte is one 
of our most prolific layers. These contests seem to prove, too, that the 
White Wyandotte does not curtail production when egg prices are high, as 
do some other breeds. 


By chance the writer has at hand one weekly report of the International 
Competition, being conducted at the Delaware College, Newark, Del., that 
for the forty-eighth week of the contest, ending early in October of the 
present year, (1915). Competing in this contest among other breeds, are 
ten pens of White Wyandottes and forty-five pens of White Leghorns. 
White Leghorns are admittedly high producers and in the forty-eight weeks 
the contest has run, have out-laid the White Wyandottes, although the margin 
of difference is being cut down each week, leaving the final result in doubt. 
But observe what happened in this forty-eighth week, at a season of the 
year when eggs are selling at forty cents the dozen and the price making 
sprightly jumps almost daily: ten pens of White Wyandottes have for the 
week averaged 18 7-10 eggs per pen and not one of the ten pens produced 
less than 14 eggs. Most of the forty-five pens of White Leghorns evidently 
shot their bolt within the summer months when eggs were plentiful and 
prices low, for in this forty-eighth week ten of these pens produced not a 
single egg; twenty-two pens had scores below ten eggs each, while the aver- 
age per pen of all pens was 9 2-3 eggs. Thus White Wyandottes were pro- 
ducing about double the number of eggs White Leghorns were producing, at 
a time of the year when egg prices were about double what they were when 
the Leghorns were doing their best. 


A report of the laying competition at the Connecticut Agricultural Col- 
lege is also at hand. It covers the fiftieth week, ending October 17, 1915. 
In this contest there are ten hens in each pen as against 5 in the Delaware 
competition. In the fiftieth week 90 White Wyandotte layers have averaged 
2 2-9 eggs each per week, the lowest pen record for the week being 20 eggs. 
Four hundred White Leghorn layers have averaged approximately 1 1-20 
eggs each per week. Only one pen has not laid a single egg but 19 pens. 
have averaged less than 10 eggs for the week. These figures show that 
in this experiment White Wyandottes have out-laid White Leghorns, at a 
time of high egg prices, better than three to one. 


It cannot be said that the White Wyandotte is peculiarly adapted to 
the general farm because it is really the ideal fowl for every poultry keeper 
regardless of the poultry keeper’s purpose or his geographical location. The 
White Wyandotte is the ideal chicken for the general farm for the following 
briefly stated reasons: (1) Chicks from stock of strong vigor will make 
rapid growth and reach marketable size at an exceptionally early age. (2) 
The hens are not given to fickleness as hatchers; they are the best of mothers. 
(8) They have the size and vigor to withstand sudden and severe weather 
vagaries without suffering shock that slows down production. (4) Do not 
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need the very careful housing required by the lighter breeds to avoid roup 
and other diseases. (5) A bird with rich yellow skin, beak and shanks, the 
carcass commands the highest price in the market. (6) Very easy to confine 
to yards. (7) A bird of rare grace and beauty. 


Every general farm should carry none but pure bred poultry,not alone 
because it is more profitable than nondescript stock, but because of the 
greater pride and interest that results invariably from superior quality. 
Every farmer should be both fancier and commercial poultryman. He 
should exhibit his fowls at poultry shows. Interest in the show lasts from 
spring to spring; from the day the first hen shows signs of broodiness till 
the last show is over. No other farm activity will put so much of interest 
into the lives of the whole family as will the poultry show. The intelligent, 
tractable White Wyandotte is the ideal exhibition fowl; for the utmost of 
profit and pleasure, tie up to the White Wyandotte. 


Note—In one contest, at least, referred to in foregoing story, White 
Leghorns were leading when above article was being written. Since then 
the contests have closed; observe what happened:

An exhibit of dressed poultry at the Boston show met one re- 
quirement most admirably. 


At the recent Boston Show there were many extensive exhibits of oes. 
ed poultry. Dealers and buyers of that city who dress tons of poultry 
weekly go after the prizes offered on this class of exhibits. George H. Pol- 
lard, Greenbush, Mass., an esteemed member of this Club, is neither a dealer 
nor buyer, but) a breeder of Standard White Wyandottes. Mr. Pollard exhibited 
dressed White Wyandottes and won ist and 3rd prize, best 6 soft roasters, 
1st and 2nd best pair, any variety, and best exhibition of dressed poultry. 


Some one evidently not a White Wyandotte breeder asks whether or not 
“a high class show bird, and a strictly first class utility bird can be found in 
the same skin.” To such doubters we submit the above. 


Favorable Report from the Front

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Developing a Strain of White Wyandottes 


By H. J. W. Fay, Proprietor, 
White Wyandotte Poultry Yards, Westborough, Mass. 


A good strain of. White Wyandottes cannot be invented and cannot be 
wished into existence. The breeding and perfecting of a strain is a careful, 
painstaking, constructive piece of work. 


It is at once a science and an art. It is a science because it must study 
and follow out the unchanging laws of heredity. It is an art because the 
breeder shapes the strain to the model of his personal ideal of type, and, 
however closely he intends this type to conform to the Standard, something 
of himself will enter into it; and his judgment and perception, and his power 
to mould flesh and blood and feather to a given result, will be tested by the 
measure of his success or failure. 


In starting out to develop a strain of White Wyandottes, then, an all 
essential point is to fix in one’s own mind what the ideal, true type of the 
breed should be. In doing this the Standard of Perfection should be used as 
a chart to guide along the paths chosen by the best authorities in the breed. 
A study of the awards made by the best judges in as many of the large 
poultry shows as possible is a valuable help in forming an all-round, well 
balanced ideal of type, such as could hardly be gained by following the work 
of any individual judge. 

When you get your ideal fixed and have a thorough working knowledge 
of the Standard you can safely purchase your foundation stock, making it a 
cardinal principle to get the best blood possible and to consent to breed only 
strong, vigorous healthy birds. 


Breeding thenceforward resolves itself into a problem of eliminating the 
bad and perpetuating the good points in the male and female lines of the 
flock. It is well to bear in mind that the male is half the breeding pen and 
bears this relation to the results to be expected from the mating. While the 
good points in a breeding bird naturally reproduce themselves, the bad points 
are often very obstinate and will come out again and again in a long line 
of descendants. If I were to be asked to furnish first aid to a beginner in 
poultry breeding, I should say: “Requisition a large chopping-block, a sharp 
axe and a bottle of courage labeled ‘To be taken ad lib.’ ” 


In my own flock I have never tolerated a single particle of ticking, 
splashing or color in a breeder. The appearance of any one of these faults 
has been the death warrant of the bird. In the same way I have eliminated 
green spots in the yellow leg coloring and have established a remarkably 
strong leg coloring. Green eye or white in the ear-lobe will kill a bird with 
us. Every bird must be up to Standard weight, and every bird must have 
Standard shape, type and carriage. It is never forgotten that the Wyan- 
dotte is the greatest of utility birds and that its disposition to lay continu- 
ously is what first called attention to it as a breed. Any falling off on this 
side is carefully guarded against. 


Altogether, you will find how easy it is to produce a fine head, a strong 
leg, white feathering, or a broad well-spread tail. But to get all these points 
on the same bird; how very, very hard that is! Yet this difficulty is the whole 
interest and fascination of the game. For it is no 13 Puzzle; it can be done. 
And when, perhaps after years of careful work, you find your flock shaping 
to the Standard, and yet showing individuality, when you can submit the 
Strain that is in a way your own creation to judge after judge, and have it 
approved with the Blue Ribbon, you will know a well earned and real satis- 
faction in that you have produced a strain which is a credit to yourself and a 
help to other breeders. ) 
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Timely Warning 


By Arthur G. Duston 


I do not want the breeders of White Wyandottes to think me a calamity 
howler but I believe that there are but few breeders of “‘our breed” that have 
summered and wintered with the breed as long as I have and who have seen 
the fashions come and go with it. Sometimes to the help of the breed but 
more often to its detriment. 


It may not be out of place to first state that my conception of a true 
White Wyandotte male is a fairly Hard Feathered bird weighing about 7% 
pounds. Feathers enough but laid hard enough on the bird to show clean 
outlines. The back, breast and hock lines being something tangible, showing 
as well by the same characteristic the active, wide-awake bird that can 
hustle and if need be rustle his living from nature. If you will look at the 
1915 Standard you will see that Shilling had much the same conception al- 
though for brightness and scrap with fine lines I still contend the 1905 
illustration suits me alright. : 


Few of my readers will remember C. F. A. Smith and the vogue the 
Cheston and some other breeder’s birds had in his time. Birds with extreme- 
ly long, loose feathering, making them look to weigh some pounds over 
standard weight but which were in reality small bodied, inactive creatures 
whose popularity was of short duration, largely because the judges would 
not place them and but few breeders took them up, owing to the criticism 
of them by those who wanted to retain the utility values of the breed. 


After a time some of the breeders developed the cobby type and the 
changes were rung on that until it nearly put the breed on the shelf.. I need 
not tell of the rage until the back and tail of some exhibition specimens 
nearly touched. Poor fertility practically became a byword for all who 
were inclined to knock and “dolls” and “dough” were applied. We were 
coming out of that bad dream, when now a new figure threatens, perhaps. 
two. During this season and perhaps in a measure last, we have seen 
judges put on big, tall, upstanding males, only by a great stretch of the 
imagination showing Wyandotte outlines; condition, ability to fill the coop 
and abundant feathering seem to carry the judge. One of our most promi- 
nent breeders and judges told me at Boston show that a certain winning 
cock at a recent show must have weighed four pounds overweight. One 
judge threw a cockerel down for being too big for a Wyandotte. 


Now, as sure as the Light Brahma and other breeds have almost their 
death blow from this and one other feature—extreme feathering—so sure 
will “our breed” suffer the same. For utility values along all lines, eggs, 
broilers and roasters suffer when such birds are demanded. 


Now comes the other feature I spoke of before. It’s really funny, 
but George Pollard, one of our best fanciers, and probably our best practical 
man, told me at the Worcester show, it was all wrong to credit that cock I 
mentioned at four pounds overweight, because he handled him and he probab- 
ly was not one-half pound overweight, if he was that. It was just another 
case of Feathers. Feathers stood out on his breast giving the impression 
of a big breast. Now then have we got to pass through a period of these 
big upstanding males which we see winning? Added to this, are the judges 
going to fall for a mass of feathers. Not only do I mean this particular cock 
line but can mention at least three prominent lines in the east. I have been 
told some Wyandottes are bred in the west that are virtually White Brahmas. 
I. know I have lost many prizes. because I would not breed “cocked up” birds, 
but I am ready to lose more for the good of the breed than breed something 
that will set it back years. | 


If you hurt the utility values of the White Wyandotte, what have you 
left? Let us not get confused about this matter of breast, as George 
Pollard says, “It’s not feathers, it’s something you eat!” <A bird not show- 
ing so much breast can easily carry more meat than another, where breast 
is comprised of outstanding feathers and loose skin. 
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Now. if perfection is 74% pounds, let us be satisfied to try for perfection 
with ample allowance and remember the nearer we keep to the Standard in 
weight, type and feathering, so much are we doing to help maintain the 


breed as the best and most practical as has been demonstrated to the world 
so many times. | 


Keep the Ball Rolling

breed we have. At every show in the country they prove their beauty and 
popularity by the excellent entries always found in the White Wyandotte 
alley. The egg laying contests are opening the eyes of people who did not 
know how well White Wyandottes could lay. Best results are so general 


with them that in almost every case a start with White Wyandottes means 
an enthusiast.

Just the other day the writer met a friend and was greeted this way: 
“Say, Mr. Marshall, I want you to come over and see that pair of chickens 
you let my daughter have. They’re simply fine. I believe they are the 
nicest pair of chickens in the county. Lay! Why that pullet keeps going all 
the time. And the cockerel’s a buster.” That’s enthusiasm and it comes to 
those who learn to know White Wyandottes. 


With the present Standard for guidance, breeders of White Wyandottes 
have a type to follow that is sure to encourage the production of stock 
strong in utility value as well as beautiful in lines and plumage. 


All breeders have an excellent opportunity of making the most of the 
present premier position of this grand breed and continuing to advance it 
whenever opportunity offers. If anyone believes he has the most satis- 
factory breed, he should try White Wyandottes side by side with it and we 
will leave the verdict entirely in his hands. The birds can stand the test. 
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Abolish the Single Comb White Wyandottes 


By George P. Bosanquet, Canadian Secretary, Maple, Ont., Canada. 


A year ago I went South for the winter and left twenty nice pullets and 
two cockerels with a friend. In March I returned and found them housed 
with two cocks—a Buff Rock and a Barred Rock. In April I moved my birds 
and five days later set fifty eggs from them. Early in May twenty Barred 
Rocks came tumbling out and only five of these had. rose combs. Now by all 
the rules of the game there should not have been one single comb had the 
White Wyandotte been properly evolved. Unfortunately the early breeders 
knew nothing of Mendelism, and those coming later did not care, so we still 
inherit the Cochin memento—the single comb. 


There is nothing more characteristic of the Wyandotte than the neat 
rose comb—a comb quite different, and far and away neater, than that 
possessed by any other pure breed. The head alone, to be brief, should 
indicate whether a bird is a Wyandotte or not. Why then adopt haphazard, 
hit and miss breeding methods? In no other business will men deliberately 
close their eyes to defects. The stock broker, merchant or manufacturer 
who shrugs his shoulders at a 4 per cent. leak which can easily be stopped, 
is unworthy of public trust and is a fool besides. A single comb in a 
White Wyandotte is the hall-mark of deliberate neglect; it is the one really 
weak spot in the variety, the thing at which opponents point in derision 
and against which they bring up unanswerable arguments to prove that ours 
is the variety which was started but never finished. This is true and it is 
up to the Club or members of the Club to produce the finished product. This 
is an obligation handed down to us from the past which we must not neglect. 
The process is easy; the test a very simple one which once carried out and 
acted upon carefully, precludes all chance in the future of getting single 
combs again. 


The best thing to do is to mate up rose combed pullets to single combed 
males, and as many rose combed cockerels to single combed females as 
possible. Those rose comb Wyandottes that are homozygous for rose comb 
will produce nothing but rose comb stock in spite of the single comb mating. 
But the hetorozygous rose comb Wyondotte mated to single combs should 
throw half rose and half single combs. This is a proved rule. Ordinarily 
the only mating that produces single combs is that between two hetorozygotes 
which produces one single comb out of every four. A homozygote to a 
heterozygote produces only rose combs, and two single combs bring only 
single. To put the matter clearly, the progeny from two heterozygotes is: 
25 per cent single comb; 50 per cent heterozygotes for single comb; 25 per 
cent. homozygous for rose comb. This is to say that for every single comb 
hatched on our plant there are two rose combed birds, which given the oppor- 
tunity will next season produce 75 per cent of inferior quality each. Think 
of it; and all this can be stopped in two or three seasons without disturbing 
your yearling matings for the coming season. Why not do it? The 
chickens from the test should be destroyed and the homozygous parents only, 
used. The test takes no longer than the time required for one or two 
representative hatches. 


Again I say, who will help in this great work? Iam not a scientist, but 
am merely passing on information which I have received from an absolutely 
reliable, scientific and practical source, hoping that it may benefit our 
friends, the White Wyandottes.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
Of the National White Wyandotte Club 


ARTICLE I. 
Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte 
Club. 
Section 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary- 
Treasurer. 


ARTICLE IT. 

Section 1. The object of the Club shall be to promote the breeding 
of White Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and 
color by breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the 
breed; and to bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership. 

Section 1. All members in the Club shall be Active Members. 

Section 2. Any person of good character and reputation may become 
an active member of the Club. Application shall be made to the State 
Secretary or to the Secretary-Treasurer and must be accompanied by the 
membership fee for one year. 

Section 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Mem- 
bership Card and shall date from the time of such acknowledgement, 
terminating on October list, following, unless renewed. Membership for 
any year may be proven by the card of the Club for that year. 

Section 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Section 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life 
membership without additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for in 
Section 6 of this Article. ; 

Section 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in 
writing to the Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, 
with the defense of the member, by the Executive Committee, and the 
said Committee may, on a majority vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Section 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the 
decision of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be sub- 
mitted to the vote of the Club members. Unless the majority of the mem- 
bers voting shall reverse the decision of the Executive Committee an ex- 
pelled member shall be ineligible for future membership in the Club. If 
the expelled member is a “‘life member” the Club will deduct one dollar 
per year for the actual term of membership and refund the balance. 

Section 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in 
writing; but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears 
for dues or if there be any charges pending against him. 

Section. 9. Any state in the United States or any Province in Canada 
may organize a Branch of this Club, providing there are at least ten mem- 
bers in each proposed branch territory. These branches shall hold annual 
meetings at the show at which the state cup is offered for the purpose of 
electing officers and transacting such other business as may come before 
the branch. 

Branch officers shall be President, Vice President and Secretary- 
Treasurer; these three officers to constitute the Executive Committee for 
the branch. The members of the!Club residing in the branch territories 
shall be members of the branches. The members of the branch shall decide 
the place of holding the branch meeting by a mail vote, and the Club 
State Cup shall be offered at this place. Hach branch shall have one vote 
in the Club election for each ten members, and may also sen a delegate to 
the Annual Club Meeting, such delegate to have one vote for each ten 
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members of the branch not present at such Annual Meeting. This delegate 
must show proper credentials signed by a majority of the branch executive 
committee. 

Branches may be governer by their own Constitution and By-Laws, 
but these must not conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws or Rules 
of the National White Wyandotte Club. 

As soon as branches are organized the branch Secretary shall notify 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the club. The Secretary-Treasurer of the club 
shall keep the branch Secretary informed as promptly as possible of new 
members, of those that are in arrears or against whom there are charges 
pending in each branch territory. 


ARTICLE IV. 
Officers. 


Section 1. The, officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State 
having membership in the Club, and an Executive Committee, consisting 
of the President, Secretary and five members, to be elected annually. 

Section 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the 
Club shall be vested in the. Executive Committee. 

Section 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions 
of the Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be 
authorized beyond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out 
the objects of the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed nceessary 
during the year for the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., 
and shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it by the By-Laws. 

Section 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the 
Board, shall approve proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall 
fill vacancies in office, shall preside at such general meetings as he may 
attend, and shall perform such other duties as are herein provided, or 
such as are customary to the office and not herein otherwise delegated. 

Section 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the 
general correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as 
Treasurer, collect all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club 
such claims as are properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish 
a bond covering the maximum assets of the Club, the premium on said 
bond to be paid by the Club. 

Section 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in 
any State shall be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident of 
that State. 

Section 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to 
twenty-five per cent of the annual membership fees and life memberships 
received for and during fiscal year for which he was elected. 

Section 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is 
elected or appointed. 

Section 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once 
and hold until the next annual election. | 

Section 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 


ARTICLE V. 
Voting. 

Section 1. An Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority ~° 
vote at each annual meeting of the Club. 

On -the first Tuesday of August of each year, the Election Commis- 
sioner shall mail to the address of each member of the Club a printed 
nominating ballot blank, naming the offices to be filled; nominating bal- 
lots to be returnable within thirty days and to be signed by the member 
whose vote it represents. 
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On receiving and counting the nominating ballots the Election Com- 
missioner shall ascertain by mail who among those nominated are willing 
to stand for election, informing each candidate of the number of votes 
cast for each member nominated. For each office to be filled the three 
members who received the highest number of votes of those who indicated 
a willingness to accept office, shall be the nominees. 

On receiving authority to formally announce the various successful 
nominees, the Election Commissioner shall, within thirty days of the 
counting of the nominating ballots, mail printed election ballot blanks to 
all Club members, said blanks to be filled in and returned within thirty 
days. The names and addresses of all candidates to be voted for shall be 
printed on the ballot, and opposite each name a square shall be printed. 
On the ballot shall be printed) complete instructions for the guidance of 
voters, as to the manner of marking. 

Exactly thirty days after the mailing of the election ballots, the 
Election Commissioner shall count all votes received by him in the form 
of printed ballots that are properly marked and legibly signed by Club 
members entitled to cast the same, and _ shall immediately notify the 
officers of their election. 

The counting of election ballots shall take place at a specified place 
and hour, which shall be announced on the printed ballot blanks mailed 
to each member, and each candidate shall have the right to be present in 
person or by an accredited representative to witness the counting of all! 
ballots. No vote shall be counted except those cast upon the official ballot. 
No ballot shall be counted that is in any way changed or tampered with, 
or has anything pasted upon it. No change may be made in a ballot once 
cast, even by the member casting such ballot. 

Section 2. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices 
until their successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms 
of newly elected officers shall commence the first day of December fol- 
lowing such election. 

Section 8. The members in each State shall vote for their State 
Secretary by sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before 
October 1st in each year, their choice for such officer. The Executive 
Committee shall thereupon appoint the member receiving the highest 
number of votes. 

Section 4. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 


ARTICLE VI. 
Committees. 


Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for 
and handle any special matter, meeting, event or action. 

Section 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for 
and handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his 
State. 

ARTICLE VII 
Meetings. 

Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be held to discuss and 
decide any changes in the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club 
and to act on any business not properly covered by the Executive 
Committee. 

Section 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be de- 
cided by a mail vote. 

Section 3. Special meetings, aS may be deemed advisable, shall be 
arranged for by the Executive Committee, and announcement of the time 
and place shall be made sixty days before such meeting. 

Section 4. State meetings may be held at such time and place as 
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the members from any state may decide by vote. Such vote shall be 
taken by the State Secretary. 

Section 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three 
members for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without 
request. Notice of such meetings shall be given to members in the 
territory covered by the meeting. 

Section 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general 
or State meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who 
shall send a copy of the minutes to the Secretary. 

Section 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Prizes. 


Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer 
prizes out of the funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent of 
the sum in the treasury. 

Section 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to compe- 
tition only to birds owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX 
Publications. 


Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and 
shall contain a full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the 
report of the annual election, the reports of officers for the preceding year, 
records and announcements of the Executive Committee and essays and 
papers by the members. This shall be carefully edited and the Executive 
Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. The expense of 
the publication may be defrayed by subscription or by paid advertisements 
of members. 

Section 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the 
poultry press, but notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at 
least three papers and those of the Secretary-Treasurer to the offices of all 
papers with circulation of five thousand or more. 

Section 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may 
be adopted for one year by the Club for any State.

Upon motion it was voted that all the new members who had sent in 
applications since the previous meeting be elected regular members. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as printed in the 
1916 Year Book. 

Voted that the ,report of Secretary-Treasurer, S. C. Babble, as sub- 
mitted be referred to the auditing committee, consisting of Messrs Oremus, 
Hough and Riley, and report of the Auditing Committee be printed in the 
Year Book. Voted that we extend a vote of thanks to Mr. S. C. Babble 
for his able and efficient manner in filling his office. 

The Election Commissioner’s report was read by the Secretary, in the 
absence of Election Commissioner, Howard B. Lang. The election of 
Officers for the ensuing year resulted as follows:

Voted that the report of Election Commissioner be excepted as read. 


- The fact that White Wyandottes have consistently held first place in 
laying competitions the past five years, led the club to offer a special cash 
prize of not less than $5.00 to Club Member whose White Wyandotte Pen 
yields the most eggs for the year in the White Wyandotte Class at a recog- 
nized laying contest. This prize will be offered at each of the following 
contests: Storrs, Conn., Vineland, N. J., Mountain Grove, Mo., North 
American, Phila., Pullman, Wash., Victoria, B. C., and Edmonton, Alberta. 
Funds to be raised by the subscription if possible. 

Voted that the Club award Ribbons to members for such Birds as score 
200 or more eggs in any recognized American egg laying competition. 

It was voted to discontinue the present method of awarding State 
Cups. Hereafter State Cups of superior quality will be offered in every 
State and province regardless of number of members at state meeting, and 
to be won three times by the same exhibitor before becoming his property. 
Each year the Club will issue a handsome engraved certificate of winnings 
and upon obtaining three of these certificates an exhibitor will be entitled 
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to permanent ownership of the State Cup which will be delivered to the 
winner. That wherever State Cups be given that they be awarded by rule 
27, American Poultry Association. 

The Club went on record as being a trifle at variance with the present 
standard in the matter of the Comb of the White Wyandotte Male. The 
‘“Smooth’”’ type of White Wyandotte comb was much discussed and it was 
decided the moderately smooth comb is more desirable than the comb as 
described in the present Standard. The ideal comb as determined by this 
meeting is one granular and to the extent the wattle of the Male White 
Wyandotte is grandular. (See Cuts illustrating these, page 29). 

The White Wyandotte Class at Detroit was not as large as had been 
expected, but the quality of the show imposed an exacting task upon Judge 
L. J. Demberger, Stewartsville, Ind., and his work placed him at once with 
the foremost White Wyandotte experts in this country. 

Communications from breeders pertaining to Club Work were received 
and read. 

A resolution was passed commending the Madison Square Garden 
Show to the consideration of the members as the place of holding the An- 
nual Meet.in 1917. 

After a helpful discussion of the rapid progress that the White Wyan- 
dottes are making, the meeting adjourned.

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FOR THE ATTENTION OF MEMBERS 


By the Secretary-Treasurer 


Every Club member is requested to send to the Secretary-Treasurer the 
name and address of persons who might be interested in learning the whole 
truth about White Wyandottes. We want to mail such persons printed 
matter which is now in the course of preparation. 


The Club must advertise the breed; popular as the White Wyandotte 
is today, there are many persons without knowledge of its superior worth. 
Laying contests have demonstrated, year after year, that White Wyandottes 
are our best layers, yet those in charge of these contests have wasted little 
ink in giving publicity to the fact. Those conducting laying contests prefer 
for obvious reasons to feature the performance of an individual bird or a 
high-scoring pen. Since poultry keepers cannot make a living from a single 
hen, they need to know what breed, consistently, year after year, will show 
the highest average per bird. Where except in the advertising matter sent 
out by this Club did you ever see printed the average per bird of the various 
breeds and varieties competing in these contests? What other specialty 
club has printed these figures? Has any other specialty club ever question- 
ed the accuracy of the figures printed by this Club? 


So it will be seen that facts regarding White Wyandottes must be given 
publicity by those interested in the breed. The White Wyandotte breeders 
have opportunities that should not be passed up by default. We will have 
printed many copies of the ‘‘facts’”’ and if you have friends untutored as to 
the great worth of this great fowl, send in their names. 


HOW CAN INTEREST IN THE CLUB BE STIMULATED? 


With Club dues no higher than formerly how can we meet the higher 
cost of conducting the business of the Club? 


We have no answer to the above questions; they are asked here 
because new conditions have arisen which need to be met, and an under- 
standing of these conditions, on the part of our members, may lead us to do 
more, that the Club may be of greater usefulness. 


The price of ribbons has advanced sixty-six and two-thirds per cent; 
printed matter costs twice what it formerly did; cups cost more. Your 
officers face a difficult situation, therefore; that of meeting an expense 
twice that of former years with no increase in receipts. With these facts 
in mind it is hoped members will do what they can to increase the revenue 
of the Club, that there may be no curtailment of Club activities. 


During 1916 there was big demand from members for printed matter 
such as the club was albe to get out. Because of insufficient funds this 
demand could not befully met nor could contemplated pamphlets be issued. 
There is no other feature of our work more important than that of pub- 
licity. Back of White Wyandottes there is a story worth the telling and 
the telling of this story is largely up to the National White Wyandotte 
Club. It would seem that individual members, could to good advantage, 
tell much of White Wyandottes in general in their catalogues and mating 
lists. Evidently, however, they do not regard this as good practice from a 
business point of view, for in most instances they tell only of their own 
stock. With the White Wyandotte breeder blowing only his own horn and 
the poultry press preserving a strict neutrality, there is an important work 
left for the Club to do. This work should be pushed with vigor on as 
large a scale as funds will permit. 
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YOUR DUES AND THOSE OF A NEW MEMBER 


We have had to strike some names from our list for non-payment of 
dues. This loss, however, is one that is common to all specialty Clubs and 
is to be expected. If you have not already paid your dues, kindly send 
them to this office as soon as convenient. There are many things that could 
be done for the interest of the Club, if we had more funds. An application 
blank is enclosed with this Year Book which is to be used for the purpose 
of getting a new member. 


AS TO ADVERTISING IN THE CLUB BOOK 


Our Club Book issued for several years, at quite an expense to our 
Club, offers an advertising medium to members at low cost. We should 
have not less than one hundred pages of advertisements to show the sup- 
port we deserve, and the aim of our Club work in the proper light. The 
demand for our Year Book from notices and our advertising in the poultry 
papers take upwards of two-thousand copies and they all go to people who 
are interested in White Wyandottes. Our advertising contracts have in- 
creased this year and we hope for a much larger support next year. 


REGARDING RIBBONS AND CUPS AWARDED 


Within the past season deliveries of cups and ribbons were long 
delayed by manufacturers. With prices much higher manufacturers were 
unable to obtain the raw material with which to turn out the finished 
product. This condition still exists. If you have not received specials to 
which you are entitled, or if same were late in reaching you, this is the 
explanation. The Club is anxious to fulfill all its obligations and is finan- 
cially able to do so. If your ribbons have not reached you or do not reach 
you within a short time, see to it that same are forthcoming. If not sure 
that the secretary of the show at which you won specials, has sent the Club 
secretary certificate of winnings, look into this matter. 


FREE POULTRY SERVICE FOR CLUB MEMBERS 


Arrangements have been made with the Pratt Poultry Experiment 
Station, Philadelphia, for free poultry service to members of this Club. 


The Pratt Poultry Experiment Farm, representing an investment of 
$50,000, is situated at Morton, nearby Philadelphia. The experiments 
conducted here the past few years have been extensive and thorough, cov- 
ering every phase of poultry-keeping. The Pratt Station has perhaps gone 
deeper into the investigation of poultry diseases than any other poultry 
experiment institution. This branch of the service will hardly elicit many 
inquiries from breeders of the vigorous, disease-resisting White Wyandotte, 
but White Wyandotte breeders, like others, do have questions arising from 
their poultry work that call for expert advice. 


No matter what your problem may be, feed formula, housing, sanita- 
tion, or what not, feel free to make use of this service. For the con- 
venience of members we have provided diagnosis blanks, copies of which 
will be mailed to each member. If these blanks are not suitably designed 
for your particular trouble, write out your problem in letter form, giving 
all the facts bearing on the case and be sure to state that you are a member 
of the National White Wyandotte Club. Address your communication to 
Pratt Poultry Experiment Station, 130 Walnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 
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OUR NEW FORM APPLICATION BLANKS 


The new form of membership application, sample enclosed, should be 
used freely. It should be used not only for the object of interesting per- 
sons in the Club; it is designed as well to win converts to the breed. 


It is likely that 125,000 of these forms will be required this year. 
Small as they are the expense of printing and distributing this number is 
no trifling item in the expense account of the Club. The Secretary- 
Treasurer wants to place printed matter in the hands of all members who 
will use it to their own advantage or that of the Club. Of the thousand 
members he has no way to determine those interested in this printed matter 
and those not interested. To avoid the expense of mailing any quantity to 
persons not interested, those who are interested should make their require- 
ments known to the Secretary-Treasurer.

THE WHITE WYANDOTTE KENTUCKY’S CHOICE 


Somebody has pinched Kentucky and that state, long famed for a 
superior quality of a much-tabooed-at-present product, has woke up to the 
advantages of pure bred poultry. Christian County, Kentucky, has a 
poultry improvement association that is doing things; doing them right, 
too, moreover. This association first wisely decided that nondescript 
poultry should be banished from Kentucky forever. This done the next 
step was to decide upon the best !breed for Kentucky. Christian County 
went about choosing in a cautious way. There was no tossing up of a coin 
or pulling of straws. Instead the association sought expert advice from 
many sources and when the advice was all carefully tabulated it was noted 
that a. great preponderence of the advice stipulated White Wyandottes 
Accordingly the White Wyandotte was made the Standard fowl of Christian 
County, Kentucky. 


The purpose is to supply the boys of the farms with pure bred White 
Wyandotte eggs for hatching the coming spring. The association has a 
fund for the purchase of eggs for these boys. The fund is not sufficient, 
however, to pay for all the eggs needed and we wish to make an appeal 
here in behalf of a movement that someday may be the means of making 
the White Wyandotte the recognized national domestic fowl.

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Laying Contest - Connecticut Agricultural Lxperiment Station, Storrs, Coan 
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FLEW HIGH IN MAY, JUNE AND JULY 


In the 1915 laying competition held by the Connecticut Agricultural 
College, the average per bird of all White Wyandottes was 169 eggs while 
the average of all White Leghorns was 158. Other breeds’ were below 
these figures and are not considered here. In the North American Contest 
the figures were 180 for White Wyandottes and 174 for White Leghorns. 
The object of the above chart is to show not only that White Wyandottes 
outlaid the White Leghorns for the year but to show at a glance that 
White Leghorns were strong for 30 cent eggs in the merry months of May, 
June and July, while the White Wyandottes scored high in the months of 
50-cents-and-upward prices. 
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WHITE WYANDOTTE CLASS AT DETROIT

The Annual Club Meet at Detroit brought a class of White Wyandottes 
that was not as large as some of the former Club shows, but one that was 
overflowing with quality. The strongest classes in the show were Cocks, 
Hens and Pullets in the order named. The show was perfectly managed 
and everyone in attendance was well pleased with their visit to Detroit. In 
placing the awards the writer used great care in order to bridge over any 
gap that might exist between the east and the west so far as type was 
concerned and I believe that the awards as placed conformed to the gener- 
ally accepted ideas as to what is called for in the new standard. 


The Classes. 


First cock was an outstanding specimen in style and finish showing 
what we all want—Sturdiness without being too large and course. Al- 
though poorly fitted his quality was such as to give him special for the 
Best bird in the Show. 

Second Cock, a grand bird in every way and a close second to the first 
prize bird but lost in minor details. 

Third Cock, a large bird perfectly fitted and good in color but not quite 
up to modern ideas as to type. 


Hens. 


First Hen, was a grand hen, a deep bodied, full breasted hen with a 
wonderful back and tail. Modern in every detail and one of those kind 
that held her shape regardless of what position she was in. 

Second Hen, close up to the first in quality but lacked in finish. 

Third Hen, a neat hen, good body, very white but a trifle long in tail 
feathering. 


Cockerels. 


First Cockerel, a grand bird, perfect color, good width of back and tail 
and a bird that impressed one very much after a little study. 

Second Cockerel, another good one and one that some liked for first 
place but was not as good in color or condition as the first prize. 

Third, a mighty good cockerel that was not shown at his best. 


Pullets. 


First, one of the star birds of the class. A pullet that would be hard 
to equal. About the only place that I could criticize her was comb. 

Second, another good one that was not far behind 1st. Grand type 
and very white but lost on account of condition of tail. 

Third, a neat well shaped pullet of good size, off in back and tail 
shape. 


Pens. 


First Old and First Young were two fine pens. Females in both pens 
were very neat and stylish birds. Headed by grand males.

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COMB OF WHITE WYANDOTTE MALE 


It was the sense of the meeting 
at Detroit that the comb of the 
White Wyandotte Male should 
not be pebbled as the _ present 
standard calls for. That is the 
pebbles should not be as coarse 
aS many are led to believe, but 
should be about the size of those 
on the wattles of the male. All 
breeders that I have talked with 
about this agree that it will make 
a much neater comb and thru the 
courtesy of Mr. Sid Saunders of 
Ingersol, Ont., we are showing 
three heads. Number one shows 
a head and comb that is nearly 
ideal in shape. Number’ two 
shows a comb with the pebbles as 
they should be according to pres- 
ent demands. Number’ three 
shows a head and comb that is 
very poor.

be according to present demands. 
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WHITE WYANDOTTE, THE STANDARD FOWL 
OF KENTUCKY 


A year or so ago the Christian County Poultry Improvement Asso- 
ciation was organized in Hopkinsville, Christian county, Kentucky. The 
men who organizes this association are not poultry breeders; they are 
bankers, manufacturers, etc. In organizing a poultry improvement Asso- 
ciation they were actuated alone by business motives; their object was to 
add to the wealth of Christian*county. Being trained business men the 
first move of the organizers was. to investigate the worth of the various 
breeds and select the one best suited to their purpose—adding to the 
wealth of Christian county. On this point they did not seek the advice 
of breeders who had stock or eggs for sale; a conclusion was reached only 
after the results of experiments conducted by state or national govern- 
ment, had been examined and! the experts conducting these experiments 
heard. Heresay evidence from this, that and the other breeder pointed to 
this, that and the other breed as ‘being the best suited for Kentucky’s 
needs. Such testimony was, of course, ignored, inasmuch as it was not 
solicited and seemed to point to nothing. With the records of experi- 
ments and the reports of those conducting experiments, it was different; 
all pointed to White Wyandottes as the most beautiful, practical and 


profitable fowl. 


Thus the White Wyandotte was made the standard domestic fowl of 
Christian county, Kentucky, and: since that time four other counties in 
that state have followed this lead. Business houses in the cities and 
towns are encouraging the breeding of White Wyandottes in every way 
possible and last spring one bank advanced without interest to any boy, 
girl or woman, sufficient funds to make a start with this breed specified. 


This Kentucky movement could be taken up with equal advantage in 
other states. Why not have a great variety in size and color of dressed 
poultry in a community or county? Uniformity in dressed poultry is an 
important factor. Certainly there is a “best breed” for every section. The 
following taken from the Daily Kentucky New Era tells of Kentucky’s 
enthusiasm for White Wyandottes since having adopted the breed as the 
standard of five counties in that state: 


A. §. Chapin and D. D. Slade, both of the poultry department of the 
state experiment station at Lexington, spent all day Friday and part of 
Thursday here planning for poultry work in this county this year. Es- 
pecially are these two men enthusiastic over the proposition for making 
Christian County famous as the home of the White Wyandotte chicken, 
the breed which was adopted last year as the standard for the county. 


This year other counties, and even other states, have been attracted 
by the advertising given Christian county and they are following out the 
same plan. Trigg, Todd and,,Caldwell are three of the neighboring 
counties which have decided to standardize their poultry industry and all 
three have selected the White Wyandotte as the breed to be raised. 


The trouble just now is that the supply of eggs in this county is 
inadequate to meet the demand. While the work was taken up by many 
poultry fanciers last year and flocks of varying sizes were raised, still the 
demand has far exceeded all expectations. The local demand would 
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probably be enough to take all the available eggs and breeding stock this 
year for the success met with last year in raising White Wyandottes, the 
beauty and evident worth of these as the best all purpose fowl to be had, 
has convinced everybody that the thing to do is to get in line and help 
standardize the entire county. Therefore the demand for eggs and 
chickens has been steady all the time and with the coming of spring and 
the hatching season this has grown greatly. 


The work done by the boys’ and girls’ poultry clubs last year, chiefly 
under the supervision of Mrs. Eloise Graves, who has charge of the girls’ 
and women’s rural club work in this county, was a revelation as to what 
can be accomplished by ‘tha children in poultry raising. There were 
eighty boys and girls enlisted in poultry club work and every one of them 
nearly was successful. Each child kept an accurate and detailed account 
of his work and also an expense account and some really handsome profits 
were shown. One average report, not the best and not the worst, was that 
of a boy who spent $1 for a hatching of eggs, $3 for feed and allowed 
himself 40c for his work, a total expense of $4.40. He won three cash 
prizes at the Pennyroyal fair, besides four other prizes, such as a baseball 
sweater, etc., sold several dollars’ worth of eggs and chickens and still 
has his breeding stock on hand for this year. According to the figures he 
has a net profit of $13 for his first year’s work out of one hatching of 
eggs. Other children have done splendidly and they are enthusiastic, and 
this year the number of members in these poultry clubs will be largely 
increased. 


One noticeable thing which has come along with the plan to stand- 
ardize on White Wyandottes has been the big improvement in the char- 
acter of the poultry houses and the conditions under which they are being 
cared for. Old, dilapidated houses have been replaced in many cases with 
new and scientifically constructed houses and adoption of better methods 
in general. 


Last year between 4,500 and 5,000 White Wyandotte eggs were used 
for hatching purposes in this county. This year, according to Messrs. Slade 
and Chapin, there will be at least 20,000 to 25,000 eggs used in this 
county alone. 


Last year the Acme Mills gave away 1,000 eggs. The Planters Bank 
& Trust company loaned money without interest to boys and girls who 
were without funds to buy their initial setting of eggs. Quite a tidy sum 
was thus put out and up to this time only three have failed to repay the 
amount. This year Messrs. Chapin and Slade say they feel sure several 
thousand eggs will be offered, for free distribution in order to help the 
work along in this county. Already the Fox Brothers’ company has 
agreed to give away 500 settings of 15 eggs each, and other concerns will 
doubtless help the work along in some way. 


So the future is bright with promise for making Christian county 
famous as “The Home of the White Wyandotte Chickens” and that money 
will be owing here in substantial amounts in payment for eggs and 
chickens. 


Mr. Chapin said: ‘‘Prof. Slade nor myself would dare select a breed 
for any county, but we always recommend a white chicken for many 
reasons, and Christian county made no mistake when they picked the 
White Wyandotte.”’ 
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PROGRESS

We are making it. Our Club prospers; our Canadian membership 
increases in numbers; our members show more interest in progressive 
things. This is only natural after the two enlightened steps they had 
already taken. (1) In Selecting White Wyandottes to breed; (2) In 
joining the National White Wyandotte Club. Each year that goes by im- 
presses the truth more firmly into the public minds that White Wyandottes 
are the variety, par excellence for pleasure and profit. The day is passed 
that one would turn naturally to the Mediterranean Class for eggs in 
preference to any other breed. The English and American varieties are 
fast leaving the Mediterranean class as a whole far behind. The White 
Wyandotte leads all leaders. Today we may truthfully and without 
boasting write on our card:

The name that suggests Eggs and 


the most of them. 


This is wonderful. It is as if the Short-horn had superceded the 
Jersey and Hoistein for butter and milk. But this is not the “raison 
a’etra’’ of this article. I am drawing attention to the fine development of 
our breed and Club. I would point out that it must only serve the present 
with a very fine. foundation for something much better in the future. To 
attain this, | would earnestly ask the question: With all our present 
knowledge of biology; with all we have learned from research, and inves- 
tigation; with all our scientific writers, what are we really doing to take 
full advantage of the present opportunity in poultry breeding? To be 
more concise. What are we doing to improve Stamina, size of egg, growth 
of chickens, the average flock records, the breeding out of single comb, 
the production of a higher percentage of Pullets and a lower percentage | 
of Cockerels from eggs laid by our own birds? In fact what are we doing 
to take advantage of the scientific progress of recent years? 

A common excuse for being a back number, is that up-to-date breed- 
ing methods entail so much routine work, so much record keeping and a 
larger staff of help. Remember this outlay in itself means greater efficiency 
which leads to greater success. Few discoveries or inventions that have 
revolutionized the world were made without much outlay of time, money 
and work. But they have paid for themselves many times over; indeed 
many have yielded results beyond the computation of man. 

1916 has practically proved the theory of sex-inheritance. (See 
American Poultry Journal and the English Weekly ‘“‘Eggs’’). In England 
experiments and research were conducted by an English biologist and 
Poultry raiser of note for the last ten years. About the same period in 
Spokane, Wash., an American was working on a strain of Langshans 
which would throw mostly pullet chickens. This he did merely by in- 
breeding year after year. Oscar Smart, the English Biologist however 
went further and discovered why things were so. (‘‘Kggs’’ Mar. 8, 1916). 
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He proved that a pullet producing female must come of a pullet producing 
mother. (2) That her grandfather must come from a pullet producing 
Hen. (3) A male bird has no influence on the set of his female progeny, 
but that he is a very potent factor in influencing what his daughters will 
breed. There are, it may be said, three classes of females. (1) Those 
that produce half male progeny and half female. (2) those that produce 
most female. (3) those that produce mostly male. Each class if bred 
only to members in its class will breed true to the class trait. 

Here then is a field for new work. The possibilities are obvious, and 
there is but one man in this country reaping them. This is only one in- 
Stance. We certainly do not take sufficient advantage of the Opportunities 
scientific research presents us with. 


SAME TYPE OF WHITE WYANDOTTES 
BRED TO LAY AND WIN 


By J. W. Andrews, Vice President of the National 
White Wyandotte Club 


Breeders of White Wyandottes are composed of three classes. Those 
who breed solely to produce Prize Winners. Those who breed solely for 
Layers and those who combine both. Prize Winners and Layers and the 
latter should be the only class of breeders. To arrive at a certain goal 
the easiest and quickest way is to cast all other requirements aside and 
breed especially for that one thing and one will arrive at that for which 
they have striven much sooner but in so doing if it be especially for eggs 
they may be great layers but hardly recognized only in name as the 
breed they are called. With shape in the case of the White Wyandotte, 
possibly more like a Leghorn combs of very bad shape, brassy in color 
and all the other defects they may fall heir to in paying no attention to 
other than egg production. 

On the other hand the fancier who only aims to produce a prize 
winner, loses all sight of laying qualities and size of eggs will soon pro- 
duce a specimen that will lay very few eggs. The poultryman that selects 
his breeds for their egg laying qualities and birds as near as possibie 
up to standard requirements will possibly not produce the extra heavy 
layer so soon or the greatest strain of prize winners but by careful selec- 
tions and discarding those that while great layers are off for standard 
requirements and also throwing out a bang up show bird that as a layer 
is worthless will with patience succeed; and it will take much courage to 
throw out such birds. The present standard as accepted by the breeders 
most generally calls for a Wyandotte that should be able to lay well as 
the mongrel bred White Wyandottes. The lines are clean cut, alert and 
active, fairlv light feathered, not as was once the fad a fluffy coching. 
snowball type, and the present type if properly bred and pains taken 
with selections should be the only type Wyandottes and be able to win 
egg laying contests and carry off the Blue Ribbon at the shows. 

Let it be our aim to produce White Wyandottes that can carry away 
the Blue, and also step from the show room in to the egg contest and win 
the blue there. Then shall we have a White Wyandotte as it should be, 
the greatest bird on earth. 
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STANDARD WHITE WYANDOTTES 


By John S. Martin, President of the National 
White Wyandotte Club 


Breeders of White Wyandottes have every reason to congratulate 
themselves on their continued popularity. In fact from every part of the 
country very encouraging reports are reaching me. The White Wyandotte 
classes in all the shows are very heavy and ‘the greatest interest is being 
taken in the breed. This increased interest has not been brought about 
by undue booming, but is simply the result of merit. 

For years we have claimed that White Wyandottes under favorable 
conditions would lay just as many eggs as the lighter breeds. We have 
also claimed that the value of their eggs for the year would be greater, 
on account of their splendid laying during the winter months. Both of 
these claims have been established by the laying contests. 

As a table fowl they cannot be surpassed. From broiler size to 
maturity they are always ready for market. Their yellow shanks and 
skin make them a most attractive market fowl. In England of course 
they prefer a white legged chicken, but in America a buyer will almost 
invariably pick for the yellow legged birds, so it is much easier to breed 
something the people want. : 

The history of the White Wyandotte has been largely a succession of 
fads. One of the first was the craze for size and the Standard encouraged 
this. It practically read as follows: ‘‘Cocks 8% pounds, hens 6% pounds, 
but the heavier the better.’’ Can you imagine anything more absurd? 
This naturally led to size predominating over everything else. I have 
seen, in fact have owned, cocks weighing 12 pounds. This was all wrong, 
as one of the strongest qualities of the Wyandotte is its quick maturity 
and you cannot get this in an overgrown bird. 

The craze for color also had its day and led to blue ribbons being 
placed on the whitest birds, not on the best shaped ones. This fad, how- 
ever, bore good results because it established the stay-white color, and 
then breeders could give more attention to shape. Now on any good 
plant you will find snow white color the rule. 

The next, and by far the most harmful, fad was that of the short 
back. I have seen ribbons on birds that were so short in back that the 
hackle rested on the cushion. They were monstrosities and could not 
possibly be called beautiful. This shortening of the body seriously im- 
paired the laying qualities of the birds and if continued would undoubt- 
edly have ruined the breed. 

At the present time we have the craze for the tight feathered birds, 
and it looks as if some breeders would ride this hobby to death. Person- 
ally, I like a medium. bird, not too tight and not too loose in feather 
We demand a fairly generous cushion on a White Wyandotte, and yet 
some breeders and judges do not want any fluff underneath. This is 
unreasonable just so long as we have a cushion we must have fluff under- 
peath. This should be folded neatly and not stick out roughly as was the 
case with the old fashioned White Wyandottes. To make progress we 
must work with Nature, not against her. Let us draw the extremes to- 
gether and work for a smooth finished bird with just enough looseness of 
feather to accentuate the beautiful lines of the Wyandotte. 

Not long ago I was in a breeder’s yards, who seemed to have forgot- 
ten that there was anything to a White Wyandotte except a spread tail. 
I was very much amused to hear him rave about his spread tail cockerels, 
and I pointed out, to his very great surprise, that he had overdone this. 
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The main tail feathers stuck. out in every direction but the furnishings 
were very scanty, leaving about three-fourths of the main tail uncovered. 


In breeding try to use both males and females with an abundance of 
furnishings. 


Too many breeders in paying special attention to tail shape have lost 
Sight of the fact that there are two ends to a bird. In the show room 
today there is no defect more prevalent than the flat breast. You cannot 
have a real Wyandotte without a round full breast. 


From an exhibition point of view the one is just as important as the 
other, while from a utility Standpoint good breast shape is infinitely of 
more importance than good tail Shape. If you will walk down the White 
Wyandotte alley in any show room you cannot fail to notice that this is 
a prevailing defect. Breeders have simply been paying too much attention 
to color and not enough to this most important of all shape requirements. 


In the past there is no doubt that the breed has been seriously injured 
by careless inbreding. We have some exhibition strains that are not good 
layers and are low in fertility. These defects are by no means charac- 
teristic of the breed but were brought about by breeding exclusively for 
exhibition points and completely ignoring the utility qualities. Those who 
have been unfortunate enough to get hold of these strains should 
remember that true White Wyandottes are not only wonderful layers but 
are also most prolific. 


Of course we must remember that their great development as layers 
is to a certain extent unnatural. The natural breeding months are March 
April and May. If you breed for heavy egg production eleven months of 
the year it necessarily follows that you will lose somewhat in fertility. A 
hen that lays all winter could not be expected to give you as high fertility 
as a hen that begins to lay just before the natural breeding season begins. 


The question is naturally asked, ‘‘What plan shall I adopt to overcome 
this?” The plan I have followed ,is this,—I use nothing but males that 
have come from strong prepotent lines. For generations they have high 
fertility records. For my breeding females I use yearling and two year old 
hens. I am satisfied that fully seventy-five per cent of my chicks are bred 
from yearling and two year old hens. You will get larger eggs and strong- 
er chicks. During the winter I do not force my hens for egg production 
but let the pullets do the heavy laying. If I get a twenty-five percent egg 
yield from my breeders through the winter, I am well satisfied. 


Another feature and one that is most important is the color and size 
of the egg. On account of the Hamburg and Cochin origin of the Wyan- 
dotte we could hardly expect as uniform an egg as in some of the other 
breeds. However, by careful selection most of the good strains of White 
Wyandottes lay good sized eggs, fairly uniform in color. 


You may ask, ‘“‘What has this to do with Standard White Wyan- 
dottes?’’ It has a great deal to do with them. If you are not particular 
as to what kind of eggs your’ ‘fine exhibition White Wyandottes lay, just 
as sure as anything, you will come to the point where the eggs will grad- 
ually become smaller and finally fail to hatch, your line will be broken off 
and the work of years be useless. 


The present Standard of Perfection is a sensible standard to breed to, 
and if the breeders will work together for the best interests of the breed, 
there is no reason to fear competition.

White Wyandottes do not require double mating, they make the best 
of mothers, the maternal instinct is strong, yet we experience no trouble in 
breaking them from setting when desired. They are large enough to cover 
a good clutch, yet not so heavy and awkward as some, thus avoiding the 
danger of breakage. Then a man who raises a few chicks each year wants 
them tame enough so that he can easily show them to his friends, and 
when he so desires, handle some of them without having the entire flock 
take to the roosts or try to go through the windows, which is the same 
with nearly all the Mediterranean and Continental classes. 


On entering a show room what breed makes the deepest impression 
on the average spectator, viewing the birds from a standpoint of beauty? 
There are very few who will not stop and admire the proud graceful car- 
riage of the Wyandottes with their big full breasts, short thick legs, broad 
back, and almost fan shaped tail. The low, close fitting comb, well shaped 
head and red eyes are assets to their appearance also. Look over the cuts 
in this book and note the distinctive and exclusive beauty, shape and 
carriage. 


In conclusion, I would say that if you are not breeding the White 
Wyandotte, give them a trial, treat them right, start with the best birds 
or eggs you can secure and I will be surprised if, in a year or two, you are 
not breeding only that superb all-round bird, The White Wyandotte.

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THE WYANDOTTE 


By C. H. Burgess{ Michigan Agricultural College

The Bird of curves, the bird of beauty, 
the farmer’s friend and the breeder’s pride. 

The above appellations can be justly 
applied to the Wyandotte be it laced, white, 
penciled or buff. There is no bird that can 
and will hold a firmer place in the mind of 
the cook or the chef for years to come than 
this bird of beauty and Symmetry. In size 
and shape it meets the requirements of an 
all around bird. As a layer, it produces a 
goodly number and at the time of the year 
when eggs are high. The Wyandotte matures 
early which makes it a bird for the broiler 
trade. 

The Wyandotte came to us by accident 
rather than by design. It came to us at a 
time when the breeders and farmers were 
looking for a fowl to meet the demand of a 
general purpose fowl that would stand eon- 

finement without taking on superabundant 
C. H. BURGESS fat, a fowl that was a good forager and a 
fowl that was a good sitter and an ideal mother. The Wyandotte seems 
to fill the bill. 

The Michigan Agricultural College owns a flock that were among the 
best producers for the winter of 1915 and 16. 

One Pullet produced 16 eggs in Nov., 21 eggs in Dec., and 27 eggs in 
Jan. She rounded out her year with a record of 247 eggs. Another 
Pullet produced 18 in Nov., 26 in Dec., and 28 eggs in Jan., and finished 
with a record of 236 eggs for the year that closed Oct. 31, 1916. The 
flock of 29 averaged 11 eggs each for Nov., 14 eggs for Dec., and 15 eges 
for Jan. These eggs brought $12.76 for Nov., $14.21 for Dec.,; and $16.23 
for Jan. or a total of $43.21 for the three months or an average income 
per hen of about $1.50. The whole number of eggs laid by this flock for 
the year was 4147 eggs and sold on the open market with an average of 
$3.60 per hen and when the cost of food and care was taken out netted 
$2.05 per hen. Much has been said about lack of uniformity in color and 
size of eggs from Wyandottes. This is a matter of breeding. There is 
no reason why the breeders of the country can not give this special at- 
tention in their matings. A good deal has been said and written about 
the egg type hen, this is as yet an unproven problem. Heavy egg produc- 
tion has been a study of over seven hundred years. In 1200, eggs in 
Europe sold for 1 cent per hundred, in 1917, eggs are selling for 5 cents 
each or $5.00 per hundred. The art of making hens lay was lost before 
America was discovered, the Wyandotte was made in America, hence it 
has come to us at a time when all eyes are turned towards egg production. 
If the long body is the one for heavy egg production then the Wyandotte 
will disappear from the earth, for then she will become a rock and will 
have no excuse for existence, only as a bird of curves and a bird of beauty. 
She would then appear only as a -‘drawingroom idol and her feathers and 
her form will only appeal to a few. Official contests have placed her 
shoulder to shoulder with all other breeds and the farmer and the fancier 
can get together on a bird that will appeal to the beautiful and fill the egg 
basket as well. : 

Long live the breeders of this bird of beauty, the Wyandotte. 
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THE CONFERENCE BAND—THE FANCIER’S 
TRADE MARK 


By H. J. W. Fay, Prop. White Wyandotte Poultry Yards, 


Westborough, Mass. 


Two years ago, while discussing how the show room and fancy 
breeding business could be made straighter and better, the suggestion was 
made that American breeders might with much advantage take up the use 
of what is known in England as the Conference Band. 


This is a method’ of sealing the chick with the initials or trademark 
of the breeder that raises it. A band large enough not to cut the leg but 
too small to be removed from the full grown bird is slipped over the foot 
of the growing chick and serves through life to positively identify the 
breeder by whom it was raised. I understand that in England the various 
Poultry Associations issue these bands to the breeders of the different 
lines and keep a record of them, just as the pigeon breeders keep records 
of the carrier pigeons in this country. 


Positive identification of strains is, of course, an impossibility, but 
the great value of the band is in stamping out the abuses of the poultry 
jockey. We all know that every fall large buyers tour the country picking 
up hundreds of birds not of their line, which they later sell to breeders on 
the strength of a broadly advertised reputation. 


I do not complain of the breeder who at show time goes outside for 
an occasional bird to complete a pen or to fill out his string. Every 
fancier has sometime had to do this. I have, myself. It is in forcing the 
commercial poultry trader to squarer methods that the great value of the 
band would come in. 


I ean think of no better service the National White Wyandotte Club 
could do for the White Wyandotte breed than to take up this system, 
issue the bands to members, and keep a registry of their lines of stock, 
just as is done by cattle breeders associations and kennel clubs. I do not 
claim any originality for this idea, as it was suggested to me by the man 
whom I'consider the greatest progressive in the poultry business, Judge 
James R. Glasgow.

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GUARD THE EGG PRODUCTION; IT’S THE GUIDE- 
POST TO POPULARITY 


By Edwin A. Heaton, R. KF. D. No. 1, Maumee, Ohio. 


Babies win prizes on their contour and pretty faces but there comes 
a time when they have to ‘‘deliver the goods’”’ by actual service, with hand 
or brain, or fall back in the procession. It’s a nice thing to win prizes 
it’s a personal delight, but prize winning hens ought to be selected from 
good egg producers. The popularity of the Wyandotte—the White 
W yandotte—is increasing, and why? Not on account of beautiful shape 
but just as sure as we live because of the great records they are making 
at the egg laying contests. I have before me now a picture of the 
winning birds at Storr’s in 1916, and the type of bird making those great 
records reflects the wisdom of the standard makers of 1915. The poultry 
business is one of the greatest, if not the greatest live stock industry. 
Eges are as necessary as milk or bread—one of the absolute necessities, 
even if the housewives do boycott, or attempt to boycott them once in a 
while, cutting off their own noses, so to speak—-and we ought to be proud 
to be in the poultry business, especially proud to breed White Wyandottes, 
the plump, yellow skin fowls that all America wants. But I am writing 
this to urge that we work along lines of service. We ought to—we must— 
safeguard and promote the useful as well as beautiful in the White Wyan- 
dotte. A cow dealer recently called on me to sell me a Jersey cow. He 
talked very interestingly about cows, explaining very carefully all the 
good points of this particular one; good mouth, etc., then especially milk 
production and milk producing features. I did not buy the cow, my 
interest being in White Wyandottes altogether, but the interview with 
this cow man is brought to me more forcibly for this reason: At our 
poultry show I have talked continually with the ‘‘experts’” at breeding 
good, prize-winning fowls, and particularly White Wyandotte breeders, 
and every last one of them know, or appear to know, every angle and 
scheme of conditioning and fitting ‘‘good’’ birds for the show, but they 
apparently don’t know-—and don’t seem to care—anything about egg 
producing qualities. Now no one in the world admires beauty more than 
I; it’s part of my very life) I chose for my home a three-acre woodland 
and in the midst of that woodland of pretty oaks, elms, wild cherry, etc., 
I built me a colonial house, and now I have forest and fruit trees, flowers 
and vegetables aplenty and White Wyandottes; a dalightful spot, ‘‘Three 
acres and Liberty’’—at least about as near liberty as it’s possible to get 
in this world of strife. But along with beauty I want my White Wyan- 
dottes to be of real service and practicality; for just to the extent that we 
make the White Wyandotte great egg producers, and keep them great egg 
producers, just to that extent will we keep them popular. A few are raving 
about high egg production, voicing a warning that heavy egg production 
will cause eggs to be but a few cents a dozen. In the last fifteen years 
eggs have I should say doubled in production, maybe trebled, yet they are 
higher today than ever and the supply in many places exhausted. Demand 
always seems to keep just ahead of a really good article. But be that as 
it may I believe it is a fact that the popularity of a breed or variety is 
going to be guaged more and more by its power of production and its 
worth as a meat animal. Surely the White Wyandotte has the proper 
size; lets also build them more, and more along lines of greater egg pro- 
duction, and make them the most talked-of fowls on this globe. 
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I recently noticed a report of a government expert who is going to 
produce an Ideal hen. The report goes on to say this hen will have the 
laying qualities of the Leghorn; the meat qualities of the Wyandotte; 
yellow legs, medium size, ete. When we think of our own White Wyan- 
dotte, does it not seem preposterous for a man to waste precious time 
producing another White Wyandotte.

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SOUTHERN CONDITIONS AS I SEE THEM

Our section of the South is just awakening to the possibilities of poul- 
try culture. The Tri-State Poultry Journal published in Memphis has 
combined with .the Farm Bureau ina campaign to boost poultry raising 
Their slogan ‘$100,000 to $1,000,000” is to make 100 counties in this 
territory yield $100,000 each. These counties now yield less than the 
$100,000. The results they are after and will accomplish are wonderful 
and what is true of this immediate territory is true of practically all of the 
South. 

Poultry clubs are being organized in all communities where the cotton 
boll weavil has proven so destructive. These clubs are generally encourag- 
ed by the Bankers who loan tha members money to procure a start with 
their favorite breed. Many choose the White Wyandotte and if they had 
the facts and figures we have many more would do likewise. 

I had the pleasure of judging the first poultry show at one of Arkansas 
leading cities two years ago when they were starting such a campaign as 
mentioned above. In November and January last they held two other 
shows there. To see the marked improvement in quality and numbers 
was surprising, is to put it mildly. I have found this same condition to 
exist through the South where I have judged a number of shows the past 
season. The county in which the above poultry shows were held is now 
shipping in car load lots and they are increasing all the time now the ball 
has started rolling. 

There are many reasons why this should be the poultry producing 
section of the country and eventually it will be. 

The development of this unlimited field should open vast opportuni- 
ties for the White Wyandotte Breeder. The Wyandottes are ideally adopted 
to this climate and give utmost satisfaction to all who have tried them. 

The Whites are coming in for a large share of this increase but not 
what I feel they deserve. The unsophisticated poultryman is not posted on 
the. White Wyandottes and this is where our club can boost the breed 
What the beginner needs is facts and figures about the breed that we as 
breeders already possess. 

It would surprise you to know how many letters I get asking if my 
strain is single or rose comb! A very gratifying fact is that whenever I 
get one started with the White Wyandottes they are boosters for the breed. 
but we have one delusion to overcome. Some few socalled ‘‘Strains’’ which 
have been inbred closely for show birds alone and are lacking in essential 
vigor and vitality have failed to give satisfaction and this has been 
wrongly charged to the breed and not where it belonged. 

A great deal of our hatching is done outside of the regular breeding 
season and it is absolutely necessary that the fowls possess the vigor and 
vitality to produce fertile eggs both in and out of season. 

Now you may say that I am not boosting but knocking, but to boost 
we must know where to start our argument and what to dispute. This is 
essential with us as a club, for we breeders know the good qualities of our 
breed and are prone to think that everyone is informed likewise. 

Perhaps Prof. Lamon was merely joking when he gave the paper boys 
the “dope” on his ideal American Hen, but certainly all must admit that 
his description came very nearly abridging the rights of our own favorite. 
Certainly she is scratching all over your Uncle Sam’s back and laying his 
pockets full of golden (winter) eggs. 

Because White Wyandottes are now in for what many consider a great 
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boom do not become over-confident, boost the breed first, last and all the 
time. 

Co-operate with your club, with your customers, with your poultry 
shows and with the poultry press. 

Stand loyally behind the White Wyandottes and give them half a 
chance to prove to your Uncle Sam he does not need an ideal American hen, 
he already has one. 


WHY BELONG TO THE CLUB?

STATE SECRETARIES

They should, whenever possible, have notices published in their poultry 
press (if such a publication is published in their state or otherwise) telling 
of the grand merits of the White Wyandottes, and request breeders to join 
the Club. To assist in arranging for the Club Meet at some worthy show in 
his State and active co-operation with the Club officials in soliciting mem- 
bers, the publishing of our Club Ribbon offer in premium lists of Poultry 
Shows throughout his State; they should also try and have as many special 
prizes put on the White Wyandottes at the shows in their section as they 
can. Last but not least, replying with reasonable promptness to the more 
or less frequent communications from the Club Secretary. Wherever it is 
desired, the Club will reimburse State Secretaries for any expenditures of 
postage or other cash items. Please observe that the omission on this list 
of any name that appeared in the 1917 Year Book list is not to be taken as 
a reflection on the former State Secretary. It sometimes happens that 
these appointments have been accepted with the belief that the members 
would have ample time to give to this work and later developments have 
prevented such activity. Wherever there are vacancies the members in such 
States will be conferring a favor if they will volunteer to undertake the 
work themselves, or if they will suggest some one to whom they believe the 
office should be offered. It is important that all the vacancies be filled at 
the earliest possible moment, so that the State Meets can be arranged for 
and suitable announcements be made in the Bulletins and in the Poultry 
Papers that are always glad to give space to this kind of information. Will 
you please give this your best attention and write the Club Secretary now 
while the matter is on your mind.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 
Of the National White Wyandotte Club 


on ARTICLE I. 

Section 1. The Club shall be called the National White Wyandotte 
GAub. e 
Section 2. The address of the Club shall be that of the Secretary- 


Treasurer. 


ARTICLE II. 

Section 1. The object of the Club skall be to promote the breeding 
of White Wyandotte fowls; to urge the adoption of the true type and 
color by breeders, exhibitors and judges; to advance the interests of the 
breed; and to bring their good qualities to the attention of the world. 

ARTICLE IlI—Membership 

Section 1. All members in the Club ghall be Active Members. 

Section 2. Any person of good character and reputaiion may become 
an active member of the Club. Application shall be made to the State 
Secretary or to the Secretary-Treasurer end must be accompanied by the 
membership fee for one year. 

Section 3. Membership shall be acknowledged by the Club Mem- 
bership Card and shall date from the time of such acknowledgement, 
terminating on October 1st, following, unless renewed. Membership for 
any year may be proven by the card of the Club for that year. 

Section 4. The annual dues shall be one dollar ($1.00). 

Section 5. A payment of $10.00, at any time, shall entitle to life 
membership without additional fee, subject to expulsion as provided for 
in Section 6 of this Article. 

Section 6. Charges of misconduct of a member shall be made in 
writing to the Secretary-Treasurer or President; they shall be considered, 
with the defense of the member, by the Executive Committee, and the 
said Committee may, ona majority vote, suspend or expel the member. 

Section 7. An expelled or suspended member may appeal from the 
decision of the Executive Committee and the matter shall then be sub- 
mitted to the vote of the Club members. Unless the majority of the mem- 
bers voting shall reverse the decision of the Executive Committee an ex- 
pelled member shall be ineligible for future membership in the Club. If 
the expelled member is a “‘life member’ the Club will deduct one dollar 
per year for the actual term of membership and refund the balance. 

Section 8. Members may resign by giving notice to the Secretary in 
writing; but no resignation shall be accepted if the member be in arrears 
for dues or if there be any charges pending against him. 

Section 9. Any state in the United States or any Frovince in Canada 
may organize a Branch of this Club, providing there are at least ten mem- 
bers in each proposed branch territory. These branches shall hold annual 
meetings at the show at which the state cup is offered for the purpose of 
electing officers and transacting such other business as may come before 
the branch. 

Branch officers shall be President, Vice President and Secretary- 
Treasurer; these three officers to constitute the Executive Committee for 
the branch. The members of the Club residing in the branch territories 
shall be members of the branches. The members of the branch shall decide 
the place of holding the branch meeting by a mail vote, and the Club 
State Cup shall be offered at this place. Each branch shall have one vote 
in the Club election for each ten members, and may also send a delegate to 
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the Annual Club Meeting, such delegate to have one vote for each ten 
members of the branch not present at such Annual Meeting. This delegate 
must show proper credentials signed by a majority of the branch executive 
committee. 

Branches may be governed by their own Constitution and By-Laws, 
but these must not conflict with the Constitution and By-Laws or Rules 
of the National White Wyandotte Club. 

As soon as branches are organized the branch Secretary shall notify 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the club. The Secretary-Treasurer or the Club 
shall keep the branch Secretary informed as promptly as possible of new 
members, of those that are in arrears or against whom there are charges 
pending in each branch territory. 


ARTICLE IV—Officers 

Section 1. The officers of this Club shall consist of a President, a 
Vice-President, a Secretary-Treasurer, a State Secretary in each State 
having membership in the Club, and an Executive Committee, consisting 
of the President, Secretary and five members, to be elected annually. 

Section 2. The general supervision and conduct of the affairs of the 
Club shall be vested in the Executive Committee. 

Section 3. The Executive Committee shall carry out the instructions 
of the Club, shall authorize expenditures (but no expenditures shall be 
authorized beyond the assets of the Club), shall devise means to carry out 
the objects of the Club, shall make such rules as may be deemed necessary 
during the year for the conduct of meetings, the awarding of prizes, etc., 
and shall perform such other duties as are delegated to it by the By-Laws. 

Section 4. The President shall carry out the instructions of the Board, 
shall approve proper and authorized claims against the Club, shall fill 
vacancies in office, shall preside at such general meetings as he may attend, 
and shall perform such other duties as are herein provided, or such as are 
customary to the office and not herein ctherwise delegated. 

Section 5. The Secretary-Treasurer shall, as Secretary, conduct the 
general correspondence and keep the records of the Club. He shall, as 
Treasurer, collect all money due, and shall pay from the funds of the Club 
such claims as are properly authorized and approved. He shall furnish a 
bond covering the maximum assets of the Club, the premium on said 
bond to be paid by the Club. 

Section 6. The general supervision of the interests of the Club in 
any State shall be vested in the State Secretary, who shall be a resident 
of that State. 

Section 7. The Secretary-Treasurer shall be paid a salary equal to 
twenty-five per cent of the annual membership fees and life memberships 
received for and during fiscal year for which he was elected. 

Section 8. An officer shall remain in office until his successor is 
elected or appointed. 

Section 9. Appointments by the President shall take effect at once 
and hold until the next annual election. 

Section 10. No officer shall hold office for more than two terms. 

ARTICLE V—Voting 

- Section 1. An Election Commissioner shall be elected by a majority 
vote at each annual meeting of the Club. 

On the first Tuesday of August of each year, the Election Commis- 
sioner shall mail to the address of each member of the Club a printed 
nominating ballot blank, naming the offices to be filled; nominating bal- 
lots to be returnable within thirty days and to be signed by the member 
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whose vote it represents. 

On receiving and counting the nominating ballots the Election Com- 
missioner shall ascertain by mail who among those nominated are willing 
to stand for election, informing each candidate of the number of votes 
cast for each member nominated. For each office to be filled the three 
members who received the highest number of votes of those who indicated 
a willingness to accept office, shall be the nominees. 

On receiving authority to formally announcethe various successful 
nominees, the Election Comissioner shall, within thirty days of the count- 
ing of the nominating ballots, mail printed election ballot blanks to all 
Club members, said blanks to be filled in and returned within thirty days. 
The names and addresses of all candidates to be voted for shall be printed 
on the ballot, and opposite each name a square shall be printed. On the 
ballot shall be printed complete instructions for the guidance of voters, 
as to manner of marking. 

Exactly thirty days after the mailing of the election ballots, the 
Election Commissioner shall count all votes received by him in the form 
of printed ballots that are properly marked and legibly signed by Club 
members entitled to cast the same, and shall immediately notify the 
officers of their election. 

The counting of election ballots shall take place at a specified place 
and hour, which shall be announced on the printed ballot blanks mailed 
to each member, and each candidate shall have the right to be present in 
person or by accredited representative to witness the counting of all 
ballots. No vote shall be counted excepted those cast upon the official ballot. 
No ballot shall be counted that is in any way changed or tampered with, 
or has anything pasted upon it. No change may be made in a ballot once 
cast, even by the member casting such ballot. 

Section 2. Officers of the Club shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors are elected and accept their positions. The terms of newly 
elected officers shall commence the first day of December following such 
election. 

Section 3. The members in each State shall vote for.their State 
Secretary by sending to the Secretary-Treasurer of the Club, on or before 
October 1st in each year, their choice for such officer. The Executive 
Committee shall thereupon appoint the member receiving the highest 
number of votes. 

Section 4. No proxies can be voted at any meeting of the Club. 

ARTICLE VI—Committees 

Section 1. The President may appoint Committees to prepare for 
and handle any special matter, meeting, event or action, 

Section 2. A State Secretary may appoint Committees to prepare for 
and handle any matter, meeting, event or action pertaining only to his 
State. 

ARTICLE VIii—Meetings 

Section 1. Annual meetings of the Club will be heid to discuss and 
decide any changes in the By-Laws or measures for the good of the Club 
and to act on any business not properly covered by the Executive 
Committee. 

Section 2. The time and place of the annual meeting shall be de- 
cided by a mail vote. 

Section 3. Special meetings, as may be deemed advisable, shall be 
arranged for by the Executive Committee, and announcement of the time 
and place shall be made sixty days before such meeting. 
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Section 4. State meetings may be held at such time. and place as 
the members from any state may decide by vote. Such vote shall be 
taken by the State Secretary. 

Section 5. Special meetings may be called at the request of three 
members for a State, or may be arranged for by the proper officers without 
request. Notice of such meetings shall be given to members in the terri- 
tory covered by the meeting. 

Section 6. In the absence of proper presiding officers at a general 
or State meeting, a chairman shall be chosen and a clerk appointed who 
shall send a copy of the minutes to the Secretary. 

Section 7. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VIII—Prizes 
Section 1. The Executive Committee shall have power to offer prizes 
out of the funds of the Club, amounting to seventy-five per cent of the 
sum in the treasury. 
Section 2. All prizes offered by the Club shall be open to competi- 
tion only to birds owned by members. 


ARTICLE IX—Publications 

Section 1. A year book or register shall be issued each year and 
shall contain a full list of members, the By-Laws and amendments, the 
report of the annual election, the reports of officers for the preceding 
year, records and announcements of the Executive Committee and essays 
and papers by the members. This shall be carefully edited and the 
Executive Board may insert or omit any matter at their discretion. The 
expense of the publication may be defrayed by subscription or by paid 
advertisements of members. 

Section 2. Notices and announcements may be issued through the 
poultry press, but notices and announcements so made shall be sent to at 
least three papers and those of the Secretary-Treasurer to the offices of all 
papers with circulation of five thousand or more. 

Section 3. By a majority of votes cast, an official publication may 
be adopted for one year by the Club for any State. 


ARTICLE X—Order of Business ° 

Section 1. The order of business at all meetings of the Club shall 
be as follows: 
Roll Call. | 
Reading of Minutes of previous meeting. 
Election of new members. 
Reading of communications. 
Unfinished, or old business. 
New business. 
Election of Election Commissioner. 
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ARTICLE XI—Amendments 

Section 1. These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a three- 
fourths vote at the annual meeting, or by the same vote at a special 
meeting. 

Section 2. Amendments to these By-Laws must be submitted to the 
Secretary by members ninety days before the annual meeting, or any 
special meeting called for that purpose. 

Section 3. A proposed amendment shall become part of the By-Laws 
upon receiving a three-fourths vote at the annual meeting or such special 
meeting.

To the fancier that continues to keep up the high 
standard the White Wyandotte has attained, and has a good surplus to put 
on the market when present war conditions are changed will reap the har- 
vest. There are many thousands who have dropped the poultry business on 
account of high cost of feeds, who will be eager to start in again in the near 
future, and the fancier who has the stock to furnish this demand will surely 
make up many times the deficiency he may have encountered in staying in 
the game. 

There will also be a great many that will be at a loss as to what breed 
to start with and that is where the Club should be ready with all the in- 
formation one may wish, and surely no breed of fowl is any handsomer 
better layers or market fowls that the White Wyandotte and we should 
prepare that information in concise form and to the point so that it can be 
in reach of all who wish it. 

The prime object of a Specialty Club is to promote the breeding of the 
breed they specialize. The White Wyandotte Club will never have a more 
opportune time than the present and it is up to us to be prepared. Would 
suggest that the Club issue a pamphlet that should contain, Origin of Breed, 
Description, Their Qualifications for the fancier and utility breeder, Egg 
Records, Mating, Rearing, Showing, Reasons for taking up the Breed, etc., 
and a limited number of the best Half Tone Cuts of the breed obtainable. 

There should be at least 10,000 copies in the first issue, and there 
should be no trouble to get advertising enough to pay for publishing same. 
The secretary of the Club could edit the book and publish same or a special 
committee be appointed. 

As to the manner of distribution of this literature it was suggested at 
the Club meeting at New York City that the Club at their annual meet have 
a booth as headquarters of the Club with necessary literature and informa- 
tion for those who’ wish in regard to the White Wyandottes and also the 
Club. A committee of three be appointed for that purpose and to make ar- 
rangements for the Club Meet and solicit specials. 

Such an arrangement would be the ideal place to distribute the White 
Wyandotte book and boom our club as well. 

Think this idea should be carried also in the State Meets. 
| Another method would be to take advertising space in two or three of 
the best Farm Journals of the east and west stating our book would be free 
to all interested to send for same. 

Would be pleased to hear suggestions or ideas from the members and 
as to the feasibility of the above. 

Think the Annual Club Meet and the State Meets should be of more 
importance than at the present time. 

At the last meet at New York, from outward appearance no one would 
have ever dreamed the National Club Meet was there. 

Ribbons and Cups are worth more to the exhibitor at the show than 
after he gets home. A few handsome Club Ribbons hanging over the win- 
ners attract attention, advertise the Club and person winning them as do 
also the cups in competion on display. 

Think it should be the policy of the Club to offer ribbons and cups only 
at the National Meet and the State or Sectional Meets and that they be at 
the show ready to be placed on the coops when the awards are placed In 
so doing the exhibitors and club would get more benefit from them. 


The State meet should be in charge of the State Secretary and think 
more should be made of those meets, and special prizes solicited from club 
members in the state and from merchants where the meet is held. 


There should also be a meeting of the members at the State Meet to 
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talk over matters for the best interest of the breed and club in the state 
and to submit any matter deemed of importance to the Annual Club Meet. 

By making the State Club Meet of more importance and holding the 
Annual Club Meet at Shows of National Importance think the greatest good 
could be done for the club. To carry on the work of the Club it costs a good 
deal and ever member should see to it that their’ dues are promptly paid 
and also send in new memberships. 

The cost of maintaining the Club has increased with other commodities, 
postage, stationery, and in other ways, but the dues remain the same, only 
$1.00—-and surely everyone can afford that. 


Let every member do their bit, and don’t leave it all to the Secretary 


and blame him if things don’t suit you. It is always easier to tear down 
than build up. 


Let every member be a booster and work for the Club and the White 
Wyandotte.

HELD AT MADISON SQUARE GARDEN, NEW YORK CITY 
DECEMBER 29 TO JANUARY 3, 1917-18. 


Meeting called to order by President J. W. Andrews. 

F. B. Williams elected Secretary Pro Tem. 

The following were present at roll call: J. W. Andrews, A. J. Fell, 
Charles Nixon, F. B. Williams, Charles D. Cleveland, Geo. F. Wilcox, Peter 
Shortway Jr., Charles Staff. Many members were present, but could not 
arrange to be at the meeting, while many who expected to be present were 
kept away by the coldest weather on record at New York. 

Mr. Charles Staff and C. P. Davis were elected members. 

In the absence of any report from Sec’y-Treas. it was voted that the 
accounts of the Sec‘y-Treas. be audited by a public auditor and a copy of the 
report be mailed to the President, Vice President and Executive Committee. 

Voted that the Secretary be instructed to execute a bond for the maxi- 
mum assets of the club and send same to the President to be heid by hiin. 

Discussion by members in favor of judges showing preference for birds 
showing shank well to hock. 

Howard B. Lang was unanimously elected Election Commissioner. 

Voted that the Secretary be instructed to arrange club specials, and 
forwarded to the Secretary of the National Club show in time to go into the 
premium list. 

Voted that the Secretary be instructed to procure special ribbons for 
best shaped cock, hen, cockerel and pullet, and that same be offered as 
special premiums and listed in the premium list of the National Club show, 
and forwarded in time for exhibition at the show. 

Voted that the $75 available for specials at the Garden show, be 
awarded equally for each ribbon won by a member in good standing. 

Voted that the President be instructed to appoint a committee of three 
members, located convenient to the club show, to advertise the club meet 
and the breed, solicit members and that they be provided a booth at the 
show, and that the club provide appropriate literature for them to circulate, 
setting forth the desirable features of the breed. 

Voted that it is the sense of this meeting that the annual club show be 
held where the greatest publicity can be given to the breed, and that the 
club meet hereafter be held successively at Madison Square Garden, Chicago 
and Boston, and that the club use every effort to give the breed all the pub- 
licity possible to the great masses which attend these shows.

By the Secretary-Treasurer 


Every Club member is requested to send to the Secretary-Treasurer the 

name and address of persons who might be interested in learning the whole 
truth about White Wyandottes. We want to mail such persons printed 
matter which is now in the course of preparation. 
; The Club must advertise the breed: popular as the White Wyandotte 
is today, there are many persons without knowledge of its superior worth. 
Laying contests have demonstrated, year after year, that White Wyandottes 
are our best layers, yet those in charge of these contests have wasted little 
ink in giving publicity to the fact. Those conducting laying contests prefer 
for obvious reasons to feature the performance of an individual bird or a 
high-scoring pen. Since poultry keepers cannot make a living from a single 
hen,, they need to know what breed, consistently, year after year, will show 
the highest average per bird. Where except in the advertising matter sent 
out by this Club did you ever see printed the average per bird of the various 
breeds and varieties competing in these contests? What other specialty 
club has printed these figures? Has any other specialty club ever question- 
ed the accuracy of the figures printed by this Club? 

So it will be seen that facts regarding White Wyandottes must be given 
publicity by those interested in the breed. The White Wyandotte breeders 
have opportunities that should not be passed up by default. We will have 
printed many copies of the ‘‘facts’’ and if you have friends untutored as to 
the great worth of this great fowl, send in their names. 


HOW CAN INTEREST IN THE CLUB BE STIMULATED? 


With Club dues no higher than formerly how can we meet the higher 
cost of conducting the business of the Club? 

We nave no answer to the above questions; they are asked here 
because new conditions have arisen which need to be met, and an under- 
standing of these conditions, on the part of our members, may lead us to do 
more, that the Club may be of greater usefulness. 

The price of ribbons has advanced one hundred per cent; printed mat- 
ter costs twice what it formerly did: cups cost more. Your officers face a 
difficult situation, therefore; that of meeting an expense twice that of for- 
mer years with no increase in receipts. With these facts in mind it is hoped 
members will do what they can to increase the revenue of the Club, that 
there may be no curtailment of Club activities. 

During 1916-1917 there was big demand from members for printed 
matter such as tue club was able to get out. Because of insufficient funds 
this demand could not be fully met nor could contemplated pamphlets be 
issued. There is no other feature of our work more important than that of 
publicity. Back of White Wyandottes there is a story worth the telling and 
the telling of this story is largely up to the National White Wyandotte 
Club. It would seem that individual members, could to good advantage, 
tell much of White Wyandottes in general in their catalogues and mating 
lists. Evidently, however, they do not regard this as good practice from a 
business point of view, for in most instances they tell only of their own 
stock. With the White Wyandotte breeder blowing only his own horn and 
the poultry press preserving a strict neutrality, there is an important work 
left for the Club to do. This work should be pushed with vigor on as 
large a scale as funds will permit. 


YOUR DUES AND THOSE OF A NEW MEMBER 


We have had to strike some names from our list for non-payment of 
dues. ‘this loss, however, is one that is common to all specialtv Clubs and 
is to be expected. If you have not already paid your dues, kindly send 
them to this office as soon as convenient. There are many things that could 
be done for the interest of the Club, if we had more funds. An application 
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blank is enclosed with this Year Book which is to be used for the purpose 
of getting a new member. 


AS TO ADVERTISING IN THE CLUB BOOK 


Our Club Book issued for several years, at quite an expense to our 
Club, offers an advertising medium to the members at low cost. We should 
have not less than one hundred pages of advertisements to show the sup- 
port we deserve, and the aim of our Club work in the proper light. The 
demand for our Year Book from notices and our advertising in the poultry 
papers take upwards of two-thousand copies and they all go to people who 
are interested in White Wyandottes. Our advertising contracts have in- 
creased this year and we hope for a much larger support next year. 


THE NEXT CLUB YEAR BOOK 


The officers of the club are seriously handicapped in editing and issuing 
the year book on time because so many well-meaning and loyal members 
put off or forget to send in copy and cuts for their advertisement. Some 
send copy and say cut is following and then hold up the edition until we 
can wire at their expense for the cut. We propose that in the future the 
forms for the year book shall close positively on February 1st. The winter | 
shows have all been held and time given to get photographs and cuts for 
your advertisements. To serve the best interests of the club the year book 
should be in the mail the first week in March. A duplicate cut or electro 
can be made at small cost from any good halftone and you should have 
some of these made at time of having your halftones made so you can send 
cuts for the year book without interfering with your circular. . 


REGARDING RIBBONS AND CUPS AWARDED 


Within the past season deliveries of cups and ribbons were long 
delayed by manufacturers. With prices much higher manufacturers were 
unable to obtain the raw material with which to turn out the finished 
product. This condition still exists. If you have not received specials to 
which you are entitled, or if same were late in reaching you, this is the 
explanation. The Club is anxious to fulfill all its obligations and is finan- 
cially able to do so. If your ribbons have not reached you or do not reach 
vou within a short time, see to it that same are forthcoming. If not sure 
that the secretary of the show at which you won specials, has sent the Club 
secretary certificate of winnings, look into this matter.

OUR STATE OR PROVINCE CHALLENGE CUP OFFER 


The National White Wyandotte Club offers at this show a large hand- 
some cup, known as the State Cup, for Best Display of White Wyandottes 
shown by a member of the club. The cup is offered regardless of the num- 
ber of members at this meet; but must be won three times by the same 
Exhibitor before becoming his property. Each year the Club will offer a 
handsome engraved certificate intended for framing, of winnings and upon 
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obtaining three of these certificates an exhibitor will be entitled to perman- 
nent ownership of the State Cup, which will be delivered to the winner. 
Where State Cups are given, they are to be awarded according to Rule 27, 
of American Poultry Association Show Rules. 


OUR NEW FOwM APPLICATION BLANKS 


The new form of membership application, sample enclosed, should be 
used freely. It should be used not only for the object of interesting per- 
sons in the Club; it is designed as well to win converts to the breed. 

It is likely that 125,000 of these forms will be required this year. 
Small as they are the expense of printing and distributing this number is 
no trifling item in the expense account of the Club. The Secretary- 
Treasurer wants to place printed matter in the hands of all members who 
will use it to their own advantage or that of the Club. Of the thousand 
members he has no way to determine those interested in this printed matter 
and those not interested.

Owing to the severe cold weather at the time of the National Meet at 
New York and lack of publicity the Meet was not the success we expected, 
this led the Club Members in attendance to pass a resolution that the Pres- 
ident be instructed to appoint a committee of three members, located con- 
venient to the Club Show, to advertise the Club Meet and the breed, solicit 
members and that they be provided a booth at the show, and that the Club 
provide appropriate literature for them to circulate; setting forth the de- 
sirable features of the breed. That the Annual Club Meet be held where 
the greatest publicity can be given to the breed. That the Annual Club 
meet be held successively at Madison Square Garden 1917, Coliseum Show, 
Chicago 1918 and Boston 1919. These are the most important shows of the 
country and members should plan to attend the show and bring some of 
their Birds with them. Chicago is centrally located and is easily accessible 
from any part of the country. Members will vote earlier this year than last 
and there will be ample time to work up interest in the annual meeting. 
The object will be not only to have a record-breaking class of White Wyan- 
dottes but a record-breaking attendance of breeders as well. 


FREH POULTRY SERVICE FOR CLUB MEMBERS 


Arrangements have been made with the Pratt Poultry Experiment 
Station, Philadelphia, for free poultry service to members of this Club. 

The Pratt Poultry Experiment Farm, representing an investment of 
$50,000, is situated at Morton, nearby Philadelphia. The experiments 
conducted here the past few years have been extensive and thorough, cov- 
ering every phase of poultry-keeping. The Pratt Station has perhaps gone 
deeper into the investigation of poultry diseases than any other poultry 
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experiment institution. This branch of the service will hardly elicit many 
inquiries from breeders of the vigorous, disease-resisting White Wyandotte, 
but White Wyandotte breeders, like others, do have questions arising from 
their poultry work that call for expert advice. 

No matter what your problem may be, feed formula, housing, Sanita- 
tion, or what not, feel free to make use of this service. ° For the’ con- 
venience of members we have provided diagnosis blanks, copies of which 
will be mailed to each member. If these blanks are not suitably designed 
for your particular trouble, write out your problem in letter form, giving 
all the facts bearing on the case and be sure to state that you are a member 
of the National White Wyandotte Club. Address your communication to 
Pratt Poultry Experiment Station, 130 Walnut Street, Philadelphia, Pa. 


THE WHITE WYANDOTTE KENTUCKY’S CHOICE 


Somebody has pinched Kentucky and that state, long famed for a 
superior quality of a much- -tabooed- at-present product, has woke up to the 
advantages of pure bred poultry. Christian County, Kentucky, has a 
poultry improvement association that is doing things; doing them right, 
too, moreover. This association first wisely decided that nondescript 
poultry should be banished from Kentucky forever. This done the next 
step was to decide upon the best breed for Kentucky. Christian County 
went about choosing in a cautious way. There was no tossing up of a coin 
or pulling of straws. Instead the association sought expert -advice from 
many sources and when the advice was all carefully tabulated it was noted 
that a great preponderence of the advice stipulated White Wyandottes 
Accordingly the White Wyandotte was: made the Standard fowl of Christian 
County, Kentucky. 

The purpose is to supply the boys of the farms with pure bred White 
Wyandotte eggs for hatching the coming spring. The association has a 
fund for the purchase of eggs for these boys. The fund is not sufficient, 
however, to pay for all the eggs needed and we wish to make an appeal 
here in behalf of a movement that someday may be the means of pene eos 
the White Wyandotte the recognized national domestic fowl. 

Who of our members will furnish one Kentucky farm boy with a 
setting of good, hatchable White Wyandotte eggs free? How many will 
furnish one setting at the nominal price of fifty cents per setting? How 
many will furnish eggs at $5.00 per one hundred? Get away from that 
looking-out-for-No. 1 spirit; help these boys to help themselves. Address, 
B. D. Hill, Secretary, Christian County Poultry Improvement Association, 
Hopkinsville, Kentucky. 

The White Wyandotte has stepped into the open arena and proven 
herself by actual contest and comparison superior in many respects and 
equal in all respects to every other breed. 
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THE LAYING CONTESTS 


The fact that White Wyandottes have consistently held first place in 
laying competitions the past six years, and realizing that there are many 
members of the Club who are breeding White Wyandottes more for high 
egg production than for exhibition purposes, led the club to offer a special 
cash prize of not less than $5.00 to Club Member whose White Wyandotte 
Pen yields the most eggs for the year in the White Wyandotte Class at a 
recognized laying contest. This prize will be offered at each of the follow- 
ing contests: Storrs, Conn., Vineland, N. J., Mountain Grove, Mo., North 
American, Phila., Pullman, Wash., Victoria, B. C., and Edmonton, Alberta. 

The Club will also award Ribbons to members for such Birds as score 
200 or more eggs in any recognized American egg laying competition. 

If the members could only realize the great boost it would give the 
White Wyandotte to have a nice lot of high records made by their Birds at 
next season’s contests there would be many more pens in the next year’s 
contests. 

Pullets should be hatched between March 30th and April 30th so as to 
be ready to begin to lay about November 1st for best results, as the contests 
begin on that date, and entries should be made in the contests in September, 
or earlier if possible. 

In order to determine your best layers, if you are not prepared to trap 
nest the whole season you can determine with fair accuracy about what a 
bird can be expected to do by keeping a record for one month or for six 
months. The records of four contests at Mountain Grove, Missouri, show 
that of 100 hens of the various breeds which held first place for a single 
month that 52% of these hens were first at the end of the year and 26% 
second, thus showing that 78% of hens with high egg records for a single 
month made high records for the year. These records also showed that out 
of 100 selected for the one month’s lowest producers that 78% of them were 
the lowest or next to the lowest at the end of the year. 

Selections may be made from a six months’ record the same as from a 
one month’s record, and is more accurate. Records made at the contests 
shows that of 100 hens which were in first place for six months that 72% 
were in first place and 20% second at the end of the year, or 92% were in 
first and second place at the end of the year. It is better to select the low 
producers during the period of high egg production and the high producers 
during tne period of low egg production. 


WHITE WYANDOTTES HAVE A WORLD WIDE REPUTATION 


The following article was taken from The London Times, Weekly 
Edition, November 16, 1917 and forwarded to us by club member, George 
Goodwin, Grand Turk, British West Indies: 

Mr. Robertson, of Broadmoor, Berks, has a White Wyandotte hen— 
one of a brood obtained throught the Reading University College scheme— 
which has proved to be a war-time helper, as her record shows:—-Hatched 
on April 9, 1916; began to lay October 27, 1916; laid her 100th egg on 
February 25, 1917; her 131st egg on her birthday, April 9, 1917; her 200th

WHITE WYANDOTTE CLASS AT MADISON SQUARE 
GARDEN, NATIONAL CLUB MEET 


By A. J. Fell, Judge, West Point, Pa. 


White Wyandotte classes were not so large as some former years but 
quality made up for the quantity. Quality in pens, cocks, hens and cock- 
erels being very even and hard to fault the winners. Was a little more 
difficult to follow type in pullets as I desired, owing to some two or three 
having to be left out for some minor defects, that did not show from the 
outside. 

Cocks—-First, a grand good one in type, color, beautifully finished, 
extra in back and tail, well balanced all through. Second, a nice clean fin- 
ished bird losing to winner in depth of body. Third, very close up, nicely 
finished, good from head to tail, not as strong in eye color as winner. 
Fourth, another good one, grand type, trifle loose in feather also _ trifle 
coarser in head. Fifth, would have gone higher only lacking in length of 
body, clean as a pin throughout. Mention could be made of 247 lacked in 
finish and condition, 253 grand in type loses out on color of wing bows. 

Hens—-First, an easy winner, hard to fault, my ideal in back, tail and 
finish, stood out in the class. Second, loses on finish, but a grand hen. 
'hird, very close up, another grand hen. Fourth, another good one, a trifle 
coarser than winners. Fifth, close up and a good one, winners were five 
grand hens. 

Cockerels—I doubt if there were ever five better cockerels cooped in 
one show; they stood out and it was easy to pick the five, but hard to de- 
cide between them for the ribbons. First, wins on finish, grand from head 
to tail. Second, very close, losing only on finish of tail, head and comb ideal 
and the standard could pattern from this. Third, close to winners, combs 
about all that decided the ribbon. Fourth, lacked only in finish. Fifth, well 
worth the ribbon and a grand bird throughout. I might say not quite as 
neat in comb. Mention could be made of 289 losing on comb, 292 too fluffy, 
coarser in comb than winners, 296 would not pose properly. 

Pullets—In first we had the star, grand in head, color, shape and fin- 
ish, landing the ribbon. Second, not as well finished. Third, good in type, 
loses on leg color. Fourth, carries a trifle too much fluff to go higher. 
Fifth, a trifle low on leg, carries some fiuif. 

Pens— First, winning on finish and shape of females, grand color and 
type, very evenly matched, fine in heads. Second, very close and not easy 
to decide between them and the winners. Third, another close up and no 
kick could have been coming if awards had been reversed any way in the 
three. Fourth, a grand male, loses on females being trifle fluffy and not 
matched so well in combs. Fifth, not in as good condition as other winners. 
2164A, a good pen male. carried tail a little high at times, females pinched 
more or less around saddle..

The words “‘thrift’’ and ‘“‘economy’’ are being much used in these days 
of world strife. Our dollar has shrunkensadly in its purchasing capacity, 
hence today we must be both thrifty and eccnomical to get by debt free. We 
can show both trift and economy by keeping hens. Whatever misgivings 
may be entertained about the profit to be secured from large flocks of fowls, 
there is no question that eight, ten or a dozen hens in a back yard can be 
made to pay well. But whether one decides to keep a few hens or to develop 
a large poultry plant with many layers, always the question which is the 
“best”? breed or variety suggests itself. ‘‘There is no best breed,’’ our writ- 
ers keep saying. Perhaps not, but the White Wyandotte threatens to force 
that stereotyped phrase into retirement. 


Claims are constantly being made that birds of this, that or the other 
breed or variety are ‘‘wonderful layers.’’ Until recently there prevailed the 
mistaken belief that there existed no ‘‘all purpose’’ fowl; that a prolific pro- 
duction of eggs could be expected only from a bird of the Mediterranean 
class and that the capacity for high egg production was noi to be found in 
a breed possessing also high quality and large quantity of flesh. 


Thanks to our egg laying contests, all uncertainty, all guess work and 
all doubt, and all conclusions based on uncertainty, guess work and doubt, 
have given place to definite knowledge in regard to the relative value of 
breeds and varieties of chickens in-so-far as egg production and meat figure. 
It is nowhere recorded that anyone has ever said that the White Wyandotte 
is not a handsome bird. Moreover, no one has refused to concede that the 
White Wyandotte is a good layer, but it remained for the laying contests to 
give definite, authentic proof of the fact that the Wyandotte is our best 
layer. In a like manner our exhibitions of dressed poultry (which are all 
too few) have shown that the White Wyandotte carcass is richer in quality 
and color and finer grained in flesh than that of any other kind of poultry 
shown in competition. Poultry raisers should not lose sight of the fact that 
the Wyandotte should produce 1% to 2-pound broilers at an earlier age 
than any other breed. 

If you believe that ‘“‘best breed’’ and “‘most profitable breed’’ are syn- 
onymous terms, you may pe interested in the following table, taken from 
page 232 of Bulletin 87, issued by the Storrs Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, Storrs, Connecticut, describing the Fourth Annual Laying Contest:

Not a Matter of Chance 


Is the laying habit well fixed in the White Wyandotte? Does the White 
Wyandotte produce constantly or is high production a matter of chance? 
Let us see. 
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Beginning November Ist, 1911, and concluding October 31st, 1916, 
there were five annual egg laying contests conducted on the grounds of the 
Missouri State Poultry Experiment Station at Mountain Grove. Within this 
five year period how did the performance of the White Wyandottes com- 
pare with other breeds acknowledged to be high egg producers? The-ahove 
questions are answered by Prof. C. T. Patterson, director of the exepriment 
station, in the following table:

There is another important thing in favor of the White Wyandotte and 
that is the fact that it is at home in any climate, whether it is the severe 
cold of Canada or the extreme heat of the tropics. As Director Raymond 
Pearl of the Maine Experiment Station said in referring to the breed, they 
do well wherever placed. The following table tells something of theresults 
in each of three contests. The figures given indicate the average number 
of eggs produced by the hens each year:

It has surely been a great pleasure to me as a judge to see the great 
improvement there has been made in this grand breed and I have had the 
pleasure of handling some of the winners at our best shows and have had 
the honor of fitting and selecting birds that have won the Blue Ribbons and 
specials for best display at our very best shows’ in the last twenty-five 
years or more. Now, dear reader, you cannot make a success of the Poultry 
Business by breeding scrubs or common barn yard fowls. But you can if 
you take up a good standard breed, such as the White Wyandotte, and you 
try.

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A FEW FACTS ABOUT WHITE WYANDOTTES

It is always a pleasure for me to write about the White Wyandottes. 
They are always ready to back you up in any statement you make about 
them. They are the one breed that has made steady progress without un- 
natural booms. Do not be led away by the extravagant claims made for the 
newer breeds. You may claim anything you like for a variety that is new 
and has not been tested. For the last twenty-five years no variety has had 
a stronger hold in public favor than has the White Wyandotte. Twenty 
years from now they will be just as popular if the fanciers and breeders will 
hold out for sensible ideals. 

A successful breeder of poultry has usually tried several or many 
breeds before selecting that one which best suits his purpose. You who 
have only begun, or are contemplating a beginning, are anxious to avoid a 
lot of costly discouraging mistakes and experiments and also waste of time 
in finding just what you want. If you are putting your savings into a small 
poultry farm with the expectation of making it yield you a living you must 
be extremely careful in selecting your stock, both as to vigor, which is ab- 
solutely necessary, and its adaptability to your requirements.

Have the size and vigor to withstand sudden and severe weather with- 
out suffering shock that slows down production.

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PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE WITH WHITE 
WYANDOTTES 


By Mrs. Tom Hayden, Owensboro, Ky. 


The White Wyandotte fowl is worthy of the most careful treatment at 
the hands of a ready writer, backed by intelligent experience. While Wyan- 
dottes now the most popular of all the Wyandotte family, and the leaders 
in point of numbers in nearly all show rooms in the larger and most im- 
portant exhibitions was admitted to the ‘Standard’? in 1888. Much im- 
provement has been made the last few years in type, color and points. I 
can look back at some of the photographs made from New York and Boston 
winners only a few years ago, and today in type they would not be consider- 
ed fair specimens. 

The competition is getting keener every year, and we have to watch 
our matings and strive to build up to produce birds that will keep pace with 
the age. 

In my opinion whe is the most important to consider in a White Wy- 
andotte. They should not be too short, nor too long, but just the happy 
medium, red, ouff or black in the plumage of White Wyandottes is a defect 
to be seriously considered by breeders. We should try to breed them clean 
of this, and we can, if we breed from clean birds, but again here we are, if 
we have a bird that is grand in shape and other points are we not going to 
discard this bird for a little trickery, but a bird showing any of this must . 
be severely punished by the judge. 

In head points and combs we are making great improvements. Now, 
we do not see the large, beefy, pebbled combs as formerly, but the small, 
smooth comb fitting closely to the head and following it in shape. Very 
seldom do we see a White Wyandotte without a red or hay eye and good, 
stout, yellow legs set apart. These are features of our White’s today. 

It is safe to say that a person engages in poultry raising for pleasure 
or profit. Whether breeding for eggs, meat, feathers or a combined exhibi- 
tion egg type, it is altogether necessary to secure vigorous stock for the 
foundation. Probably the cheapest way to do this is by securing eggs from 
a reliable breeder. Personal experience, however, persuaded me to recom- 
mend that trio or pen be purchased and then as the flock grows experience 
augmented proportionately. 

Select a breed that is popular so that no artificial demands need to be 
fostered. In fairness to other breeders I would not say that the White 
Wyandotte is the only chicken that will stand up under comparative tests 
through a reasonable period of time, but I must say after raising practically 
every class, I find the White Wyandottes my ideal chicken. This statement 
challenges more than the statement that the White Wyandottes are decided- 
ly popular. I breed them for numerous reasons te which I invite your at- 
tention: Here I have a medium weight chicken of excellent quality for 
table use, from a juicy two pound broiler to a matured bird. After hens 
have served their usefulness as layers they can readily be fattened and 
their weight commands ready sale at satisfactory market prices. The 
youngsters mature early and will lay at six months old. If you want robust 
birds and strong chicks don’t force the egg yield. Rose combs and loose 
plumage aid the White Wyandotte to resist the cold of severe winter 
weather, and are features that make for winter egg production. The egg 
type breeder appreciate these qualities. Besides being a good winter layer 
we have found this bird to be a persistent layer. In disputable evidence in a 
few of the late egg-laying contests puts the White Wyandotte fowl in the 
foremost rank as an egg yielder. 

Let me refer you to the late North American contest in which Tom Bar- 
ron’s White Wyandottes were the winners over all competitors, irrespective 
of classes entered. The White Wyandotte is tame, consumes a medium 
quantity of food and stands confinement well, adjusting itself readily to 
range when permitted to forage. High fences are unnecessary. The fe- 
males are good brooders and excellent mothers. They can be easily broken 
of the hatching fever when undesirable. 
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WYANDOTTES COMING TO THE FRONT IN 
THE SOUTH 


By H. C. Hull, of Rosedale Farm, Paw Creek, N. C. 


The past season has been profitable for the 
White Wyandotte breeders of the South who have 
seen the fulfillment of the prediction that White 
Wyandottes would soon be one of the leading and 
most popular breeds of this section—and why 
Sshouldn’t they be? When a prospective purchaser 
either of table or exhibition poultry investigates 
the merits of the different breeds he will have to 
hand it to the White Wyandotte. As a general- 
purpose fowl they absolutely have no equal——being 
the one best breed for the general farmer. AS a 
market or table fowl there is no comparison—their 
rich, golden yellow skin—good size and plump 
bodies and tender, sweet flesh make them the ideal 
table fowl. As layers they ‘‘have got the Leghorns 
goat.’”’ We have tried them out side by side—same 
care—-—same feed and the Wyandotte won out, so 
now we have no Leghorns. As an exhibition bird 
they—well what is the use of telling a bunch of White Wyandotte cranks 
what they already know. 


Fi SR, ee Craw 


he writer has talked to several Northern judges who have officiated 
at Southern shows during the 1917-1918 season who informed us that the 
White Wyandotte classes were the strongest this year at practically all the 
Southern exhibitions and personally we have had more inquiries and re- 
quests for breeding stock and eggs this season than we can possibly fill 
which proves that White Wyandottes ARE becoming very popular in the 
South. The writer can remember a few years ago when the White Wyan- 
dotte classes would not be filled—-first prize would only receive second 
money, and at the same show last year there were 15 cockerels in the 
cockerel class and 27 pullets in the pullet class (and we had the pleasure 
of getting the blue ribbon in both classes) a positive proof that White 
Wyandottes ARE becoming popular in the South. 


In conclusion our sentiments are completely expressed in a paragraph 
taken from a Western breeders mating list as follows: 


“Can you imagine anything more beautiful than a snow-white Wyan- 
dotte with blood-red comb and wattles scattered over a grassy yard? Or 
an egg basket filled every night? Or a big fat broiler for a Sunday dinner? 
—THAT’S A WYANDOTTE. 
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ELECTRICITY AND POULTRY 


Written Especially for the N. W. W. Club Year Book by Sid Saunders, 
Ingersoll, Ont., Canada, President Canadian White Wyandotte 
Club; Vice President Canadian Branch National 
White Wyandotte Club 


Electricity has been used in poultry houses repeatedly as a convenience 
for those in charge of the plant, but in how many cases is it actually used 
for the benefit of the fowls themselves? Generally speaking, when it is 
suggested that electric lights should be installed in the laying or breeding 
houses in order that production should be increased, it is treated more or 
less aS a joke, however in these days when production means so much, and 
experiments, not only by myself, but others, have beensove ry satisfactory, 
anda s a matter of fact the results have in many cases been phenomenal, by 
all means I would suggest that if electricity can be installed on any plant, 
now that each additional egg means so much to your country, and if the 
breed is the ever increasing popular White Wyandottes, which makes pro- 
duction that much easier, it is your duty to the country in which you live 
and which you love, to produce more eggs and more birds, and by so doing 
“do your bit’’ to help to finally attain the end which she now strives, and I 
say to you, investigate the possibilities of this modern method of increased 
egg production. 


At the present time, I am using one 500 watt nitro lamp for every 120 
hens, each lamp throwing a very bright light, practically turning night into 
day, and in the winter months when the days are anything but long, these 
lights are turned on at about six o’clock in the morning, grain thrown into 
the litter, and immediately the hens commence scratching, singing as they 
do so, and commence what generally results in an extremely busy day, hours 
before the hen in the less up-to-date poultry house thinks of even getting 
off the roost. 


These lights are left on according to the brightness of the day. how- 
ever they are generally turned off between eight and nine a. m., and then 
about four o’clock in the afternoon are again turned on, leaving them until 
about seven p. m., thereby giving the birds twelve or thirteen hours of 
straight daylight, and it is indeed remarkable to note the number of eggs 
that are laid between five and six o’clock. 


During the month of January (1918), when the average temperatu?e 
was approximately 3.6 degrees above zero for the entire month, I had pens 
which gave me an average of 77 per cent for the month from the entire pen, 
and another 74 per cent etc., etc., and which if kept up for the entire year, 
would give me pens averaging 281 and 270 eggs respectively per hen, anc 
as this is not simply the average of some particular bird which happened t9 
do particularly well that month, but the average for the entire pen in ques- 
tion, and as there will undoubtedly be months to come which wili be much 
egg laying standpoint, I believe that birds housed under these conditions 
more congenial to our feathered allies than a bitterly cold January from an 
egg laying standpoint. I believe that Birds housed under these conditions 
must have a better chance to establish an egg laying record, and at any 
rate I think that you will agree with me when I say that the above results 
are to say the least, very satisfactory. 


Now this satisfactory condition is not due altogether because the birds 
used were White Wyandottes, altho I will acknowledge that this had a 3 eat 
deal to do with it, but as other pens which were not so favorably housed 
with electric lights, but identically the same breeding and fed identically 
the same way, had a percentage of about 42 and which would mean an 
average of 142 eggs per annum, it must be conceded that it is within the 
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realms of a possibility that the lengthened days given to the electric lighted 
pens, had a great deal to do with this vast difference. 


The fertility is also good, and today (Feb. 5th, 1918) with the ther- 
mometer registering something in the neighborhood of 24 degrees below 
zero, one hen came off with 13 chicks, showing that the breeding stock is 
thriving, and I attribute it considerably to the fact that all birds have thir- 
teen hours exercise per day, instead of the usual eight when managed in 
the old way. 


The cost of installing electricity here is only a small matter, and once 
installed it will soon pay for itself. Each 500 watt nitro lamp I use costs 
me 1% cents per hour and so every 120 hens cost me that amount, and 
using the lights six hours each day, I find that one extra egg per hen every 
three months, figuring on market prices, approximately pays for that light, 
and those selling eggs for hatching at $5.00 per setting of 15, viz; (33% 
cents per egg) will have to produce one extra egg per hen in one year, and 
this will more than pay the bill for the electricity used. 


At the present time I am not only using electricity in my laying and 
breeding houses, but also in some of my incubators and brooders, and apart 
from the convenience and cleanliness of this method, the results obtained 
have been most gratifying, as I am hatching a good percentage, and rearing 
practically all the healthy chicks, having at this date more chicks than ever, 
every one doing splendidly, and the temperature only down to 24 degrees 
below zero. 


SUCCESS WITH THE HALF PRICE EGGS 


H. J. Riley, Bryan, Ohio. 


The Half Price Eggs.—After May 15, most of the White Wyandotte 
breeders will offer eggs from their finest matings at half price. At this 
time a number of our club members will decide to try a setting or two. The 
writer’s experience with late hatches covers a period of more than ten years. 
So much of it has been so bad and so much of it so good that it will be the 
purpose of the present article to help the beginner enjoy the one and avoid 
the other. 


Advantages of Late Hatching.—It would be foolish to maintain that a 
June or July chick is better than a March or April chick. It is certain, 
however, that the date of hatching is less important than the way the chick 
is grown. There are some advantages of late hatching. During the sum- 
mer months not only are the eggs cheaper, but setting hens are abundant; 
there is no danger of chilled eggs or chicks; green food and bug life are 
plentiful, except in extremely hot summers. Furthermore, there is always 
the fascinating possibility of getting that rare bird that will mature rapidly 
and prove a wonder in the later shows. There is also some truth in the 
statement that the later’ birds are likely to be better in color than their 
earlier hatched brothers and sisters. Some such objects as these, rather 
than the mere abundance or cheapness of the eggs, are necessary motives, if 
the best results are to be secured. 


Resting the Eggs.—As soon as the eggs are received, they should be 
rested for about twenty-four hours in as cool a place as possible, but not in 
a refrigerator. 


Hen or Incubator?—-The question of using a hen or an incubator should 
usually be decided in favor of the hen, as incubator chicks are much more 
subject to bowel trouble than hen-hatched chicks, during the hot summer 
months. 
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The Hen.—The hen chosen for setting should be in good condition and 
absolutely free from lice, before she is given the eggs. This last blissful 
state of affairs may be brought about by the thorough use—not overuse— 
of some reliable louse powder. It will pay to use new nest boxes, if the old 
ones seem ‘‘reeking’’ with lice from previous hatches. 


. The Nest.—The question of the nest itself is of great importance. Hens 
should be set'in as cool a place as possible and under natural conditions. 
After trying a number of different kinds of nest, I have concluded that the 
dirt or sod nest is about the best for summer hatching. Get a box from the 
grocer about eighteen inches all round—-an orange crate is too small. 
Fasten a slat on the open side of the box, wide enough to retain the litter 
when the box is turned on the side. Turn the box on the side and puta 
little dirt in what is now the bottom. Cut a piece of sod the dimensions of 
the bottom of the box. In the center of it, cut or dig out a depression about 
the size and depth.of a pie lid. Put the sod in the box and fill under with 
dirt, so as to raise it almost to the top of the slat. Then place in the de- 
pression a little ‘‘chaffy’”’ straw. Put in a few china eggs or some infertiles 
that have been tested out of the incubator. Try the hen for at least one 
day, and, if she seems to catch the idea, give her the eggs the following eve- 
ning. If the eggs are very fine and high-priced, it will pay to use two hens 
rather than overcrowd one. And it is not a bad idea to have an extra hen 
‘running’ as a ‘‘safety.”’ 


The Hatching Period.—During the hatching period, great care should 
be used to keep down the lice. It may be necessary to dust the hen two or 
three times to ve sure that there will be no lice when the chicks come out. 
In case eggs are broken, the remaining eggs should be washed gently in 
warm water and fresh chaff put in the nest. If the weather is extremely 
warm and dry, water may be poured around the edge of the sod, to increase 
the moisture. 


The Hatch.—As the eggs usually run high in fertility during the sum- 
mer months, the hatch is likely to be large—even 100%. But it is at this 
time that the real trouble begins. The novice has twelve or fifteen large, 
fluffy White Wyandotte chicks on stout and sturdy legs and, in three weeks’ 
time, through sheer ignorance or neglect, has them all under the sod, with 
the possible exception of three or four runts that may develop into scrawny 
fries about Christmas time. 


First Care.—The newly hatched chicks should be placed in a roomy 
coop, in a shady place and permitted to run in and out to the hen at will, 
except that they should be closed up at night and kept in in the morning 
until the dew has dried off the grass. Whatever method of feeding is used, 
great care should be exercised not to feed anything that tends to loosen the 
bowels, as bowel trouble is one of the chief causes of loss among the late 
hatches, especially those that come off in June. We have found nothing 
better for starting the chicks than well toasted bread, rolled into crumbs 
and mixed with a little charcoal and grit. Several dry mashes that are on 
the market contain milk and are excellent to feed at the same time. in 
hoppers to which the chicks have easy access at all times. After the first — 
three or four days, a good grade of commercial, ground grain chick food 
may be fed in chaff. Grit, charcoal, and fresh water should be before the 
chicks at all times. 


Bowel Trouble.—Upon the first appearance of bowel trouble, a cure 
should be placed in the water and all chicks that are much affected, remov- 
ed. Toasted bread, moistened in boiled milk, is a good feed to give to chicks 
that have bowel trouble, in the early stages, and is, in itself, an effective 
remedy. 


Head Lice.—After the chicks begin to feather out and are past the

bowel trouble stage, look out for head lice. A little carbolated vaseline, 
rubbed in thoroughly on the top of the head, back of the neck, and at the 
base of the beak, will do the trick. The best time to treat the chicks is just 
before they go under the hen at night. One of the simplest and most easily 
available remedies for head lice is cream from ordinary cow’s milk, which 
always gives excellent results, if it is carefully applied. 


Shade.— Shade. should be provided for the late chicks at all times 
Natural shade is usually better than artificial because it is cooler. If it is 
not possible, however, boards or muslin may be used. A piece of poultry 
netting covered with straw makes a cheap and good means of securing 
shade. 


Green Food.—-Many late hatched chicks, especially those raised on 
back lot plants, fail to do well because sufficient green food is not provided. 
If the runs become dry and barren, fresh lawn clippings, lettuce, or cabbage 
may be fed. Green food must be kept before the chicks in abundance or 
they will not have a fair chance to make good. 


Housing.—As the cool, fall weather comes on, the late chicks should be 
gotten into their winter quarters. The pullets and cockerels should be sep- 
arated at this time, if they have not been earlier. Overcrowding should be 
avoided, as the chicks must be kept growing all winter in their houses. 


Forcing and Retarding.—Cockerels that show unusual promise and 
have large heavy-boned bodies may be pushed along by placing them in 
large, individual coops and feeding liberally, especially on oats and white 
corn. The pullets should be held back from laying by feeding heavily on 
foods that tend to produce flesh rather than eggs. This will help greatly to 
increase the size of the birds and their value as breeders. 


Mating.—If these late hatched birds are used in the breeding yards the 
first season, only the larger, rapid growing cockerels should be used and 
they should be mated to hens or early hatched pullets. The larger, more 
mature pullets may also be used, but they should be mated to a cock or a 
very early hatched cockerel. <A few of the most promising cockerels may be 
carried over to make show cocks or breeders the next season. Promising 
pullets that are not used for breeders may be placed in the pen that lays 
eggs for the family table. Very often they will continue growing on 


through the first moult and make fine show birds and breeders in their first 
hen year.

At the Great Boston Poultry Show just ended, Martin’s Regal White 
Wyandottes again made a fine winning, under most adverse conditions.
